The  Councillors  are  the  same  as  in  the  preceding  year.   Spooner''8  Vet' 

rnont  Journal  embraced  the  above  list  of  Councillors  in  tlie  Washing- 
ton and  Jefferson  Ticket"  previous  to  the  election,  and  ou  priuliug  the 
result,  Oct.  16  1804,  commented  thus: 

The  increase  of  Bepublican  principles  in  this  state  far  exceeds  our 
expectation.   Last  year  the  difference  hetween  the  lowest  Bepublican 

candidate  for  Councillor,  and  the  lii'_rlu>st  Federal,  was  i500  voters:  This 
year  the  (liflrrcnet!  is  2(M)U-  notwUkstandimj  tee  have  a  Federal  Governor. 

The  Windsor  Federal  Gazette,  of  Aug.  21  1804,  placed  the  name  of 
Jonas  Galusha  at  the  head  of  "  Federal  Nominations,''  as  did  also  The 
(Brattleborough)  Reporter  of  Sei^ember  1  1804,  and  the  result  showed

Political  Note, 


that  Mr.  Galnsha  received  9010  votes  more  than  the  highest  candidate 
on  the  Jefferecfnian  Bopublicnn  ticket.  Tlie  Federal  candidates  for  ex- 
ecutive officers  were  Isaac  Tichenor  for  Governor,  General  Zebina  Cur- 
tis for  Lieut.  Governor,  and  Bonjaiuin  Swan  for  Treasurer;  and  the 
Republican  candidate.s  were  Jonathan  Robinson  for  Governor,  Paul 
Brigbani  for  Lieut.  Governor,  and  William  Hunter  for  Treasurer.  Ho 
detailed  statement  of  the  votes  has  been  found,  but  The  ifsporter  of  Oct. 
ao  1804  gave  the  following: 

For  Governor,  His  Excellency  Isaac  Tichenor,  Votes  duly  returned 

8075,  do.  not  do.  31  towns  721— Total.  879(1  Hon.  Jonathan  Robinson, 
Duly  returned  6184,  7  towns  uut  do.

Lieutenant  Governor,  His  Honor  Paul  Brigbaui,  Minority  nearly  4000. 

Benjamin  Sw^an  Esq.  Treasurer,  Majority  over  4000. 
Councillors,  G.  [  Jonas  ]  Galusba  highest,  8004.    E.  Keyes,  next 
highest,  6054. 

A  large  majority  of  the  representatives,  chosen  at  the  same  election, 
were  Jeffersonians.  The  Jeffersonian  majorities,  on  the  ballot  in  joint 
committee  for  Presidential  Electors,  ranged  from  41  to  8L  The  ballot 
for  the  fourth  Elector,  which  was  nearent  to  an  accurate  test,  resulted  as 
follows:  "'Nathaniel  Xiles.  repub.  125,  David  Winijf.  jun.  fed.  31,  Scat- 
tering 13— Majority  for  Mr.  Niles,  81."  Mr.  Wing  s  vote  was  the  high- 
est given  for  a  Federal  candidate.  * 

WhUe  it  is  evident  that  the  Jeffersonians  had  the  control  of  the  state, 
it  is  remarkable  that  Gov.  Tichenor,  who  was  an  avowed  Federalist,  re- 
ceived  732  more  votes  than  Jonas  Galusba,  who  was  on  the  ticket  of 
each  party;  Benjamin  Swan,  who  was  on  tlie  Federal  ticket  only,  had  a 
majority  nearl}-  double  tliat  of  Gov.  Tichenor;  and  Pnnl  Briijliani.  who 
was  on  the  Jetfersouian  ticket  only,  bad  a  majority  nearly  as  lari^e  as 
Mr.  Swan's.  The  conclusion  is,  that  a  large  part  of  the  people  did  not 
consider  themselves  bound  by  party  considerations  alone  in  the  election 
of  their  chief  executive  oflicers. 

The  electoral  ticket,  referred  to  above,  was  as^reed  to  in  a  caucus  of 
the  Republicans  in  Uie  General  Assembly.  A  ticket  for  Governor, 
Lieut.  Gf>vernor.  Tronsurer,  and  Councillors,  to  be  supported  by  the 
Jefier.sonian  Republic;! iis  at  the  election  in  180.").  was  also  a52;reed  to 
in  caucus.

'  From  the  Weekly  Wanderer  for  Oct.  22  1804: 

Rutland,  (  Vermmtt)  Oct,  13.— On  Thursday  last  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  this  State  convened  in  this  town.  At  nine  o'clock  His  Excel- 
lency the  Governor  was  escorted  into  town  by  the  company  of  cavalry 
commanded  by  Capt.  Cheeney.  At  twelve^  the  Legislative  body  pro- 
ceeded to  the  meeting  house  to  attend  divine  service.

And  such 
Shares  may  be  sold  on  Execution  in  the  same  manner  as  is  or  may  be 
by  Law  provided  for  the  sale  ut  other  personal  property,  the  Creditor 
leaving  an  Attested  Coj)y  of  the  Bxecuiion,  witli  the  officer's  return 
theroon.  with  the  Clerk  of  said  Corporation  within  fourteen  drtys  after 
sucli  sale,  and  paying  for  recording  the  same.  And  such  Share  or 
Shares  so  sold  as  aforesaid  shall  to  all  intents  and  purposes  vest  in  such 
purchaser" — wliich  amendment  was  adopted,  and,  on  motion,  it  was  Re- 
soived,  Xo  concur  with  the  House  in  passing  said  Bill  into  a  Law,  with 
the  amendment  proposed,  and  M'-  Witherell  requested  to  inform  the 
House  of  the  Reasons  of  Council. 

The  Bill  Entitled  "  An  aet  directing  Listers  in  their  office  and  duty," 
wa.s  again  received  from  the  House  with  the  following  new  order 
thereon:  "In  General  Assembler  Oct^-  '25"'-  1804.

*  From  the  printed  Aaaenibly  Journal  of  Oct  29  1804,  p.  195: 

The  petition  of  Captain  John  Vincent,  an  Indian,  with  the  report  of 
the  Committee  thereon,  were  read  as  follows: 

To  the  Fathers  of  the  People  of  Vermont,  now  assembled  in  Grand  Coun- 
cil at  liutland.  Bi;*  > m  i:i:s.  When  your  laihers,  to  avoid  per8ecuti»)n, 
fled  from  Knglnnd  and  the  English  nation,  they  came  across  the  big 
Luke  that  separates  Eurojie  fronj  America,  and  settled  among  the  In- 
dians, of  whom  I  am  a  descendant.  At  that  lime.  T/our  fathers  were 
weak,  without  friends,  and  without  provision.s  or  wig\van>•^ : — My  fathers 
gave  them  protection,  became  their  friends,  aud  furnished  them  with 
provisions.  And  when  the  King  of  England  assumed  an  oppressive  nu- 
thority  over  them,  theyop])osed  his  oppression:  and  a  friendship  existed 
between  them  and  my  trihe.  At  the  commeneemeut  of  the  war  that 
divided  the  Colonies  from  Great-Britain,  Captain  John  Vineent  was  ji 
firm  friend  of  the  United  States.  Under  General  Washington  he  be- 
came attached  to  their  cause,  and  constantly  directed  his  arrows  against 
the  British  Sachem.  From  the  river  Kennebec,  through  the  wilderne.»*s, 
to  Quebec,  he  pointed  out  the  way,  and  fought  under  General  Montgom- 
ery, at  the  seige  of  that  place.  Following  the  fortune  of  the  Americans, 
be  fought  under  General  Gates,  at  ^'tillwater,  and  assi.sied  in  taking  Gen. 
Burgoyne,  and  at  various  other  places;  and  during  the  whole  war,  was 
engaged  in  the  American  service. 

BrotkerSy  1  am  now  become  old,  1  am  become  old  in  your  service, 
fighting  your  battles.  Seventy-three  winters  have  gone,  and  almost  half 
of  them  I  have  been  among  you. 

Brothers.  When  Capl.  John  became  your  friend,  he  was  a  young  man 
— he  coulil  then  catch  Beavers  and  Deer  enoutrh  to  feed  aud  clotlie  him; 
but  having,  thro'  age,  lost  his  activity,  the  means  of  his  support  are  cut 
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The  Petition  of  the  Caledonia  Turnpike  Com|)any  was  again  received 

from  the  House  with  this  new  nidcr  iiiimitcd  tliorcon:  "In  Ccncral 
Assenihly  Ot  l'^-  2U,  Head  and  retei  red  to  the  iSecoud  Turnpike  Com- 
mittee, to  join.  Attest  M.  Post  CIlc*^ — in  which  recommitment  the 
Covmcil  concurred. 

The  Committee  on  the  Bill  Entitled  "An  act  estahlishiujj  Proprietors' 
Becords  in  Irashurgh."  rcjjorted  the  following  amendment. — "after  the 
word  "  r/mi,"  in  the  second  line  of  the  act.  erase  the  remainder  of  the 
act  and  insert  the  lbllowiti<;.  "That  the  Pro]ui(;tors  of  said  Irasburijli  be 
and  they  are  hereby  empowered,  at  au}-  luture  Proprietors'  meeting 
lej^ally  warned  and  holden  for  that  purpose,  to  ratify  and  confirm  the  for- 


off,  and  he  is  obliged  to  ask  of  you  a  maintenance,  which  he  refused,  for 
your  cause,  to  receive  from  others. 

Since  the  last  war.  Brothera^  I  have  stayed  on  your  mountains  and  in 
your  forests,  and  I  have  preserved  that  sfri'/imj,  by  means  of  buntinj^. 
and  some  liandicraft  busine^^^^,  and  at  no  time  (tor  I  appeal  to  the  men  of 
Rutland,  and  others,  who  Icnow  Captain  John)  have  I  departed  from  the 
path  of  friendship  and  honesty. 

Brotlurs^  I  come  before  you  to  solicit  assistance.  The  Great  Spirit 
Avill  soon  take  me  to  my  fathers;  Will  you  give  me  8omethin<T  to  procure 
me  meat  and  blankets  till  the  Cheat  Alkwmak  shall  (  all  me  away. 

Capt.  JouN  Vincent. 

To  the  General  Aeeemhly  now  8itU7\g.  Your  committee  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  petition  of  Capt.  John  Vincent.  Report,  that  the  facts  therein 
contained  are  true,  and  that  he  have  leave  to  brim;  in  a  bill,  irranting 
him  the  sum  of  twenty  live  dollars,  and  to  appoint  a  guardian  to  receive 
the  same  for  his  use.  Eliakim  Spoomeii^/oi*  committee. 

The  appropriation  recommended  was  made,  and  Hon.  Elias  Keyes 
was  appointed  guardian  ;  in  18U6,  John  Fuller  of  Sherburne  was  author* 
ized  to  draw  thirty  dollars  annually  for  Vincent's  support;  in  1807,. 
$59.dd  was  granted  to  several  persons  who  h.id  couti  ibutc^d  for  his  support, 
and  in  1809  an  act  was  passed  autliorizinir  James  D.  Butler  of  Rutland 
to  draw  not  cxeeedinLT  sixty  dollars  annually  for  bis  support. 

The  lollownig,  originating  in  one  of  the  newspapers  published  at 
Rutland,  is  copied  fVom  Spooner''8  Vermfrnt  Journal  of  July  23  1810: 

Died,  at  Parkerstown  [Mention,]  on  the  3d  inst.  at  the  house  of  John- 
son liickarilson^  Esq.  Capt.  John  Vincent,  an  Indian,  aged  85.  In 
17.")").  he  bad  a  command  amoni;  the  Co^nawofrpja  ti  ibe.  then  opjiosed  ]»v 
Frencli  intbience  to  these  then  colonies  and  i)rovinces.  Gen.  Braddock 
was  at  that  time  defeated  at  Fort  du  Quesne,  near  wliere  Pittsburgh 
now  is.  Capt.  Viticcnt  bad  reconnoilered  the  countiy  soutlierlv  to  the 
moulh  of  the  6cioto.  and  had  returned  belore  the  eugagement.  He 
formed  the  ambuscade,  wliich  defeated  Braddock.  Upon  the  death  of 
IJraddock  be  comnianded  and  cnnti'iuled  against  Colonel  Washington, 
and  has  often  said  that  if  Braddock  wouhi  have  knowu  the  great  man 
then  advising  him.  he  would  have  been  preserved.  That  Braddock  did 
not  consider  Colonel  Wasbinii:ion  as  a  soidiei-.  and  therefore  lost  his  life. 
— That  Col.  VVashiugtou.  harra.ssed  the  French  and  Indians,  when  they 
sujiposed  themselves  to  be  the  conquerers.  At  that  time  Capt.  Vincent 
returned  with  his  warriors  io  bis  iril)e — That  at  the  commencement 
of  tbo  revohiiiotiary  war,  be.  Capt.  John,  soon  learned  that  Col.  Wasb- 
ingion  was  commander  in  chief — that  his  tribi-.  lieing  in  Briti.'^h  interests, 
he-  lelt  them,  fully  believing  that  the  Great  Spirit  had  preserved  Col. 
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mer  allotment,  survey  and  division  of  said  Town  into  severalty,  and 
when  so  confirmed  by  the  Proprietors,  at  their  le^al  meetiu^  holden  as 
aforesaid,  the  same  shall  be  as  ujnod  and  valid  in  Law,  to  all  intents  and 
purposes,  as  ilio'  the  survey,  allolnient  and  division  luul  beeu  previously 
made  in  the  manner  pre  s(  rilx d  by  a  Statute  Law  of  this  State  in  that 
case  made  and  provided,  any  Law,  Usasje  or  Cnstdni  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding " — which  amendment  was  adopted  and  it  was  Kesolvcd, 
To  coneur  mth  the  House  in  passing  s'  Bill  into  a  Law  as  amended,  and 
M'-  Galusha  appointed  to  assiLjn  tlu  Rea>()iis  therefor  to  the  House. 
Adjourned  to  9  O'clock  Tomorrow  luoruiug. 


Saturday  October  27"«'  1804,  9  O'clock  A.  M. 
The  Council  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

An  Engrossed  Bill,  passed  in  tbe  House  of  Re(>resentatives,  Entitled 
"An  act  empowering  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  to  convey  certain 


Washington— that  a  number  of  hi.s  young  warriors,  after  the  deatli  of 
Braddock,  had  shot  at  Washington,  but  nobody  could  kill  him  tbat 
about  the  year  1779,  Capt  John  received  from  General  Washington  a 
Captain's  commission.  He  jiiloted  the  American  troops  from  Cam- 
bridge througb  tlie  province  of  Maine  lo  Quebec*  lie  was  at  Quebec 
when  Montgomery  fell.  He  well  uutlersiood  the  history  of  tlie  revolu- 
tionary war,  having  in  1775  espoused  the  American  cause,  and  his  tribe 
being  sedueed  to  the  Britisii  interest!  He  has  sioce  Secreted  himself 
among  our  mountains  in  Siierburue. 

The  Legislature  of  Yermont  having  known  this  distinguished  chief- 
tain, long  since  made  him  a  i)ensi()tier.  Capt.  John  was  early  educateil 
by  a  Roman  Catholic  Priest  in  the  French  language  and  in  the  tenets  of 
that  church.  These  early  imjiressions  wer<^  not  erased.  At  no  time 
was  this  tenant  of  the  forest  known  to  rise  without  his  orisons,  to  sleep 
without  his  vespers,  or  to  eat  without  at  least  ottering  up  liis  siU^nt  but 
reverent  petition.  From  Ihis  Koman  instructe»r  lie  had  received  a  large 
French  bible.  This  he  often  read  and  preserved  as  his  best  inheritance, 
and  it  is  said  has  l)e(]ueathed  it  to  the  Rev.  Henian  Vy,\\\  of  ibis  village 
[Rutland.]  It  is  not  supposed  that  Capt.  Vincent  was  perfect,  but  he 
was  brave,  generous,  humane,  and  pious.  He  not  only  knew  how  to 
distinguish  wisdom  from  foil}',  but  could  see  God  in  the  clouds  and 
hear  him  in  the  wind.  A  uniform  coat,  presented  him  by  General 
Washington,  he  bequeathed,  with  some  other  articles,  to  Mr.  Richardson. 
This  proud  trophy  has  been  preserved  unsullied. 

•  In  Ir\  iii).'s  Lift'  nf  n'asftimjtott,  Vol.  II,  pp.  46-'J,  It  Is  .st.ited  that  in  177,".  scvcrnl  Indian  rlitt?rs 
waitt  il  upon  WjisiUoKton,  in  tlie  camp  ut  CambriUne,  "to  have  a  luHt  about  ilic  impenditig  iuvaslon 
of  Cauadtt.  One  ww  ciiief  of  tlic  Caii^tinawaKu  tribe." 

This  does  not  clearly  identify  Vincent  as  the  chief;  but  there  are 
other  and  good  grounds  for  according  credit  to  his  statements  :  Gen. 
Roger  Enos,  who  commanded  one  of  tlie  bodies  of  troops  through  the 
tirst  part  of  Arnold's  expedition,  was  living  in  Colchester  aL  the  time  the 
foregoing  report  was  made,  and  of  course  had  personal  knowledge  of  the 
matter;  and  the  committee  consisted  of  intelligent  and  honorable  men, 
who  would  make  no  statement  that  was  not  satisfactorily  vouched,  and 
probably  by  several  persons  who  had  personal  knowledge  of  the  facts. 
Two  of  tiie  committee,  Samuel  Shaw  and  Henry  Olin,  were  subsequently 
Members  of  Congress,  and  the  third,  Jedediah  P.  Buckingham,  was  a 
candidate  for  the  same  cilice. 
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Lands/'  was  sent  up  to  the  Governor  and  Council  for  their  Kevisioo  &c. 
and  bein^  read  it  was,  on  motion,  Resolyed,  To  concur  with  the  House 

in  passinjj  the  said  Bill  into  a  Law.

sent  up  to  Council  for  their  Revision  &c.  and  being  read  it  was.  on  mo- 
tion. Resolved,  To  concur  with  the  House  in  passing  the  same  into  a 
Law. 

Two  Engrossed  Bills,  passed  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  both 
Entitled  ''An  act  directing  the  Treasurer  to  pay  Joseph  C.  Waller  the 
sum  therein  mentioned,"  were  sent  up  to  Council  for  their  Revision  &c. 
and  being  read  it  was  Resolved,  That  they  be  referred  to  Mess^  Loomis 
and  Galusha. 

The  Committee  on  the  above  Bills  requested  that  the  Committee  from 
the  House  might  be  heard  on  the  subfecl  of  those  Bills,  which  being 

granted,  Miss»-  Whitney  and  Ponieroy,  h  j)art  of  the  Committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  House  to  take  those  Bills  under  consideration,  stated  the 
Grounds  upon  which  the  House  had  passed  them,  founded  upon  their 
Report. — Those  Gentlemen  having  witluhawn,  it  was  Resolved,  To  con- 
cur with  the  House  in  passing  said  Bills  into  Laws. 

M'^- Witherell,  on  motion,  introduced  the  following  liesolulion:  "In 
Council  Oct'-  27"''  LS04.  Whereas,  sundry  of  the  good  Inhabitants  of  this 
State,  of  the  Kcli<4;ious  Denomination  of  Methodists,  are  desirous  fluit 
such  addition  or  alteration  should  be  made  in  a  certain  Law  of  this  btate 
Entitled  An  act  regulating  Marriage  and  Divorce,'*  as  will  enable  Min- 
isters of  that  order  to  cclel)rate  marriages  between  persons  of  that  De- 
nomination, Therefore  Xiesolved,  That  a  Committee  of  Two  be  appoiut- 
ed,  to  join  such  Committee  as  the  House  of  Representatives  may  ap- 
point, to  take  the  subject  into  consideration,  and  report  by  Bill  or  other- 
wise " — which  Resolution  was  adopted,  and  Mess*  Kcycs  and  Fletcher 
appointed  the  Committee  from  Council.

1804,J  Read  and  reterred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Petition  of  E.  bpooner, 
with  Mess**  Ja*-  Fisk  and  Chipman,  to  join  Committee  from  Council. 
Attest  M.  Post  Clk" — which  was  read  and,  on  motion,  it  was  Resolved, 
that  M"^  Wheelock  Join  the  above  Committee  from  the  House. 

A  Bill  for  repealing  the  First  Section  of  an  Act  Entitled  "an  act  for 
encouraging  the  increase  of  Sheep,  passed  Nov.  6*  1801,"  was  received 
from  the  House  with  this  order  thereon — *'In  General  Assembly  Ocf- 
1804,  Introduced  by  M"^  Buel  with  leave  of  the  House,  and  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  the  Listers'  act  to  join.

And,  further,  as  he  voluntarily  desei  ted  his  ti  ial 
and  the  Bonds  being  called  out  and  chancered  by  the  Court,  he  cauuui 
by  the  usages  of  Law,  or  any  custom  heretofore  '^adopted  by  this  State, 
now  be  entitled  to  a  trial  in  said  Cause,  hut  if  this  lA'gislature  is  dis- 
posed to  grant  any  relief  iu  the  premises,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Coun- 
cil, it  ought  to  be  by  farther  Chancering  the  Bonds.  2»*-  We  apju  ehend 
tliat  a  precedent  of  this  kind  will  be  attended  with  serious  evils  it  a  De- 
linquent may,  after  voluntarily  forfeiting  Ids  Bonds,  be  restored  to  a 
new  trial  when  tlic  Witnesses  are  of  course  released  from  any  obligation 
of  further  attendance  on  said  Court  to  testify  against  such  delinquent, 
and,  as  the  case  may  be,  gotie  beyond  the  knowledge  of  the  Prosecutor 
and  possibly  by  the  i)rocurement  of  such  delinquent.    It  will  in  our 
opinion  be  subveraivo  of  general  justice  as  well  as  expensive  to  this 
State.

Gen.  JosiAil  Wiuoht.  bom  in  17."2.  son  of  Charles  Wri!j:bf.  wns 
brought  by  his  father  from  Williamstown,  Mass.,  to  Pownal  in  ITO.j.  He 
represented  Pownal  in  the  General  Assembly  1793  until  1803, 1796  cx- 
cei)tcd —nine  years ;  was  Councillor  1805  until  1817,  1808  and  1814 
excepted— ten  years ;  Judge  of  Probate  1801  until  1814— thirteen  years; 
Judge  of  the  County  Court  1810  until  1817,1814  excepted— six  years; 
a  Justice  of  Hk'  Peace  twenty-four  years  ;  and  Presidential  Elector 
in  1S04  and  1S12,  He  was  one  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  ap- 
pointed in  1807  for  the  erection  of  the  State  Prison,  "and  is  believed.*' 
wrote  Gov.  Hiland  Hall,  "to  have  been  the  active  agent  and  super- 
intendent in  its  constructioD."  He  was  Councillor  when  his  death 
occurred,  Jan.  1  1817,  from  an  accident.  Gen.  Wright  and  his 
younger  brother.  Judge  Solomon  Wright,  diflfered  in  political  senti- 
ment on  the  formation  of  the  JefTersonian  Republican  and  Federal 
parties,  and  each  was  a  party  leader  in  the  town  and  influential  in  the 
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County  and  State.  The  Greneral  was  defeated  by  the  Judge  in  the 
election  for  ropreBentative  in  17f)ft,  1803,  and  1804 ;  and  again  in  the  ap- 
pointments as  Judge  of  the  County  Court  and  of  the  i^robate  Court  in 

1S14  ;  but  as  during  their  political  lives  the  Republican  party  was 
generally  douiinant,  the  largest  share  of  olhcial  service  fell  to  the  Gen- 
eral. Hotli  were  Whigs  in  the  revolution,  and  rendered  military  ser- 
vice—the  General  in  the  battle  of  Bennington,  and  the  Ju<Ig6  on  the 
frontier  posta  at  Rutland  and  Pittsford.  Grov.  Hall  has  described  them 
as  ^  men  of  great  natural  talent  and  shrewdness,  and  possessing  sound 
and  discriminating  judgments  and  determined  wills,  were  well  calcu- 
lated to  lead  in  all  matters  in  which  they  respectively  took  part." — Ft 
Historical  Magazine,  Vol.  i.  article  "Pawlet";  Deming'a  Catalogue;

only  useless,  but  hurtful  to  society.  Credit  is  not  less  liable  than  money, 
to  lie  misimproved,  and  while  tlie  misimprovement  of  money  merely 
dinnnishes  property,  that  of  credit  creates  debt,  and  when  it  is  employed 
to  discharge  one  debt,  by  inpurring  another,  nothing  can  commonly  be 
gained.  Those  who  borrow,  for  the  purpose  of  discharging  debts,  all- 
ready  contracted,  without  some  fair  prospect  of  exoneration,  will,  prob- 
ably, be  still  less  provident,  when  encouraged  to  believe,  they  may 
make  further  loans  to  repay  the  present.  In  this  way.  every  Banking 
operation,  in  our  Country,  in  its  present  condition,  seems  rather,  than 
any  thing  else,  a  vicious  substitnte  for  that  industry  and  economy,  which 
constitute  the  nest  portion  of  oiur  means  of  livelihood,  general  ease  and 
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affluence.    The  Governor  and  Council  are  fbrther  of  opinion,  that  8ud> 

den  chanpfes,  in  the  quantity  of  clicnlatini:  mcMliuin.  are  ntit  less  fatal  to 
seneral  prosperitv\  thau  all  such  changis  in  tlie  atmusphere  to  the  com- 
fort and  nealth  or  mankind.  Tiiey  operate,  p»)werfolly,  to  shift  property 
from  liani]  to  liand  without  at  all  augmenting  the  general  wealth  of  a 
country.  Banking  establishments,  to  say  the  least,  possess,  in  a  very 
hij2:h  degree,  the  very  dangerous  power,  of  pro<lucing  such  changes,  in 
the  circulation  of  the  pecuniary  medium  of  ccHnmercQ.  The  Governor 
and  Couiifil  are  unwilling  to  augment  this  power,  by  any  additions  to 
the  number  of  Hanks,  allreudy  in  operation.  Neither  are  they  willing, 
by  overloading  the  system,  tO  increase  those  means,  by  which  it  may 
ultimately  sink.  and.  in  that  case,  necessarily  draw  after  it,  the  unavoid- 
able ruin  of  multitudes.^

POLITICAL  NOTE. 

The  foregoing  list  of  execntiYe  oflBcers  and  Coundllors  is  the  same  as 
for  the  preceding  year,  and  with  the  exception  of  Gdvemor,  the  persons 
named  were  all  on  the  ticket  which  had  previously  been  agreed  upon, 

said  Spooner's  Vermont  Journal,  by  the  Jeffersonians — doubtless  meaning 
in  a  legislative  caucus  at  the  session  of  I8O0.  The  Jcffersonian  ticket 
also  embraced,  for  the  first  time,  the  name  of  Benjamin  Swan  as  Treas- 
urer. No  official  qr  other  record  of  the  entire  vote  for  Governor  can  be 
found  ;  but  Spomer'B  Vtrmont  Journal  for  Sept  15  1806  .states  that  in 
seventy- nine  towns  Tichenor  had  6005  votes,  and  Israel  Smith  4260. 
The  ABsemhly  Journal  shows  tliat  the  votes  of  twenty  towns  were  re- 
jected for  informality,  which  towns  gave  544  for  Tichenor,  311  for  Smith, 
and  18  scattering.  The  House  was  Jeffersonian  ])y  a  very  large  ma- 
jority, as  indicated  by  the  election  of  Stephen  R.  Bradley  as  United 
•  States  Senator,  he.  having  received  120  votes  against  60  for  all  other 
persons,  as  is  stated  in  iSpoo7t«r*8  VemwU  Journal  for  Oct  27  1806.

The  Governor  and  Council  accordingly  proceeded  to  the  Representa- 
tives' room,  and  after  an  appropriate  prayer  by  the  Rev.  M""-  Merrill,  the 
Chaplain,  the  Sheritf  of  Addison  County,  by  direction.of  the  Governor, 
adjourned  the  LegiHlature  without  day,  and  made  public  proclamation 
ot  the  same.

BIOGRAPHICAL  NOTICES. 

Israel  Smith  was  born  in  Suffield,  Conn.,  April  4 1769,  gradnated  at 
Yale  college  in  1781,  and  became  a  resident  of  Rupert  in  1788,  when  be 

was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  this  State.  He  represented  Rupert  in  the 
General  Assembly  in  1785  and  1788,  '89  and  '90,  and  in  the  Constitu- 
tional Convention  of  1791,  in  which  year  he  removed  to  Rutland.  He 
was  one  of  the  Commissioners  named  in  the  act  of  1789  to  settle  the 
controversy  with  New  York.  He  represented  the  south  western  dis- 
trict of  Vermont  in  Congress  from  1791  to  1797,  when  he  was  elected 
Chief  Judge  of  tiie  Supreme  Court  and  served  one  year.  He  was  lAie 
chief  victim  of  the  ^^Yergennies  slaughter-house"  in  179S,  when  the 
Federalists,  for  party  reasons,  refused  to  re-elect  him.  He  was  again 
elected  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  1801,  but  declined  the

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office.  He  was  United  States  Senator  1803  to  1807,  when  he  resigned 
that  office  to  accept  the  executive  chair.  In  his  message  he  ably  argued 
the  matter  of  punishment  ibr  crimes,  and  his  influence  was  used  to 

secure  the  construction  of  the  State  Prison.  The  tradition  is,  that  the 
anticipated  cost  of  the  prison  was  regarded  as  a  burden  too  lioavy  lo  l)o 
borne,  and  that,  because  of  Gov.  Smith's  connection  witli  that  matter, 
he  was  defeated  in  1808.  His  talents  wore  good;  "he  was  a  noble 
looking  man  and  got  the  name  of  the  handsome  judge  ; "  distiuguislied 
for  amiable  candor,**  and  inflexible  integrity ; "  «nd  at  his  death  all 
•united  in  deploring  the  loss  of  a  dignifibd  statesman  and  much 
ESTEEMED  MAN."  Shortly  after  his  term  as  governor  expired,  his  health 
Began  to  fail,  and  he  died  at  Ruiland  Dec.  2  1810.  in  the  fifty-second 
year  of  his  age.  lie  was  brother  of  lion.  Noah  Smith,  for  a  notice  of 
whom  see  Vol.  iv.  p.  1(38.  — H.  HalPs  Early  History  of  Vermo)il ;  Drake's 
Dictionary  of  American  Biography  ;  Deming's  Catalogue  ;  Vt.  Historical 
Magazine,  Vol.  i,  article  **Bupert ; "  and  Butkmd  Herald,  copied  by  the 
Iforlhem  CenUndj  [  Burlington,]  of  Dec  27 1810. 

Ezra  Butlkr,  born  in  Lancaster.  Mass.,  Sept.  24th,  1763,  came  from 
Weathersfield  ,to  Waterbury  in  17.*>/)  to  prepare  a  residence,  which  was 
occupied  by  the  family  in  17S0.  He  was  the  second  settler  in  Water- 
bury,  and  tlie  lirst  town  clerk,  appointed  March  31 1790,  aiid  from  that 
date  until  18^  he  was  almost  constantly  in  public  service.  He  was 
elected  town  representative  for  eleven  years,  but  in  the  last  year  (1807) 
he  was  also  elected  Councillor,  and  after  two  days*  service  in  the  House 
he  took  his  seat  in  the  Council.  He  served  in  the  Council  sixteen 
years,  when  he  was  elected  Governor  in  1820,  and  re-elected 'in  1K27. 
He  served  one  term  in  Congi  ess.  1813  to  March  1815,  and  in  Sept.  1815  he 
was  again  elected  to  the  Council.  He  was  Judge  of  the  County  Court 
for  twenty  years,  and  was  in  that  office  when  he  was  elected  GK>vernor. 
He  was  one  of  the  Council  of  Censors  in  1806,  and  a  delegate  in  the 
Constitutional  Convention  of  1882.  Gov.  Butler  was  a  Democrat  of  the 
school  of  Jefferson,  for  whom  and  Greorge  Clinton,  as  Presidential  elec- 
tor, he  voted  in  1804.  He  was  subsequently  Elector  for  three  terms, 
and  voted  as  follows  :  in  1820  tor  Monroe  and  Tompkins  ;  in  1828  for 
John  Quincy  Adams  and  liichard  Kush  ;  and  in  1832  fur  William  Wirt 
and  Amos  Elmaker.  The  last  votes  indicate  his  judgment  against  free- 
masonry. Beckoning  by  the  offices  he  filled,  (he  frequently  served  in 
more  than  one  office  at  the  same  time,)  his  public  service  covered  sixty- 
five  years.  This,  however,  does  not  embrace  his  service  to  the  public 
in  a  dilTorent  and  even  higlier  eharacler  :  inasmuch  as,  about  1800,  he 
was  ordained  an  Elder  in  tlie  Haptist  Church,  and  in  that  capacity  was 
a  teacher  of  religion  until  his  death.  July  12  1838.  In  answer  to  the 
inquiry  whether  any  portrait  of  Gov.  liutler  was  ever  painted,  the 
reply  of  a  member  of  the  lamily  was,  ^*that  there  was  not — he  was  not  that 
sort  of  roan."  It  is  true  that  he  was  a  modest  mannered  man,  of  a  grave 
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coontenaoce  and  moderate  in  speech,  apparently  consscientious  in  the 
cfoduurge  of  every  duty,  and  firm  in  hU  convictions.  HiB  integrity  and 
sound  judgiQent  secured  for  him  the  extraordinary  measure  of  public 
confidence  which  was  accorded  to  him  from  first  to  last,  not  the  arts  of 
the  mere  politician,  brilliant  talents,  and  graceful  manners.  The  editor 
of  this  volume  listened  to  one  of  his  annual  speeches  as  governor — proh- 
ably  the  last.  It  was  delivered  in  person  from  the  desk  of  the  Speaker 
of  the  House,  and  in  a  style  like  that  uf  a  sermon  ;  and  the  tradition  is, 
that  on  tbe  eondusien  of  one  of  his  executive  speeches,  a  man  In  the 
gallery  invited  the  joint  assembly  to  '^sing  Mear."  Whether  this  be 
true  or  not,  tbe  suggestion  was  truly  indicative  of  tbe  ministerial  man- 
ner of  tlie  excellent  Governor. — Drake^s  Dictionary  of  American  Biog^ 
raphy  ;  Thompson's  Vermont;  Parlcer's  Ewrly  History  qf  WaAerhwry; 
and  Deming's  Catalogue. 

Doct.  Samuel  Shaw,  born  in  Dighton,  Mass.  in  Dec.  1768,  removed 
to  Putney,  Vt.  in  1778,  and  to  Caslletoii  in  1787,  when  he  entered  upon 
the  prnctiec  of  his  profession  at  the  age  of  nineteen,  and  became  eminent 
as  a  surgeon.  "  He  entered  early  into  politics,  and  was  one  of  the  vic- 
tims of  the  sedition  law  ;  for  his  denunciation  of  the  administration  of 
John  Adams,  he  was  imprisoned,  and  liberated  by  the  people  without 
the  forms  of  law."*  He  represented  Castleton  in  the  General  Assembly 
1800  until  1807,  when  he  was  elected  to  each  house  and  accepted  the 
office  of  Couucillor.  He  served  but  one  year,  having  been  defeated  in 
1808,  when  the  Federalists  elected  ten  of  the  twelve  Councillors.  He 
was  elected  to  Congress,  liowcvcr.  in  1808  and  served  until  March  1813. 
On  his  retirement  from  Congress  he  was  appointed  surgeon  in  the  U.  S. 
army,  which  office  he  filled  until  1816.  As  an  instance  of  his  physical 
strength,  it  is  stated  that  he  rode  on  horseback  from  St  Louis,  Missouri, 
to  Albany,  K.  Y.,  in  tw^ty-nine  days.  He  died  at  Clarendon,  Yt,  Oct. 
22  1827.— Xianman's  JDieUonary  of  Congreu;  and  Deming's  Cata2oj|ftt& 

Bou:.iN  Oablos  Mali^ry  was  bom  in  Cheshire,  Conn.,  May  27 
1784,  and  graduated  at  Middlebury  College  in  the  class  of  1805.  He 

practiced  law  in  Castleton  from  1807  to  1818,  and  in  Poultney  firom  1818 
until  his  death.  Tie  served  as  Secretary  of  the  Governor  and  Council 
1807  and  1809  until  1813 ;  as  State's  Attorney  for  Rutland  County  . 
1810  until  1813,  and  again  in  1815 ;  and  as  Member  of  Congress  1819 
until  1831,  in  which  year,  April  15th,  he  died  at  Baltimore,  Md.  A  zeal> 
ous  advocate  of  proteqtion  to  American  manufactures,  as  chairman  of  the 
committee  of  manufoctures  he  reported  the  tariff  of  1828  and  exerted 
himself  greatly  to  procure  its  passage.  Charles  Lanman  has  stated  that 
"he  was  held  in  the  highest  estimation  both  for  his  public  acts  and 
private  virtues."  Be  v.  Charles  D.  Mallaty,  D.  D.,  a  Baptist  clergyman,

1816 ;  and  Bepresentative  in  Congress  1811  until  March  1815,  and  again

BI06BAPHI0AL  NOTICES. 

Owing  to  considerable  dissatisfaction  as  to  the  cxpcndiline  for  the 
Stixle  Prison,  and  more  as  to  the  embargo  and  military  orders  connected 
tlierewith,  the  election  of  1806  reaulttid  in  a  political  revolution,  Gov. 
Tichenor  being  restored  to  office,  and  a  Council  elected  of  whose  mem- 
bers two  thirdR  sat  for  the  first  lime  in  that  body. 

Chauncey  Lanqdon,  graduated  at  Yale  College  in  1787,  must  have 
come  shortly  afterwards  to  Castleton.  Vermont,  as  he  was  Register  of 
Probate  in  1702.  and  prnctirini^  in  Rutland  County  Court  in  1794.  He 
was  Register  for  live  years,  and  Judge  of  Probate  in  179S  and  1799.  He 
represented  Castleton  in  the  General  Assembly  in  1813  an<i  'I  I,  1S17, 
1810.  1820,  and  1822 ;  and  was  Councillor  in  1808,  and  1823  until  bis 
death  in  1830.  He  was  one  of  the  Federal  members  of  Congress,  1816 
to  March  1817.  His  character  and  talents  entitled  him  to  high  respect, 

i  The  Washingtonian  placed  Mr.  Hatch  in  Norwich  in  1810. 
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and  were  it  not  that  his  zeal  aa  a  parlizan  kept  him  for  seveiat  years  with 

the  minority  of  the  freemen  of  his  town,  a  majority  of  whom  followed 
such  Joflnf^rsonian  leaders  as  Isaac  Clark  and  Samuel  Shaw,  he  would 
have  been  miieli  more  emph)yed  in  iiul)lic  service.  The  editor  of  this 
▼olume  remembers  him  as  one  of  the  most  venerable  and  digniHed 
among  the  Councillors  of  1829.  He  was  first  Vice  President  of  the  Yt. 
Bible  Society  at  the  time  of  his  death.— Lanman's  JHetUmarjf  of  Congreas; 
and  Deming*8  OalaZogus. 

Danikl  Chifman,  LL.D.,  was  born  in  Salisbury,  C'omi.,  Oct.  22  1765, 
and  graduated  at  Dartmouth  College  in- 1788.  He  removed  with  his 
filther  to  Tinmooth  in  1775,  and  labored  on  a  farm  until  1783.  Pursuing 
a  classical  course  for  five  years,  he  studied  law  with  his  brother  Judge 

Nathaniel  Chipman,  and  on  his  admission  to  the  bar  commenced  prac- 
tice at  Rutland.  In  1794  he  removed  to  Middleburj',  and  there  he  spent 
the  best  part  of  his  professional  life,  becoming  distinguished  in  his  |iro- 
fession  and  in  literature.  He  was  admitted  to  the  American  Academy 
in  1812.  and  was  law  professor  in  Middlebury  College  fnmi  1806  to  1816, 
being  succeeded  in  that  office  by  Judge  Nathaniel  Chipman.  His  legis- 
lative service  commenced  in  1798,  as  Bepresentative  of  Middlebury  in 
the  General  Assembly,  which  office  beheld  for  eleven  years,  ending  in 
the  year  1821-2,  and  in  1813  and  "14  he  was  Speaker  of  the  House.  He 
was  elected  Representative  in  1808.  and  alsf)  Councillor,  and  entered  the 
Council  on  the  second  day  of  the  session,  and  served  one  year  only. 
He  was  one  of  the  three  Federal  Councillors  of  that  year  who  served  in 
Congress  1815  to  March  1817.  He  was  Staters  Attorney  for  Addisbn 
County  1797  until  1817,  and  Delegate  in  Constitutional  Conventions  as 
follows  :  f(^r  Rutland  in  1793,  Middlebury  in  1814.  and  Ripton  in  1836, 
'43,  and  '50.  He  took  an  active  part  in  the  Convention  of  1843,  and  though 
he  was  in  his  sevent} -eighth  year,  the  editor  of  this  volume  can  attest 
that  he  was  prompt,  vigorous,  and  elt)quent  in  debate,  and  genial  and 
communicative  in  conversation.  It  was  the  fortune  of  the  editor  to  hear 
John  Quincy  Adams  in  debate  when  he  was  in  his  seventy4hird  year 
and  l^lly  maintaining  his  title  to  the  name  of  the  **old  man  eloquent." 
In  person  and  intellectual  qualities,  Mr.  Chipman  strongly  resembled 
Mr.  Adams,  and  with  equal  advantages  in  culture  and  experience  in 
lofty  stat(  ^manship,  Mr.  Chipman  certainly  would  have  won  high  repute 
in  the  n.uiou.  '•He  was  the  youngest  of  scn'en  brothers,  all  highly 
distinguished  men.  '  His  published  writings  are  an  Essay  on  the  Law 
of  Contracts,  1822  -,  Reports  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Vermont,  1789- 
1825,  published  in  1885 ;  Life  of  Nathaniel  Chipman,  1846 ;  Memoir  of 
Seth  Warner,  1848  ;  and  Memoir  of  Thomas  Chittenden,  1840.  lie  died 
April  23  1850,  from  disease  incurred  in  attending  the  Constitutional 
Convention  of  that  year. — Drake's  THctionary  of  Awerican  Biography ; 
Deining's  Catalo(jnt;  and  Vtrmont  Watchman  and  StaU  Journal^  Jan, 
1843,  and  May  1850. 
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Zerah  Willoughbt  represented  Fletcher  in  the  General  AsBcmbly 
in  1818,  '20,  '22,  and  '23,  and  In  the  Constitutional  Convention  of  1822. 
He  was  Assistant  Judge  of  Franklin  County  1801  until  1806, 1813,  '14, 
1818  until  1821,  1822  and  '3,  and  Chief  Judge  1824  and  '5.    He  was 

Councillor  in  1808  and  1814.     Ho  was  a  farmer  and  merchant — VU 
Miatorical  Magazine;  and  Dealing's  Catalogue. 

Bey.  Asa  Ltom  was  born  in  Pomfret,  Conn.,  Dec.  31  1763,  graduated 
at  Dartmouth  College  in  1790,  and  pastor  of  the  Congregational  church 
at  Sunderland,  Mass.,  from  Oct  4  1702  to  Sept.  23  1793.  He  organized 
the  Congregational  church  in  South  Hero,'  in  conjunction  with  Grand 
Isle,  in  1795.  and  was  its  fir^l  minister,  though  he  never  was  installed 
but  was  elected  by  the  tneiubers — Dhakk.  s:iys.  from  Dec.  21  1802  to 
March  lo  1840.  After  a  few  years,  a  dillicuily  arose  as  to  his  support, 
when  he  declared  that  his  pastoral  services  should  be  gratuitous.  Be- 
ginning with  a  valuable  farm  and  living  in  the  most  fhigal  foshion,  he 
became  the  wealthiest  roan  on  the  islands,  without  the  aid  of  a  salary. 
He  represented  South  Hero  in  the  General  Assembly  1799  until  1803, 
1804  until  1807,  and  ISOS  for  a  few  days  till  he  entered  the  Council,  in 
which  he  served  one  year,  lie  rt'iuesented  Grand  Isle  until  1815, 
when  he  was  elected  to  Congress  and  served  1815  to  March  1617 — being 
the  third  of  the  Federal  Councillors  in  1808  who  served  in  the  same 
Congress.  He  was  Chief  Judge  of  Grand  Isle  County  Court  in  1805,  % 
^  and  '18.  Bev.  Simeon  Fakmalek  gave  a  very  interesting  sketch  of 
Mr.  Lyon,  in  the  second  volume  of  the  Vt,  Historuxd  Mouftaine^  article 
**"  Grand  Isle,"  in  which  he  wrote  that 

He  was  a  great  man  in  stature  and  in  powers  of  mind.  He  had  a  . 
dark  complexion,  coarse  leatures,  powerful  huiUJ,  more  llian  six  leet  in 
height,  large  boned,  giant-framed,  and  a  little  stooping.  *  *  It  never 
could  be  said  that  tlie  people  of  tlie  Island  wv.vc  deprived  of  the  gospel. 
Kor  was  it  a  shammy  man-made  go.spel  that  Mr.  Lyon  proclaimed  to 
them,  for  which  they  gave  him  nothing,  but  an  able  and  faithfol  exhibi- 
tion of  gosiiel  truth — clear  as  the  sun  in  its  meridian  strength.  Nor 
was  he  unappreciated  as  a  man  of  power  and  an  able  vindicator  of  the 
truths  of  the  gospel,  by  his  people.  His  friends  thought  him  not  only  a 
great  man,  but  a  good  man.  You  could  olTend  his  people  in  no  way  any 
quicl^er  than  to  speak  reproaclifully  of  Mr.  Lyon.  Still  they  knew  he 
had  faults,  and  they  saw  them,  yet  he  had  his  good  traits,  and  his  people 
saw  them  also,  and  loved  him  and  judged  him  with  charity.  *  *  He 


*The  three  present  towns  of  Grand  Isle,  North  Hero,  and  South  Hero 
originally  formed  one  town  named  tfie  Two  Heroes.  Oct.  27  1788,  the 
.  islands  were  divide<i  into  two  towns  wliieli  were  known  as  ^^orth  Hero 
and  South  Iltro,  and  were  called  by  these  names  by  Ira  Allen  in  1781. 
Kov.  7  1798,  South  Hero  was  made  two  towns  named  Middle  Hero  and 
South  Hero^  and  Nov.  5  1810,  the  name  of  Middle  Hero  was  changed  to

was  a  divine,  a  philosopher,  and  a  reasoncr  and  a  scholar  in  almost 

every  sense  of  the  word.  He  was  truly  learned  on  all  subjects ;  even  a 
literary  encyclopedia  himself.    He  was  eloquent  in  eztemporaaeous 

discussions. 

The  editor  of  the  Historical  Magazine  adds: 

He  was  no  saint  Lyou,  a>i  ihe  enLliusiast  pencil  may  overpaint,  "  with 
no  spot  nor  wrinkle  nor  any  such  thing;"  but  he  was' honored  in  the  na- 
tion and  worshipped  in  liis  own  pulpit.  Said  the  late  Hon.  Charles 
Adams  of  Burlingtou,  "  There  have  been  two  men  in  this  State,  whose 
intellect  towered  above  all  others,  one  Nat.  Chipman  of  Tinraoutb.  the 
other  Asa  Lyon  of  Grand  Isle." 

"He  died,"  said  Mr.  Parmalee,  "as  lie  lind  lived,  like  a  philosopher 

and  a  Christian.""  His  death  occurred  April  4  1S41,  in- his  78th  year.

Jbdediah  F.  BucKiNaHAic  was  graduated  at  Dartmouth  College  in 
1779  and  came  to  Thetford  in  1781  as  an  attorney,  and  there  resided  until 
his  death,  Sept.  1,  1840.  He  was  an  ablo  man  in  his  profession.  He 
represented  Thetford^ in  the  General  Assembly  1800.  1804,  and  1805; 
was  Councillor  one  year  ;  Chief  Judge  of  Orange  County  Court  from 
1799  uniil  1806,  and  1813  until  1816.— Kt.  Histoncal  Magazine,  Vol.  Il; 
and  Dciniug's  Catalogue. 

Deacon  Danirl  Dana  came  to  Guildhall  from  Connecticut,  [proba- 
bly one  of  the  Pomfret  family,]  as  an  attorney,  and  represented  the 
town  in  tlie  General  Assembly  1800  until  1807.  and  1808  till  he  entered 
the  Council.  He  was  a  Councillor  in  1813  and  14;  Chief  Judge  of  Essex 
County  Court  18U0  until  1808,  uud  1809,  '13  and  '14;  and  Judge  of  Pro- 
bate 1801  until  1809,  and  1813  and  '14.  He  removed  to  New  York,  and 
the  editor,  Charles  A.  Dana  of  New  York  city,  is  his  grandson.— Ff.

John  Ellsworth  represented  Greensborough  in  the  General  As- 
sembly in  1799  and  1806.

Samuel  Shepardson,  Ezra  Butler, 
and  Asapli  Fletcher  Esquires,  liollin  C.  Mallary  Secretary.  Joseph 
Armington  Sheritf  of  Caledonia  County.  Mr.  Dan*-  Chipman  appeared 
in  Council  from  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  informed  that  they 
had  loriued  a  quorum,  aud  were  ready  to  proceed  to  business.  Ordered, 
That  the  Secretary  inform  the  General  Assembly  that  a  quorum  of  the 
Council  were  enlivened,  and  ready  to  jnoeeed  to  business. 

A  resolution  was  received  iroiu  the  House  of  Representatives  appoint- 
ing a  Committee,  to  receive,  sort,  and  count  the  votes  fbr  Governor, 
Lieutenant  Governor,  Treasurer  and  Councillors  for  the  year  ensuing, 
which  was  read,  and,  Resolved,  To  concur  with  the  house  in  passing  the 
same.  Councillors  chosen.  Mess*-  Shaw,  Wright,  Chittenden,  Keyes, 
Wheelock,  Shepardson  &  Loomis,  and  they  were  sworn  to  the  fisdthful 
execution  of  their  trust. 

Adjourned  to  4  o'clock  P.  M.' 

'  The  usual  religious  services  followed  the  adjournment,  the  election 
sermon  bv  Rev.  Tilton  Eastman.  Of  course  the  tirst  meeting  of  the 
Legislature  at  Montpelier  was  honored  by  all  the  ceremonies  and  cour- 
tesies, civil  and  military,  that  were  possible.  Daniel  F.  Thompson 
gave  an  account  of  them  in  his  Hiatory  of  MotUpetitry  but  unfortunately 
that  was  in  fiict  a  description  of  the  election  day*'  of  1809.  In  1806 
escort  duty  was  {lerformed  by  United  States  troops,  under  the  command 
of  Colonel  Larned  Lamb  of  Montpelier,  who  at  that  time  had  received  a 
commission  in  the  TT.  S.  Army  and  raised  a  company.  A  large  number 
of  people  attended  to  witness  the  opening  of  the  Legislature  and  the 
proclamation  of  the  state  officers,  and  but  a  very  small  part  of  them 
could  gain  admission  to  the  houie.  Col.  Lamb's  company  had  filed  in 
after  the  representatives  and  occupied  the  back  seats  of  the  hall  of  the 
house,  when  Mr.  William  Templeton  objected  strongly  to  the  presence 
of  United  States  troops  to  the  exclusion  of  the  freemen  of  the  State,  and 
especially  of  those  who  had  eontriijuted  for  the  building  of  the  State 
House.  He  was  clamorously  seconded,  and  the  troops  were  ordered  to 
withdraw  from  the  ball.  The  editor  is  indebted  for  these  statements  to 
a  gentleman  who  was  present,  the  Hon.  i>aniel  Baldwin  6f  Montpelier. 
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4  o'clock  p.  M. — Mr.  Grisvvold  appeared  iu  cuuucil  Chamber,  and 
informed  that  the  General  Assembly  were  convened  io  the  Representa,' 
tives'  room,  and  wei'c  ready  to  meet  the  L*-  Governor  &  Council  in 
Joint  Committee  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  the  report  of  the  Commit- 
tee of  both  Houses,  appointed  to  receive,  sort  &  count  the  Votes  for 
Governor,  L*  Governor,  Treasurer  &  Councillors  for  the  year  ensuing.

Gilbert  Dbkisom  represented  Guilford  in  the  General  Assembly 
1805  until  1809 ;  was  Judge  of  Probate  1806  until  1811,  and  in  1816 ; 

Sheriff  of  Windham  County  1811  and  '12  ;  Assistant  Judge  1817  until 
1820 ;  and  Councillor  1809  until  1812.— Deming'a  Catalogue, 
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%AXUXL  CHAimucB  Cbafts  was  born  in  Woodstock,  Conn.,  Oct  6 
1768,  son  of  Col.  Ebenezer  Crafts ;  graduated  at  Harvard  University  in 
1790,  and  In  1791  settled  in  Craftsbniy.  He  was  the  Clerk  of  that  town 

1799  until  March  1829,  thirty  years;  Delegate  to  the  Constitutional 
Convention  in  1793,  being  the  youngest  member  in  that  body,  and 
again  in  1829,  and  was  its  President;  Representative  of  Craflsbury  in 
the  General  Assembly  179(j,  1800,  1801,  1803,  and  1805;  Clerk  of  the 
House  1798  and  1799  \  Councillor  1809  until  1813;  and  again  in  1825  and 
;  Assistant  Judge  of  Orleans  County  Court  1800  until  1810 ;  Chie^ 
Judge  1810  unUl  Dec.  1810,  and  again  1826  ui^ta  1828 ;  Clerk  of  the 
Courts  1836  until  1838  ;  Register  of  Probate  1796  until  1815  ;  Member 
of  Congress  1817  until  March  1825  ;  Governor  1828  until  18:51  ;  United 
States  Senator  Dec.  1842  until  March  3  1843  ;  and  Presidential  Elector 
in  1840.  '  In  June  1802,  while  there  were  but  few  log  huts  on  the  site  of 
the  present  city  of  Cincinnati,  he  commenced  a  tour  of  observation  to  the 
lower  Mississippi,  and,  in  company  with  Michauz  the  younger,  made  a 
botanical  reconnoissance  of  the  Valley  of  the  Great  West  in  canoes  and 
arka.**  He  had  the  confidence  of  the  people  of  Vermont  to  as  large  a 
measure  as  any  other  public  man,  was  modest  and  unassuming  in  de- 
portment, and  active  in  every  good  work,  serving  for  many  years  as  an 
officer  of  State  Heiiev  oli  at  Societies.

Maj.  Haines  French  (son  of  John  French,  who  came  from  Wal- 
pole,  N.  H.,  to  Maidstone  previous  to  1774,  and  brother  of  John  French, 
who  was  a  captain  in  llie  continental  army,)  was  born  about  the  year 
1760,  and  at  the  age  of  hfteeu  became  a  servant  to  Maj.  Whitcoinb  of 
the  revolutionary  army,'  and  was  with  him  at  the  siege  of  Quebec  under 
Montgomery,  when  he  became  a  prisoner  of  war.    In  the  winter  of 
1813,  through  Congressman  James  Fisk,  he  obtained  a  commission  as 
Major  in  the  Slst  Regiment,  TJ.  S.  Infantry,  in  the  division  of  Maj.  Gen. 
Wade  Hampton,  and  he  entered  upon  the  service  with  three  of  his  sons, 
one  of  whom  (Homer)  was  killed  in  the  battle  of  Chippewa.  Maj. 
French  died  i)revious  to  that  event,  having,  on  the  march,  been  stopped 
at  Chateaugay  Four  Corners,  N.  Y.,  by  an  illness  which  proved  fatal 
about  the  middle  of  November  1813.    He  had  not  the  advantages  of 
even  a  district  school,  and  was  taught  to  write  by  his  wife  after  mar-

Horatio  Seymour,  LL.  D.,  was  bom  in  Litchfield,  Conn.  May  31 
1778,  graduated  at  Yale  College  in  1797,  came  to  Mitldlcbury  1799,  and 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1800,  soon  winning  an  extensive  practice. 
He  was  State's  Attorney  for  Addison  County  1810  until  1813,  and  again 
1815  nntil  1819 ;  Judge  of  Probate  1847  nntU  1866 ;  and  CooncUlor  180O 
nntil  1814.  In  1820  he  was  elected  IT.  8.  Senator,  and  was  re-elected  in 
1896,  serving  from  March  1821  to  March  ia33.  His  election  in  1826  was 
very  zealously  contested  by  Cornelius  P.  Van  Ness,  who  felt  his  defeat 
keenly,  charged  it  to  the  interference  of  John  Quincy  Adams,  whose 
administration  he  then  abandoned,  and,  so  far  as  he  could  do  so,  trans- 
ferred his  friends  over  to  the  then  Jackson  party,  of  which  he  became 
the  chief  in  Vermont  Mr.  Seymour  died  Nov.  37  1867.  For  his  por- 
trait, see  Swift's  History  of  MiddUbwry.—Vt.

usually,  and  flelivcred  commissions  to  the  now  officers.  On  the  procla- 
mation of  the  election  of  state  ollicers,  the  governor,  lieutenant  gover- 
nor, and  treasurer  were  saluted,  eadi  of  them,  by  a  gun;  then  the 
Council  were  saluted  by  one  gun;  after  which  a  gun  was  fired  fbr  eadi 
State  in  the  TTnion.  From  the  peculiar  constitution  and  duties  of  this 
company,  it  was  often  called  the  governor's  guard.  It  corresponded 
well  with  the  **  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  Company"  of  Massa- 
chusetts, and  was  well  maintained  until  about  1836.  D.  P.  Thompson, 
iu  his  History  of  Montpelier,  thus  described  the  company  at  its  first  ap- 
pearance in  1809,  but  Erroneously  dating  in  1806: 

A  fine  artillery  company,  uniformed  throughout  with  plumed  Bona- 
parte hats  and  the  dress  of  field  officers  in  all  except  the  epaulette  on 
the  privates,  was  organized  from  among  the  first  citizens  of  this  and  the 
neighboring  towns,  to  serve  as  the  Governor's  Guard,  and  be  in  especial 
attendance  on  Election  days.  Of  this  company  Isaac  Putnam,  a  man 
nearly  six-feet-six  hiijh,  weighing  over  two  hundred  pounds,  well  pro- 
portioned, aud  as  uuble  iu  soul  as  in  body,  had  the  honor  of  beiue 
chosen  the  first  captain,  and  no  one  of  those  present  now  living  can  faO 
to  recall  his  tine  and  commanding  military  appearance  on  those  occa- 
sions as  he  stood  up  between  his  soldiers  and  the  encircling  crowd,  like 
Saul  among  the  people.

He  was  Asvisiiiiii  Judirc  of  Caledonia  Court  lRO(i  until  1811,  and  Chief 
.Judge  18U  until  IS14.  He  died  in  1837,  aged  70  years.  His  first  wife 
was  a  daughter  of  Gen.  John  Stark.— Demi ng's  Catalogue;  and  VL 
HisU  Mag,  Yol.  i,  article  Byegate."

"State  of  Vetimont  ss.   In  Council  July  1812. 
The  Council  of  said  State  of  Vermont,  taking  into  consideration  the 
existing  war  between  the  United  States  &  Great  Britain  &  considering 

that  the  State  of  Vermont  is  a  frontier  State  bordering  on  the  British 
province  of  Lower  Canada,  having  a  frontier  of  about  Ninety  miles, 
exposed  to  the  inroads  &  depredations  of  the  Enemy,  are  deeply  im- 
pressed  with  the  exposed  &  defenceless  situation  of  our  new  Settlements 

on  &  near  Canada  line.  The  great  exertion  niakinj^  in  the  province  of 
Canada  to  organize  au  efficient  military  force  has  called  the  attention  of 
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the  Council  to  the  Situation  of  our  own  State  &  induced  a  critical  exam- 
ination of  our  nipans  of  defence.  AVc  find  that  the  orders  for  the 
detachment  of  Miliiia  required  of  this  State  by  the  general  Government 
have  been  promptly  obeyed;  we  however  find  that  the  militia  of  this 
State,  cs])ccially  the  northern  &  more  exposed  part  of  it.  Is  extremely 
deficient  iu  arms.  That  to  arm  the  militia,  in  addition  to  the  arms  we 
now  have,  ten  thousand  Stands  would  he  needed.  In  the  northern 
Counties,  we  find  it  nhnoet,  if  not  wholly,  imprnclicablc  for  even  the 
small  number  of  Troops  detached  for  the' United  Slates  service  to  fur- 
nish themselves  with  arms.  This  State  has  uouc,  arms  in  any  quan> 
tlty  are  no  where  to  be  purchased.  With  these  views  of  our  situation, 
the  Council  deem  it  higlily  necessary  that  the  destitute  situation  of  this 
frontier  be  immediately  made  known  to  the  executive  of  the  General 
Government.  And  the  Council  cannot  entertain  a  doubt  but  on  a  just 
representation  being  made  of  our  Situation,  this  frontier  will  be  supplied 
with  arms  by  tlie  General  Government,  either  by  making  a  deposit  of  a 
portion  of  the  United  States'  arms  within  this  State,  to  be  used  on 
emergencies,  or  by  some  other  means  as  shall  by  them  be  deemed  ad- 
viseable.  It  will  be  worthy  ofthe  consideralioti  of  the  General  Govern- 
ment, that  the  detached  troops  would,  if  supplied  with  the  arms  this 
State  affords,  be  put  to  great  mconvenienee  from  having  arms  of  every 
deseriptioii  &  calibre  requiring  balls  &  cartridges  of  various  sizes,  & 
that  tlicse  arms,  tho^  improper  for  troops  who  arc  furnished  bv  the  Gen- 
eral Government  with  cartridges  of  a  uniform  size,  would  still  be  Usefbl 
for  the  defence  of  the  Country  in  the  bands  of  tlie  inhabitants,  who  are 
in  exposed  situations  &  wlio  would  furnish  tlieniselves  wit!)  amnmni- 
tion  suited  to  their  pieces.  It  will  further  be  considered  that  this  State 
will  probably  have  its  full  share  of  the  burthen  of  the  war  by  its  being 
from  its  frontier  situation  exposed  to  constant  alarms  &  possibly  to  tlie 
necessity  of  calling  out  the  whole  body  ol' tl>e  militia  for  its  own  defence 
as  well  as  for  the  benefit  ofthe  common  cause,  &  if  fUrnished  with  arms 
by  the  General  Government,  still  bear  their  iiroportion  of  the  expences 
of  prosecuting  iSc  supporting  the  cause  of  the  Union.  Thereforcv 

Resolved,  that  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be  re<|uested  to  make 
known,  as  soon  as  possible,  to  the  Executive  of  the  CJeneral  Gcn-ern- 
meut,  the  situation  ot  this  State  as  it  respects  arms;  and  also  to  solicit 
the  executive  to  adopt  some  measure  to  place  within  this  State  such  a 
number  of  arms  as  will  upon  an  emergency  enable  the  General  Govern^ 
ment  to  avail  itself  of  the  whole  physical  tbrce  of  this  State."

arms  into  the  bands  of  Brigadier  Gen^  Kewell,  with  directions  to  use 
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them  in  a  mauuer  that  will  afford  the  greatest  protection  to  the  frontier 
parts  of  this  State,  by  delivering  them  only  to  such  men  as  are  actually 
engaged  in  the  defence  of  this  State  &  who  are  unable  to  arm  them- 
selves, at  the  same  time  to  have  tlieni  in  the  best  situation  possible  to  be 
disposed  of  according  to  any  future  act  of  the  legislature. 

And  whereas  it  appears  that  Col.  Isaac  Clark  lias  furnished  the  de- 
tached militia  under  Col.  Williams  &  now  on  the  frontiers  with  one 
hundred  ft  fifty  Stand  of  arms  belonging  to  the  United  States  on  his 
own  responsibility:  Therefore 

Resolved,  that  should  those  arms  so  furnishud  be  called  for  &  returned. 
His  Excellency  the  Governor  is  herebjr  advised  to  supply  said  detached 
Militia  with  arms  to  make  up  said  deficiency  during  their  term  of  ser- 
vice out  of  the  arms  delivered  to  Generals  ITewell  &  Fassett  &  out  of 
those  remaining  in  the  liands  of  the  Commissary  General,  ai  the  expira- 
tion of  said  term  of  service  said  arms  so  fhmished  to  be  disposed  of  as 
the  legislature  may  direct.

BIOGRAPHICAL  NOTICES. 

William  Czar  Bradley,  LL.  D.,  was  born  in  Westminster  March 
23  1782,  son  of  Stephen  B.  Bradley,  graduated  at  Yale  College  in  1817, 
and  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1802.  He  represented  Weathersfield  in  the 
General  Assembly  in  1800, 7,  '19,  and  1852;  was  State's  Attorney  1804 

until  1812;  Councillor  in  1812;  Member  of  Congress  1813  to  March 
1815,  and  1823  to  March  1827;  and  Presidential  Elector  in  18.10.  He 
was  an  agent  of  the  U.  S.  under  the  treaty  of  Giient.  Rich  in  the  wis- 
dom that  comes  from  learning,  reflection,  and  interc«)urse  witii  tlu^ 
ablest  men  of  the  country,  he  had  also  a  ready  wit  and  a  large  fund  of 
anecdotes,  so  that  in  public  addresses  or  social  converse  he  was  charm- 
ing. For  several  years  he  was  the  candidate  of  the  Democratic  party 
in  Vermont  for  Governor,  but  with  many  of  his  political  associates  he 
rebelled  against  the  pro-slavery  policy  of  the  Democratic  ad  minis!  la- 
tion  in  1850,  and  voted  for  John  C.  Fretnont.  the  Repnblican  (  nndiilatc 
for  President.  His  last  published  speech  was  in  1852,  on  tlie  iK  aih  of 
Daniel  Webster,  of  which  the  editor  of  this  volume  has  the  original,  in 
Mr.  Bradley's  hand-writing,  which  for  elegance  would  do  honor  to  a 
professional  writing-master.  A  still  later  paper,  written  to  the  editor 
when  Mr.  Bradley  was  in  his  7Gth  year,  is  equally  beautiful.  This  letter 
was  not  intended  for  the  public,  but  the  most  of  it  is  well  worth  publi- 
cation. On  the  selection  ot  Members  of  Congress  he  expressed  an  opin- 
ion which  is  equally  applicable  to  other  important  offices — thus: 
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A  long  experience  has  proved  to  me  that  when  we  have  good  agents 
at  the  seat  of  government  nothing  can  be  more  pernicious  than  what  is 
called  "(he  party  rule"  to  send  them  for  two  terms  and  then  supplant 
them  just  at  liie  lime  when  they  liave  well  learnt  how  to  perform  their 
duties  and  acquired  their  reasonable  share  of  influence.  No  person 
•would  aci  nn  that  jn  iiK  ijilc  in  liis  private  busin<>>is.  We  are  presumed 
in  the  first  instance  to  select  the  best  men,  and  when  called  upon  shortly 
after  to  make  a  new  selection  are  reduced  to  the  necessity  of  taking  the 
second  best  and  so  in  succession  until  we  get  down  to  bran. 

On  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  he  gave  the  interesting 
reminiscences  following : 

As  to  the  wicked  decision  in  the  Dred  Scott  case:  ♦  •  It  was  thor- 
oughly the  opinion  oi  Mr.  Jell'ersou  that  the  greatest  danger  to  our 
institutions  «  liberties  would  come  from  the  irresponsible  Supreme 
Court,  and  it  proves  sc»,  for  the  power  of  im])cachnu'nt  has  now  become 
a  I'arce  and  the  only  remedy  is  to  be  found  in  what  is  called  "the  re- 
served rights  of  the  States,"  which,  after  all,  are  but  a  weak  and  partial 
I)r()tection.  The  history  of  that  Court  is  a  singular  one.  It  began  pru- 
dently and  well,  but  before  the  close  of  the  last  century  began  to  be 
intoxicated  with  power  to  such  a  degree  that  I  well  remember  that 
•Judge  Patterson,  one  of  the  best  and  mildesi  of  them,  used  language  on 
the  bench  in  one  of  tlie  political  trials  in  Verni(»n(  under  the  sedilion 
law  which  would  at  this  day  by  all  parties  be  deemed  shameful.  The 
trial  of  Judge  Chase*  put  an  end  to  this,  and  when  afterwards  Judge 
Story,  who  was  very  greedy  of  power  and  jurisdiction,  came  on  the 
bench  a  young  man  and  was  pressing  some  higli  toned  doctrine  without 
success,  he  remarked  to  Jnacre  Chase  at  their  lodgings  that  he  was 
much  disappointed  in  finding  the  latter  so  moderate  and  yielding. 
"Judge  Story,"  said  Chase,  taking  his  pipe  out  of  his  mouth,  "if  when 
having  lived  as  long  as  I  have  you  come  to  be  impeached  and  escape  by 
the  skin  of  your  teeth,  you  will  be  moderate  enougli."  At  any  rate  the 
elTect  was  quite  visible  so  long  as  Marshall  lived,  but  when  his  successor 
cainc  trom  Gen.  J :ickson*8  cabinet,  (where,  being  under  the  control  of  a 
stronger  and  I  think  better  man  than  himself,  I  find  no  fault  with  him,) 
he  bi  nu:|ht  the  political  temper  on  the  bench  again  and  we  see  the 
fruits  of  it. 

Col.  William  Chase  Harbinoton  came  to  Shelburne  from  Con- 
necticut shortly  after  the  revolutionary  war  and  first  appear^ed  officially 

as  delegate  from  that  town  in  the  Constitutional  Conventions  of  1791 
and  1793.  and  representative  in  the  General  Assembly  17.S0  until  1795, 
when  he  removed  to  liurliugton  and  soon  won  higli  r(  j)Utaiion  as  a 
lawyer.  He  represented  Burlington  in  the  General  Assembly  1798, 
1802, 1804,  and  1806  ;  and  was  State's  Attorney  for  Chittenden  County. 
1791  until  1796,  and  1796  until  1812.  He  was  Councillor  1812  and  1818, 
and  died  in  the  last  term  of  his  office  as  Councillor,  July  151814,  aged

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GOVERNOR'S  SPEECHES  TO  THE  LEGISLATURE— 1804-1812. 


Speech  of  Gov.  Tichenou— 1804.* 

Oentlemen  of  the  Council  and  of  the  House  of  Representatives,— When 
the  Legislative  Representatives  of  a  free  People  assemble  to  deliberate 
upon  tne  mesrares  of  adyancin^  and  securing  the  welfkre  of  the  State, 
many  and  important  are  the  subjects  before  Ihem,  and  very  extensive 
will  be  the  Influence  of  their  Decisions.  To  present  to  your  view  such 
objects  as  Demand  your  attention  is  a  part  of  the  Constitntional  dntv  of 
the  Executive. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  business  that  may  come  before  you  and 
that  which  has  been  referred  to  this  session  it  may  be  expedieui  to  en- 
quire into  the  situation  of  the  Northern  line  of  this  State.  Some  of  the 
Inhabitants  residing  on  the  line  are  apprehensive  that  the  boundaries 
are  not  clearly  defined,  and  that  it  is  not  distinctly  known  where  the 
line  runs  which  separates  the  Northern  part  of  Uiis  State  from  the 
Province  of  Canada. 

I  find  that  much  pains  were  taken  in  the  year  1767  by  the  then  Proy- 
inces  of  New  York  and  Canada  to  ascertain  by  astronomical  Calcula- 
tions, the  Latitude  forty  five  Decrees,  and  to  fix  a  Monument  witil  accu- 
racy at  the  place  where  the  line  crosses  Lake  Chamjplain ;  from  thence  a 
line  was  afterwards  run  by  M'*  Collins  to  Connecticut  River,  but  with 
what  accuracy  never  has  been  ascertained.*  If  it  was  not  properly  run, 
and  desijc^nated  by  the  erection  of  durable  monuments,  contests  will 
arise  thai  will  not  only  affect  the  properXy  of  individuals,  but  the  bound- 
aries of  this  and  the  United  States.  The  seiious  ditliculties  which  other 
States  have  experienced,  in  settling  their  boundary  lines,  admonish 
US,  by  an  early  attention  to  the  subject,  to  guard  against  complaints  of  a 
similar  nature. 

A  vigilant  attention  to  the  fiscal  concerns  of  Ihis  Slate  is  an  essential 
part  of  your  duty,  and  is  consistent  with  that  economy  which  the  Prin- 
ciples or  onr  Republican  Goyernment  strictly  enjoin  and  require.  It  is 
believed  that  the  State  of  our  Treasury  is  not  sufficient  to  satisfy  the 
Demands  of  Government.  It  cannot  be  consistent  with  sound  policy, 
that  a  public  debt  should  be  accumulating  in  a  time  of  peace  and  prosper- 
ity. The  amount  of  our  annual  expences,  and  the  expences  of  thesey- 
eral  departments  in  which  they  are  incurred,  should  be  clearly  ascer-

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tained  aud  dcfiucd,  that  those,  od  whom  the  burden  of  pay  meat  falls, 
may  judg.'  of  the  propriety  and  expediency  of  the  public  expenditures. 
Should  the  (It'bt  be  fnund  iiicr(  ;isiii<r,  it  will  bo  necessary  to  provide  for 
its  rcduclioD,  by  the  most  ecooomical  mode  of  traosactiug  the  public 
business,  and  or  raising  and  expending  the  public  money. 

The  time  is  not  far  distant,  in  which  a  choice  must  be  made  of  the 
Electors  in  this  State  of  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United 
Slates.  By  the  Law  now  in  force  a  choice  must  be  made  by  the  Mem- 
bers of  the  Lesjislature:  You  will  judge  whether  it  is  best  to  continue 
tliis  mode  ot  choosinf?  Electors,  or  refer  it  to  the  great  body  of  the 
Freemen,  in  districts,  or  through  the  State  at  large;  both  modes  are 
in  practice  among  the  several  States  of  the  Union,  and  both  oonsisteDt 
with  the  Fi'ili'i  al  Constitution. 

The  Governor  ot  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  has  transmitted 
to  me  certain  Resolutions  of  their  Legislature  proposing  an  amendment 
of  an  article  in  the  Federal  Constitution,  respecting  the  Principles  of 
Representation  [in  Congress,]  aiming  to  confine  it  to  the  Votes  of  Free- 
.men,  and  not  depend  upon  the  number  of  Slaves,  in  any  part  of  the 
Federal  Territory.    These  Resohilious  will  be  laid  before  you.* 

That  the  Federal  compact  should  be  approached  with  caution,  aud 
there  should  exist  an  equality  of  political  Rights  among  the  several 
States  in  the  national  Representation,  are  truths  of  which  you  can  never 
lose  sight.  Therefore  these  Resolutions  will  receive  a  candid  and  delib- 
erate cimsideration  before  you  are  prepared  to  say.  that  the  number  of 
Slaves  already  in  the  United  States,  and  those  which  are  daily  imported, 
ought  to  increase  the  power  or  influence  of  their  masters,  in  making 
Laws  to  bind  the  Freemen  of  a  Stale,  in  which  the  principles  of  liberty 
are  so  complete  and  entire  as  not  to  admit  slavery  to  appear,  or  exist 
within  its  liinit.s. 

The  nourishing  aud  happy  state  of  our  country,  which  has  been  wit- 
nessed in  years  past,  cannot  but  endear  to  us  the  Bepublican  principles 

and  maxims  on  which  its  government  is  founded.  From  recent  events 
in  Europe  it  would  seem  iliat  our  Country  is  the  only  place  on  this 
GlotM  in  which  there  is  a  prospect  that  the  Kepublican  system  can  suc- 
ceed. Should  that  system  here  fail,  in  a  time  and  under  circumstances 
so  favorable  to  its  continuance,  future  generations  must  pronounce  it 
impracticable.  To  preserve  il  among  ourselves,  we  must  guard  against 
all  intolerance,  intrigue,  party  spirit,  and  party  measures.  Our  Elec- 
tions and  Laws  must  be  made  with  the  purest  views  and  motives.  When 
the  liepresentalives  of  the  People  are  ••superior  to  the  views  aud  aims  of 
party;  when  they  steadily  and  uuanimously  pursue  the  public  good,  a 
ready  obedience  will  be  given  to  Uil'  Laws,  and  a  cheerful  support  to  the 
Goverumeui.  A  spirit  ot  di»uuion  and  the  intlueuce  of  taction  in  the 
L^islature,  will  produce  disquietude  among  the  Citizens,  and  those 
measures  which  are  not  dictated  by  wisdom  and  prudence  can  never 
find  support. 

Assembled  from  different  parts  of  the  State,  you  know  the  circum- 
stances and  interests  of  your  Constituents:  while  greatest  general 
good  is  your  chtel  object,  your  united  endeavors  will  guard  the  Rights 
of  Individuals,  and  promote  the  present  and  future  prosperity  of  ail.

We  are  ready,  therefore, 
to  co-operate  with  your  Excellency  in  every  measure  to  create  an  equal- 
ity of  pf)litical  rights  amon;?  the  several  States  in  the  national  represen- 
tation, which  would  not  subvert  the  first  and  most  operative  principles 
in  our  federal  compact^ 


Speech  of  Gov.  Tichsnob— 1805.* 

Qm&emm  ofUhe  OtrnncU^  and  GmtUmm  oftheHcuse  of  RepreaentaUveaj 

— It  gives  me  great  satisfaction  to  meet  the  lle))ri'st'ntatives  of  the 
People,  and  concur  with  them  in  fulfilling  the  legislative  duties,  and 
discnargitig  the  important  trusts,  which  our  Constituents  have  assigned 
tons;  and  the  satisfaction  is  not  a  little  heightened,  by  contemplating 
on  the  general  liaj)piness  and  prosperity  of  our  Nation  and  Government. 
While  the  fairest  part  ot  Europe  continues  to  be  the  scene  of  "dreadful 
preparation"  for  war,  and  is  menaced,  on  all  sides,  with  those  miseries 
which  tlow  from  that  greatest  of  all  human  calamities:  we  are  pursuing 
with  peaceful  industry,  those  objects,  which  constitute  the  strength, 
security  and  glory  of  a  wise  and  free  people.  Agriculture  flourishea, 
and  a  genial  soil  and  climate  reward  with  abundance  ihe  labors  of  that 
useful  and  respectable  class  of  our  fellow  Citizens,  the  Farmer  and  the 
Husbandman.  The  increase  of  Commerce  enhances  the  vaJue  of  pro- 
ductive labor,  and  the  produce  of  the  land.  Manufactures  daily  im- 
prove; and  the  United  States  presents  to  the  world,  a  fair  specimen  of 
the  fruits  of  a  mild  and  free  Government.  . 

It  cannot  but  add  to  our  joy,  that  the  measures  adopted  by  our 
General  Government,  for  chastising  the  insolence  and  reix'lliiig  the 
injustice,  of  the  Intidels  of  one  <>t  the  Barbary  Slates,  have  been 
attended  with  success.  By  the  bU  ssing  of  Divine  Providence,  on  the 
good  conhuct  of  our  forces  in  the  Mediterranean,  seconded  by  Ihe 
enterprise,  talents  and  heroism  of  Gknkkal  Eaton,"  our  Citizens  have 
been  released  from  Captivity;  Tripoli  is  humbled, and  those  barbarians, 
who  have  extorted  an  unwiuing  tribute  fVom  the  most  potent  Monarchs

the  civil  officers  of  Government;  the  necessarv  alteration  of  existing 
Laws  and  ordinances;  the  en(  onra<^ement  of  schools  and  other  semina- 
ries of  learning;  the  improvement  of  our  Militia  establishment,  and 
whatever  can  promote  the  interest  of  agriculture,  manufactures,  public 
and  private  tranquility  and  happiness. 

The  selection  of  those  Officers,  on  whose  judgment,  virtue  and 
impartiality,  all  that  has  relation  to  life,  lilMTty  and  property  may 
depend,  is  a  weighty  and  serious  transaction.  Instead  of  being  a 
matter  of  intrigue,  party,  or  seltish  policy,  it  ought  to  be  conducted  with 
all  the  calmness  of  wisdom,  and  disinterestedness  of  Tirtoe.  Ton  will, 
I  have  no  doubt,  meet  this  part  of  your  duly  with  a  fixed  ])urpose  of 
regarding  only  the  public  good,  and  promoting  the  honor  and  welfare  of 
the  State. 

Of  the  laws,  now  in  force,  that  may  require  amendment,  I  particularly 
invite  vour  attention  to  that,  which  authorizes  the  Supreme  Court  to 

Sraut  JSilU  of  Divorce.  One  of  the  necessary  qualities  and  conditions 
lat  constitute  a  good  law,  is,  that  it  be  adequate  to  its  end,  and  shall 
prevent  the  evil  against  which  it  is  directed.  As  the  existing  Law  on 
the  subject  of  Divorce,  dissolves  the  bonds  of  malrimony  on  the  real  or 
implied  criminality  of  either  party,  it  is  justly  to  be  apprehended,  in- 
deed experience  hath  proved  the  fact,  that  it  includes  a  temptation  to 
commit  the  offence,  for  the  sake  of  separation.  Marriage  being,  of  all 
human  institutions,  that  in  which  Society  is  most  interested,  I  have  no 
doubt,  the  Legislature  will  give  it  an  attention,  commensurate  with 
its  moral  and  political  consequences;  and  duly  consider,  that  as  families 
are  the  elementary  forms  of  society,  their  distinct  connexion  ought  not 
to  be  dissolved  on  slight  grounds,  nor  the  dissolute  furnished  with  an 
opportunity  to  free  himself  from  restraint  by  the  commission  of  a  crime. 

The  busmess  particularly  intrusted  to  me',  by  the  Legislature  at  their 
last  session,  relative  to  the  boundary  line,  between  this  State  and  the 
Province  of  Canada,  has  been  Strictly  attended  to;  and  will  be  the  sub- 
ject of  a  future  message.' 

I  have  the  honor  to  lay  before  you,  certain  Resolutions  of  the  Legis- 
latures of  Kentucky,  Pennsylvania,  North  Carolina  and  Massachusetts, 
transmilled  by  their  respective  Governors,  to  receive  your  concurrence 
and  adoption.  The  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  projiosf'd  hy  the  Slates  of  Kentucky  and  Peuusyl vania,  \vhi(.-h 
has  for  its  object,  the  abridgement  of  the  judiciary  power  of  the  Courts 
of  the  United  States,  and  to  confine  their  jorisdfvtion  to  certain  cases, 
therein  mentioned,  will  neces^^arily  attract  your  most  serious  and  care- 
ful consideration.  Whatever  may  have  a  tendency  to  weaken  any  part 
<^  the  conyentional  obligation  of  the  confederate  States,  or  to  diminish 
that  expectation  of  an  impartial  administration  of  Justice,  which  main- 
tains an  unsuspicious  intercourse,  between  the  Citizens  of  the  different 
States,  and  on  which  mutual  confidence  and  credit  are  founded;  what- 
ever can  open  a  door  for  the  admission  of  jealousy  and  distrust,  will, 
certainly,  not  be  adopted  by  you,  without  the  mDSt  urgent  and  indispen- 
sable necessity.* 

The  amendment  proposed  by  North  Carolina  and  adopted  hy  Massa-

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'  chusetts,  for  putting  a  stop  to  the  importation  of  Slaves  into  the  United 

States,  will.  likewise,  call  for  your  legislative  decision.  It'cannot,  I  flat- 
ter myself,  be  necessary  that  I  should  iiuprens  on  vour  minds,  that  the 
Cferdua  of  uniwraal  XhntmeipatiUm  ought  to  lye  cherished  by  Americans; 
that  there  is  no  complexion  incompatible  with  Freedom;  and  that  we 
owe  to  the  Character  of  our  Country,  in  the  abstract,  and  the  laws  of 
humanity,  our  best  endeavors,  to  repress  that  impious  and  immoral 
traffic'  • 

It  cannot  too  often  be  repeated,  that  union  and  moderation  are  the 
principal  constituents  of  national  felicity  and  happiness.  Altho'  you 
may  have  lett  in  ^our  respMtive  towns  many  individuals,  heated  with 
political  zeal,  and  in  the  oairerness  of  enuilation.  oontendin*^  mereh/  for 
pre-eminence,  I  trust  this  deliberative  body  will  be  intluenced  by  a  can- 
did, tolerant  spirit,  which  will  justly  command  the  attention  of  the  wise 
and  good,  and  the  apfirohation  of  your  Constituents. 

In  every  attempt  of  this  kind,  I  shall  be  happy  to  co-operate  with  you, 
and  as  fhr  as  in  me  lies,  render  that  awistaoce  which  uie  Constitution 
has  made  part  of  my  official  duty.  ISAAO  TiCHENOB.

Speech  of  Got".  Tichenor— 1806.* 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  and  Oentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives,— As  the  science  of  forming  and  administering  a  good  government 
furnishes  the  means  of  procuring  to  mankind  the  greatest  possible  de- 
gree of  happiness,  I  contidently  hope  we  sliall  enter  on  the  peforniance 
of  the  great  and  solemn  duties,  assigned  to  us  by  our  Constituents,  with 
corresponding  sentiments  of  candor  and  solicitude.  And,  as  a  Repub- 
lican Government  is,  for  an  enlightened  and  virtuous  community,  the 
best  which  human  wisdom  has  yet  devised,  it  necessarily  follows,  that 
its  ministers  and  legislators  ^houUl  consider  them.selves  as  the  Guardi- 
ans and  Trustees  of  the  People,  to  promote  whose  happiness  they 
should,  on  all  occasions,  ezerciso  tiieir  most  mature  iudgment  and  un- 
biassed opinion.'  It  is  a  trust  from  Providence,  for  the  abuse  of  which 
we  are  highly  responsible. 

A  due  regard  to  considerations  of  this  nature,  will  secure  us  against 
the  influence  of  faction,  the  rage  of  party,  and  the  undue  exercise  of  the 
power  committed  to  our  charge.  As  Freedom  lies  between  the  ex- 
tremes of  anarchy  and  despotism,  it  bus,  in  every  country,  been  im- 
pelled in  the  one  or  the  other  direction,  by  the  prejudices  and  passions 
of  the  inconsiderate  and  ignorant,  or  the  cupidity  of  the  base  and  un- 

Erincipled.   If  we  calmly  and  impartially  recur  to  the  struggles,  which 
ave  been  made  in  the  old  world,  to  introduce  and  muntain  free  gov- 
ernments, and  the  successive  changes  through  which  they  have  passed,

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owing  to  the  perpetual  conflicts  between  wisdom  and  folly,  between 
patriotism  and  unwarrantable  ambition,  wo  shall  resolve  them  all  into 
the  lust  of  power,  and  a  disposition  studious  of  change  and  pleased 
with  noTOlty."  From  all  these,  we  may  derive  lessons  of  practical  in- 
struction; and  realize  the  trulh  of  that  important  political  maxim,  that 

no  free  government  can  continue  long  to  exist,  unless  the  utmost  har- 
mony and  most  conciliatory  spirit  pervades  its  councils.**  Bivalship  for 
«  power  produces  an  abandonment  of  ))rinci|)lo,  and  ought  to  be  guarded 

agaiustf  by  the  Kepreseotatives  of  a  Free  People,  as  the  cause  of  every 
species  of  mischief  and  misery. 

In  our  local  relations,  no  j^art  of  the  Globe  seems  to  he  better  fitted 
for  the  establishment  and  preservation  of  rational  liberty,  than  that  in 
which  a  kind  Providence  has  placed  us.  Blessed  with  a  frnitlbl  soil, 
which  rewards  with  abundance  the  industry  of  the  husbandman;  and 
engaged  in  commerce,  only  so  far  as  it  furnishes  the  conveniences  and 
elegancies  of  life,  and  increases  the  value  of  our  productive  labor,  we 
may  live  independent  of  the  national  policy  of  Europe,  and  snocessfblly 
cultiviiti!  the  arts  of  peace  and  domestic  liappiness. 

To  adoi)t  measures  the  least  burdensome  and  invidious  for  the  support 
of  govtM  uint'iit ;  to  provide  for  an  adequate  and  impartial  administra- 
tion of  Justice;  the  support  of  Schools  and  Colleges;  the  defence  of  the 
State,  by  a  well  organized  and  well  armed  Militia;  to  promote  the  inter- 
ests of  religion  and  morality,  and  secure  to  industry  its  lawAil  acqnisi- 
tions,  comprize  your  principal  duties. 

While  the  path  of  duty  is  thus  plain,  and  the  Public  Good  the  great 
object  to  which,  as  virtuous  Citizens  and  enlightened  Statesmen,  you 
will  refer  all  your  actions;  1  may  reasonably  draw  the  pleasing  con- 
clusion, that  the  civil  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  will  be  appointed 
without  any  regard  to  the  wishes  or  jealousies  of  men  who  seek  only 
their  own  advancement;  or  the  combinations  of  individuals,  which  are 
the  prolific  sources  of  much  mischief  and  general  discontent.'  In  the 
most  improved  state  of  society,  there  will  always  exist  a  diversity  of 
opinion  on  speculative  subjects;  and  every  good  government  will  adopt 
such  general  regulations  as  will  ensure.-  as  far  as  possible,  individuals 
of  every  shade  of  opinion  against  even  the  fear  of  injustice  or  oppres- 
sion. It  is,  therefore,  highly  just  and  expedient  that  the  civil  ofBces  of 
the  State  should  be  filled  with  men  eminent  for  wisdom,  virtue  and 
impartiality.  , 

I  have  the  satisikction  to  announce,  that  the  measnres  taken  by  the 
Legislature,  at  their  last  session,  to  ascertain  the  Northern  boundary  of 
this  State,  promise  a  very  valuable  acquisition.  Conformably  with  the 
power  vested  in  me,  by  the  act  for  that  t)urpose,  I  appointed  D'-  [Sam- 
uel] Williams  to  ascertain  the  true  divisional  line  between  this  State 
and  the  Province  of  lower  Canada;  which  hy  a  course  of  Astronomical 
observations,  made  near  the  ancient  monument  at  Connecticut  River, 
ho  found  to  be  neai  ly  luiirteeu  miles  South  of  the  latitude  of  Forty  five 
degrees.  At  the  Lake  Memphremagog  the  present  divisional  line  was 
found  to  be  more  than  seven  Miles  South  of  what  it  ought  to  be.  From 
these  observations,  the  result  is,  that  the  State  has  been  out  of  posses- 
sion, owing  to  the  error  in  establishing  the  divisional  line,  of  a  tract  of 
land  equal  to  Eighteen  Townships.  The  acknowledged  experience  and 
profound  science  of  the  person  employed  for  that  purpose  warrants  the

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belief,  that  his  observations  ftnd  calcQifttions  arc  without  material  error. 

Till!  report  which  has  been  m;ule  to  me.  on  this  subject,  loirether  with 
the  map  that  accompanied  it,  shall  be  laid  before  you.  So  large  a  tract 
of  land,  which  on  the  settlement  of  the  line  would  probably  fall  within 
the  Jurisdiction  of  ihis  State,  appears  to  me  to  be  an  object  worthy  of 
your  attention.  The  object  can  only  be  eflected  by  an  application  to 
the  Executiye  of  our  national  Government.* 

I  shall  cheerfully  and  cordially  concur  in  the  adoption  of  every  measure, 
which  the  wisdom  of  the  Legislature  may  suggest,  for  advancing  the  hap- 
piness of  the  people,  and  the  dignity  and  Character  of  the  State.

Sfeech  of  Gov.  Iskael  Shith— 1807.' 

Gmtlemen  of  the  Council,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Rouse  of  MepresentOr 
fives, — Permit  me  to  express  to  you,  and  through  you  to  the  freemen  at 
large,  the  high  sense  I  entertain  of  the  honor  done  me  by  tlieir  suffra- 
ges which  liave  conferred  on  me  this  seal.  No  circumstance  can  be 
more  flattering  than  after  a  long  course  of  public  life  to  meet  this  new 
and  unequivocal  evidence  of  the  public  confidence  and  esteem.  It  de- 
mands of  me,  in  whatever  station  1  may  be  called  to  act,  a  laithful,  dili- 
gent and  unremitting  discharge  of  the  duties  belongi  ng  to  it  Impressed 
with  sentiments  of  gratitude  for  h<>n(»rs  conferred.  I  feel  a  species  of 
enthusiasm  in  commencing  the  fultilment  of  the  duties  before  me. 
When  I  reflect,  however,  upon  the  trust  reposed  in  the  chief  executive 
magistrate,  the  arduous,  hut  more  especially  the  critical  nature  of  tlie 
duties  belonging  to  that  station,  at  a  time?  also  when  tlie  public  mind  is 
uncommonly  aw.'ike  to  its  rights  and  privileges;  when  this  watclitulness 
has  produced  discussions  and  a  train  of  thought  whidi  in  different 
minds  has  produced  very  different  results;  when  I  bear  in  mind  also  the 
urbanity  and  tlie  unassuminz  administration  of  my  predecessor  in  office, 
I  am  almost  led  to  despair  of  ever  being  able  to  quit  the  ofllce  I  am  now 
called  to  fill  with  tlie  same  happy  nuspi(;es  in  which  I  enter  upon  it.  In 
the  discharge  of  official  duties,  however,  I  shall  place  my  greatest  hopes 
of  success  in  the  candor,  assistance  and  indulgence  of  uiis  honorable 
Assembly. 

The  constitution  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Governor  and  Council  "  to 
correspond  with  other  States,  to  transact  business  with  the  officers  of 
Government,  civil  and  military,  and  prepare  such  business  a.s  may  ap- 
pear to  them  necessary  to  lay  before  the  General  Assembly;"  also  "to 
take  care  that  the  laws  be  faitlifuUy  executed,"  and  to    expedite  the  ex-

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edition  of  such  measurtis  as  may  be  resolved  upon  by  the  General  As- 
sembly." 1  have  not  had  opportunity  to  consult  my  predecessor  in 
office  whether  any  correspondence  has  taken  place  betw^een  the  execu- 
.  tiveof  this  and  any  other  State,  or  the  United  States,  on  subjects  the 
nature  of  which  requires  to  be  submitted  to  the  General  Assembly,  or 
whether  any  business  has  been  transacted  by  the  executive  with  the  offi- 
cers of  our  own  government  of  a  similar  nature;  should  there  be  any, 
they  must  be  made  the  subject  of  some  future  coramunication. 

Again  the  Constitution  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Governor  and  Coun- 
cil to  prepare  such  business  as  inay  appear  to  them  necessary  to  lay 
before  the  General  Assembly."  Under  this  clause  of  the  Cotmtiiution 
must  be  inferred  the  duty  of  the  Governor  and  Council  to  recommend 
to  the  General  Assembly  subjects  for  legislative  consideration,  such  as 
in  their  opinion  the  good  of  community  requires  to  be  adopted.  Among 
the  most  important  of  those  subjects  which  have  been  presented  to  my 
mind  is  that  of  a  variation  of  [in]  the  modes  of  punishment  established 
in  our  criminal  code;  to  substitute  generally,  for  corporal  punishments, 
confinement  for  the  purpose  of  initiating  the  culprit  into  a  habit  of  use- 
ful industry,  or  in  more  common  phraseology,  confinement  to  hard 
labor.  I  am  not  insensible  of  the  insufficiency  of  theoretical  reasoning 
on  abstract  principles,  when  oppnspd  to  invctciate  cMstom  and  haiiit. 
It  will  not  be  denied  that  corporal  puuisliiueuls  may  have  had  a  trood 
effect  in  the  prevention  of  crimes,  but  this  concession  does  not  admit 
the  inference  that  no  other  mode  of  punishment  would  be  preferable. 
That  mode  of  punishment,  which  is  worse  than  none,  must  be  vile  in- 
deed. Confinement  and  hard  labor  is  a  mode  of  punishment  peculiarly 
suited  to  an  advanced  state  of  societ)',  and  where  the  arts  abound.  In 
the  infancy  of  government,  where  the  arts  do  not  exist,  it  is  found  too 
difficult  and  expensiTe  to  provide  an  asylum  for  the  safe  keeping  of  cul- 
prits, and  to  furnish  the  means  and  materials  for  their  employment;  but 
in  a  society  and  government  where  the  arts  abound,  these  dithculties 
vanish  and  leave  the  arguments  drawn  from  feelings  and  humanity  and 
the  nature  of  man  in  their  full  force.  By  substituting  the  punishment 
proposed,  a  government  may  not  only  prevent  the  expence  to  which 
other  modes  of  punishment  must  subject  it;  but  may  make  it,  if  thought 
advisable,  a  source  of  revenue  to  the  State.  A  more  intimate  acquaint- 
ance with  the  effect  produced  on  the  conduct  of  culprits,  in  States  where 
this  mode  of  punishment  is  adopted,  would  no  doubt  strongly  recom- 
mend the  measure.  And  in  States  where  it  has  been  the  longest  in 
operation,  there  exists  the  most  indubitable  and  unshaken  conviction  of 
its  utility.  This  honorable  Assembly  will  permit  me  to  bring  to  their 
remembrance  the  thirty  seventh  section  of  the  constitution  of  ttiis  State; 
it  is  in  the  following  words:  "To  deter  more  effectually  from  the  com- 
mission of  crimes,  by  continued  visible  punishments  of  long  duration, 
and  to  make  sanguinary  punishments  less  necessary,  means  ought  to  be 
provided  for  punishing  by  hard  labor  thosf  who  shall  be  convicted  of 
crimes  not  capital,  whereby  the  criminal  shall  be  employed  for  the  ben- 
efit of  the  public,  or  for  the  reparation  of  injuries  done  to  private  per- 
sons; and  all  persons  at  proper  timesought  to  be  permitted  to  .see  them 
at  their  labor."  To  the  forcible  language  of  the  Constitution  I  can  add 
nothing.  It  is  sincerely  hoped  the  General  Assembly  will  not  permit 
the  present  session  to  pass  away  without  making  the  necessary  provis- 
ions on  this  subject. 

The  constitution  further  enjoins  it  on  the  Governor  and  Council  '*to 
take  care  that  the  laws  be  tkithfhlly  executed,  and  to  expedite  the 
execution  of  such  measures  as  may  be  resolved  upon  by  the  General 
Assembly."  Very  few  of  the  executive  powers  of  our  government  are 
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entrusted  into  the  hands  of  the  eapreme  executive*  in  the  flret  instance 

for  execution ;  but  on  the  contrary  arc  entrusted  to  cfrtain  officers,  who, 
from  the  manner  of  their  appointment  and  the  nature  of  their  duties  as 
pointed  out  by  the  laws,  appear  lo  be  exempted  from  executive  direction 
or  censure.  As  it  relates  to  the  criminal  code,  where  the  laws  cannot 
be  put  in  force  against  an  individual  but  by  the  intervention  of  a  trial 
in  a  court  of  judicature,  the  prosecuting  officers  are  wiili  propriety  placed 
under  its  direction,  a^  being  part  of  a  distinct  branch  of  the  Government. 
But  in  the  financial  department,  a  vigilance  in  the  executives  over  sub- 
ordinate officers,  who  may  in  any  way  be  employed  in  receiving  and  pay- 
ing over  public  monies,  seems  more  important.  The  necessity  of  any  par- 
ticular attention  to  this  subject  by  the  executive,  is  liowever  superceded 
by  wholesome  laws  already  passed,  by  which  it  is  made  the  duty  of  all 
subordinate  officers^  connected  in  any  way  with  the  collection  of  the 
revenue,  to  make  an  annual  settlement  with  the  head  of  the  treasury 
department;  a  settlement  is  also  to  be  made  with  the  treasury  depart- 
ment annually,  with  a  full  and  fair  statement  of  all  the  accounts  with 
the  balances  to  be  laid  before  the  General  Assembly  at  their  'October 
session.  By  the  foregoing  provisions  of  the  law,  any  call  of  the  Execu- 
tive on  the  treasury  department  for  the  intbrmation  of  the  General 
Assembly  is  rendered  unnecessary. 

There  are  two  statute  laws  of  very  general  concern,  which  are  left 
wholly  with  the  corporations  of  towns  for  their  execution:  the  act  ''for 
the  support  of  schools,*'  tind  the  act  "for  laying  out,  making,  repairing 
and  clearing  out  highways,"  are  pointed  at.  It  is  submitted  whether  it 
would  not  be  useful  to  make  some  provision  by  which  the  General 
Assembly  might  be  officially  informed  how  far  and  in  what  manner  these 
laws  are  carried  into  effect  by  the  respective  corporations. 

In  relation  to  our  external  protection  and  defence,  most  of  our  legis- 
lative concerns  are  intrusted  to  the  federal  government;  the  organizing, 
arming,  and  disciplining  the  militia  excepted.  The  annual  return  of  the 
Adjutant  General  to  the  Governor,  of  the  state  of  the  Militia,  endered 
necessary  by  law,  when  received,  shall  be  laid  beibre  you.  it  may  aid 
the  legislature  in  determining  whether  any  further  provisions  at  this 
liuie  are  necessary  more  efi'ectually  lo  protect  community  against  the 
evils  of  war;  au  evil  of  all  mothers  perhaps  the  most  tp  be  deprecated  by 
government. 

Gentlemen  of  the  legislature,  our  duty  as  legislators  is  to  provide 
wholesome  laws  for  the  promotion  of  virtue,  happiness,  and  prosperity 
among  the  people  over  whom  the  laws  are  to  operate.  The  eod  of  all 
government  is  to  teach  each  individual  of  the  comnmuily  the  necessity 
of  self-government.  When  we  reflect  on  the  extensive  influence  of  laws 
iu  moulding  and  forming  the  manners,  the  habits  and  virtues  of  a  peo- 
ple—that their  iutluence,  as  in  the  present  case,  is  to  extend  over  little 
less  than  two  hundred  thousand  peojile,  the  business  of  legislation  swells 
to  a  prodigious  magnitude,  aud  creates  in  our  niindis  enthusiastic  expec- 
tations from  its  good  effects.  On  the  contrary,  when  we  look  over  the 
history  of  Nations  and  their  Governments;  [and  learn]  how  by  their 
virtues,  at  one  period,  and  by  their  good  management,  they  have  risen 
to  high  degrees  of  eminence;  at  others,  by  their  corruption,  venality 
and  al)use  of  power  have  again  sunk  inlo  the  vorlex  of  despotism;  and 
t'lat  this  has  been  the  fate  of  all  governments  which  have  preceded  ours, 
we  are  left  iu  despondency  at  the  wretohed  contemplation.  May  we  not 
however  flatter  ourselves  that  these  evils  have  arisen  in  a  great  measure 
from  the  circumstance  of  irresponsibility  with  which  the  powers  of  gov- 

Entrusted  to  the  supreme  ezecatlve  ^  in  the  printed  speech. 
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ernment  have  heretofore  been  iatnuted  to  men.  In  all  gOTernmento 

which  have  heretofore  existed,  the  powers  of  crovernment  have  been 
exercise*'  by  men,  not  in  the  right  of  community,  but  iu  the  right  of 
themselyes.  Is  it  wonderful  then,  that  the  laws,  instead  of  being  calcu- 
lated to  promote  the  fjeneral  welfare.  sIimuM  be  wrested  to  the  purposes 
'  of  individual  aggrandizement.  Our  guverumeut  is  happily  organized 
in  a  manner  in  which  the  doty  and  interest  of  the  law-^ver  is  very  in- 
timatel}'  connected  and  blended  with  the  riijhts  and  interests  of  f  lie  corn- 
luunily ;  and  under  such  circumstances  of  responsibility  for  the  exercise 
of  bis  power,  ns  compels  him  to  feel  less  the  sympathies  of  the  rulers 
than  the  sympthies  of  the  ruled.  It  would  seem,  from  the  correct  prin- 
ciples of  our  government,  that  nothing  but  an  uncommon  degree  of 
ignorance  and  depravity  could  ever  induce  those  who  are  employed  in 
making  and  executing  the  laws  to  depart  from  or  be  tbrgetful  of  the 
rights  and  interests  of  community.  May  we  not  tlatter  ourselves  that 
there  are  such  degrees  of  light  and  intormatiou,  in  relation  to  the  sci- 
ence of  ^government,  diffused  among  the  people,  as  will  defeat  if  not  pre- 
vent every  attempt  upon  their  supposed  ignorance  and  credulity. 

Gentlemen,  that  we  may  be  in  some  measure  instrumental  in  promot- 
ing, for  ourselves  and  our  constituents,  the  blessings  of  a  good  govern- 
ment, let  us  keep  up  that  watchfulness  over  the  conduct  of  rulers,  which 
is  calculated  to  teach  them  a  just  responsibility  in  their  stations:  exer- 
cising all  Uiat  indulgence  towards  honest  difference  of  opinion  which  the 
Ibll  and  complete  enjoyment  of  all  the  blessings  of  a  free  government 
renders  necessary.  Ma^  we  in  our  respective  stations  during  the  pres- 
ent session,  and  the  period  for  which  we  are  elected,  be  directed  to  the 
adoption  of  tiie  wisest  and  best  measures  for  the  promotion  of  the  pub- 
lic happiness.  ISRAEL  Smith.  ' 

William  C.  Bradley,  William  A.  Griswold,  and  Charles  Rich  (all  polit- 
ical friends  of  the  governor)  were  appointed  to  draft  an  answer.  This 
paper,  which  was  doubtless  drawn  by  Mr.  Bradley,  was  highly  compli- 
mentary to  the  governor,  personally  and  politically,  and  pledged  careful 
attention  to  his  recommendations.— See  printed  AMtmJt^  JowrwA  for

Speech  of  Got.  Tichknor— 1808." 

Qenl^men  of  the  Council,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  E&preaenta- 
ttve«,— With  dilBdence  and  solicitude  I  accept  tiie  invitation  or  the  citi- 
zens of  Vermont  again  to  assume  the  office  of  their  fir.«<t  magistrate. 
The  experience  which  1  have  already  had  of  its  relations  and  diiiieul- 
ties,  and  the  perplexed  and  critical  state  of  our  public  affairs,  canuot  but 
suggest  connderations  of  caution  and  anxiety  in  entering  upon  the 
office  and  assuming  the  responsibility  attached  to  so  important  a  sta- 
tion: believing  at  the  same  time,  that  every  power  which  a  man  pos- 
sesses ought  to  be  devoted  to  the  interests  of  his  country,  I  shiUl  enter 
upon  a  service  from  which  experience  has  shown  that  no  nian  can  hope 
to  retire  wholly  free  from  censure. 

There  are  several  variations  in  the  manuscript  and  printed  copies  of 

this  speech,  some  of  which  doubtless  are  errors  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Council,  and  others  changes  made  in  the  copy  for  the  printer.

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The  business  which  our  constituents  have  constitutionally  assigned  to 
their  General  Assembly,  embracing  tha  eiTilAiid  political  interests  of  the 

Slate,  is  the  great  object  which  will  necessarily  engage  your  attention. 
It  cannot  be  concealed  but  that  these  have  been  considerably  affected  by 
a  late  law  of  the  United  States  and  the  measures  pursued  to  enforce  it. 
Among  a  people  accustomed  to  honest  industry,  and  under  a  govern- 
ment which  had  permitted  Ireely  to  dispose  of  the  fruit  of  their 
labor,  as  a  natural  and  unalienable  right,  it  was  to  be  feared  there 
might  cxv^t  a  strong  disposition  to  evade  i's  restrictions.  Nothing  but 
an  appeal  to  their  patriotism,  and  a  strong  conviction  of  the  utility  of 
the  measure,  could  enforce  obedience  to  a  law  which  in  its  operation 
blighted  the  best  hopes  of  the  laborer  and  destroyed  every  incentive  to 
useful  and  honorable  entcrprize.  While  therefore  we  regret  the  stain 
upou  the  character  of  a  respectable  portion  of  our  citizens,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  conduct  of  a  few,  who  bad  violated  a  law  of  the  general 
government,  suspending  our  commerce  by  an  embargo  without  limita- 
tion, we  sincerely  regret  that  the  law  was  not  accompanied  with  that 
evidence  of  national  necessity  or  utility  which  at  once  would  have  com- 
manded ol)ndi('n(  c  and  respect.  We  also  must  as  sincerely  deplore 
that,  instead  of  an  application  in  the  first  instance  to  the  civil  authority, 
it  was  deemed  necessary  to  have  recourse  to  military  aid:  and  feeling, 
in  common  with  my  fellow  citizens,  the  evils  which  result  from  that 
law,  I  cannot  but  hope  that  the  wisdom  of  the  national  legislature  will 
induce  an  early  repeal  of  the  same.  If  however  this  should  not  be 
deemed  wise  or  expedient,  I  must  strongly  enjoin  the  necessity  of  a 
quiet  subnlis^ion  to  the  privations  and  inconveniences  that  may  be 
experienced,  until  we  are  relieved  in  a  constitutional  way.  Notning 
could  be  more  erroneous,  dangerous,  and  inconsistent  with  republican 
principles,  tlian  an  avowed  or  host iU*  ojiposition  to  the  law.  Our  duty 
aud  our  interest  as  citizens  are  undoubtedly  to  obey  the  laws  of  ouir 
country,  and  to  avoid  and  discountenance  every  measure  that  tends  to 
irnjiair  the  majesty  of  the  laws,  the  authority  of  the  government^  or  the 
sacred  regard  which  is  due  to  the  federal  constitution.  ^ 

To  enact  wise  and  just  laws,  and  to  elect  able  and  ihithfhl  magistrates, 
are  among  the  most  miportant  articles  of  the  business  that  will  demand 
your  attention.  Whenever  justice  is  duly  administered,  and  the  laws 
faithfully  executed,  the  public  opinion  will  receive  its  proper  direction, 
and  the  public  mind  will  be  composed.  In  addition  to  the  customary 
appointments  of  civil  ofKc^rs  for  the  ensuing  year,  it  will  be  our  duty  to 
elect  a  Senator  to  represent  this  State  in  the  Congress  of  the  United 
Slates,  and  to  appoint  Electors  of  a  President  and  Vice  President  of 
the  United  States.  There  can  be  no  time  in  which  the  appointment  of 
civil  otficers  is  not  a  matter  of  the  highest  consequence  and  of  sacred 
importance.  But,  if  ever  there  was  a  period  that  demanded  the  united 
wisdom  and  virtue  of  the  legislature,  that  period  has  come.  Your  duty 
to  yourselves,  and  to  your  country,  now  calls  you  to  lay  aside  every 
party  consideration,  and  exert  all  your  wisdom  and  all  your  virtue,  in 
the  discharge  of  this  duty.  Under  these  impressions,  I  trust  you  will, 
with  the  most  impartial  and  serious  solicitude,  enquire  for  the  greatest 
abilities  and  virtues,  and  endeavor  to  establish  and  place  them  in  othce. 
The  most  likely  way  to  benefit  and  save  your  country,  is  to  give  to 
wisdom  and  virtue  the  pre*eminenc6  and  direction  in  your  civil  councils 
and  public  oHices. 

'Gov.  Tichenor  alludes  to  the  embargo  and  the  opposition  to  it,  and 
evasion  of  it  by  smugglers,  particularly  in  the  portion  of  northwestern 
Vermont  bordering  on  Lai^e  Champlain.   See  Appendix  H. 
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It  was  the  seatiiuent  aiul  doctrine  of  the  father  of  our  country,  that 
the  best  way  to  preserve  peace  was  always  to  be  prepared  for  war.  The 
advice  of  the  venerable  Wusbingion,  respecting  the  constant  arrange- 
ment of  the  militia,  has  received  additional  weight  in  this  State,  from 
the  calls  that  have  been  made  on  l^ls  class  of  onr  citizens  to  appear  in 
the  support  of  the  civil  law  and  power.  The  promptitude,  fidelity  and 
discretion  with  which  they  discharged  their  duty,  was  honorable  to 
themselves  and, reputable  to  the  State.  At  a  time  when  our  foreign 
relations  are  marked  with  uncertainty  and  danger,  can  we  do  better 
than  to  review  this  subject,  and  make  it  a  matter  of  impartial  enquiry, 
what  further  measures  may  be  of  use  to  improve  the  militia  or  this 
commonwealth.  Human  wisdom  has  not  discovered  any  way  to  avoid 
the  danger  and  ex])ence  of  a  standing  army,  but  by  giving  discipline, 
activity,  and  legal  direction  to  the  militia  of  a  country.  , 

Among  the  advantages  and  virtues  of  a  republican  government,  econ- 
omy has  always  been  considered  as  one  of  the  most  natural  and  useful. 
You  are  fully  sensible  that  this  should  extend  to  all  the  branches  and 
artldes  of  revenue  and  expenditure;  and  the  more  critical  and  minute 
your  attention  shall  be,  on  this  suhjeet,  the  better  you  will  discharge 
.  your  duty  to  your  constituents.  Besides  the  annual  income  and  expen- 
ces  of  the  State,  it  may  be  of  use  to  enquire  into  the  advantages 'and 
emoluments  that  have  accrued  to  the  State  from  the  several  banks  that 
have  been  established  by  the  legislature.^  When  the  policv,  the  operar 
tions  and  benefits  attenaing  these  institutions  are  fiilly  unaerstood,  yoo 
will  be  able  to  determine  with  more  certainty  whether  they  require  any 
and  what  alterations  or  encouragements. 

The  State  Prison,  ordered  to  be  erected  by  the  last  General  Assem- 
bly, is  a  matter  of  much  importance  to  the  State.  It  will  probably  be  a 
benefit  to  this  institution  and  to  the  governmont,  to  enquire  into  the 
state  of  the  buildings,  the  proceedings  of  the  committee,  and  the  expen- 
ditures of  money  appropriated  to  that  object. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  business  that  may  come  before  you,  it  may 
be  ex]>edient  to  revise  our  crimiual  code  of  laws,  especially  an  act  enti- 
tled an  act  for  the  punishment  of  high  crimes  and  misdemeanors,  and 
so  to  vary  the  modes  and  degrees  of  jninishment  of  certain  crimes  and 
misdemeanors,  as  to  carry  into  complete  etiect  the  humane  and  benevo- 
lent intentions  of  the  legislature  in  establishing  the  State's  Prison: 

It  has  been  consideretfthe  duty  of  the  executive  to  lay  before  the  leg- 
islature, at  their  annual  session,  all  communications  from  the  general 
and  state  governments,  which  may  affect  us,  with  regard  to  our  internal 
economy,  or  our  relative  connection  with  the  federal  union.  Such  com- 
munications, at  this  eventful  crisis,  miglit  perhaps  be  expected,  not  only 
as  important  in  themselves,  but  as  necessary  to  aid  you  in  your  legisla- 
tive deliberations.  But  the  absence  of  my  predecessor  in  office,  and 
the  circumstance  of  having  received  no  documents  i):om  bim,  must  be 
my  auology  for  silence  on  the  subject. 

I  shall  co-operate  with  you,  gentlemen,  in  all  councils  and  measures 
which  can,  in  any  way,  be  in-omotive  of  the  true  interest  of  our  country, 
and  humbly  rely  upon  a  superintending  providence  that  all  our  honest 
endeavors  for  the  public  good  may  be  crowned  with  success.

Oct  17,  1808,  Charles  Rich,  William  Baxter,  and  Cyrus  Ware  (the 
second  being  the  only  Federalist)  were  appointed  to  draft  an  answer  to 
the  speech.  While  the  Federalists  had  succeeded  in  electing  the  Gh>v-

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ernor  and  a  m£gority  of  the  Council,  the  Jefiersouiaiui  had  a  majority  of 
sizteeii  in  die  House,  and  their  committee  improved  the  opportui^iy, 
■  which  the  answer  aflbrded,  to  express  their  sentiments  on  the  embargo. 
This  constitutes  the  lairgest  part  of  the  answer,  which  was  adopted  by  a 
part  y  vote,  105  to  88,  one  Federalist  being  absent  The  following  ex- 
tract  shows  how  far  the  Jeffersonians  differed  from  the  governor: 

While  with  you  we  regret  that  the  character  of  any* of  our  citizens 
should  be  stained  by  the  conduct  of  a  few  avaricious,  self-interested,  and 
designing  men,  we  still  more  regret,  that  neither  the  conduct  of  bellig- 
erent Europe  from  the  year  1793  to  1808,  by  their  infringements  of  neu- 
tral commerce,  the  impressment  and  murder  of  our  seamen,  nor  the 
united  patriotism  of  Americans,  could  induce  a  strict  observance  of  a 
law  on  which  depended  the  honor,  independence,  and  tranquility  of  the 
American  nation:  and  which  was  wisely  laid  without  limitations,  by 
which  foreign  nations  were  taught  that  the  repeal  of  the  law  depended 
on  the  removal  of  the  causes  which  produced  it.  We  cannot  but  con- 
sider the  law  alluded  to  as  necessarily  inflicting  on  our  country  severe 
privations,  while  the  measures  employed  to  enforce  it  cannot  fail  to  cre- 
ate considerable  expence,  yet  we  feel  a  dignified  pleasure  that  this,  lAe 
only  practicable  measure  that  could  have  averted  the  dangers  and  horrors 
of  a  war  with  one  or  more  of  the  contending  nations  of  Europe,  has 
been  patiently  submitted  to  by  every  well  informed  and  well  disposed 
citizen,  and  that  the  j^rcat  body  of  onr  fellow  citizens  of  this  and  the 
United  btates  unite  with  us,  as  well  in  our  consolations  and  pleasures, 
as  in  our  unavoidable  privations.  Under  these  impressions  we  cannot 
but  deeply  lament,  that  among  the  people  of  our  own  country,  generally 
accustomed  to  honor  industry,  and  blessed  with  a  government  which, 
as  long  as  prudence  and  safely  dictated,  had  permitted  them  freely  to 
vend  the  fruits  of  tlicir  labor  and  honest  enterprise  for  their  own  com- 
fort and  emolument,  there  should  any  be  found  so  destitute  of  patriot- 
ism as  to  attempt,  for  the  acquisition  of  wealth  or  some  more  reprehen- 
sible object,  not  only  by  fraud  but  in  open  defiance  to  the  laws,  to  defeat 
their  wholesome  provisions,  or  by  their  treasonable  opposition  to  the 
government  of  their  choice,  deprive  their  dutiful  brethren  of  life  and 
expose  themselves  to  an  ignominious  and  untimelv  death.  It  ia  also  to 
be  lamented  that  such  a  contempt  for  the  civil  authority  should  be  man- 
ifested as  to  render  a  resort  to  niiliiary  force  necessary. 

When  the  answer  was  considered  in  the  House,  David  Edmond  of 
Vergennes  moved  a  substitute  for  the  foregoing,  in  which  the  duty  of 
obeying  the  law  was  declared,  coupled  with  a  declaration  that  '■^  we  can- 
not but  however  believe  that  the  safety  and  interest  of  onr  country  will 
permit  the  early  repeal  of  a  law  so  severe  in  its  operation;  but  should 
we  be  disappointed  in  our  expectation  of  this,  we  will  unite  with  yott. 
Sir,  in  enjoining  upon  all  classes  of  society  a  quiet  submission  to  every 
privation  and  inconvenience  until  constitutional  relief  is  obtained." 
Tliis  was  rejected,  and  the  answer  adopted;  whereupon  eighty -four 
members  of  the  House,  headed  by  Nathaniel  Chipman,  entered  on  the 
journal  their  reasons  for  dissenting  from  the  answer.*

Oentlemen  of  the  Council^  and  gen&emen  of  the  Haute  of  Bepreamta-  ' 

tives^ — Invited  by  the  suffrages  of  a  free  and  virtuous  people,  to  accept 
the  office  of  chief  magistrate  of  the  State,  I  cauDot,  I  ought  not  to  be 
insensible  of  tfae  importance  [of  the  duties]  as  well  as  tne  difficulties 
which  devolve  upon  me,  in  tlie  accept  atife  of  so  great  a  trust,  and  the  high 
responsibility  I  am  under  to  discharge  those  duties  with  faithfulness  and 
impartiality,  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  tend  to  promote  the  best  in- 
terest aii(]  g(>nt'ral  happiness  of  the  citizens  of  this  state;  having  at  all 
times  in  view  our  intimate  connection  with  the  general  government  of 
the  Union. 

Educated  a  plain  farmer,  and  consequently  destitute  of  those  literary 
attainments  which  b}'  many  are  esteemed  so  requisite  to  the  due  dis- 
charge of  utiicial  duties,  I  enter  upon  a  scene  of  new  duties  with  pecul- 
iar diffidence.  But  relying  upon  honest  intentions,  on  a  habitual  zeal 
for  the  public  good,  upon  your  wisdom  in  the  groat  business  of  legisla- 
tion, and  above  all,  upon  that  Providence  which  has  hitherto  supported 
and  protected  me,  I  have  concluded  to  accept  the  appointment. 

Under  these  impressions,  I  shall,  gentlemen,  endeavor,  so  far  as  ray 
abilities  will  admit,  to  discharge  the  duties  of  my  office  with  integrity 
and  fiiithftilness,  and  hope  to  meet  the  approbation  of  a  yirtuons  «id 
discerning  peojile. 

It  has,  gentlemen,  fallen  to  our  lot,  to  be  entrusted  with  the  concerns 
of  this  State  at  a  period  the  most  critical;  at  a  time  when  two  of  the 
greatest  Powers  of  Europe  are  agitated  with  all  the  dreadful  passions 
incident  to  a  state  of  war;  who,  regardless  of  the  rights  of  neutrals  and 
the  laws  of  nations,  have  interdicted  the  commerce  of  the  United  States, 
by  embarrassing  it  with  exactions,  hitherto  unheard  of;  which,  if  sub- 
mitted to  by  the  general  government,  would  be  to  stirrender  one  of  our 
great  national  rights,  and  virtually  our  national  independence. 

Notwithstanding  the  most  promising  measures  have  been  pursued  by 
the  administration  of  the  general  government,  to  remove  those  emhnr- 
rassmeuts  without  resorting  to  arms,  as  yet  they  have  proved  unavailing; 
and  what  appears  to  me  stul  more  alarming,  is  that  at  a  time  when  all 
the  talents,  the  wisdom  and  energies  of  the  States  ought  to  he  united, 
and  pledged  to  support  the  honor,  the  interest  and  the  independence  of 
the  nation,  we  finil  that  a  spirit  of  discord  and  disunion,  hostile  to  our 
happiness,  safety  and  national  union,  has  been  cherished  by  numbers  of 
the  misguided  citizens  of  the  United  States;  which  has  had  a  great  ten- 
dency to  weaken  the  hands  of  government,  and  prevent  the  eftects  of 
those  wise  measures,  adopted  by  the  general  government  to  maintain 
our  national,  and  particularly  our  commerciu  rights;  and  what  has 

sented  Vergennes  in  the  General  Assembly  in  1808,  '09,  '13  until  16, 
and  again  in  1817  and  'SI,  and  in  the  Constitutional  Convention  of  1814. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Council  of  Censors  in  1813,  and  State's  Attor- 
ney for  Addison  County  in  1808.  m,  '13,  '14,  and  19  until  1824,  in  which 
year  it  is  presumed  he  died,  as  in  the  Vermont  Register  for  1825  liis 
name  did  not  appear  among  the  list  of  attorneys.  One  of  his  daughters 
was  living,  u  few  years  ago,  in  Washington  city,  and  another  in  Virginia. 
The  late  Gen.  Ezeldel  P.  Walton  told  the  writer  of  this  note  that  Mr. 
Edmond  was  the  most  eloquent  speaker  he  ever  heard.^?othren'8  An- 
dent  Woodbury;  and  Deming's  CataJoffua, 
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probably  prevented  our  obtaining  redress  for  injuries  already  suffered, 
and  emiMudened  the  belligerent  powers  to  continue  their  wanton  ag* 
gressions,  and  lo  insult  us  willi  delusive  terms  of  adjustment. 

With  these  views,  X  caunut  too  stronsly  recommend  to  you  to  adopt 
snch  measures  as  will  have  the  most  direct  tendency  to  conciliate  tne 
affections. of  the  people,  and  to  unite  them  in  their  great  national 
interests:  and  I  can  with  pleasure  announce  to  you,  that  so  far  as  my 
informition  extends,  the  spirit  of  opposition  to  the  measures  of  the 
admioistration  of  the  United  States,  is  greatly  ameliorated;  and  a  con- 
cern for  our  own  national  honor,  interest  and  independence,  is  he(':oming 
rapidly  prevalent,  while  the  apprehension  of  a  separation  of  the  Union, 
and  the  visionary  scheme  of  relying  upon  a  foreign  power  for  the  pro- 
tection of  our  commerce,  is  daily  vanisliing;  and  I  trust  will  be  remem- 
bered but  with  gratitude  to  Heaven  that  we  have  escaped  the  snares  of 
foreign  emissaries  and  domestic  traitors  to  distract  and  divide  us:  and 
I  hope  the  period  is  not  far  distant,  when  the  citizens  of  the  union  will 
lay  aside  all  party  feelings  and  become  united  like  a  band  of  brothers, 
in  support  of  the  best  government  on  earth.  But  while  I  recommend 
to  you,  in  the  strongest  terms,  cheerfully  to  submit  to,  and  as  a  member 
of  the  union,  to  carry  into  otTcct  such  measures  as  have  been  or  may  be 
adopted  by  the  United  States,  for  the  preservation  or  defence  of  our 
national  rights;  at  the  same  time  permit  me  to  remind  you,  that  you 
are  the  guardians  of  those  rights  &  powers,  that  are  not  delegated  by 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  but  are  reserved  to  their  respec- 
tive states  or  to  the  people;  for  on  the  careful  attenticjn  to,  and  preser- 
vation of  those  rights  &  powers,  depends  the  political  safety  of  the  indi- 
vidual States. 

Gentlemen,  I  shall  not  now  attempt  a  labored  detail  of  the  important 

business  which  will  probably  demand  your  attention,  the  present  session ; 
but  shall  merely  notice  a  few  subjects,  and  make  further  commuaiuatioas 
as  occasion  may  require. 

The  state  bank  is  a  subject  which  will  deserve  your  attention.  The 
failure  of  private  banks  in  the  vicinity  of  this  stale;  the  rejecting  our 
bills  by  the  law  of  ouc  state;  and  the  policy  or  caprice  of  others,  has 
embarrassed  our  mercantile  intercourse  with  the  adjoining  states.  The 
measures  to  be  pursued  to  meet  or  remove  the  imptdimenls  lo  a  friendly 
trading  intercourse  with  our  sister  states,  which  certainly  is  to  be  greatly 
desired,  I  leave  to  your  consideration.  The  subject  is  too  important  for 
me  to  hazard  a  sudden  and  undigested  ojjinion  upon.  It  will  he  remem- 
bered by  many  that  I  was  not  among  those  that  iiivored  the  instituting 
of  country  banks;  but  it  is  apparent  that  the  establishment  of  a  public 
bank  in  this  state,  has  saved  many  of  our  (citizens  from  great  losses  and 
probably  some  from  total  ruin:  for  it  is  obvious  that  but  for  this  estab- 
lishment, in  lieu  of  our  own  Tcrniont  bank  bills,  our  citizens  would,  on 
the  late  bankruptcies,  have  been  jiossessed  of  large  sums  of  the  depreci- 
ated paper  of  the  failing  private  banks.  If  the  ])ro8ideut  and  directors 
of  the  state  bank  have  the  year  past  encountered  some  dilUcuUies, 
occasioned  by  the  intrigues  of  unprincipled  sjieculators,  and  the  alarm 
occasioned  by  the  failure  of  so  many  private  banks,  I  think  no  apprc- 
hcu.sions  can  be  justly  eutertained  that  any  holders  of  our  bills  will 
eventually  suffer  from  an  institution  which  is,  and,  I  trust,  will  be 
supportcu  by  the  honor,  and  guaranteed  by  the  wealth  of  the  state.  For 
my  own  part,  I  consider  the  holders  of  our  bills  perfectly  secure:  and 
as  every  person  in  the  state  has  an  interest  in  the  avails  of  the  bank, 
they  will  the  more  cheerfully  acquiosce  in  any  prudent  measure  yon 
may  devise,  to  give  it  support. 

The  state  prison,  I  understand,  is  now  nearly  completed,  and  has  for 
26 
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some  time  been  in  such  readiness  as  to  receive  prisoners.  All  the  con- 
victa,  that  have  been  sentenced  to  hard  labor,  and  have  not  escaped 
from  the  county  goals,  or  their  terms  of  confinement  expired,  have  been 
sent  to  the  state  prison,  under  warrants  from  the  judges  of  the  supreme 
oonrt,  as  soon  as  information  was  received  that  the  prison  was  prepared 
to  receive  them;  and  together  with  those  who  have  been  convicted 
since,  have  commenced  their  labors. 

It  may  be  proper,  at  this  session,  to  inqnire  into  the  expenditures  of 
the  money  already  appropriated  to  the  erection  of  that  building,  and  to 
find  if  any  other  appropriation  is  necessary  to  complete  it,  and  what 
Ihrther  legislative  aid  is  necessary  to  give  to  this  humane  and  beneficial 
institution,  its  desired  effect. 

As  it  is  the  great  object  of  legislation  to  promote  the  highest  happiness 
of  the  people,  I  presume  \  ou  will  never  lose  sight  of  the  two  most  impor- 
tant interests  of  this  state,  the  agricultural  and  manufacturing.  Whether 
any  thin<;  can  be  done  for  the  encouragement  of  the  latter,  during  the 
contiuuaLion  of  the  embarrassments  ou  commerce,  will  be  a  subject 
worthy  of  your  consideration. 

As  a  well  armed  and  disciplined  militia  is  the  great  and  natural 
safeguard  of  a  republican  government,  you  will  do  well  to  inquire  what 
(tartner  regulations  and  provisions  are  necesssry  in  that  department,  to 
render  it  servircahlo  in  times  of  danger. 

Sundry  olUcial  papers  have  been  delivered  to  me  by  mv  respected 
predecessor  in  office,  which  I  have  not  had  time  to  peruse,  but  which  I 
shall  make  the  subject  of  a  future  messai^e. 

Gentlemen,  I  shall  cheerfully  co-operate  with  you  in  every  measure 
that  you  in  your  wisdom  may  adopt,  for  the  well  being  and  happiness  of 
the  citizens  of  this  state,  and  for  the  true  interests  of  our  common 
country.  Relying  on  that  Almighty  Being  who  never  errs,  and  from 
whom  wo  have  received  so  many  and  so  signal  favors,  for  direction  and 
support,  I  commend  you  to  tlie  duties  assigned  you,  and  may  your  vir^ 
tuous  and  patriotic  labors  be  crowned  with  abundant  success.

Speech  of  Gov.  Galusua— 1810.^ 

Gentlemen  of  the  Counefl  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  RepresentaUvetj 

— It  has  been  the  pleasure  of  niy  fellow  citizens  once  more,  by  their  free 
suffrages,  to  proffer  me  the  important  trust  of  chief  magistrate  of  this 
State.  I  cannot  but  feel  the  highest  sense  of  gratitude  for  this  repeated 
manifestation  of  their  respect  &  confidence;  but  while  I  view  tne  im- 
portant duties  attached  to  the  office  nnd  the  high  responsibility  upon 
me  to  discharge  those  official  duties  to  the  honor  and  best  interests  of 
the  State,  and  having  at  the  same  time  a  Just  sense  of  ray  inadequate 
talents,  and  (lie  few  advantages  I  have  possessed  to  qualify  me  for  pub- 
lic employ  ment,  and  especially  to  act  in  the  capacity  of  chief  magistrate

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of  this  Commonwealth,  it  is  with  the  greatest  diffidence  I  appear  before 
you,  and  take  upon  me  the  solemn  obligation  duly  to  discharge  the 

duties  assigned  mii;  but  relying  on  the  ciudor  and  forbearance  of  a  vir- 
tuous people,  on  your  wisdom  to  direct  in  nil  the  important  concerns  of 
the  state,  and  hoping  for  the  guidance  nnd  blessing  of  that  indulgent 
Providence,  which  has  so  often  l)een  displayed  in  tlie  defense  nnd  pros- 
perity of  this  rising  state,  I  have  accepted  my  nppointmcnl,  and  shall 
endeavor  as  far  as  my  abilities  will  admit,  to  discbarge  the  duties  de- 
Tolving  on  mc,  with  impartiality  and  upriffht  intentions. 

We  had,  gentlemen,  a  right  to  expect  iTiat  principles  of  Justice  and 
national  honor  would,  long  before  this  time,  have  caused  Great  Britain 
•nd  France  to  have  revoked  their  nnfnst  and  oppressive  decrees,  restore 
freetloni  to  commerce,  and  left  the  Ignited  States  in  the  full  enjoyment 
of  all  those  rights  and  privileges,  to  which  by  the  laws  and  customs  of 
nations,  wc,  as  neutral,  are  entitled — that  our  impressed  seamen  might 
have  been  permitted  to  embrace  the  bosom  of  their  native  country,  and 
the  ships  and  property  of  our  merchants  detained  in  foreign  ports,  re- 
stored to  the  possession  of  the  rightful  owners.  But  unhappily  for  the 
world,  the  two  great  rival  powers  of  Eui-opc  are  still  bent  on  thndeatruo- 
tion  of  each  other;  and  neither  being  able  to  encounter  his  opponent  in 
his  own  element,  with  hopes  of  success,  they  have  adopted  a  mode  of 
warfare  which  essentially  afi'ects  all  neutral  rights,  and  every  commer- 
cial state  has  felt  the  bitter  effects  of  their  unriijhteous  policy. 

All  the  nations  of  Europe,  by  intrigue,  subsidies,  and  flatteries  on  one 
hand,  and  terrors  and  the  sword  on  the  other,  have  heen  drawn  or 
driven,  to  coalesce  with  the  one  or  the  other  of  tlie  contending  parties, 
and  enter  the  vortex  of  the  uuhapiiy  war.  And  what  has  been  their 
fate?  not  only  the  destruction  of  property,  the  loss  of  territory,  tlietr 
former  independence,  and  the  sacrifice  of  innumerable  lives,  but  in  the 
event,  they  nave  added  immense  strength  to  those  two  terrific  powers, 
who  menace  all  nations,  and  Ihrcaleu  destruction  to  the  liberties  of 
mankind.  Great  Britain  in  the  course  of  the  war  has  augmented  her  ma- 
rine force  by  the  addition  of  a  great  portion  of  all  the  ships  of  war  in  Eu- 
rope, and  claims  the  dominion  of  the  seas.  France  has  been  no  less  active. 
By  her  policy,  and  tlie  unrivalled  prowess  of  her  arms,  she  has  combined 
almost  ail  Ihu  whole  strength  of  continental  Euro|)e  under  her  banner. 
In  this  state  of  aflairs,  was  it  not  lor  the  superintending  and  disposing 
power  of  Divine  Providence,  perpetual  wars  must  be  tlie  lot  of  Europe. 
Willi  what  gratitude,  gentlemen,  ought  wc  to  contemplate  the  situation 
of  our  blessed  country  1  and  with  what  exertions  should  wo  endeavor  to 
support  every  measure  of  the  general  government,  calculated  to  pre- 
serve it  from  the  disasters  that  shake  the  powers  of  Europe,  and  dreodi 
their  fields  with  blood. 

France  and  Great  Britain  have,  each  in  their  turns,  exerted  the  ut- 
most stretch  of  their  policy  to  induce  the  United  States  to  depart  from 
their  neutral  position,  and  involve  them  in  their  <leRtructive  wars.  But 
such  has  been  the  wisdom  of  the  measures  adopted  nnd  pursued  by  our 
general  government,  althougli  we  liave  to  regret,  that,  for  the  want  of 
unanimity  among  ourselves,  they,  in  some  measure,  have  failed  of  their 
desired  etfect;  yet  they  have  hitherto  preserved  the  iucstimablo  .bless- 
ings of  peace,  and  prevented  ensnaring  alliances  with  either  of  the  bel- 
ligerents. 

Situated  as  the  United  States  arc,  at  such  a  local  distance  from  the 

[towers  at  war,  I  see  nothing  dark  or  portentous  in  our  affairs  but  divis^ 
on  among  ourselves.   Union  is  the  vital  strength  of  every  nation,  but 

especially  of  all  Republics. 
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tarr  measares,  and  exercise  that  prndence,  which,  in  ^our  judgment, 

will  linve  the  greatest  tench  lu'v  to  nssiniilate  the  feelings  aud  unite 
.the  citizens  of  Ibis  state,  promote  Irieuilship  with  our  sister  states, 
and  a  firm  attachment  to  the  government  of  the  union.  Was  every 
American  heart  barred  against  foreign  influence,  and  suitably  attach- 
ed to  the  government  and  interest  of  his  own  country,  we  might  put 
the  powers  of  Europe  at  defiance.  We  have  the  weans  of  wealth 
and  improvement  within  our  own  temtory  ;  and  were  we  to  turn 
our  attention  to  our  internal  resources,  and  foster  our  infant  manu- 
factures, the  belligerent  ualions  of  Jiurope  would  soon  seek  our  friend- 
ship, court  our  trade,  and  render  just  retribution  for  the  injuries 
they  have  done  ns.  But  notwithstanding  all  the  privations  by  foreign 
powers,  aud  the  unhappy  divisions  among  ourselves,  we  have  yet  these 
pleasing  reflections:  our  civil  and  religious  liberties  bestowed  on  us  by 
the  God  of  nature,  and  guaranteed  by  the  republican  institutions  of  our 
country,  remain  unimpaired.  The  hand  of  industry  is  not  slaclcened, 
and  the  poor  have  not  wanted  for  that  employment  which  has  yielded 
them  a  comfortable  sup[)ort.  The  farmers  and  mechanics  are,  by  tlieir 
improved  economy,  now  discharging  those  debts  they  contracted  when 
commerce  was  in  the  most  flourishing  state,  aud  we  arc  daily  becoming 
more  truly  independent.  The  manufactures,  in  various  parts  of  the 
country,  are  increasing  with  a  rapidity  unparalleled;  and  the  pride  of 
Americans  begins  to  be  gratified  with  a  dress  of  our  own  manutaclur- 
ini;.  And  1  trust  tlu;  time  is  not  far  distant,  when  the  citizens  of  these 
United  iSiates,  instead  of  relying  on  forei^'u  countries  for  their  clothing, 
will  be  able  not  only  to  supjtly  their  own  wants,  but  to  export  every 
Icind  of  cotton  if  not  woolen  goods,  and  restore  to  Uie  union  that  por- 
tion of  specie,  which  has  been  drawn  from  US  by  the  exclusive  use  of 
foreign  mauufactured  goods. 

If  any  further  legislative  aid  should  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  en- 
couragement of  domestic  ninnuraelnres,  I  doubt  not  but  that  they  will 
receive  from  you  all  that  support  whicli  tlie  ciicumstunces  of  the  state 
will  admit. 

We  have  recent  intelligence  tliat  the  Emperor  of  France  has  revolced 
liis  Berlin  and  Milan  decrees;  and  although  (his  is  not  officially  announ- 
ced, yet  we  have  little  reason  to  doubt  but  that  it  is  correct.  If  so,  we 
may  indulge  the  pleasing  hope  that  the  Jh'itish  orders,  and  nil  paper 
blockades,  will  likewise  be  revoked,  and  the  commerce  of  the  United 
States  become  free  aud  unshackled — our  Hag  uniurled  in  every  sea,  aud 
our  merchants  importing  wealth  from  every  clime;  and  should  this 
happy  event  ensue,  may  we  not  learti  \vi>doni  from  past  experience? 
2^0  people  can  proiit  by  commerce,  when  the  balance  ot  trade  is  against 
them.  And  have  we  not  been  too  profuse  in  the  use  of  foreign  articles 
of  merchandize,  lias  caused  the  specie,  that  was  flowing  to  Amer- 

ica, to  depart  our  shores  for  England  and  tlie  Indies,  and  lett  us  with  a 
paper  medium,  limited  in  its  circulation,  and  extremely  embarrassing  to 
internal  commerce  ?  liut  this  is  not  the  extent  of  the  evil.  Were  our 
farmers  and  mechanics  to  examine  past  settlements  with  their  mer- 
chants, would  they  not.  in  too  many  instances,  find,  notwithstanding  the 
high  price  of  labor  and  produce,  that  their  accounts  were  closed  by 
noiesron  interest,  which  arc  gnawing  like  a  worm  at  the  root  of  their 
capital,  or  lying  as  a  mortgage  on  their  future  labors. 

The  Militia,  gentlemen,  claim  an  honorable  rank  among  the  objects 
of  your  attention.  They  are  the  guardians  of  our  rights,  the  repository 
of  our  liberties,  and  the  bulwark  of  our  independence.  Alercenary 
troops  may  be  led  to  destroy  the  fair  temple  of  liberty,  to  trample  on  the 
rights  of  treemen,  and  trifle  with  the  rights  of  their  countrymen;  but 
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the  militia,  having  a  common  interest  with  their  fellow  citizens,  their 
property,  their  wivee,  thelt  children,  and  their  all,  equally  depending  on 

the  laws  and  the  fate  of  tlieir  common  country,  can  never  be  made  to 
surrender  the  blessings  of  freedom  and  the  rights  of  independence  to 
any  foreign  or  domestic  usurper. 

The  improvement  of  the  militia,  in  that  part  of  the  state  where  I  am 
most  conversant,  in  equipments  and  military  discipline,  has  exceeded 
my  highest  expectations;  and  I  doubt  not  but  similar  exertions  have 
been  made  in  every  part  of  the  state. 

The  provision  made  at  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  for 
procuring  Field-Pieces  for  the  several  companies  of  Artillery,  although 
every  proper  exertion  has  been  made,  has  failed  of  its  desired  object; 
for  the  reasons  of  which,  I  must  refer  yon  to  the  communications  of  the 
Commissary  of  Military  stores. 

The  subject  of  the  university  of  Vermont  was  before  the  (General 
Assembly  at  their  last  session,  and  remains  with  the  unfinished  business 
of  the  Uousc.  It  will  undoubtedly  receive,  at  the  present  session,  all 
that  attention  which  the  utility  and  importance  of  tlip.  institution  merit. 
Of  such  moment  is  education,'  that  it  claims  not  only  the  patronage  of 
all  legislatures,  but  of  every  friend  to  the  happiness  of  mankind.  It  is 
the  suppressor  of  vice,  and  the  handmaid  of  virtue.  In  a  rei)ublic  like 
ours,  it  is  one  of  the  grand  pillars  which  support  the  structure  of  inde- 
pendence.  Trace  the  annals  of  the  world,  and  you  will  tind,  wherever 
ignorance  has  prevailed,  the  people  have  been  souu  crushed  by  the 
power  of  despotism,  and  have  become  the  sport  of  tyrants. 

Your  attention,  gentlemen,  ought  not  to  be  wliolly  confined  to  the 
higher  institutions  uf  lileralurc;  neither  should  the  means  of  knowledge 
be  restricted  to  one  class  of  the  people,  bnt  liberally  imparted  to  all. 
Every  citizen  ought  to  be  so  far  instructed  in  the  sciences  as  to  be  able 
to  participate  in  tiie  blessings  of  society,  comprehend  the  nature  of  gov- 
ernment, and  the  benediction  of  liberty.  A  people  thus  enlightened, 
and  possessing  a  knowledge  of  their  rights,  will  not  be  defrauded  of 
them  by  any  specious  impostor,  or  surrender  them  but  with  their  lives. 

All  the  otiicial  comnmnications  made  to  me,  during  the  recess  of  the 
Legislature,  for  your  consideration,  will  be  seasonably  laid  before  you. 

1  shall,  genilemen,  at  all  times  cordially  unite  my  endeavors  with 
yours,  to  proniote  the  best  interests  of  the  state,  hoping,  that  under 
Divine  Protection,  we  may  enjoy  a  prosperous  session.

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portnnee  of  its  daties  are  far  above  the  sphere  of  my  talents;  and  at  a 

]>erio(l  so  nifimciilous  ns  (lie  present,  I  should  shrink  from  this  arduous 
undertaking,  did  I  not,  under  the  auspices  of  a  benign  Providence,  con- 
fide In  your  wisdom,  firmness  and  virtue,  not  only  Tor  support  in  those 
duties  which  devolve  upon  inc,  but  to  transact  all  the  important  duties 
of  legislation.  With  these  impressions,  while  inspired  with  the  love  of 
my  country,  and  prompted  by  the  voice  of  my  constituents,  which  I 
ever  hear  with  reverence,  I  resume  the  important  station.  When  we 
realize  the  greatness  of  the  trust  reposed  in  us  by  so  many  thousands  of 
our  fcHow  citizens  to  direct,  as  their  faithful  representatives,  the  affairs 
of  a  State  in  which  the  happiness  of  each  individual  claims  equal  re- 
gard, and  l!)e  rights  of  all  demand  the  same  protection  and  support,  we 
shall  feel  it  our  indispensable  duty  to  lay  aside  ail  party  prcjudiees  iiud 
suifur  ourselves  to  be  actuated  by  no  other  motives  than  those  which 
coincide  with  individual  justice  and  the  greatest  general  good,  and  dili- 
gcutly  pursue  such  measures  as  will  be  nroductivu  of  public  and  private 
virtue,  without  which  the  Inestimable  nlessings  of  a  flree  government 
can  not  long  subsist. 

We  arc,  gentlemen,  convened  at  a  time  by  no  means  the  least  event- 
All,  although  we  have  heretofore  suffered  much  by  the  unjust  policy  of 
the  belligerent  powers  of  Europe;  yet  no  period  since  the  commence- 
ment of  our  differences  has  appeared  to  me  so  portentous  as  the  pres- 
ent. (Jreat  Britain  seems  not  inclined  to  relinquish  her  offensive  orders 
in  council,  surrender  up  our  impressed  seamen,  or  permit  us  to  enjoy 
the  common  and  legal  rights  of  a  neutral  nation — but  assumes  the  atti- 
tude of  a  threatening  invader,  although  Prance  has  mitigated  the  rigour 
of  her  hostile  measures,  and  so  modified  her  Berlin  and  Milan  decrees 
that  (hey  have  ceased  to  operate  against  the  United  States.  But  as  it 
is  not  our  province  to  decide  on  the  subject  of  peace  or  war,  that  being 
by  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  confined  to  the  general  govern- 
ment, of  wliicli  tliis  state  is  a  component  part,  and  hns  an  equal  voice  in 
her  council,  it  is  not  my  iuteuliou  to  advance  any  opinion  on  the  sub- 
ject, or  suggest  any  idea  which  may  tend  to  excite  the  passions  of  my 
fellow  citizens  against  any  foreign  nation  whatever;  and  it  would  much 
less  become  me,  while  negociations  for  an  adjustment  are  still  progress- 
ing, which  I  pray  God  may  terminate  in  an  amicable  settlement  of  all 
our  (litllcuUics,  and  that  war  may  never  be  the  unhappy  fate  of  our  be** 
loved  country.  As  the  President  has,  for  some  cause,  thought  fit  to  con- 
vene Congress  prior  to  the  usual  lime  of  their  convention,  we  may  then 
expect  to  have  a  more  extensive  and  perspicuous  view  of  our  national 
affairs.  Let  us,  in  ihe  mean  lime,  as  far  as  possible,  be  prepared  for* 
any  event  which  may  occur.  To  be  united  is  indispensably  necessary 
to  be  prepared  cither  for  a  state  of  war  or  for  the  foil  enjoyment  of 
peace.  Tlie  political  divisions  in  the  United  States  are  productive  of 
the  most  unhappy  consequences:  They  not  only  tend  to  defeat  every 
honorable  attempt  to  terminate  our  diflbrences  with  foreign  powers  by 
amicable  treaty,  but  also  to  embolden  the  aggressors  to  persist  in  their 
unrighteous  depredations  on  our  property  and  add  new  insults  to  former 
injuries.   A  people  well  agreed  in  the  principles  of  their  social  compact 


almost  any  obstacle  which  may  oppose  their  prosperity  and  Indepen- 
dence. But  when  divided  or  lorn  asunder  by  fi\ction,  all  domestic  tran- 
quility and  enjoyment  are  at  an  end,  and  the  greatest  nation  thus  sev- 
ered, may  fall  an  easy  prey  to  a  foreign  invader,  oe  their  liberties  be 
destroyed  by  a  domestic  usurper. 
SuSer  me,  gentlemen,  on  all  occasions,  to  recommend  to  you  In  the 


and  firmly  united 
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most  pressing  manner,  to  keep  in  view  the  union  of  citizens  and  states, 

for  on  this  point  turns  the  liap[)ines55  and  independence  of  our  country. 

It  was  not  my  purpose,  if  my  abilities  and  information  would  admit, 
to  enter  into  a  particular  detail  and  indication  of  the  measures  of  the 
national  administration,  but  only  to  excite  you  to  a  candid  and  dispas- 
sionate examination  for  yourselves.  It  will,  I  believe,  be  acknowledged 
by  all,  that  the  measures  adopted  by  Congress  restrictive  of  commerce, 
were  intended  to  protect  us  against  foreign  aggressions,  or  cause  them 
to  be  removed.  Whether  thcj'  were  the  best  possible  measures  to  effect 
those  purposes  or  not,  cannot  for  certainly  be  known,  since  they  have 
1>een  tried  and  others  untried.  But  I  can  conceive  of  no  measures  that 
would  have  been  more  likely  to  succeed  against  the  determined  policy 
of  the  two  ffreat  belligerent  nations,  while  attended  with  that  party  op- 

Emition  at  nome,  which  is  manifest  on  all  occasions.  I  wish  not  to  pro- 
ibit  a  strict  scrutiny  of  the  conduct  of  the  otficers  of  government,  or  a 
careful  attention  to  our  libertie-s  and  national  safety,  but  to  prevent  the 
dangerous  evils  arising  from  unreasonable  and  unfounded  jealousies. 
Have  not  equal  encouragements,  with  impartiality,  been  extended  to 
both  Great  Britain  and  France,  with  an  honest  intention  to  procure  a 
repeal  or  suitable  modification  of  their  unjust  orders  and  decrees  ?  And 
have  not  all  political  parties  occasionally  acknowledged  and  applauded 
the  talents  and  virtue,  the  firmness  and  moderation  of  the  President  of 
the  United  States  ?  Or  has  any  one  act  of  his  life,  either  in  his  public 
or  private  capacity,  manifested  a  design  to  change  our  government  fVom 
its  republican  purity  ?  What,  ihen.  should  induce  him,  while  possessed 
of  the  bishest  honors  which  his  country  can  confer  upon  him,  to  sacri- 
fice her  dearest  rights  and  Independence  to  the  will  of  a  foreign  mon- 
arch ?  From  what  source  then  proceeds  the  continual  charge  or  partial- 
ity and  French  influence  ?  Have  we  not  reason  to  suspect  that  it  orig- 
inates in  a  vehement  party  spirit,  or  a  difierent  forei<^n  influence,  ope- 
rating upon  some  disappointed  or  ambitious  individuidsl^ 

The  confidence,  gentlemen,  which  I  have  already  expressed  in  your 
wisdom  and  integrity,  supercedes  the  necessity  of  a  particular  detail  of 
the  business  of  the  session.  You  being  selected  from  the  various  parts 
of  the  state,  are  possessed  of  a  knowledge  of  the  wants  and  wishes  of 
your  constituents.  There  are  some  objects,  however,  which  ought  not  to 
escape  our  notice.  The  militia,  on  which  depends  our  safety  in  peace 
and  our  defence  in  war,  is  ever  worthy  of  consideration.  But,  under  the 
present  unsettled  state  of  our  national  aflairs,  more  than  ordinary  atten- 
tion may  be  requisite.  The  militia,  if  well  cqulpt  and  disciplined,  im- 
nellctl,  as  they  are,  by  motives  of  interest,  and  inspired  by  the  love  of 
liberty,  are,  I  trust,  sufficient  to  protect  our  rights,  and  repel  any  inva- 
sion of  our  territory.  I  consider  it  highly  expedient,  that  a  suitable 
supply  of  arms  should  be  provided,  either  by  this  or  the  United  States, 
for  the  use  of  our  militia  in  cases  of  urgency.  But  whether  the  present 
state  of  our  finances  will  admit  of  an  appropriation  for  that  purpose  or 
not,  I  shall  submit  to  your  sound  discretion. 

The  manufacturing  interest  received  considerable  encouragement  at 
our  last  session;  but  1  trust  that  an  object  so  beneficial  in  the  system  of 
economy,  and  so  favorable  to  our  real  independence,  will  be  ever  kept  in 
view,  ana  fostered  b}-  every  prudent  Legislature. 

One  of  the  great  benefits  of  a  system  of  jurisprudence  is  the  perma- 
nency of  those  laws  under  which  we  enjoy  our  personal  security  and  the 
protection  of  our  private  property^  The  freq[uent  changes  in  our  gen- 
eral statutes,  render  them  perplexing  to  magistrates  and  jurors,  tend  to 
increase  litigation,  or  promote  what  is  by  some  styled  "  the  glorious  un- 
eertain^  of  the  law,**  and  frequently  mibjects  the  honest  eitiaen  to  ez- 
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pensc  and  loss  before  the  laws  arc  fully  promulgated,  or  their  operation 
rightly  understood.  I  should  therefore  recommend  altcratiooB  in  those 
cases  only  where  experience  has  discovered  a  material  defect. 

I  have  received  a  resolution  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  United  States,  proposing  an  amendment  of  the  constitntion 
of  the  United  Stales,  which,  with  oiher  comniuniealions  from  the  execu- 
tives of  individual  states,  I  shall  cause  scasoDably  to  be  laid  before  you. 

That  economy  which  has  ever  characterized  the  Legislature  of  Ver^ 
mont,  I  trust  will  stimulate  you  to  make  all  that  despatch  in  public 
business  of  the  session  of  which  a  free  and  candid  investigation  will  ad- 
mit. I  sliall,  gentlemen,  readily  concur  with  you  in  the  adoption  of 
such  measures  as  may  conduce  to  the  best  good  of  our  constituents,  and 
I  ardently  implore  tiic  Supreme  Bcinj:^,  who  hath  all  hearts  in  his  hands, 
so  to  direct  our  deliberations  that  they  may  terminate  in  the  true  inter- 
est of  the  State  and  nation.  Jonas  Galusiia. 

Charles  Kich,  William  A.  Palmer,  and  John  Peck,  all  being  Jefferso- 
nian  Bopublicans,  were  the  committee  to  draft  an  answer  to  the  gover- 
nor.  Their  report  expresses  the  views  of  the  party  to  which  they  be- 
longed, and  was  not  acceptable  to  their  opponents,  in  whose  behalf  Rev. 
Asa  Lyon  moved  a  substitute,  which,  alter  dibate,  was  rejected  by  a 
vote  of  122  to  75,  and  the  address  of  the  coiiiniiltee  was  then  adopted, 
121  to  76.

Qentlemen  of  the  Council,  ond  QeaUemcn  of  the  House  of  JRepresenUk- 

lives, — The  continued  confidence  of  my  fellow  citizens  has  once  more 
called  me  to  acknowled;^e,  with  gratitude,  their  repeated  favors  and  my 
renewed  obligation.  The  contest  in  whicli  we  are  involved  causes  me 
to  feel  the  deepest  sensibility  of  the  necessity  of  your  support  and  the 
beuelit  of  your  united  wisdom,  and  also  an  entire  reliance  upon  that 
Supreme  Being,  wlio  bath  hitherto  been  our  support  and  defence,  and 
who  bestows  wisdom  on  all  who  sincerely  ask  it. 

It  is  the  highest  iuteresl  of  every  goveromenl,  but  especially  of  repub- 
lics, on  just  and  honorable  grounds,  to  cherish  peace  and  a  good  under- 
standing with  all  Tiations;  and  I  sincerely  believe  it  to  have  been  the. 
unremitted  endeavor  of  our  National  Government,  by  every  mean  in 
their  power,  to  maintain  the  blessings  of  peace— remove  the  encroacb- 
mehts  on  our  lawful  commerce  and  the  infringements  on  our  national 
rights  and  independence,  without  resorting  to  the  last  and  most  dread- 
ful remedy  of  repelling  aggression  by  force.  Hut  Great  Britain,  from 
her  superior  naval  force,  lias  claimed  the  dominion  of  the  st  i.s.  and  put 
at  defiance  Ihe  ris^hts  of  nations  and  individuals.  Such  has  been  her 
conduct  towards  the  United  States  that  we  had  no  alternative  but  to 
submit  to  her  arbitrary  edicts  and  abandon  our  real  Independence,  or 
with  manly  fortitude  contend  for  our  sacred  rights  at  the  expencc  and 
hazard  of  a  war  with  that  formidable  nation,  which  in  the  exercise  of 
power  is  regardless  of  right.  When  all  honorable  negociation  was  ex- 
liausted  without  effect,  and  res(iic!ive  measures,  for  want  of  union  and 
support  amoug  ourselves,  had  failed  to  produce  the  desired  object,  every

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hope  of  accommodation  havin«?  perished,  and  the  cup  of  our  sufferings 
Aill,  Congress,  rclyinisr  on  the  justice  of  their  cause,  the  firm  support  of 
the  patriotic  sons  of  liberty  and  the  aid  of  the  God  of  armies,  resorted 
to  the  last  remedy  of  injured  nations — an  appeal  to  arms.  The  particu- 
lar causes  thereor  are  fU'lly  exhibited  in  thoTreftident's  Message  to  both 
1u)uses  of  Congresf^,  of  the  lat  of  June,  1812,  aud  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee of  foreign  relations  thereon. 

AUhough  some  doubt  the  propriety  of  the  measures  adopted,  yet  war 
being  declared  by  the  constituted  authorities  of  our  country,  it  ought 
no  longer  to  remain  a  question  of  i)olicy.  but  it  has  become  the  duty  of 
the  state  governments,  and  of  every  individual,  with  prompilude  to 
espouse  the  sacred  cause  of  our  injured  country,  second  the  measures 
of  our  gcMicml  irovernment.  jirovidC  for  tlu:  dofbncc  and  safety  of  our 
citizens,  and  with  zeal  pursue  such  measures  as  will  tend  to  procure  an 
acknowledgment  of  our  national  rights,  a  release  of  our  impressed  sea- 
men,  renv)V('  tbc  eneroacbnients  on  the  ;^reat  highway  of  nations,  put  a 
final  period  to  the  calamities  of  war,  and  establish  a  ncrmaueut  and 
honorable  peace.  At  so  important  and  interesting  a  crisis  as  the  pres- 
ent, it  is  expedient  that  we  lay  aside  all  party  prejudices  and  unite  in 
one  common  cause  to  maintain  our  independence,  and  transmit  to  pos- 
terity those  invaluable  riglUs  which  were  sealed  to  us  by  the  blood  of 
our  heroes,  and  by  our  exiiniple  invite  every  citizen  and  friend  of  liberty 
to  divest  biinself  of  all  sellish  and  local  policy,  and  with  patriotic  zeal 
embrace  the  cause  of  our  common  country,  a  country  abounding  with 
every  necessary  of  life  and  in  the  full  tide  of  civil  and  religious  lioerty. 
Is  it  possible  to  conceive  that  any  citizens,  liviTii:^  under  such  a  mild  and 
equal  government,  can  be  so  destitute  of  a  principle  of  patriotismf  and  so 
lost  to  their  own  true  interest,  as  through  a  fond  passion  for  a  foreign 
power,  the  violence  of  party  zeal  or  the  sordid  passion  of  avarice,  to  betray 
the  just  cause  of  their  suti'ering  country,  prolong  the  horrors  of  war,  in-  « 
yoke  the  vengeance  of  heaven,  and  be  guilty  of  the  blood  of  thousands,  ' 
by  devoting  their  talents  and  yii  lding  their  support  to  a  nation  whoso 
pledged  faith  has  been  so  often  violated,  and  whose  fender  mercies  by 
experience  have  l)een  proved,  to  consist  in  cruelty?  Kaiher  let  a  sense 
of  common  danger  and  a  love  of  country  cement '^our  hearts,  conciliate 
our  affections  and  disappoint  the  sanguine  hope  of  the  enemy  to  profit 
by  our  divisions. 

It  is.  Gentlemen,  expected  that  the  general  government  will  direct 

all  the  inn)ortant  operations  of  the  war,  and  provide  means  of  defence 
in  the  several  parts  of  the  Union.  But  situated  as  this  state  is,  contigu- 
ous to  the  populous  settlements  of  the  enemy  and  exposed  to  the  whole 
military  force  in  Lower  Canada,  I  should  be  derictent  in  ray  duty  if  I 
did  not  recommend  to  you  in  the  most  pressing  manner,'  by  every 
mean  in  your  power  to  put  this  state  in  the  best  possible  posture  of 
defence;  to  have  the  militia  properly  equipped,  ready  to  take  the  field, 
and  provide  for  tlieir  speedy  and  effectual  movement  to  any  place  of 
danger  whenever  occasion  requires.  The  militia  law  will  need  a  thor- 
ough revision,  and  many  additions  to  render  it  efficient  for  the  exigen- 
cies of  war.  A  committee  was  appointed  at  our  last  session  for  lliat 
purpose,  and  1  trust  a  report  will  be  seasonably  made,  that  there  may 
DC  a  full  investigation  of  the  system.  The  promptitude  with  which  the 
detached  militia,  in  iiiii>t  of  the  towns,  have  marched  to  the  defence  of 
the  frontier,  has  excuedud  my  highest  expectations.  Such  a  patriotic 
and  military  ardor  pervades  the  state,  that  many  thousands  of  the  in- 
habitants, who  were  by  law  exempt  from  military  duty,  have  enrolled 
themselves,  elected  their  ofiicors,  and  tendered  their  services  to  support 
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the  laws  and  gorennnent  of  thdr  oonntcy,  sappreas  insmrectioiis  waA 

repel  invasions. 

As  soon  as  war  became  certain,  I  represented  the  exposed  situation 
of  our  northern  frontiers  and  the  general  destitution  of  arras  for  the  use 
of  the  mililia,  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  received  infonnation  from 
him  that  one  thousand  stand  of  arms  would  bo  delivered  to  my  order  at 
Springfield,  MftftSAchusetts,  conformably  to  tc  law  of  the  XTnlted  States 
of  the  23"'  clay  of  April  1808,  for  arming  the  whole  body  of  mililia,  which 
arms  are  to  be  distributed  to  the  militia,  under  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  shall  be  by  lav  prescribed  by  the  legislature  of  each  state  and  terri- 
tory. I  have  since  received  similar  ordei-s  for  fifteen  hundred  stands  in 
addition  on  the  same  condition.  It  is  requisite  therefore  that  a  law 
should  be  passed  for  the  purpose  of  distributing  them. 

The  whole  of  said  arms  have  been,  hj  the  Commissary  of  Military 
Stores,  transported  to  Benninj^ton,  and,  from  the  necessity  of  the  case, 
I  have  directed  a  portion  of  them  to  be  deposited  with  the  general  otfi- 
cem  in  the  northern  part  of  the  state,  to  be  used  by  the  militia  in  case 
of  emergency;  and,  from  like  necessity,  some  have  been  delivered  to 
the  officers  of  the  detached  militia,  for  the  use  of  those  soldiers  now  in 
service  who  were  destitute;  a  particular  statement  of  which  wiil  be 
submitted  to  you,  or  such  committee  as  may  be  appointed  on  the  subject 
of  a  distribution.  I  sincerely  regret  tliat  I  am  under  the  necessity  to  in- 
form you  that  the  arms  already  obtained  foil  far  short  of  the  real  defi- 
elency;  and  I  do  earnestly  recommend  that  some  measure  be  adopted 
that  arms  may  be  provided  and  brought  into  the  stale,  to  be  sold  to  such 
of  the  militia  as  arc  able  to  equip  themselves,  and  to  furnish  such  as  are 
not,  when  called  into  the  service;  and  that  a  sufficient  quantity  of  am- 
munition, tents  and  camp  equippage  be  provided  and  constantly  kept  in 
readiness  for  use.  After  war  was  declared,  the  pressing  calls  from  al- 
most every  town  near  the  northern  limits  of  this  state,  to  be  protected 
or  furnished  with  the  means  of  defence,  were  such  as  rendered  it  expe- 
dient for  me  to  convene  the  Executive  Council,  to  deliberate  and  advise 
on  the  best  measures  to  be  pursued  under  existing  circumstances,  which 
measures  I  entertain  no  doubt  but  you  will  approve,  and  make  appro- 
priation for  the  expcnce;  as  also  for  the  transporting  the  arms,  and 
some  other  incidental  ezpences,  which  conid  not  be  foreseen  and  provi- 
ded for  at  the  last  session. 

It  will,  Gentlemen,  be  necessary  that  a  law  be  passed  directing  the 
mode  for  electing  Representatives  to  represent  thw  State  in  the  Con- 
gresB  of  the  United  States.  I  am  officially  informed  that  this  state  will 
be  entitled  to  six  representatives  in  Congress  from  and  after  the  third 
day  of  March  next. 

The  time  for  which  the  Hon,  Stephen  R.  Bradley  was  elected  a  Sena-  • 
tor  from  this  Slate  in  the  Senate  ot  the  United  Slates  will  end  with  the 
third  day  of  March  nexi.  It  therefore  becomes  tlie  duty  of  the  Legis- 
lature to  elect  a  Senator  to  supply  said  vacancy  for  six  ycflsrs  next  fol- 
lowing the  said  third  day  of  March.  It  will  also  be  necessary  for  you 
to  direct  the  manner  in  which  the  electors  of  President  and  Vice  Pres- 
ident of  the  United  States  shall  be  appointed  for  the  ensuing  presiden- 
tial election,  and  fix  the  place  for  the  meeting  of  the  electors. 

The  last  Wednesdav  of  March  next  being  the  dav  appointed  by  the 
Constitution  for  the  choice  of  a  Council  of  Censors,  it  will  be  expedient 
that  a  law  to  regulate  the  choice  of  said  Council  be  passed  in  an  early 
part  of  the  session,  that  it  may  be  seasonably  promulgated  for  the  in- 
formation of  the  people. 

Tbe  state  of  oor  finanoes  is  among  the  flrat  objects  that  claim  your 
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attention.  The  most  favorable  means  ought  to  be  resorted  to  to  replen- 
ish the  'Srewarr  wltli  ft  medlom  that  will  answer  all  the  public  purposes 
of  Ihe  state,  and  secure  its  credit  on  a  basis  tliat  cannot  easily  be  shaken. 

Although  the  pressure  of  business  at  the  present  session  will  scarcely 
allow  you  time  to  deliberate  on  all  the  various  subjects  of  legislation, 
yet  the  iiniuovomcnt  in  manufacturing  is  an  object  of  so  great  utility 
aad  so  immediately  connected  with  our  true  interest  and  complete  inde- 
pemlence,  that  it  cannot  fhil  to  meet  the  approbation  and  fostering  care 
of  every  wise  and  prudent  legislator. 

May  the  importance  of  the  business  now  before  us,  and  the  solemn 
consideration  that  the  fate  not  only  of  the  present  generation,  but  of 
unborn  millions,  depends  on  the  evcnta  of  the  present  lime,  excite  ns  to 
an  assiduous  and  zealous  attention  to  our  respective  duties,  and  inspire 
us  with  contliiencc  and  union  among  ourselves,  and  a  lirni  reliance  on 
that  Omnipotent  Beit\g  who  sways  the  sceptre  of  the  Universe,  and 
directs  the  destinies  of  nations,  to  crown  onr  joint  labors  with  abundant 
success.

Commonwealth  of  MASSACimsErrs.    In  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, June  IG,  1804. 

WhereMs  by  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  it  is  provided,  that 
Rcpreseutalives  shall  be  appointed  [apportioned]  among  the  several 
states,  according  to  their  respective  numbers,  which  shall  be  determined, 
by  adding  to  the  whole  number  of  free  persons,  including  those  bound 
to  service  for  a  term  of  years,  and  excluding  Indians  not  taxed  three 
fiahs  of  all  other  persons;  and  further,  that  for  the  choice  of  the  Presi- 
dent and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States,  each  state  shall  appoint 
a  number  of  Electors  equal  to  the  whole  number  of  Senators  and  ttep- 
resentatives  to  which  the  State  may  be  entitled  in  the  Congress: 

And  whereas  the  said  provisions  were  so  manifestly  unequal,  at  the 
time  tlie  Constitution  was  fnnned.  that  they  could  have  resulted  only 
from  the  spirit  of  conciliaiiou  and  compromise,  which  iutluenced  the

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Eastern  States;  because  in  consequence  thereof,  a  representation  of  the 
states  is  produced,  unjust  and  injurious  in  its  operation,  both  as  it  re- 
gards the  number  of  free  inhabitants  in  the  several  states,  and  their 
property;  as  in  a  State  where  the  slavery  of  man  is  established  by  law, 
the  slaves  have  no  voice  in  the  Elections — but  a  planter  possessing  flfly 
slaves  may  be  considered  as  having  thirty  votes,  while  a  farmer  in  Mas- 
sachusetts, having  equal  or  greater  property,  is  confined  to  a  single 
vote: 

And  whereas  the  effect  of  these  provisions  has  been  rendered  more 
unequal  and  injurioas  by  Uie  course  of  events  since  the  Constitution 
was  established,  by  an  aoffmentation  of  the  number  of  slaves  in  the 
Southern  States,  and  also  by  an  increase  of  personal  property  in  t'*e 
eastern  slates,  arising  from  the  commercial  spirit  of  the  inhabitants: 

And  whereas  the  said  provisions  have  been  rendered  more  injurious, 
by  important  political  changes,  introduced  during  the  present  adminis- 
fration,  in  the  purchase  of  Louisiana,  an  extensive  Country,  which  will 
require  great  numbers  of  slaves  for  its  cultivation,  and  when  admitted 
into  the  Union,  agreeably  to  the  cession,  will  coniribute,  by  the  number 
of  its  slaves,  to  destroy  the  real  influence  of  the  Eastern  States  in  the 
National  Government;  and  also  in  the  original  mode  of  electino;  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  whereby,  in  the  appointment  of  that 
important  Magistrate,  the  right  of  the  small  States,  (among  which  are 
most  of  the  Eastern  States,)  where  there  are  few  or  no  slaves,  is  greatly 
dimmished: 

And  whereas  in  the  apportionment  of  the  direct  taxes,  the  only  com- 
pensation proposed  by  the  Constitution,  to  the  States  not  holding  slaves, 
ibr  the  aforesaid  unequal  principle  in  representation,  is  now  merely 
nominal,  as  the  National  lU  venues  are  principally  derived  from  com- 
mercial imposts,  the  present  administration  hnving  repealed  the  excise 
laws,  which  operated  in  some  measure,  by  a  lax  on  luxuries,  to  equalize 
among  the  several  States  the  contributions  to  the  public  burthens;  and 
having  also  recently  assessed  additional  millions  on  commerce,  of  which 
the  Eastern  btates  must  pay  much  more  than  their  due  proportion,  so 
that  instead  of  contributing  less  than  their  proportionate  snare  of  public 
expense,  as  was  contemplated  by  the  Constitution,  as  a  counterpart  to 
unequal  representation,  they  contribte  more: 

And  whereas  a  union  of  the  States,  a  measure  so  important  in  its  con- 
sequences, cannot  harmoniously  exist,  for  a  long  period,  unless  it  be 
founded  on  principles  which  shall  secure  to  all  Free  Citizens  equal  polit- 
ical rights  and  privileges  in  the  Government,  so  that  a  minority  of 
Free  Citizens  may  not  govern  a  majority,  an  event  which,  on  the  prin- 
ciples of  representation  now  established,  has  already  happened,  and  may 
always  happen. 

Therefore^  to  preserve  the  Utnon  of  tht  States,  upon  sound  and  just 

principles,  and  to  establish  a  foundation  for  general  harmony* and  confi- 
dence among  all  the  Citizens  of  the  United  btules,  by  securing  to  them 
now,  and  at  all  Aiture  periods,  equal  political  rights  and  privileges! 

Itesohed.  That  the  Senators  of  this  Comnmnwealth  in  the  Congress  of 
the  Uuited  States  be,  aud  they  arc  hereby  iustructed,  to  take  all  proper 
and  legal  measures  to  obtain  an  amendment  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  so  that  the  Representatives  be  apportioned  among  the 
several  States  according  to  the  numbers  of  their  Free  Inhabitants  re- 
spectively, and  tor  this  purpose,  that  they  endeavor  to  obtain  a  llesolu- 
tion  of  two  thirds  of  both  Houses  of  Congress,  proposing  such  amend- 
ment to  the  Legislatures  of  the  several  States  in  the  Uiiion. 

And  be  it  furUter  liesolvedj  That  His  Excolleucy  the  Governor  be  rc- 
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quested  lo  transmit  to  each  nf  tlie  said  Senators  an  attested  copy  of  this 
Bcsolutlon. 

And  it  is  hereby  piHher  Resolved,  That  His  Excellency  the  Governor 
be  requested  to  intbrtn  the  Chief  Magistrates  of  the  several  States  of  the 
doings  of  the  Legislature  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  reqnest  them  to 
adopt  the  same  measurea.

Oct,  18 1804,  the  foregoing  resolutions  were  considered  by  the  Assem- 
bly in  committee  of  the  whole,  and  the  report  was  adverse.  After  de- 
bate on  the  report  in  the  House,  the  question  of  acceptance  was  post- 
poned to  the  25th,  when,  "after  a  lengthy  discussion  of  the  subject,"  the 
report  was  accepted,  yeas  106  to  nays  76.  In  the  Presidential  elec- 
tion of  1800,  Mr.  Jefferson  received  73  votes,  58  of  which  ware  from  the 
slave  states;  and  John  Adams  received  65  votes,  58  of  which  were  from 
the  free  states:  so  Mr.  Jefferson's  votes  were  mainly  from  the  slave,  and 
those  of  Mr.  Adams  from  the  free  states.  This  fiwt  was  adverted  to  in 
the  preamble  to  the  resolution  adopted  by  Massachusetts,  which  was 
then  a  Federal  State.  That  both  the  Jeffiirsonians  and  the  Federalists 
in  the  legislature  treated  this  as  a  party  question,  is  evident  from  the 
yeas  and  nays.  Among  those  who  fiivored  the  adverse  report  of  the 
committee  were  the  following  prominent  Jeffersonians :  William  C* 
Bradley,  Ezra  Butler,  James  Fisk,  Titus  Hutchinson,  Aaron  Leland, 
Henry  Olin,  Mark  Richards,  Charles  Rich,  and  Samuel  Shaw,  all  of  whom 
but  two  became  Congressmen;  while  among  the  nays  %vere  prominent 
Federalists,  to  wit,  Jedcdiah  P.  Buckingham,  Daniel  Chipraan,  Arad 
Huut,  Wm.  C.  Harrington,  Asa  Lyon,  and  Solomon  Wright.  Ou  the 
next  day,  James  Fisic,  Titus  Hutchinson,  and  Cliarles  Bich  were  ap- 
pointed to  draft  a  message  or  reply  to  Governor  Tichenor  on  the  sub- 
ject, and  on  the  second  of  November  they  reported  as  follows: 

Sir, — The  resolutions  transmitted  by  the  Gove  i  nor  of  Massachusetto, 

and  which  accompanied  your  message  of  October  13th,  1804,  have  re- 
ceived from  til  is  House  that  consideration  which  the  importance  of  the 
subject  requires. 

We  do  not  consider  the  provisions  of  the  present  constitution  so 
unequal  as  supposed  by  said  resolutions;  nor  do  wo  consider  those  pro- 
visions to  have  been  rendered  more  injurious  by  any  political  changes 
introduced  during  the  present  administration. 

The  amendment  proposed,  as  wo  conceive,  would  materially  affect  a 
part  of  the  federal  constitution  which  was  in  fact  the  result  of  a  spirit  of 
compromise,  and  wliich  guarantees  to  some  of  the  States  in  the  Union, 
a  right,  which  to  them  is  sacred;  a  right,  in  consideration  of  which, 
mutual  benefits  are  secured  to  us.  For  although  tlie  duties  arising 
from  imports  are  sufRcient  lo  meet  the  exigencies  of  government,  while 
we  enjoy  the  calm  sunshine  of  peace;  yet,  should  the  United  States  at 
any  Uiuc  be  involved  in  wur,  (which  is  no  uncommon  late  of  nations,) 
very  important  would  bo  the  power,  and  very  necessary  the  use  of  direct 
taxation.  And  in  such  an  event,  we  should  highly  appreciate  the  mode 
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of  apportioniDg  the  expences  among  the  several  States,  established  by 
our  present  ConBtitntion. 

Again,  we  apprehend  that  the  amendment  proposed  would  have  a 
teadeocy  to  destroy,  rather  tbau  confirm,  that  uiiiun  among  the  several 
StateSf  so  essential  to  onr  national  prosperity. 

We  therefore  cannot  recommend  Uie  measure  proposed  by  said  Beso- 
lution. 

This  paper  was  adopted  by  a  party  vote — 105  to  65,  and  it  was  ordered 
that  the  Speaker  sign  the  same,  and  that  Titus  Hutchinson  deliver  it, 
with  Uie  resolutions  of  Masaadinsetts,  to  Gov.  TIcbenor.*  Dec.  19 1804, 
Kientud^  dissented  from  the  proposal  of  Massachusetts  for  reasons 
which  were  fully  set  forth.— See  printed  Vermont  AumMg  Jowmal  of 
180S,p.l6.

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Accompanying  the  foregoing  was  a  resolution  of  the  Legislatdre  of 
Massachusetts*  concurring  with  the  proposition  of  North  Carolina. 
This  afforded  the  JofTc  i -sonians  an  opportunity  to  put  themselves  on  the 
record  in  respect  to  slavery,  and  disarm  any  criticism  of  their  action  in 
the  previous  year  in  rejectiiisj  tlie  amendment  lo  tlie  constitution  pro- 
posed by  Massaclmsetts,  so  far  as  it  touched  slavery.  In  answer  to  the 
speech  of  Gov.  Tichenor,  they  united  with  the  Federalists  in  saying: 

The  amendment  proposed  by  North  Carolina,  and  adopted  by  Massa- 
chusetts, for  putting  a  stop  to  the  importation  of  slaves  into  f  lic  United 
States,  sliall  be  duly  attended  to.  Universal  freiHlom  is  one  of  those  funda- 
mental principles  of  our  political  iustiiulious  which  arc  engraven  on  the 
mind  and  live  in  the  affections  of  every  true  American.  And  although 
our  country  is  already  infested  with  slavery,  the  toleration  of  which 
might  seem  to  contravene  the  general  S3'stem  of  our  policy,  we  trust 
that  the  humnnity  and  Justice  of  our  country  will  prevent  the  increase 
of  the  deprecated  evil,  and  arrest,  as  soon  as  possible,  that  execrable 
traffic  in  liuman  tlesh. 

Oct.  17  1805.  Lewis  R.  ^Morris  (Fed.)  introduced  resolutions  concur- 
ring with  the  amendment  proposed  by  North  Carolina,  which  were 
adopted  by  common  consent,  and  were  concurred  in  by  the  Governor 
and  Council  on  the  19th.* 


Pboposed  Aseendment  to  limit  the  Jubisdiction  of  the  Fed- 
eral Courts. 

Oct.  12  1805,  Gov.  Tichenor  transmitted  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House 
resolutions  of  Kentucky  proposins;  to  amend  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  Slates  so  as  to  exclude  the  Federal  Courts  from  jurisdiction 
in  the  cases  named  in  the  Inst  four  clauses  of  Sec.  II  of  Article  III,  to 
wit:  between  a  State  and  citizens  of  another  State;  between  citizens 
of  different  States;  between  citizens  of  the  same  State  claiming  lands 
under  grants  of  different  States;  and  between  a  State,  or  the  citizens 
thereof,  and  forci<:;n  States,  citizens  or  subjects."  The  Governor  also 
transmitted  resolutions  of  Pennsylvania  of  March  20  ISQo.  wliich  con- 
curred witli  the  proposal  of  Kentucky.  The  position  of  Kentucky  tow- 
ards Virginia  had  been  very  much  the  same  as  that  of  Yermout  towards 
New  York  previous  to  the  settlement  of  the  controversy  in  1700— dis- 
tant from  the  seat  of  governroont  and  the  courts  of  last  resort,  and  with 
many  conflicting  claims  to  land  to  be  legally  ^oitlcd.  The  condition  of 
the  two  States  was  very  much  the  same  iu  1805.  Tlie  legislators  of 
Vermont  therefore  well  understood  the  grievance  of  Kentucky,  and  sym- 
pathized with  her  people;  uevcrlhelcss,  Oct.  22,  on  motion  of  Charles 
Kich,  out  of  abundant  caution,  the  subject  was  referred  to  the  next 
session.*

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Oct  11 1806,  the  proposition  of  Kentucky  was  made  tlie  special  order 
for  consideration  in  committee  of  the  whole  house,  and  after  some 
time  spent  in  debate,**  it  was  recommended  to  the  House  to  concur  in  the 
proposition.   Tiiis  report  was  accepted,  148  to  34,  and  Charles  Rich, 

Daniel  Buck,  nnd  Titus  Tlutchinson  were  appointed  to  draft  resolutions 
of  concurrence.    Of  the  lawyt'rs.  in  the  atlirniative  were  William  C.  . 
Bradley,  Daniel  Buck,  Titus  Ilulchinsou,  and  Abel  Spencer;  and  in  the 
negative  William  Baxter,  Kathaniel  Cblpman,  and  Daniel  Chipman. 
Nov.  3  the  committee  reported  the  following: 

Whereas  his  Excellency  the  Governor  of  this  State  did,  on  the  12th 

day  of  October  1805,  communicate  to  the  Speaker  of  tlic  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  this  Statt:,  t'ur  the  considernlion  of  said  House,  certain 
resolutions  of  the  General  Asserohty  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  which 
resolutions  were  in  the  words  following,  viz. 

"  Whereas,  owiujj  to  the  manner  of  appropriating  lands  on  the  west- 
ern waters,  adopted  by  the  State  of  Virginia,  previous  to  the  erection  of 
tlie  State  of  Kentucky  into  an  independent  State,'  there  are  many  con- 
flicting claims  to  land,  and  the  titles  to  real  projiorty  in  tliis  Slate  are 
thereby  rendered  ])recarious  and  unsettled;  and  inat^mucii  as  matjy 
claims  to  lands  in  this  commonwealth  are  held  by  non-residents  who 
have  it  in  their  election  to  have  their  suits  tried  in  the  State  court  or 
the  court  of  the  United  States,  which  gives  the  uon-residcnts  a  decided 
advantage,  the  resident  having  no  such  election;  this  advantage  is  more 
manifest,  when  it  is  considered  that  different  principles  of  docisioii  may 
be  established  by  those  ditYercut  tribunals,  and  tlte  nou-resident  has  it 
in  his  power  to  report  to  that  court  where  former  decisions  favor  his 
particular  case,  and  this  is  not  the  only  inconvenience  which  the  citizens 
of  this  commonwealth  are  subject  to;  in  consequence  of  our  peculiar 
state,  the  artful  and  wealthy  laud  claimant,  wlio  is  an  inhabitant  of 
this  State,  by  a  transfer  of  his  title  to  a  non-resident,  may  give  jurisdic- 
ti(m  to  the  court  of  the  United  States,  and  thereby  put  it  oui  of  the 
power  of  his  indigent  opponent  to  pursue  or  support  his  claim  with  suc- 
cess; this  is  sufficiently  evident  xvhen  we  recollect  the  great  distance  at 
which  many  of  our  citizens  live  Irom  the  district  court  of  the  United 
States  for  the  Kentucky  district,  and  their  inability  to  prosecute  an  ap- 
peal to  the  Federal  City : 

"And  whereas  serious  and  alarming  consequences  may  arise,  from 
contradictory  adjudications  in  the  supreme  federal  court  and  the  court  ' ' 

of  appeals  in  this  State;  and  whereas  tlie  judiciary  of  each  individual 
State  ought  to  be  considered  as  best  qualiUed  to  decide  upon  the  laws 
enacted  by  the  legislature  of  that  Stat(!.  more  especially  when  the  sub- 
ject to  be  adjudicated  uu  is  of  such  a  nature  as  to  require  an  intimate 
knowledge  of  the  history  of  that  State,  and  the  particular  mode  of  ac- 
quiritii;  that  property  wliich  is  the  subject  of  dispute: 

Jiesolved  Iherej'ore^  That  the  Senalors  in  Congress  from  this  State 
he,  and  they  are  hcrel>y  instructed,  and  our  Representatives  in  Congress 
are  also  requested,  to  use  their  best  endeavors  to  procure  such  an 
ameiuliiient  to  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  as  will  couliue  tiie 
judiciary  power  of  the  courts  of  the  United  States  to  cases  in  law  and 
equity  arising  under  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  and 

treaties  made  or  whicli  shall  be  made  under  their  authority;  cases

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affecting  nmbflssndors,  other  public  tntnletera  and  consols;  cases  of  ad- 
miralty and  maritime  juiisdiction;  controversies  to  whieli  the  Ignited 
States  shall  be  a  party;  aud  controversies  between  two  or  more  Slates.

And  whereas  the  aforesaid  resolutions  were,  on  the  22d  day  of  Octo- 
ber 1805,  by  a  joint  resolution  of  both  houses^  referred  to  the  present 
session  of  the  legislature: 

And  whereas  also,  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  legislature,  tliat  the  good 
people  of  this  State  experience  nearly  all  the  inconveniences  and  evils 
expressed  in  the  resolutions  from  the  State  of  Kentueky;  and  that  two 
iudcpcndcut  courts,  having  no  corrccliva  over  each  other  and  holding 
Jurisdiction  over  the  same  subject  in  conti*oversy,  cannot  continue  to 
exist  within  the  same  State  without  engendering  seeds  of  jealousy  and 
ill  will,  naturally  tending  to  establish  different  and  clashing  rules  of  de- 
cision, and  also  forming  two  rallying  points  and  erecting  two  standards 
for  the  resort  of  political  partizans,  and  laying  a  foundation  for  thatdia- 
cord  which  may  eventually  terminate  in  the  dissolution  of  our  happy 
Union;  which,  together  with  the  great  expencc  of  the  service  of  writs 
returnable  at  so  great  distance,  and  of  witnesses  attending  courts,  (no 
depositions  being  taken  within  one  hundred  miles  of  court,)  and  the 
fees  of  counsel  above  what  is  required  in  our  state  courts,  induce  this 
Legislature  fhlly  to  concur  with  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  Kentucky 
in  the  aforesaid  resolutions: 

'Therefore  liesolved^  That  this  house  fully  concur  with  the  legislature 
of  the  State  of  Kentucky  in  the  aforesaid  resolutions;  and  that  his  Ex- 
cellency the  Governor  of  this  State  be  requested  to  transmit  the  afore- 
said resolutions  to  each  of  the  Senators  and  Ueprescntatives  from  this 
State  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  Slates,  aud  also  to  the  executive  of 
each  State  in  tho  Union. 

The  foregoing  resolutions  were  adopted  by  the  House  and  concurred

William  C.  Bradley  introduced,  on  leave  of  the  House, 
a  resolution  for  "  an  niuendnient  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  in  such  manner  as  will  empower  tho  President  of  tho  United 
States  to  remove  any  of  the  Judges  of  the  Supremo  Court  of  tho  United 

States,  upon  address  made  to  liim  for  that  purpose,  by  a  innjority  of  the 
IIousc  of  Ueprescntatives,  and  two  thirds  of  the  Senate,  in  Congress 
assembled;"  which  was  referred  to  a  conitniltee  consisting  of  William 
C.  Bradley,  Dudley  Chase,  and  Titus  Hutchinson.  Xov.  4,  this  com- 
mittee reported  the  following  resolutions  to  the  House,  which  were

Whereas  there  is  no  provision  made  in  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
btntcs  for  the  removal  from  oUico  of  any  of  the  Judges  of  the  Courts  of 
the  United  States,  who  are  rendered  incapable  of  dischar^^ing  their  offl- 
cial  functions  by  reason  of  extreme  old  ar/e,  insanitt/^  or  other  rtatonahU 
cause,  not  amounting  to  sufficient  ground  for  impeachment: 

And  whereas  it  appears  to  this  Legish\ture,  ihui,  unless  some  altera- 
tion shall  lake  place,  cases  will  conlinually  occur,  operatiiig  the  suspen- 
sion of  puhlic  justieo,  and  the  sacriliee  of  the  public  ;^ood;  evils  which, 
in  our  opinion,  may  be  remedied  in  a  manner  equally  securing  all 
proper  independence  to  the  Judge  and  the  dislribution  of  justice  to  the 
citiz.tii. 

Jiesolved  ThereJ'ore,  That  the  Senators  in  Congress  from  this  Slate  be 
and  they  are  hereby  instructed,  and  onr  Representatives  in  Congress 
,are  also  requested,  to  use  their  best  endeavors  to  procure  such  an  amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  Stiiles  as  will  empower  the  Pres- 
dent  of  the  United  States  to  remove  from  office  any  of  the  Judges  of 
the  Courts  of  the  Uuited  States,  upon  address  to  him  made  for  that  pur- 
pose, by  a  majority  of  the  House  of  liepresentalives,  and  two  thirds  of 
the  Senate,  in  Congress  assembled. 

Tiwtlcedalso.  Tliat  the  Governor  be  a:;d  he  hereby  is  requested  to 
forward  the  forcj^oing  resoUilion  to  each  of  the  Setiators  and  Keprescnt- 
atives  from  this  Stale  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  also  to  the 
executive  of  each  Slato  in  the  Union,  that  the  same  may  be  laid  before 
their  several  legislatures  for  their  co-operation  in  procuring  said  amend- 
ment. 

Nov.  Otii,  the  Governor  and  Council  concurred,  with  amendments,  to 
wit:  by  striking  out  the  words  in  italic  in  the  lirst  clause  in  the  pream-

Until  1791  there  were  no  places  fixed  by  statute  for  the  meetings  of 
the  legislature,  or,  as  in  the  net  of  17t>l  il  wns  phrased,  no  places  of 
"  residence  of  the  Icirii^lnturc-."  Previous  to  the  prissnjie  of  that  nt  t.  llie 
legislature  met  at  Windsor  iu  March  aud  October  1778,  February  and 
April  1781,  Jane  1782,  February  1788,  October  1783,  and  October  1791; 
at  Bennington  in  Febraary  1770,  October  1780,  Jnne  1781,  January  1783, 
February  1784  and  1787,  and  January  1791 ;  at  llanchcster  October  1779, 
17S2,  and  1788;  at  Westminster  March  1780,  October  1783,  and  1789; 
at  Charleslown,  N.  II..  October  1781 ;  at  Rutland  in  October  1784  and 
178G;  at  Norwich  in  June  1785;  at  Newbury  in  October  1787,  and  at 
Castleton  in  October  1700.  The  Governor  aud  Council  also  met  in  spe- 
cial sessions  at  Bcnniugtoa  in  June  1778,  Kovember  1770,  July  and  Au- 
gust 1780,  and  June  1700;  at  Arlington  in  April  and  December  1779, 
February,  June  and  July  1780,  Marcb  and  April  1781,  May  1782,  and 
April,  May  and  June  1783;  at  Windsor  in  July  1779,  March  17SG.  and 
May  1801;  at  Manchester  in  January  1780;  at  >hansbury  in  March  1782, 
and  April  1784;  at  Rutland  in  August  1788,  aud  March  1709;  aud  at 
Fairbaven  in  March  1789.* 

Rutland  and  Windsor  State  Capitals  from  1791  until  1707. 

Nov,  1  1791.  an  act  was  jiasscd  declaring,  in  the  preamble,  that  "great 
inconvenience  and  expence  have  arisen  to  this  state  by  reason  of  having 
no  fixed  place  for  holding  the  sessions  of  the  legi.slature,''  and  that  "  no 
place  near  the  center  is  snfficiently  settled  to  accommodate  the  same:" 
and  therefore  designating  Rutland  for  the  eeinion  of  1792,  and  after  that 
Windsor  and  Botland  alternately  for  the  space  of  eight  years;  also  pro- 
viding that  the  then  next  adjourned  session  should  be  holden  at  Wind- 
sor, and  alter  that  alternately  at  Rutland  and  Windsor  for  the  like  space 
of  eight  years.*  Accordingly  the  regular  October  sessions  of  1792, 1794,

passed  November  1"  1791. 

Whereas  said  act  is  found  to  be  inconvenient  and  expensive,  therefore, 
It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Slate  of  Vennont, 
that  the  act  to  establish  the  residence  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  for 
the  term  of  eight  years  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.  Passed 
Nov.  8, 1706. 

Wliy  it  should  be  more  inconvenient  and  expensive,  other  than  at 
some  place  near  the  centre  of  the  State,  can  be  conjectured  only.  In 
fact,  Rutland  and  Windsor  were  subsequently  selected  as  the  places  of 
the  meeting  of  the  Legislature,  but  not  exclusive  of  other  towns.  The 
record  of  sessions,  until  the  final  permanent  location  at  Montpelicr,  is  as 
follows:  at  Bnlland  in  February  1707  and  October  18M;  at  Windsor  in 
Oct.  1707  and  170O,  and  January  1804;  at  Yergennes  in  1708,  Middle- 
bury  in  1800  and  1800,  Newbury  in  1801,  Burlington  in  1802,  Westmin- 
ster in  1803,  Danville  in  1805,  and  Woodstock  in  1807.^

Sec.  2.  And  it  is  Jurth;/  further  enacted.  That  if  the  town  of  Mont- 
pclier,  or  other  individual  persons,  shall,  before  the  first  day  of  Septem- 
ber, which  will  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  liundred 
and  eight,  erect  such  buildings  on  the  j^lace  designated  hy  the  aforesaid 
commiltee,  to  tlieir  acceptance,  and  shall  compensate  said  committee  for 
their  services,  and  also  convey  to  the  State  of  Vermont,  the  property  of 
said  huildings  and  the  land  whereon  they  ^^hall  stand,  and  lodge  tlie  di  ed 
ofconvcyauce,  duly  executed,  in  the  secretarv  of  State's  office,  then,  and 
in  that  case,  said  buildings  shall  become  the  permanent  scat  of  the 
Legislature,  for  holding  all  their  sessions. 

Sec.  3.  Provided  nevertheless,  and  it  is  lierab;/  further  enacted.  That  if 
any  future  Legislature  shall  cease  to  hold  ihtir  sessions  in  said  town  of 
Montpelicr,  those  persons,  who  shall  erect  said  buildings,  and  convey 
the  property  of  the  same,  and  of  the  land  as  aforesaid,  sliall  he  entitled 
to  receive  from  the  treasury  of  this  stute,  the  full  value  of  the  same,  as 
it  shall  be,  then,  fairly  appniised.

ZEliMoicsE,  a  Committee  to  receive  subscriptions  and  donations  for  a 
State  Uouse,  and  to  superintend  the  building  of  the  same,  at  the  ex- 
pence  of  the  subscribers,  the  town  in  no  sense  to  be  liable  either  to  pay 
for  said  building  or  to  compensate  the  said  Committee  for  their  services. 

In  town  meeting.  Sept  34  1806:  Voted  to  discharge  George  B.  B.

The  individual  subscriptions  received  and  expended  by  the  committee

ticularly of  glass  and  nails,  and  to  finish  the  house,  when  a  town  meet- 
ing was  warned  for  and  held  on  the  12th  of  May,  and  the  following 
Totes  were  agreed  to: 

Voted  to  excuse  Jnmos  IT.  Bradford  from  servincf  ns  a  Stale  House 
Commiltco  at  his  own  request,  aud  made  choice  of  JosiAn  Wino  as  a 
Committeeraan  to  supply  his  plnco. 

Voted  to  raise  a  Tax  of  four  cents  on  the  dollar  of  the  inhabitants  of 
this  Town  on  the  list  of  1807,  two  thirds  part  payal)le  in  Grain,  butter, 
or  cheese,  at  cash  price,  to  the  State-House  Coniniittee  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  October  next,  and  one  third  in  Specie  or  current  banic  bills, 
or  Orders  from  said  Committee,  or  Receipts  or  Orders  tVoin  SVLVANUS 
Baldwin,'  &  payable  by  the  iirst  day  of  November  uext,  said  sums  to

The  grand  list  of  Montpelicr  in  1807  amounted  to  S23,5G9.91,»  four  per 
cent,  of  whicli  was  S042.79.*  Addin<r  to  the  individiinl  subscriptions 
and  the  tax,  .S2()()U,  which  was  the  estimated  value  of  the  land  when  it 
was  deeded  to  the  State  by  Thomas  Davis,*  the  cost  of  the  liouse  aud 
Ottt-building  was  $9,081.67;  but  *^in  addition  to  this  sum  there  were 
many  contributions  never  embraced  in  .subscriptions,  some  of  tbem 
large— gratuitous  services,  cost  of  collection,  &c."* 

On  the  completion  of  the  buildings  on  the  spot  designated  by  the  com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  act  of  1805,  TnoaiAS  Datis,  the  owner,  con- 
veyed the  land  on  which  the  buildings  stood,  and  land  aclfoining,  to  the 
State  by  the  following  deed;

The  first  State-House  at  Montpelier  was  occupied  by  the  Legislature 
on  the  13th  of  October  180S,  and  continued  to  be  the  capitol  until  it  was 
superseded  in  October  183G.  Oct.  17  180S,  the  committee  appointed  by 
the  act  of  1805  submitted  the  following  report: 

^Mfmtpelier  Land  Itecords,  Book  III,  p.  04.  THOMAS  Davis  was  the 
second  son  of  Col.  Jacob  Davis,  the  first  permanent  settler  of  Montpe- 
lier, and  inherited  the  liberal  spirit  of  his  father  in  enterprises  for  the 
*  public  good.  He  gave  not  only  the  land  wliieh  the  State  occupied  for 
its  cai)itol,  and  also  subsequently  the  lot  on  which  the  county  jail  stands, 
hut  went  far  beyond  the  requirements  of  1805  in  providing  accommoda- 
tions for  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Legislature  and  people  liaving 
business  before  it.  Tlie  "  large  brick  house  lately  built  by  Thomas  Da- 
vis," referred  to  in  the  deed  to  the  State,  was  the  original  Pavilion  hotel, 
which  was  then  tlie  lai  iiest,  most  thoroughl}'  constructed,  and  most  ele- 
gantly finished  and  liunished  hotel  in  the  State.  It  was  hardly  ex- 
celled indeed  by  any  public  house  in  New  England  at  that  day,  and 
equalled  by  but  few.  Mr.  Davis  died  Dec  17  1864,  aged  95  years  and  8 
montlis.

The  foregoing  communication  being  read,  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the 
table.  > 

The  State-Housi,  thus  accepted,  was  well  constructed,  "  of  wood,  fifty 
by  seventy  feet  on  the  gronnd,  thirty-six  feet  high  [above  the  base- 
mem]  to  the  roof,  septanizular  shaped  in  front,  but  square  on  llie  sides 
and  rear  end,'"  and  surmounted  by  a  belfry.  The  front  was  so  sluiped 
for  the  purpose  of  making  a  covered  way  to  the  vestibule  of  the  hall  of 
the  House,  a  floor  to  each  open  gallery  on  the  second  and  third  stories  in 
front,  and  winding  stairs  on  either  side  of  the  vestibule  to  the  inner  gal- 
lery of  the  House,  and  to  the  Council  chamber.  The  hall  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  was  in  the  norihern  part  of  the  building,  occupied  . 
the  whole  of  the  litsi  iloor  except  the  vestibule,  and  was  twenty-four 
feet  in  height,  the  third  story  and  roof  being  supported  by  two  tiers  of 
columns,  one  tier  on  each  side  of  the  area  through  the  center  of  the 
hall.  These  columns  were  squared  and  cased,  with  bases  rising  to  fie 
top  of  the  backs  of  the  first  and  lowest  row  of  seats,  and  handsome  cap- 
itals. The  scats  were  strongly  constructed  of  pine  planks,  straight- 
backed,  and  each  back  covered  with  a  plank  wide  enough  to  admit  of 
writing  upon  it.  The  arrangement  of  speaker's  and  clerk's  desks,  seats 
for  the  Councillors  in  joint  assembly,  seats  lor  the  representatives,  and 
the  public  gallery,  was  substantially  as  in  each  succeeding  hall.  In  the 
center  of  the  area  in  front  of  the  speaker's  and  clerk's  desks  was  a  very 
largo  stove  for  warming  the  hall,  and  over  it  was  suspended  a  chande- 
lier consisting  of  hundreds  of  glass  ])risms,  so  arranged  as  to  reflect  the  % 
light  of  many  candles  to  every  part  of  tlic  room.  The  Council  cliamber 
was  in  the  southeastern  part  of  llie  thinl  story,  and  was  fnrnislietl  with 
a  table  and  chairs  for  the  litteen  members  of  the  board,  including  the

Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  and  Secretary.  A  bar  separated  the 
Council  fbom  a  part  of  the  room  to  which  spectators  were  admitted.  In 
the  rear  of  tiie  Council  cliambcr,  and  over  the  hall  of  the  House,  was  a 
large  room  called  Jefferson  Hall,  which  was  used  by  canvassin<;  commit- 
tees and  cnucuscs;  nnd  from  Ihis  hall  there  was  access  to  several  smaller 
committee  rooms.  Deacon  Sylvanus  Baldwin,  ihc  constructor  of 
the  building,  was  a  thorough  builder,  the  work  was  well  executed,  and 
the  building  elegant  for  its  day,  nnd  commodious  for  the  uses  required 
at  that  time  and  for  many  subsequent  years.  Were  not  the  dry  pine 
benches  Ag»,  too  strong  temptations  for  the  gratification  of  the  yankee 
propensity  for  whittling,  the  first  state-house  would  have  been  good  for 
half  a'ccntury  at  least.  '"Tho  truth  is,  this  old  house  was  literally  whit- 
tled out  of  use.  The  holes  wltc  too  bii,'  for  putly  and  paint,  and  too 
ugly  to  be  agreeable.  So  a  new  lujuse  was  iadispcusablc,  whilo,  in  all 
but  the  seats,  the  old  was  not  half  worn  out."  * 

Several  at  tempts  have  f)ecn  made  to  remove  the  Stnte-IIousc  from 
Montpclicr,  the  most  important  of  which  are  here  brielly  noted. 

At  the  session  of  1610,  when  the  bill  constituting  a  new  county  by  the 
name  of  Jefferson  [now  Washington]  was  before  the  House,  Mr.  Joel 
Pratt  2nd  of  Manchester  offered  the  following  amendment: 

Frovidcd  nevertheless^  And  it  is  herchy  further  enacted,  That  this  act 
shall  not  take  cHect,  nor  said  county  of  Jefferson  be  organized,  nor  any 
Supreme  court  hold  any  ses.siun  therein,  until  the  inhabitants  of  ."^aid 
county  hereby  created,  shall  pay  to  the  inhabitants  of  said  Montpelier, 
and  other  individuals,  who  assisted  in  building  the  state-houst;  in  said 
Montpuiicr,  the  full  value  of  »ai(X  stjUc-housc  and  the  land  on  which  it 
stands,  so  as  to  discharge  4he  state  from  all  liability  to  pay  said  value 
upon  (lie  legislature's  ceasing  to  hold  its  session  at  said  ^lontpelier;  and 
be  free  from  all  ubligatious  to  hold  any  future  sessions  at  said  Montpe- 
lier, and  be  nt  liberty  to  hold  their  sessions  in  any  part  of  this  state 
which  they  shall  think  proper,  without  incurring  any  expense  to  the 
state  In  any  way,  on  account  of  said  state-house,  and  the  said  itihabilants 
of  84ud  county,  so  soon  as  they  shall  have  paid  lor  said  state-house  as 
aforesaid,  and  shall  have  rendered  the  said  Legislature  free  to  hold  their 
sessions  out  from  said  Monlpelier,  without  expense  to  this  slate,  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  Irom  this  state  all  the  riglit  uud  title  this  state  has 
to  said  State-house  and  the  land  on  which  it  stands. 

On  the  question,  will  the  House  adopt  tho  amendment  to  the  bill,  the 
yeas  were  6G,  and  the  nays  102,  so  the  amendment  was  rejected.*

That  in  case  the  present  legislature  should  think  it  for  the  interest 
and  convenience  of  Ui6  State,  to  remove  the  seat  of  government  from  the 
towu  of  Montpelier, 

The  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Vergennes,  in  the  county  of  Addison, 
propose  to  furnish  the  state  with  a  commodious  house  in  said  city  of 
Vergennes,  for  holding  their  future  sessions — furnished  with  as  many 
good  stoves  as  may  be  necessary  for  their  convenience  and  accommoda- 
tion: and  also  to  pay  the  treasurer  of  the  state,  within  sixty  days,  or  at 
such  other  time  as  may  be  required,  a  sum  ('(jnal  to  one  half  the  present 
value  of  the  stale  house,  now  erected  in  said  Montpelier,  and  take  a 
conveyauce  of  the  same  with  the  appurtenances  thereto  belonging. 
The  said  inhabitants  of  Vergennes  secondly  propose,  that  in  lieu  of  said 
proposition  aud  couveyance,  to  pav  the  treasurer  of  the  slate  the  sum  of 
two  thousand  dollars  as  aforesaid,  and  leave  the  disposal  and  benefit 
of  said  buildings  and  jjiemiscs  to  the  state. 

The  inhabitants  of  Windsor,  iu  tlie  couuty  of  Windsor,  propose  to

The  iahabitnnts  of  Burlington,  iu  ChiUendon  county,  propose  to  fur- 
nish the  state  with  a  suitable  Duilding  for  the  accommodation  of  the  1c<^- 
islaturc — and  also  to  pay  the  treasurer  of  the  state  a  sum  equal  to  one  half 
of  the  present  value  of  the  slate-house  in  Montpelier,  at  such  time  as 
may  be  required;  and  take  a  convcyauco  of  the  same  as  aforesaid. 

l^ho  foregoing  propositions  arc  made  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  of 
Vorgennes,  and  the  towns  of  Windsor  and  Burlington,  on  conditions  liiat 
the  legislature  shall,  at  their  present  session,  pass  a  law  esta!)lisliing  two 
of  said  towns  as  the  permanent  place  for  holding  their  future  sessions, 
alternately,  and  those  places  only  which  are  designated  for  the  purpose 
aforesaid  shall  be  holdeu  to  comply  with  ti)c  afurcsaid  proposals — and, 
sliould  the  said  legislature  hereafter  tliinic  proper  to  remove  their  ses- 
sions from  the  aforesaid  places,  then  and  in  that  case  it  is  exjiected  and 
required,  that  the  said  state  shall  reluud  the  aforesaid  sums  of  money 
paid  by  the  said  inhabitants  fh>m  tlie  towns  aforesaid. 

All  which  is  humbly  submitted.    Amos  W.  Baunum,  for  committee. 

Which  was  read  and  relerrcd  to  a  committee  consisting  of  a  member 
from  each  county. 

Sylvester  Deniing  of  Arlington,  James  Shafter  of  Athens,  Amos 
Tliompson  of  Poultncy,  Abel  Barron  of  Hartford,  Elisha  Bascomb  of 
8horcham,  Dauiel  Kimball  of  Bradford,  Joel  Brownson  of  Richmond, 
Bradford.  Kinney  of  Plainfield,  John  Damon  of  Cabot,  William  Hamil- 
ton of  Berkshire,  William  Howe  of  Derby,  Gains  KIbbo  of  Hinehead 
now  Bloomfield,  and  Stephen  Fottcs  of  Alburgh  were  appointed  the 
committee,  and  the  report  was  made  and  disposed  of  on  the  6th  of  H'o- 
vcmbcr,  as  follows: 

The  committee  consisting  of  a  member  from  each  county,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  report  of  a  committee  appointed  at  the  last  session,  to 
receive  propositions  for  the  removal  of  the  seat  of  government,  made 
report,  that  they  have  taken  into  consideration  the  proposals  from  the 
towns  of  Windsor,  Burlington,  and  Vevgcnncs,  for  altering  the  place  of 
the  future  sessions  of  the  legislature,  and  are  of  opinion  that  the  remo- 
val of  the  seat  of  government  from  Montpelier,  is  inexpedient  and  im- 
proper. 

Which  report  was  rend  and  accepted,  and  on  the  question  wiU  ifts 

hnuse  accept  the  report  of  the  committee  t  the  yens  and  nays  were  taken, 

and  were  as  lollows.  viz.  Yeas,  121;  Nays,  55.* 

At  tlic  session  of  1824,  Isaac  N.  Cushman  of  Ilartland  introduced  a 
bill  establishing  the  permanent  scat  of  the  legislature  at  Burlington  and 
Windsor,  which  was  read  and  referred,  and  subsequently  reported,  when 
Daniel  Cobb  of  Strafford  moved  to  dismiss  the  bill,  which  was  ngrecd  to,

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yeas  118,  nays  40.*  This  bill  was  debated  by  several  of  the  ablest  men 
of  the  State  of  that  day,  as  appears  by  tlie  followiug  account  in  the  iiei- 
lowa  Falls  Intelliyencer  of  Dec.  6  1824: 

[MoNxrELiEU,]  Saturday,  Nov.  14  [1824.] 
The  bill  for  removing  ihtj  scat  of  GoverDment  from  Montpclier  to 
Burlington  and  Windsor  alternately,  was  read,  when  Mr.  C<»1)!>  moved 
that  the  bill  be  dismissed,  and  a  humorous  debate  ensued.  Messrs.  Ev- 
erett [Horace  of  Windsor,]  Ilaight  [Stephen  of  Monkton,]  Cushroan 
[Isaac  N.  of  Ilartland,]  Adams  [Charles  of  Turlington,]  and  Chase 

i Dudley  of  liandolph,]  took  part  against  the  moliop,  and  Messrs.  Oliu 
Henry  of  Leicester,]  Fitch  [Lyman  of  Thctford,]  Fletcher  [Isaac  of 
jyndon.]  Mattocks  [John  of  Peathnm,]  Arnold  [Samuel  of  London- 
derry,J  Uice  [Araos  of  Worcester,]  Trentiss  [Samuel  of  MonlpclierJ 
Hutchinson  [Titus  of  Woodstock,]  and  Bell  [James  of  Walden,]  in  favor 
of  dismissing  the  bill. 

The  question  occupied  the  nttCTition  of  the  House  the  whole  of  the 
forenoon  and  was  decided  in  liivor  of  dismissing  the  bill,  yeas  118,  nays 
49.

Tns  - Second  State  House  at  Montfeliek,  1836  to  1867. 

Oct.*  21  1831,  Rodney  0.  Royce  of  Rutland  moved  a  resolution  au- 
thorizing llic  Commitlce  of  Ways  and  Moans  to  inquire  into  the  expe- 
diency of  apiminiin;^  coniniissioners  to  receive  proposals  Irom  the  citi- 
zens of  Monipclier,  liuriiugLou,  Woodstock,  Windsor,  and  Rutland,  for 
the  ereclfon  of  ft  new  State-Hoiwe.  Uiddlebury  and  Randolph  were 
added,  and  the  resolution  was  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  the  24tb, 
when  it  was  amended  so  that  proposals  might  bp  received  from  every 
town  in  the  Stat  e.  :Milton  Brown  of  Worcester  moved  to  dismiss,  which 
was  nc<^ativ('d,  to  81,  and  tlien  the  resolution  was  agreed  to.  Nov.  2, 
the  Coinnultce  recoinnieiidcd  the  appointment  of  two  commissioners; 
but  on  the  4th,  Rodney  C.  Royce  moved  a  joint  resolution  authorizing 
the  Governor  to  appoint  four  commissioners,  which  was  adopted  by  the 
House,  and  nonconcurred  in  by  the  Governor  and  Goancil  on  the  8th. 
On  the  0th,  on  motion  of  Udney  Hay  Penniman  of  Colchester,  the 
House  appointed,  without  askiujv  the  concurrence  of  the  Governor  and 
Council,  Ezra  Mecch  of  Slu-lhurne,  Robert  Temple  of  Rutland,  Allen 
Wardner  uf  Windsor,  and  Timothy  Hubbard  of  Moutpelier,  ^'a  commit- 
tee to  receive  proposals  from  the  iuhabilauts  of  the  dift'erent  towus  in 
this  state  for  the  erection  of  a  new  state-house,  and  make  report  to  the 
next  session  of  the  legisUiture.*" 

Oct.  22 1832,  Messrs.  Temple,  Wardner,  and  Hubbard,  of  the  commitF 
tee,  reported  that  a  eommittec  of  the  citizens  of  Burlington  offered  thir- 
ty thousand  dollars;  on  the  24ih  Messrs.  Hubbard  and  Wardner  further

Oct.  80,  Tirao- 
Ih}'  Follelt  of  Burliiifjton  introduced  a  bill  ostaldisliinf;  the  permanent 
seat  of  the  Legislature  at  Burlington,  which  wa.s  referred  to  the  same 
committee.  Nov.  2,  on  motion  of  Amasa  Pride  of  Waterbury,  the  com- 
mittee was  instructed  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  locating  the 
Stato-IIouse  at  Waterbury,  on  condition  that  the  town  or  individuals 
will  in  part  be  at  the  expense  of  erecting  the  house."  Kov.  5,  Asol 
Spalding  of  Montpelier  introduced  a  bill  authorizing  the  building  of  a 
State-TIouse  at  Montpelier."  and  on  the  same  day  the  select  committee 
reported  a  bill  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  Slate-llousc,  and  iicrma- 
neotly  locating  the  scat  of  Government,"  both  of  which  were  laid  on  the 
table.  On  the  same  day  Mr.  Young  called  up  the  bill  of  the  committee 
and  other  papers  and  proposals  on  the  subject,  and  tlie  House  went  into 
committee  of  the  whole,  SVyllys  Lyman  (then  of  Hartford,  afterward  of 
Burlington,)  in  the  chair.  Mr.  Follctt  moved  to  amend  the  bill  by  fix- 
ing Burlington  as  the  capital,  which  was  supported  by  Messrs.  Follelt 
of  Burlington,  Ilodney  C.  Uoycc  of  Rutland,  and  Giles  Harrington  of 
Alburp^h.  and  opposed  by^Isaac  N.  Cushman  of  Ilartland,  and  Sclh  Aus- 
tin of  Tunbridgc.  Johu  Smith  of  St.  Albans  interposed  a  motion  to 
postpone  the  bill  to  tlie  next  session,  which  was  supported  by  Messrs. 
Allen  Wardner  of  Windsor,  Boyce  of  Bulland,  Follett  of  Burlington, 
Ebencser  N.  Briggs  then  of  Salisbury,  and  Sclah  II.  Merrill  of  Castlc- 
ton,  and  opposed  by  Mossrs.  Spalding  of  Montpelier,  Samuel  Arnold  of 
Londonderry,  Ilarry  Hale  of  Chelsea.  Augustine  Clarke  of  Danville, 
Samuel  Austin  of  Tunbridgc,  and  Cushnian  (tf  Ilarlland,  and  iiejraiived, 
120  to  8G.  The  question  then  recurred  on  the  motion  to  make  Burling- 
ton the  capital,  wbioli  was  supported  by  Mr.  Follelt  of  Burlington,  op- 
posed by  Mr.  Cushman  of  JIartlnnd,  and  negatived,  13G  to  02.  The 
Gompiittee  then  rei)orte<l  the  bill  without  nracndmcnt  This  bill  was  then 
laid  on  the  tabic,  and  the  bill  of  ^Ir.  Spa'ding  taken  up,  which  located 
the  capital  at  Moulpelier.*    Mr.  Follelt  of  Burlington  then  moved  to

It  is  hereby  enacted  by  tlie  General  Assembly  of  the  IState  of 
Vermont,  that  the  sum  of  filtceu  thousand  dollars  be,  and  the  name  is, 
hereby  aiiproprlatcd  lor  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  new  State-House  at 
Montpelier.  atid  the  treasurer  of  the  Slate  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  said 
sum  to  the  eoiuiuiltec  to  be  niipoinled  as  hereiiiarter  provided,  to  super- 
intend the  building  of  said  State-House,  out  of  any  money  in  the  treas- 
ury not  otherwise  appropriated,  rrovkled.  the  inhabitants  of  Montpe- 
lier, or  any  individuals,  shall,  before  the  lirst  day  of  January  iu  the  year 
of  our  Lord  one  tboosnnd  eight  hundred  and  thirly-tlirec,  give  good  and 
sufficient  security,  to  the  treasurer  dfthi''  State,  to  jiny  into  the  treasury 
of  this  State  the  sum  of  filtcen  thousand  dollars;  one  half  of  said  sum 
to  be  paid  in  one  year  and  the  remainder  in  two  years  from  the  passage 
of  this  net;  whicli  said  last  nu  nlioncd  sum  .sha'll  also  be  paid  to  said 
committee  aud  expended  for  the  purpose  aforesaid. 

Sec.  2.  It  U  Mreby  further  enacted,  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Governor  of  tins  State  to  appoint  three  suitable  persons  as  a  coniniitlee 
to  fix  upon  a  place  in  Montpelier  for  the  erection  of  said  Slatc-llouse, 
and  lo  prepare  a  plan  for  the  same;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  com- 
mittee to  deliver  one  copy  of  their  proceedings,  together  with  a  plan  of 
said  Slate-ir<)use,  to  the  Secretary  of  State.  an<l  one  to  the  superintend- 
ing coniniitlee,  on  or  before  the  fir.si  day  of  March,  in  the  year  of  our 
I«ord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-three. 

Sec.  '.i.  It  is  hereby  further  enacted,  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Governor  of  this  State  also  to  appoint  some  suitable  person  or  persons 
as  a  committee  to  superintend  the  erection  of  said  State-House,  agrcca- 
bl}'  to  the  plan  adopted  l)y  the  coniniittee  aforesaid. 

Sec.  4.  It  is  hereby  further  enactedy  that  the  superintending  commit- 
tee shall,  before  they  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  give  good 
and  sufficient  bonds  lo  the  treasurer  of  the  State,  in  the  sum  of  flileen 
thousand  dollars,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties. 

Passed  Nov.  8, 1832." 

The  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  required  of  Montpelier  by  the 
foregoing  act,  was  subscribed  and  paid  into  tbe  State  treasury  under  the 
following  terms  of  subscription: 

In  consideration  that  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Vermont  will 
permaniMitly  establish  ihe  seat  of  (Jovcrnnient  at  Montpelier,  by  erect- 
ing a  durable  Slate-IIou.se,  we,  the  under8i«;ned,  do  hereby  promise  and 
agree  to  pay  tbe  Treasurer  of  said  State,  the  several  sums  annexed  to 
our  names  respectively,  in  the  following  manner,  viz.  one  half  within

one  year  and  the  remainder  within  two  yenrs  fVom  the  passage  of  an  act 
for  llio  purpose  aforesaid. 

The  8n|)scri})tions  secured  by  the  committee  of  the  citizens  of  Mont- 
pelier  amounted  to  eighteen  thousand  dollars,  and  the  excess  of  three 
thousand  d<»llars,  beyond  the  sum  required  by  the  act,  was  paid  for  five 
acres  of  laud  deeded  to.tlio  State  for  the  sole  purpose  of  creeling  Slate 
Buildings  and  a  common  for  the  use  of  the  same  and  the  pnbllc,  to  have 
and  to  hold  the'*  "described  premises  with  the  appurtenances  thereof, 
to  the  said  State  of  Ycrmont  for  tlieir  own  use  and  benefit  forever,  for 
llie  use  and  object  as  above  speciQtd."*  Tlicrc  were  other  expenses 
incurred:  in  removing  the  Court  House,  which  was  borne  by  "Washing- 
ton County,  and  in  removing  a  new  brick  school-liouse  and  rebuilding 
it,  costing  six  hundred  dollars,  which  was  paid  by  the  scliool-district. 
The  sum  paid  by  citiaens  of  Montpelier  and  the  immcdjate  vicinity,  for 
the  second  Statc-House,  was  therefore  eighteen  thousand  and  six  hun- 
dred dollars,  exclusive  of  the  land  deeded  by  Thomas  Davis  in  1806,  and 
also  of  the  sum  paid  by  the  County  for  the  removal  of  tlu  Court-IIouso. 

Gov.  Jenison  appointed  Samuel  C.  Crafts  of  Craftsbury,  Allen 
AVakdneu  of  Windsor,  and  Gkokge  T.  Hodges  of  Kutland,  to  be  com- 
missioners ibr  the  purpose  of  lixing  tliu  place  in  Moutpclicr  for  the 
erection  of  the  State-House,  and  to  prepare  a  plan  of  the  same;  and 
Lebbeus  Edgebton  of  Randolph  to  be  the  superintendent  of  construc- 
tion. The  commissioners  and  superintendent,  accompanied  by  archi- 
tect Ahmi  B.  Young,  examined  the  State-Houses  of  New  Hampshire, 
Massachusetts,  and  Connecticut,  and  then  adoj^ted  the  plan  of  Mr. 
Young,  selected  Harre  granite  for  tlie  exterior  walls,  prescribed  copper 
lor  covering  the  dome  and  roof,  and  an  interior  finish  so  that  the  esti- 
mated cost  would  not  exceed  sixty  thousand  dollars,  but  recommended 
that  the  legislature  adopt  an  improved  finish  which  would  increase  the 
cost  to  eighty-four  thousand  dolkirs.  The  legislature  made  repeated 
appro])riations  for  this  purpose,  amounting  in  all  to  :$133,o00,  including 
the  S15,000  paid  into  the  treasury  by  the  committee  of  citizens  of  Mont- 
pelier. The  balance  of  approjjriations,  over  the  amount  expended  by 
the  State,  was  §1,422.27,  making  the  cost  of  the  buildings,  grounds, 
fences,  furniture,  &c.  $132,077.23.  To  this  sum  should  be  added  $3,600 
paid  by  citizens  of  Montilelier  for  land  and  clearing  the  same,  and  at 
least  $2,000  for  the  land  deeded  by  Davis  in  1808,  that  being  the  esti- 
mated value  in  1808— making  the  total  actual  cost  8137,C77.23.  The 
work  was  commenced  in  the  winter  of  1833,  and  completed  in  the  au- 
tumn of  183S.  From  1833  to  the  autumn  of  1S30,  Lebbeus  Edgerton 
was  the  superintendent,  and  for  the  two  \ears  succeeding,  the  duties  of 
superintendent  were  assigned  by  the  legislature  to  Ammi  B.  Youkg, 
who  had  been  the  architect  from  the  beginning.'

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The  following  description,  by  Rev.  Zadock  Thompsoii  of  BiirlinglOD, 

was  made  on  the  nulliorily  of  Mr.  Young: 

Tho  buildinj;  stands  on  an  elevated  site,  about  32a  feet  nortljLof  State 
street,  on  which  it  fronts,  nnd  is  about  35  feet  above  the  level  ont  The 

entrance  to  the  ijrounds.  and  principal  approach  to  the  house  from  that 
Street,  is  noble  and  commanding;  the  gateways,  the  fence,  the  grounds, 
and  nil  their  delnils  are  in  keeping  with  the  building  and  assist  in  giv- 
ing to  it  that  consideration  it  should  have,  as  the  capitol  of  a  flourish- 
ing, independent  state.  Tho  building  is  very  neat  and  simple  in  its  dc- 
sijgn;  a  pure  architectural  character  is  preserved  tliroughout;  this,  com- 
•  binod  with  the  convenience  of  interior  arrangement,  and  the  pornm* 
noncy  of  its  construolinn,  renders  it  a  structure  of  more  merit  than  any 
otiier  in  New  England.'  It  is  in  form  of  a  cross,  shewing  in  trout  a 
centre  72  feet  [and  8  inches]  broad,  .ornamented  with  a  projecting  por- 
tico of  six  columns,  six  feet  in  diameter,  of  the  Grecian  Doric  order, 
with  its  proper  entablature  and  pediment  extending  the  whole  width  uf 
the  centre,  and  two  win^s  each  30  feet,  making  the  whole  len^lh  160 
feet.  The  centre  is  100  feet  deep,  nnd  the  wings  uO  feet  deep.  To  the 
apex  of  the  pediment  of  the  portico  in  the  centio  is  44  {iiO}  lect,  and  to 
the  top  of  the  dome  100  feet  fVom  the  ground.  Tho  wings  are  36  feet 
high.  TIic  walls  of  the  cxlorior  are  of  a  beautiful  colored  granite, 
which  shews  tlie  arcliilectural  details  to  great  advantage,  and  the  roof 
and  dome  are  covered  with  copper. 

The  interior  is  entered  in  front  from  the  portico,  through  a  door  eight 
feet  wide,  into  the  entrance  hall  32  by  38  feet.  14  feel  higli,  the  ceiling 
of  which  is  supported  by  G  Ionic  columns,  18  inches  in  diameter;  there 
is  also  an  entrance  from  each  end  and  rear  of  the  building,  communi- 
cating with  the  entrance  hall,  by  corridors  of  proper  wicllli.  In  the 
lower  story  arc  ollices  for  the  Secretary  of  Stale,  the  State  Treasurer, 
the  Auditor  of  Accounts,  and  the  Engrossing  Cleric,  the  two  first  hav- 
ing  fire-proof  safes  nltached  to  them.  There  arc  also  in  this  story 
eleven  comnnltee  rooms,  and  two  rooms  for  furnaces  to  heat  the  halls, 
&e.  in  the  principal  story.  To  the  right  and  left  fk-om  the  entrance  hall 
two  spacinus  stairways  lead  to  two  circular  linlls  or  landings  in  tlie  sec- 
ond or  ^)rincipal  story.  Tliese  halls  are  20  feet  in  diameter  and  2U  feet 
high,  with  domical  ceilings,  communicate  with  the  senate  chamber  and 
its  gallery,  the  vestibule  to  Ihe  representatives'  hall,  the  governor's 
room,  the  library,  and  several  rooms  for  tlie  ofTicers  of  the  senate  &c.; 
and  Ihey  also  communicate  by  stairways  and  galleries  with  the  gallery 
to  the  representatives' hall  and  committee  rooms  in  the  attic.  The  ves- 
tibule to  the  representatives'  hall  is  IS  hy  3G  feet  and  18  feet  high,  and 
is  square  in  i)lau.  The  representatives'  hall  is  in  form  of  ihe  letter  D, 
is  67  by  G7  feet  and  31  feet  high,  with  domical  ceilings.  The  senate 
chamber  is  elliptical  on  the  plan,  30  by  44  fcl't  and  22  leet  high,  with 
domical  ceilings.  The  governor's  room  is  square,  20  by  24  fec^  18  feet 
high.  Tho  library  is  18  by  3G  feet,  18  feet  high,  with  gallery  and  shelves 
<!apable  of  holding  10,000  volumes.  All  the  above  rooms  are  tinished  in 
a  neat  and  appropriate  manner,  the  walls  have  an  agreeable  architect- 
ural ordonnance  of  columns,  pilasters,  i^iches,  autac,  &c.  and  their  ceil- 

mcnded  himself  by  his  probity  and  modesty  as  to  win  influential  friends, 
through  whom  he  speedily  became  known  to  the  national  government, 
and  was  employed  by  it  in  the  construction  of  public  buildings  for  ninny 
years.    lie  died  in  the  city  of  Washington  on  the  13th  of  Marah  1874.

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ings  are  pannclcd  in  the  simple  and  imposlncr  pfylc  of  Grecian  arcliitec- 
turc.  From  tlio  peculiar  nroQlo  of  the  moulding:}  of  the  details  of  the 
ceilings,  and  the  curves  of  the  nrchcs,  the  most  hcautiful  grndntiont  of 
li(^ht  and  shade  are  produced,  from  the  brightest  light  to  the  deepest 
shade,  so  coml)ined  as  to  give  the  greatest  possible  cfTcct  and  bcanly  to 
the  wliolc.  The  rooms  are  all  furuished  in  a  neat  and  appropriate  man-  " 
Dcr,  with  their  proper  furniture.  Tho  roprcsontativcs'  hnii  has  hard 
wood  desks  and  seats  for  the  moiubers,  and  the  ofTipers  llieir  proper 
desks  and  chairs.  The  governors  room  and  senate  cliamber  are  fur- 
nished with  biaclc  walnut  tables  and  chairs:  and  everything  is  in  perfect 
keeping  tliroughont  the  house.' 

Jan.  G  1857,  the  second  State-House  took  (ire  from  one  of  the  furnaces 
under  the  floor  of  ihe  lli'i)rt'sentatives'  Hall,  and  from  thence  the  flames 
ran  quickly  within  the  ceiling  to  the  roof  and  dome.  The  weather  was 
very  cold,  with  a  strong  gale  from  the  northwest,  and  these  unfavorable 
conditions,  together  with  the  location  of  tlie  firoi  deQed  all  efforts  to 
save  the  interior  of  the  building,  ^and  all  the.  contents  except  the  Li- 
brary,  which  was  got  out,  and  the  books  and  papers  in  the  safe  of  the 
Secretary  of  State's  office,  a  few  articles  of  furniture,  and  the  portrait  of 
"Washington,  was  reduced  to  a  heaj)  of  ruins.'' *  The  exterior  walls  of 
granite,  which  were  lined  with  brick,  withstood  the  heat  so  well  that  the 
portico  and  outline  of  the  walls  of  the  entire  building  were  well  pre- 
served; and  being  divested  of  the  dome,  which  does  uol  belong  to  the 
Doric  order  of  Mchitoctnre,  the  exceeding  beauty  of  tho  portico  and 
centre  building  was  more  clearly  discernible  than  ever  before.  To  pre- 
serve a  memorial  of  that  beanliful  house,  the  editor  of  this  volume 
caused  the  same  to  be  photographed  and  engraved  on  wood.  The  en- 
graver faithfully  copied  the  photograjdi  in  the  wood-cut  opposite  to  page 
442,  but  lest  those  not  familiar  with  the  grounds  mistake  the  apparent 
angle  in  the  centre  of  the  fence  for  a  corner  of  the  yard,  it  is  necessary 
to  state  that  the  fence  represented  is  really  on  a  straight  line,  but  as- 
cends rising  ground  from  the  level  part  of  the  yard.  Tho  plate  shows 
only  a  part  of  the  grounds,  not  embracing  any  of  the  fence  immediately 
in  fVont  of  the  building.  Any  person  familiar  with  engravings  of  tho 
ancient  Grecian  Doric  temples,  such  as  the  Parthenon  at  Athens, — 
that  "  purest  and  noblest  monument  of  Greek  art,  which  has  ever  been 
accepted  as  the  most  perfect  model  of  this  style  " — the  tem[)lc  of  Jupi- 
ter at  JBgina,  and  of  Neptune  at  Fsestum,  will  at  once  recognize  in  the 
portico  of  the  State-House  a  perfect  copy  to  the  smallest  detail,  as  in- 
deed it  was,  of  one  of  the  best  specimens  of  Grecian  architecture.

Jan.  2G  1857,  Gov.  Fletcher  issued  a  proclamation  summoning  the 
legislature  to  meet  at  Montpclier  on  the  ISlli  of  the  succeeding  Febru- 
ary, .md  it  met  accordingly.  After  patient  consideration  and  full  dis- 
cussion, the  House,  in  committee  of  the  whole,  Feb.  26,  bj  ballot, 
selected  MontpeUer  as  the  capital,  and  on  the  S7th  passed  act  to 
provide  for  rebuilding  the  State-House,"  yeas  138,  nays  80,  and  on  the 
same  day  the  Senate  concurred,  18  to  11.  *  The  act  was  as  follows: 

An  Act  to  provide  for  rebuilding  the  State-House. 

It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Vermont^  aa 
foUows:  Sec.  1.  The  sum  of  forty  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appropri- 
ated tor  the  purpose  of  rebuilding  the  State^Hoose,  and  making  such 
repairs  and  improvements  in  and  around  the  fam(\  and  furnishing  said 
HousCj  as  may  be  uecessaiy;  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  directed  to 
pay  said  sum  to  tlie  Committee  to  be  appointed,  as  hercinaucr  provided, 
to  superintend  s;uch  work  of  rel)nil(liiig  and  rcpairins;  as  aforesaid,  out 
of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury  not  othtrwisc  appropriated.  Frovided^ 
the  inhabitants  of  Montpclicr,  or  any  individuals,  shall,  before  the  rising 
of  this  Legislature,  give  good  and  suflicicnt  security  to  the  Treasurer  of 
this  State,  to  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the  State  a  sum  equal  to  the  whole 
cost  of  the  work  mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  one  half  of 
said  sum  to  be  paid  in  one  year  and  the  remainder  in  two  years  from  the 
passage  of  this  act.  or  on  the  coni]ilction  of  the  work. 

Sec.  2.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duly  of  the  Governor  to  appoint  three 
suitable  persons  as  a  Committee  to  prepare  a  plan  according  to  which 
such  rebuilding  and  rc))airs  nn-  to  be  made.  And  't  slmll  be  tlic  duty 
of  said  Committee  to  deliver  one  copy  of  the  plan  so  prepared  by  them 
to  Uie  Secretary  of  State,  and  one  to  the  superintending  Committee,  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1857. 

Skc.  3.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Governor  to  appoint  some 
Builable  person  ns  a  Committee  to  superintend  the  work  mentioned  in 
the  first  section  of  tliis  acl,  aLjrccably  to  the  plan  adopted  by  the  Com- 
mittee aforesaid.  And  such  superintending  Committee  shall,  betore  he 
enters  ui.on  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  give  good  and  sufficient  bonds 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  State,  in  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  for 
the  laitliiul  clischarge  of  bis  duties. 

Sec.  4.   This  act  shall  take  eficct  from  its  passage. 

Approved,  February  27, 1867.* 

Under  the  second  and  third  sections  of  the  act,  Oot.  Fletcher  ap- 
pointed George  P.  Marsh  of  Burlington,  Norman  Williams  of  Wood- 
stoclc,  and  John  Porter  of  Hartford,  a  committee  to  prepare  a  plan  for

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rebaildiDg  and  repairs;  and  Thomas  E.  Fowcn  of  Woodgtock  a  Com- 
mittee to  soperinteDd  tho  work.  Thomas  W.  Silloway  of  Boston  was 
employed  as  architect  until  the  autumn  of  1857,  \vkon  Joscpli  R.  Rich- 
ards of  Boston  succeeded  him  and  was  employed  until  the  buildings 
were  ready  for  use. 

Feb.  27  1857,  Elislia  P.  Jewett,  George  TV.  Collamcr,  and  Erastus 
Hubbard,  citizens  of  Moiitpclier,  executed  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  tliousand  dollars,  as  required  by  the  first  section  of  tlic  act  ap- 
proved on  that  day.  The  Committee  to  prepare  a  plan  acted  .so  promptly 
that  on  the  2oth  of  the  succeeding  March,  Superintendent  Powers 
'  issued  proposals  for  contracts,  which  were  speedily  made,  and  the  work 
was  so  steadily  and  successfully  pressed,  that  tho  present  much  enlarged 
and  improved  State-House  was  completed  for  use  on  the  13th  of  Octo- 
ber 1859.  The  cost  of  rebuihlinij  and  furnishin<^  to  Oct.  22  IHOO,  was 
§140.00n.G3. '  Subsequenlly  tlu  rc  was  ]iaid.  under  special  acls,  So,4(K)  to 
Superintendent  Powers,  and  ;^2,00t>  to  Larkin  G.  Mead  for  the  statue  of 
Ethan  Allen— making  tho  total  coat  $148,306.63.  Of  this  sum,  the  State 
received  $42,220.72  from  citizens  of  Montpclier,  and  the  balance  of  the 
total  c<wt  was  paid  hy  tue  State.  Citizens  of  Montpelier  suhscribed  for 
reliuilding  the  house,  in  May  1868,  $10,000,  which  sum  was  [)aid  to  the 
Slate  Treasurer;  and  in  December  18o8  they  subscribed  the  further  sum 
of  $52,795  lor  the  same  purpose,  making  tho  total  subscription  $G2.7!)5. 
The  subscribers  (tn  the  December  list  gave  U(jtes  for  their  i\^i)eelivc 
subscriptions,  which  were  deposited  in  ihe  13nnk  of  Montpelier,  and  the 
Vermont  Bank,  as  security  for  advances  by  the  banks  to  the  State,  and 
the  total  amount  actually  paid  by  citizens  of  Montpelier  on  the  last  sub- 
scription, for  advances  to  the  State  and  interest  thereon,  was  $34,446.82, 
— making  their  actual  contribution,  in  t  ie  two  subscriptions,  $44,44n>;2, 
exclusive  of  interest  on  the  lirst  .^10.000  advanced.'  The  estimated  cost 
of  rebuiklini;.  when  the  act  of  Febiuaiy  IS.jT  was  passed,  was  !i?45J85. 
The  sum  actually  paid  by  Montpelier  hav  ing  approximated  nearly  to  the 
estimate  made  when  the  bond  was  exacted  of  her  citizens,  tho  legisla- 
ture, at  tho  October  session  of  1850,  assumed  the  payment  of  whatever 
was  then  due  for  the  enlargement  and  furnishing  of  tho  StatC'^IIouse, 
and  made  an  appropriation  for  that  purpose.' 

Tho  third  and  present  State-House  in  Montpelier  is  in  the  yard  and 
occupies  tin;  site  of  the  second  house,  and  is  of  the  same  order  of  arch- 
itecture— the  portico,  which  is  the  most  beautiful  part  of  the  exterior, 
being  precisely  the  same.  The  length  of  the  central  building  is,  how- 
ever, thirteen  feet  eight  inches  greater  than  that  of  the  second  house, 
and  each  of  tho  wings  were  lengthened  twelve  feet  six  inches,  thus  ad-

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din^  nbout  one  fourth  to  the  conimodioaBnoBS  of  the  building  with- 
out detracting  from  its  beauty.  There  were  other  changes  in  the  roof 
to  each  wing,  and  in  the  dome,  wliieh  will  sufficiently  appear  on  com- 
paring the  engravings  of  the  two  butUUngs.  Still  greater  cliangcs  were 
«r  mado  in  tbe  interior,  specially  in  eonstruction  to  goard  against  fire,  the 
apparatus  for  beating  and  lighting,  and  tbe  furniture.  As  tlie  building 
remains,  and  is  likely  to  remain  as  long  as  it  shall  be  required,  a  detailed 
description  here  is  deemed  unnecessary.'  It  is  right  to  declare  here, 
however,  that  nt  an  expenditure  far  less  than  that  of  many  other  States  for 
the  same  i>urpo8e,  Vt  rniont  has  a  capitol  which,  for  beauty  of  architec- 
ture, solidity  of  conslructiuu,  and  adnplatiou  lo  the  purposes  of  legisla- 
tion, will  b^r  comparison  with  any  of  tbe  much  more  costly  pil^  which 
have  since  been  erected  elsewhere  for  tbe  same  purposes.

THE  VERMONT  STATE  BANK— 1800. 
.EsTABLnnED  m  180C— ceased  issuing  Bills  in  1612. 


Except  lliu  issue  by  the  State  of  bills  of  credit  in  1781,  to  the  nmonnt 
of  iB25,ir)5,*  Ihe  issue  of  no  paper  money  was  authorized  by  Verraont 
until  180G,  wlu  n  :in  act  was  passed  establishing  the  Vermont  State 
Bank.  T1h>  inconveniences  and  losses  to  the  people  of  the  State,  by 
reasuu  ul  a  want  both  of  specie  and  good  paper,  and  an  abundance  of 
coiiDterfeit  money  of  both  sorts,  had  been  very  great.  Impelled  by  their 
necessities,  a  portion  of  the  people  petitioned  the  legislature  for  relief 
in  17S6^  and  in  response  various  measures  were  submitted  to  a  vote  of 
the  people,  and  among  them  one  was  as  to  the  issue  of  paper  money, 
which  was  negatived  by  a  vote  of -2197  to  450. — See  Vol.  tit.  pp.  :?G4-3GG, 
371.  This  vote  was  small  in  proportion  to  the  jjopulntioii  of  the  State, 
but  ueverlhclcas  it  proved  that  a  very  large  majority  of  the  people  were 
doubtful  as  to  the  expediency  of  incorporating  banks,  and  no  attempt 
was  made  until  1808,  when  the  House  passed  bills  for  two  banks,  ono  at 
Windsor  and  one  at  Burlington,  evidently  aiming  to  nccommodate  the 
people  on  each  side  of  the  Green  Mountains,  and  doubtless  succeeding 
only  by  a  combination  of  the  friends  of  each  of  the  proposed  banks.  The 
majority  in  the  House  was  small,  the  vote  being  93  to  83  on  the  Wind- 
sor bill,*  while  the  Council  non-concurred  by  a  vote  of  12  to  1,  and  as- 
signed weighty  reasons  ihcrcfoi'*.  When  the  reasons  of  the  Council  had 
been  read,  on  motion  of  Lewis  R.  Morris  the  derk  was  directed  to  enter 
them  on  Uie  journal  of  the  House,  and  both  bills  were  referred  to  the 
next  session.*  Ko  de  Quite  action  was  had  in  1804,  but  in  1806  tho  House

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again  passed  tho  Windsor  bill,  108  to  7C,  and  the  Burlington  bill  107  to 

78;  and  tlic  Governor  and  Council  ngain  non-concurred  and  assigned 
reasons  therefor.'  In  tho  meantime  Eliliu  Luce  of  Ilartland  liad  intro- 
duced into  the  House  a  bill  for  the  estahlishniont  of  a  State  Bank,  which 
had  been  referred  to  the  coniiuittee  on  banks,  and  after  Ihc  non-concur- 
rcnco  in  the  Windsor ^and  Burlington  bank  bills,  this  committee  re- 
ported as  follows: 

Tlie  committee  on  banks,  to  whom  was  committed  a  bill  entitled  An  ' 

uct  estahliahing  a  state  hmik,  made  report— tliat  nltliouL^h  the  bill  seems 
to  be  wholly  inadequate  to  the  object  proposed,  it  is  nevertheless  expcdi* 
ent  that  tlic  general  assembly  should  go  into  such  a  consideration  of  the 
subject  as  shall  lead  to  a  thorough  investigation  of  its  principles,  pracU- 

cabilit^  and  polic}'. 

"Which  report  was  read  and  accepted;  and  on  motion,  the  bill  and  re- 
port were  referred  to  a  committee  of  five,  to  join  a  committee  fn)m  the 
Council,  lo  report  a  bill  on  the  subject.  Members  chosen,  Messrs. 
Wliite  [John  jr.  of  Georgia,]  Crafls  [Samuel  C.  of  Cral'tsburv,]  Chase 

Dudley  of  liandolph,]  Porter  [Samuel  of  Dummorston,]  and  Bullock 

Darius  of  Ilalifax.]* 

At  the  session  of  180G  sundry  petitions  for  the  incorporation  of  banks 
were  ])resented,  and  two  propositions  favorable  to  banks:  one  by  Hon. 
Daniel  Buck  of  Norwich,  "that  it  is  expedient  to  incorporate  a  bank 
within  this  State"  iu  which  "the  state  should  be  stockholders  to  a  cer- 
tain amount,"  which  was  disagreed  to;  and  the  other  by  Hon.  Dudley 
Chase  of  Itandolph,  "that  it  is  the  sense  of  this  house  that  the  establish- 
ment of  private  banks  within  this  state,  the  state  reserving  in  such  bank 
the  right  of  filling  up  any  number  of  shares,  or  at  any  time  to  assume 
the  whole  stock,  will  be  useful  to  the  people  of  this  state,"  which  was 
reje<'te(l  by  a  vote  of  93  to  91.  Subsequently,  Hon.  Titus  Hutchinson  of 
AVoodstock  introduced  a  bill  establishing  a  slate  bank,  and  on  the  olh  of 
November  Woodstock  and  Burlington  were  selected  as  the  locations  of  a 
bank  with  two  branches,  and  the  bill  was  passed,  128  to  41.  Nov.  0, 
tliis  liill  was  referred  in  Council  to  Lt  Gov.  Paul  Urigliam,  .John  White, 
and  Xalhaniel  Niks,  who  reported  on  the  8lh,  and  the  bill  was  passed 
iu  concurrence  with  aniemlnients— yeas  10,  nnys  2.  The  two  houses 
agreed  as  lo  amendments,  one  of  which  located  a  branch  at  Middlcbury 
instead  of  Burlington,  and  the  bill  becanie  a  law,  as  follows:*

Skc-  1.  It  lit  hereby  enactal  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  JState  of 
Vermont^  That  tliere  be,  and  herel>y  is  established  a  bank,  to  he  called 
and  known  by  the  name  of  TAe  Vermont  State  Bank,  to  consist  of  two

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branches,  the  one  at  Woodstock,  in  Ihe  county  of  Windsor,  and  the  other 
at  Middlebury,  in  the  county  of  Addison ^  and  such  other  branches  as  the 
legislature  of  this  state  shall,  from  lime  to  time,  direct  and  establish. 
And  all  the  stock  in  said  bank,  uud  all  the  urolits  arising  therefrom, 
shall  be  the  property  of  this  state;  and  be  under  the  sole  direction  and 
disposal  of  the  U'<;islatnre  of  thi^  state  forever. 

Hec.  2.  And  it  ia  lierebu  J'lirlker  enacted,  That  there  shall  be  chosen 
annually,  by  ballot,  by  both  branches  of  the  legislature,  in  joint  commit- 
tee, thirteen  suitable  persons  to  be  directors  of  said  l^ank,  who  shall  have 

Eowcr,  when  convened,  to  choose  from  among  tiiemsclves  one  nersoii  to 
e  president  of  said  hank,  who  shall  have  and  exercise  all  tiie  power 
proper  and  necessary  for  a  President  of  a  bank.  And  the  President  and 
Directors  of  said  hank,  for  tlie  time  being,  and  their  snecessors  forever, 
shall  have  power,  by  llie  name  and  stile  of  The  President  and  Directors 
of  the  Vermont  State  Bank,  to  prosecute^  for  the  benefit  of  this  state,  any 
action  or  suit,  upon  any  contract,  or  for  any  cause  which  sliall  concern 
the. said  bank.  And  the  said  directors  shall  reside,  six  in  the  two  east- 
ern, and  six  in  the  two  western  districts  of  this  state,*  and  the  other 
where  prudence  may  dictate.  And  they  sliall  l)e  eoinmissioned  by  the 
Governor  of  this  Slate  annually.  And  a  majority  of  them  shall  be  a 
quorum  to  transact  any  business  incumbent  on  them  as  directora  of  said 
bank. 

Sec.  3.  And  it  is  ha-ehy  further  ennct&l.  That  the  directors  who  re- 
side in  said  eastei  ii  disiricis  shall  be  the  directors  of  the  branch  estab- 
lished at  said  Woodslock.  and  the  remainder  thereof  .shall  be  the  directors 
of  the  branch  established  at  said  Middlehury.  And  four  of  the  directors  of 
each  branch  shall  be  a  quorum  to  act  upon  those  matters  which  concern 
such  branch  only.  PrtmdeA,  That  the  President  of  said  bank  shall  have 
a  right  to  set  [sit]  equallv,  as  cmc  of  the  directors  of  each  branch. 

Sec.  4.  And  it  is  hereby  J'urlker  enacted.  That  the  migority  of  all  said 
directors,  wiicn  met,  shall  also  have  power  to  appoint  a  cashier  to  each 
of  said  branches,  also  a  clerk  if  necessary.  And  to  make  and  establish 
such  rules,  with  regard  to  the  days  and  liours  when  saul  bank  shall  be 
open  to  transact  business;  and  with  regard  to  any  otlier  matter,  for  the 
well  ordering  of  said  bank,  as  they  shall  deem  proper,  and  not  repug- 
nant to  the  Constiliilioii,  or  any  law  of  this  slate. 

Skc.  o.  And  it  is  herebij  fitrther  enacted.  That  the  directors  ot  each 
branch  of  said  bank  shall  have  discretionary  power  to  borrow  money 
from  lime  to  time,  to  fill  the  vaults  of  sueh  branch,  on  the  credit  of  such 
branch  only,  Proviiled,  however,  tliat  they  shall  not  give  a  greater  in- 
terest than  at  the  rale  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum. 

Skc.  0.  And  it  is  herchij further  enacted,  That  all  bank  bills  issnerl  by 
said  bank  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  thereof,  and  countersigned  by 
the  cashier  of  the  branch  at  which  said  bills  respectively  shall  be  paya- 
ble. And  the  directors  of  either  hrancli  shall  not,  at  any  tinjc,  issue  or 
put  in  circulation  bills  to  a  greater  amount  than  the  actual  sum  of  the 
deposit  of  silver,  gohl,  and  copper  coins,  in  ihc  vault  of  sueh  branch, 
until  the  deposit  shall  amount  to  twenty-live  thou.sand  dollars;  alter 
which  they  may  put  in  circulation  bills  to  three  times  the  amount  of 
such  deposit.  Provided^  said  deposit  shall  not  at  auy  time  exceed  three 
hundred  thousand  doUars. 

Skc.  7.  And  it  is  Jiereht/  further  enacted.  That  there  be.  and  hereby  is 
appropriated  a  sum  not  exceeding  tive  hundred  dollars,  \yhich  the  Treas- 
urer of  this  state  i&  hereby  directed  to  pay  to  said  dirccibrs,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  procuring  plates  and  paper,  necessary  for  the  use  of  said  bank,

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in  Issuing  bills  as  aforesaid.  And  after  llie  same  slmll  be  procured,  as 
aforesaid,  the  legislature  may,  from  tiuic  to  time,  appropriate  any  monies, 
or  suras  ot*  money,  as  they  shall  sec  lit,  to  fill  tlic  vaults  of  said  branches 
of  said  bank,  or  of  any  other  branches  thereof,  which  said  legislature 
may  hereafter  establisb. 

Sec.  8.  A%\d  it  is  hereby  fartlier  enacted,  Tliat  each  director  of  said 
bank  slinlt,  before  he  enters  upou  the  duties  of  his  office,  give  a  bond, 
with  four  or  more  sureties,  freeholders  within  this  state,  to  the  treasurer 
of  this  state,  in  the  sum  of  thirty  tliousand  dollars,  for  the  iaitiiful  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  his  ofTicc.  And  in  like  nronncr,  each  cashier, 
and  clerk,  of  said  bank,  shall,  before  he  enters  on  the  duties  of  his  office, 
give  bunds  to  the  treasurer  of  this  stale,  in  such  sum,  and  with  such 
sureties,  ns  the  directors  appointing  him  shall  from  time  to  time  require, 
having  respect  to  the  amount  of  stock  in  the  vaulis. 

Sec-  9.  And  it  is  hereby  /urUier  enacted,  That  each  and  every  officer 
of  said  bank  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  bo 
sworn  to  the  failhlul  t>erformance  of  the  duties  of  his  office.  And  the  Di- 
rectors and  other  officers  of  said  bank  shall  receive  for  their  services, 
respectively,  such  sum  as  the  legislature  shall  from  time  to  time  direct; 
and  not  in  whole  exceeding  the  whole  profits  of  said  Imnk  for  the  first 
year,  nor  one  half  of  said  profits  for  any  succoediiiG^  year. 

Sec.  10.  And  it  is  hereby  further  enacted.  That  ihc  President  and  Di- 
rectors of  said  bank  shall  liave  full  power  to  purchase,  hold,  and  dispose 
of  any  pi'operty,  real  or  personal,  as  the  banking  interest  of  this  state 
shall  dictate,  and  for  the  use  of  this  slate  only.  And  a  deed,  signed, 
sealed  and  acknowledged,  by  a  mnjority  of  all  the  said  directors,  and 
witnessed  by  two  witnesses,  and  recorded  in  the  proper  office,  shall  be 

food  to  convey  any  real  estate,  accruing  to  this  state,  by  means  of  said 
ank. 

Si  c.  11.  Ajid  it  is  hcrehy  further  enacted.  That  the  Directors  of  said 
bank  shall,  annually,  report  tu  the  general  assembly  the  situation  of  said 
bank,  including  'the  amount  of  tite  deposits,  and  of  bills  in  circulation, 
on  the  first  day  of  September  next  preceding.  And  the  legislature  may 
annually,  if  tliey  think  i>ropcr,  appoint  a  coniiniiice  not  exceeding  three 
in  number,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  inspect  the  situation  of  each  branch 
of  said  bank,  including  the  amount  of  deposits,  and  of  the  bills  in  circu* 
lation,  and  of  all  proceedings  at  each  broach  of  said  bunk,  and  uioko 
report  to  the  legislature.

Nov.  10  1800,  the  firet  Directors  of  the  bank  were  elected,  to  wit,  Da- 
vid Robinson  of  Bennington,  Apollos  Austin  of  Orwell,  Horatio  Sey- 
mour, Daniel  Chipman,  and  John  Willard  of  ;^l idilh^bury,  William  C. 
Harrington  of  Burlington,  John  Mattocks  of  Peacham,  James  Tarbox  of 
Baudolph,  Titus  Hutchinson  and  Bcnjanitn  Swan  of  Woodstock,  Eliaa 
Lyman  of  Hartford,  Alexander  Campbell  of  Rockingham,  and  Mark 
Ricliards  of  Westminster.  This  list  embraced  men  of  wealth,  most  of 
whom  were  well  tried  and  successful  in  business,  and  all  having  the 
confidence  of  the  people  of  the  State.  The  bank  was  organized  with 
Titus  Hutchinson  as  President;  Job  Lyman  cashier  and  Charles  Dana 
clerk  of  the  Woodstock  branch,  William  G.  Hooker  cashier  and  Adoni- 
Jah  Schuyler  clerk  of  the  Middlebury  branch;  and  began  to  issue  bills

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on  the  23(1  of  February  1807.  The  first  report  showed  expenses  ad- 
justed $1570.35,  unadjusted  S730.  and  contingent  expenses  :?350;  there 
was  allowed  by  the  legislature,  for  compensation  of  officers,  the  further 
sum  of  §1881— making  the  total  of  expenses  to  Sept.  30  1807,  $4531.85. 
Of  this  8um  $500  had  been  paid  by  the  State,  leaving  the  sum  of  expen- 
ses to  the  bank  $4031.85.  Tlie  income  of  the  bank  by  interest  on  loans, 
was  $2753.27;  and  debts  due  $130,757.23.  They  closed  their  report  as 
follows: 

The  obstacles  which  W('r(>  inseparable  from  an  institution  established 
on  principles  hitherto  unattempted  in  the  banking  system,  have  been 
happily  surmounted,  and  the  practicability  of  those  principles  estab- 
lishcd.  The  high  credit  and  extensive  circulation  of  our  bills,  we  trust 
are  suflicient  to  inspire  the  public  confidence,  and  to  ensure  a  continu- 
ance of  their  patronage.  Under  the  fostering  care  of  the  Legislature, 
we  are  indaced  to  believe  that  this  institution  may  become  highly  iudu- 
cive  to  the  convenience  of  the  citizens,  and  a  productive  source  of  rev- 
enue to  the  Stale.' 

The  Legislature  of  1807  passed  an  act  in  addition  to  an  act  establish- 
ing the  Vermont  Slate  Bank,"  in  which  tlie  most  important  features 
were,  a  direction  to  the  State  Treasurer  to  deposit  all  the  revenues  of 
the  State  in  the  bank;  and  a  provision  subjecting  the  president  and 

directors  to  be  sued  for  any  breach  of  contract,  and  directing  the  court 
rendering  judgment  to  draw  an  order  on  the  State  Treasurer  for  the 
amount  of  the  iu(lq;meut.  Another  act  established  two  additional 
branches,  which  were  located  at  Turlington  and  Westminster;  another 
making  the  bills  of  the  bank  receivable  for  a  State  Tax  of  one  cent  on 
each  acre  of  taxable  land  in  tlie  State ;  and  another  prohibiting  the 
bringing  into  the  State  any  foreign  bank  bills  for  tlie  purpose  of  loaning 
the  same,  forfeiting  the  same,  and  declarini^  void  all  contracts  made  for 
or  on  account  of  such  bills.*  The  additional  branches  made  a  redistribu- 
tion of  the  directors  neccssar\\  and  Oliver  Chapin  of  lirattleborougii, 
Noah  ChiUcnden  of  Jericho,  aud  John  Curtis  of  St.  Albans  were  elected 
instead  of  David  Robinson,  Apollos  Austin,  aud  Bcnjamiu  Swan.'  The 
succeeding  directors  were  as  follows:  1808,  the  list  of  the  preceding 
year  except  Ebencaer  T.  Englcsby  of  Burlington  in  place  of  Mr.  Cnr^ 
tis,  and  Bei^amin  Swan  of  Woodstock  in  place  of  Mr.  Mattocks;  1800, 
the  same  except  Elcazcr  May  of  Westminster  in  j)lace  of  Mr.  Camp- 
bell, and  Salmon  Dutton  jr.  of  Cavendish  in  place  of  Mr,  Chnpin;  1810, 
the  sauK-  exc(>i>t  Trinnan  Chittenden  of  Willisido  in  place  of  Noah  Chit- 
tenden, aud  John  Peck  of  Watcrbury  iu  place  ot  Mr.  J:Iuglcsby;  and  1811, 
the  same  except  Pliny  Smith  of  Orwell  in  place  of  Mr.  Cliipman,  and 
Charles  Rich  of  Slioreham  in  place  of  Mr.  Willard.  In  1812  the  num- 
ber was  reduced  to  four,  and  iu  1813  to  three,  whose  functions  wore  to

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close  the  business  of  the  bank,  collect  the  debts  due  to  it,  and  take  care 
of  the  properly.  Ultiinaiely  tbe  sale  of  lands  recovered  on  the  debts 
was  committed  to  a  single  agent,  and  the  closing  of  the  bank  after  1812 

occupied  nliout  twcnty-livo  years. 

The  bank  had  difficullK's  to  contend  with,  in  losses  by  the  failure  of 
banks  in  neiLjhboiin<;  States,  and  llie  hostile  legislation  of  at  least  one 
State;'  and  much  more  iu  the  failure  of  its  customers.  The  period  from 
the  commencement  of  the  bank  to  its  close  was  disastrous,  embracing 
the  embargo  and  non-intercourse  acts,  and  the  war  of  1813,  so  it  is  a 
matter  of  surprise  that  a  scheme,  which  was  confessedly  a  novelty,  was 
not  seriously  disasirous.  To  the  people  it  was  a  benefit,  in  that  it  fur- 
nished a  safer  currency  than  the  paper  of  [)rivate  banks.  This  was  due 
lir.'^t  to  libei-al  legislation  for  the  protection  of  the  bank,  and  finally  to 
proin])t  and  vigorous  measures  to  put  an  end  to  the  exj)eriment.  Of 
tbe  legislation  to  sustain  the  bank,  subsequent  to  that  already  noted, 
were  acts  from  1809  until  1812,  making  the  bills  of  the  bank  receivable 
for  land  taxes,  and  by  the  act  of  1812  for  state  taxes  also.  In  1800,  sum- 
mary collection  of  debts  due  to  tbe  bank  was  authorized,  tbe  casliiers 
being  empowered  to  issue  an  extent  which  had  all  the  force  of  an  ex- 
ecution, for  the  payment  (»f  any  note  three  days  past  due.'  In  1810,  the 
bank  was  restraiucd  from  issuing  bills  to  uu  amount  exceeding  twice  tbe 
specie  in  bank,  and  firom  making  any  one  loan  exceeding  $1000;  a  list 
of  debtors  in  arrear  was  to  be  reported  to  the  legislature;  and  if  in  ar- 
rear  for  eight  months,  the  names  were  to  be  printed  in  some  newspaper. 
The  President  of  the  bank  vtSA  also  required  to  inspect  eacli  branch 
annually,  and  in  case  of  any  mismanagement,  be  was  to  report  the  fact 
to  the  Slate  Treasurer,  who  was  to  put  the  bond  of  the  delinquent  in 
suit;'  and  in  1811,  all  slate  and  county  oHiccrs  were  prohibited  from  re- 
ceiving tbe  bills  of  any  i)rivato  banks  in  tbe  United  States.* 

In  1808,  less  than  a  year  after  the  branch  at  Westminster  bad  l)ccn 
put  in  operation,  serious  complaints  concerning  It  were  made  to  the  * 
Legislature,  and^  not  without  reasons,  as  the  report  of  an  investigation 

shows."  In  1811,  Samuel  C.  Ct  ifts  of  Craftsbury,  Elihu  Luce  of  Ilart- 
land,  and  Robert  Temple  of  Castleton  were  appointed  a  committee  with 
full  powers  to  examine  the  several  branches  previous  to  Dec.  1  ISll.  and 
again  jMevious  to  Oct.  1  1S12;  to  remove  tbe  Westminster  branch  to 
Woodstock,  to  be  managed  by  tbe  officers  of  that  branch;  and  to  put  in 
suit  the  bonds  of  any  of  the  officers  of  either  branch.  By  the  same  act, 
no  loans  were  to  be  made,  or  bills  put  in  circulation,  exceeding  in

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amount  double  the  sum  of  specie  in  bank;  and  the  directors  of  the  sev- 
eral branches  were  direeted  to  press  an  indiseriaiiiuile  coUeetlon  of 
debts  due.*  Feb.  28  1812,  the  committee  ordered  the  removal  of  the 
Westminster  branch  to  Woodstock;  and  at  the  October  session  made  a 
detailed  report,  indicating:  a  jirobable  failure  of  the  Middlebury  branch 
to  redeem  its  bills  and  checks,  but  the  probability  that  the  profits  of  the 
other  branches  would  more  than  make  up  tlie  deticieucy  and  leave  a 
balance  in  favor  of  the  State.  The  committee  also  reported  that  Daniel 
Chipman,  John  Willard,  and  Horatio  Seymour,  direetmrs  of  the  Middle- 
bury  branch,  had  forfeited  their  bonds,  and  also  that  these  directors  and 
the  committee  had  agreed  to  refer  that  matter  to  the  decision  of  a  board 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Legislature.*  This  report  resulted  in  the  follow- 
ing act  to  clo^e  the  business  of  the  bank. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  estahlishing  a  State  Bunk. 

Sec.  1.  It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Vermont,  That  instead  of  the  thirteen  Directors  of  the  Vermont  State 
Bank  heretofore  directed  to  be  chosen  by  the  act  to  which  this  is  in  ad- 
dition, there  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  by  both  branches  of  the  Lej^isla- 
ture,  in  joint  committee,  at  their  present  session,  from  [four]  suitable 
persons  to  be  directors  of  said  bank,  who  shall  have  all  the  powe  rs  which 
the  directors  of  said  Bank  now  have  bylaw,  and  may  choose  a  President 
out  of  their  own  number. — Frovidedy  That  no  bills  shall  be  issued  from 
said  hank  by  way  of  loan,  until  farther  order  of  the  legislature.' 

Skc.  2.  And  it  is  hereby  further  enacted,  That  the  committee  [Samuel 
C.  Gratis,  Elibu  Luce,  and  Robert  Temple,]  appointed  by  the  Act  of  the 
last  session  of  this  legislature,  entitled  an  Act  in  addition  to  the  several 
Acts  establishing  and  regulating  the  State  Bank,  are  further  empow- 
ered and  hereby  directed  to  remove  the  two  branches  of  said  Bank  at 
Burlington  and  Middlebury,  to  the  Bank  at  Woodstock,  in  the  same 
manner  and  with  the  same  power  as  the  said  committee  were  empowered 
and  directed  to  remove  the  branch  of  said  Bank  at  Westminster,  to  the 
Bank  at  Woodstock,  by  the  act  last  mentioned. — And  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  committee,  together  with  some  one  or  more  of  the  directors 
of  said  Bank  to  burn  all  the  bills  of  the  Vermont  Slate  Bank,  in  the  sev- 
eral branches  of  said  Bank,  except  what  may  be  necessary  to  pay  the 
checks  due  from  said  Bank. 

Skc.  3.  And  it  is  hereby  further  enacted.  That  the  President  and  Di- 
rectors of  the  Vermont  State  Bank  be  and  hereby  arc  directed,  with  all 
due  diligence,  to  collect  in  the  most  safe  and  speedy  manner,  all  debts 
due  to  said  I3ank,  and  to  sell  the  property  belonging  to  said  Bank, 
and  to  use  all  proper  endeavors  to  close  the  concerns  of  said  Bank,  as 
soon  as  in  their  opinion  the  same  can  be  done  with  advuutage  to  this 
State. 

Sec.  4,  And  it  is  kerebi/  further  enactsd.  That  if  any  person  holding 
any  bills  of  said  Bank,  shall  present  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  of  this 
State,  and  shall  elect  so  to  exchange  the  same,  the  s^d  Treasurer  shall 
issue  to  such  person,  in  lieu  thereof.  State  notes,  to  Ix-  si^Mied  by  the 
said  Treasurer,  for  the  amount  of  such  bills,  payable  to  such  person  or

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bearer,  the  one  half  in  one  year,  .and  the  other  half  in  two  years,  with 

interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum.  And  if  any  person  or 
persons,  having  any  demand  upon  the  Treasurer  of  this  [&>tate.]  shall 
elect  to  receive  such  notes  for  the  same,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Treasurer  to  issue  to  siu  li  person  or  persons.  State  notes,  of  the  descrip- 
tion aforesaid,  to  the  amount  of  the  sum  due  to  such  person  or  persons. 

Sec.  5.  Anditis  hereby  further  enacted.  That  the  Bills  of  said  Bank 
shall  be  received  in  payment  of  all  demands  due  to  any  branch  of  said 
Bank.

The  committee  discharged  the  duties  imposed  by  the  second  sec- 
tion of  the  fore<;oing  act,  and  at  the  next  session  reported  that  they 
had  removed  the  Burlington  branch  Deccember  14  1812,  and  the  Mid- 

dlebury  branch  June  4  1813  ;  and  further,  thai  having  prosecuted 
the  directors  and  other  officers  of  the  Middlebury  branch,  before  the 
judges  of  the  supreme  cnin  t,  who  had  been  appointed  commissioners  for 
that  purpose  by  act  of  Nu\  .  4  1SI2,  they  had  obtained  judgment  in  favor 
of  the  State  and  taken  out  uu  execution  for  the  sum  of  $22,826.13.'  They 
fartiier  reported  as  to  the  bills  of  the  bank  as  follows:

Of  the  bills  not  destroyed.  83.G06  were  in  bank,  leaving  SCG,.5o2.2o  as 
the  amount  unredeemed,  of  which  .^38,141  were  in  the  control  of  the 
State  Treasurer  and  de|)()sile(l  by  him  in  the  bank.' 

The  annual  reports  of  the  condition  of  the  bank,  printed  in  the  jour- 
nals of  the  Assembly,  were  made  in  forms  so  different  as  not  to  admit 
of  tabulation,  but  the  amount  of  bills  in  circulation  indicates  the  busi- 
ness of  the  bank,  to  wit:

In  1812,  the  whole  amount  unredeemed,  embracing  bills  in  bank, 
state  treasury,  and  in  circulation,  was  $74,301.75;  1813,  $06,522.25,  of 
which  $38,141  were  in  the  state  treasury;  1814,  $58,680,  of  which  $42,- 
055.25  were  in  the  state  treasury;  and  from  year  to  year  the  redemp- 
tions  proceeded  until  all  the  bills  presented  for  payment  were  redeemed.

Z^jcloek  Thompson  stated  that  "  the  loss  to  individuals  in  consequence 
of  the  fkilure  of  the  institution  was  trifling,  but  the  loss  to  the  state  was 
very  considerable.'**    The  editor  of  this  volume  is  not  apprised  of  any 

statement  of  the  <'\ctunl  lo.s»  to  the  State,  and  from  all  that  does  appear 
in  the  report?,  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  loss,  whatever  it  may  have  been, 
was  more  than  compensated  in  furnishitg  to  the  people  a  cunoncy 
which  was  altogether  superior  to  that  which  they  would  otherwise  have 
had.  They  at  least  suflcred  very  little  in  the  depreciation  of  the  bills  of 
the  State  bank,  and  but  for  the  intervention  of  specuUtors,  would  not 
have  suffered  at  all,  whereas,  by  the  fidlures  of  private  banks  and  bank- 
ers in  the  adjoining  States,  their  losses  were  considerable. 

The  State  Bank  was  succeeded  by  private  banks  from  1818  until  the 
advent  of  the  national  banks,  and  with  rare  exceptions  these  were  ac- 
ceiitablc  to  liie  people  and  profitable  to  the  stockholders  — results  due 
not  only  to  ihe  prudence  and  integrity  of  their  managers,  but  for  many 
years,  by  reason  of  a  requisition  of  the  State  that  their  bills  should  be 
redeemed  in  Boston,  thus  giving  to  them  a  credit  equal  to  that  of  the 
best  banks  in  New  England.

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NOBTHERN  BOUNDARY  LINE  OF  VERMONT. 

In  the  ezecutiTe  speech  of  1804,  Got.  Tichenor  invited  tbe  ftttention 
<tfthe  legislature  to  the  boundary  line  between  Vermont  and  Canada, 
stating  that  some  of  the  Inhabitants  residing  oa  the  line  were  apprehen- 

sive  that  the  boundary  was  not  clearly  defined,  and  that  it  was  not  dis- 
tinctly known  where  the  lino  rnn.i  Thef^o  apprehensions  were  due,  in 
part  at  least,  to  the  statement  of  William  Colt  of  Burlinj^ton,  in  1796,  on 
the  authority  of  deputy  surveyor  Collius  of  the  province  of  Canada,  that 
the  line  verged  south  of  the  true  forl^-fifth  degree  of  north  latitude,  and  « 
thus  embraced  within  the  Jurisdiction  of  Canada  a  considerable  tract  of 
land  which  rightfully  belonged  to  Vermont.*  In  consequence  of  the 
representations  ni<ide  to  him,  Gov.  Tichenor  addressed  Gen.  Philip  ' 
Schuyler,  who  had  been  one  of  the  commissioners  of  N"ew  York  in  1766 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  where  the  parallel  of  forty-five  degrees 
of  north  latitude  intersected  Lake  Champiain;  and  in  reply  the  General 
wrote  the  following: 

Gentral  PhU^  SehuyUr  to  Oov.  Tichenor, 

Albany,  October  5,  1804. 
iSUr,'— The  letter  which  your  Excellency  did  me  the  honor  to  write, 
was  delivered  me  yesterda}  .  The  boundary  line  between  Canada  and 
the  late  colony  of  New  York,  and  the  then  eastern  colonies,  was  estab- 
lished by  the  present  King  of  Great  Britain  [George  the  tliird,]  in  Coun- 
cil, I  think,  in  October  17(53,  and  communicated  to  the  then  Governors 
d  Canada  and  New  York  respectively.  These  gentlemen  agreed  to 
meet  at  Isle-la-Motte,  on  Lake  Champlain,  on  a  fixed  day  in  the  month 
ot  September  17r)'),  accompanied  with  proper  persons  to  ascertain  where 
the  parallel  of  forty-live  degrees  of  north  latitude  would  intersect  that 
Lake.  Accordingly  Governor  Sir  Henry  Moore,  attended  by  Mr.  Har- 
per, then  Professor  of  Mathematics  in  tlu;  colle^^e  at  Xew-York,  and 
myself;  on  the  part  of  Canada,  Lieuteuanl  Governor  Ervin,  tlien 
commanding  the  civil  department  of  that  province,  attended  by  Mr. 
Collins,  the  Surveyor-General  thereof,  and  the  Marquis  de  Laboneer,  a 
French  or  Canadian  Engineer,  met  at  tlie  designated  time  and  place. 
After  having  made  several  solar  aud  stellar  observations,  the  point  of

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intersection  on  Iiake-Cbanplain  was  nnanimoualy  determined,  and  a 

monument  erected. 

The  very  swampy  ground  from  the  intersection  of  the  parallel  on  the 
west  bank  of  the  Lake  not  permitting  an  extension  of  the  boundary  line 
to  the  river  St.  Lawrence,  the  parallel  was  only  extended  eastward  to  Mis- 
sisque-Bay,  and  the  lino  marked.    But  the  two  Governors  agreed  to  ap- 


shonld  continue  the  parallel  westward  to  the  river  St.  Lawrence,  and 
eastward  to  Connecticut  river.  On  the  part  of  New  York  a  Mr.  Valon- 
tine  was  the  surveyor;  I  am  not  informed  who  was  authorized  on  the 
part  of  Canada.*  The  parallel  was  however  carried  to  the  river  St.  Law- 
mice;  but  Mr.  Valentine  dying  soon  after,  I  believe  the  enstern  direc- 
tion was  not  even  attempted  during  his  lifetime;  whether  it  was  subse- 

Jnently  mn  by  agents  authorised  by  the  two  governments,  I  know  not; 
am  rather  inclined  to  think  it  was  not;  as  Sir  Henry  Moore,  whilst  on 
Lake-Champlnin.  had  requested  me  to  recommend  a  proper  person  for 
the  survey,  and  Mr.  Valentine  was  appointed  in  consequence  of  ray 
recommendation,  and  it  is  probable  I  would  have  been  consulted  if  a 
second  appointment  had  been  made. 

I  believe  all  the  papers  relative  to  the  transaction  in  question  are 
filed  in  the  Secretary's  office  of  this  State,  or  with  the  papers  of  the 
Council  of  the  late  colony:  if  so.  those  relative  to  the  extension  of  the 
boundary  line  to  Connecticut  river,  if  ever  accomplished,  will  be  found 
with  them.*  It  is  probable  that  I  have  preserved  the  minutes  I  made  of 
the  trnnsactions  on  Lakc-Champlain ;  hut  being  confined  to  niy  bed  from 
an  indaramation  in  my  feet,  I  cannot  now  have  recourse  to  my  papers — 
when  I  can,  if  I  find  any  documents,  worthy  of  communication,  they 
shall  be  transmitted.  I  am,  Sir,  with  great  respect  and  esteem,  yoor 
Excellency's  most  obedient  servant.

The  foregoing  letter  was  referred  to  J.iiiies  Fisk,  William  C.  Harring- 
ton, Samuel  Shaw,  Pascal  P.  Enos,  and  Eli.as  Buel,  to  whom  iS'athaniel 
Kiles  was  joined  from  Council,  who  on  the'Sth  of  November  reported 
the  following,  which  was  adopted  by  the  Assembly: 

Setoh/ed,  That  his  Bxcellency  the  Governor  be  requested  to  transmit 
to  the  executive  of  the  United  States  all  the  information  of  which  he  is

point  each  a  proper 
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or  shall  be  availed,  respecting  the  northern  Iraundary  of  this  state,  and 
to  solicit  an  ascertainment  of  said  boundary.^ 

In  the  execntive  speech  of  1805,  Got.  Tichenor  said  that  he  had 

strictly  attended  to  the  business  thus  entrusted  to  him,  and  would  malce 
it  the  subject  of  a  future  message.  Accordingly,  on  the  1st  of  Novem- 
ber he  sent  in  a  communication  on  the  subject,  which  is  not  embraced 
in  the  journal,  for  the  reason,  as  the  Clerk  stated,  that  it  was  by  acci- 
dent mislaid  and. not  retarned  to  bim.  It  was  referred  to  Lewis  B. 
Morris,  Natlianiel  Ghipman,  and  Asa  Lyon,  who  reported  the  following 
act,  passed  Nov.  8 1806: 

An  Act  empowering  the  Governor  of  this  state  to  ascertain  the  North- 
ern Boundary  of  this  state. 
Section  1.   It  is  hereby  enacted  by  ike  Qeneral  Assembly  of  tlu  iSlaU 
of  Fermonf,  That  the  Governor  of  this  state  for  the  time  being  be  and 

be  hereby  is  nuthorised  and  empowered  to  employ  some  person  of  com- 
petent knowledjje,  together  with  such  assistants  as  he  may  deem  neces- 
sary, to  ascertain  by  celestial  observation  where  the  forty-fillh  degree  of 
north  latitude  crosses  Lake  Menijiliriniai^og,  and  where  the  same  inter- 
sects Connecticut- liiver,  and  how  far  a  parallel  of  latitude  extended  east 
and  west  from  said  points  will  deviate  from  the  present  boundary  line. 

Sec.  2.  And  it  is  hereby  further  enactedj  That,  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said, there  be  and  there  is  hereby  appropriated  a  sum  not  exceeding 
three  hundred  dollars;  and  the  treasurer  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  the 
same,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  the  order  of  the  Governor.' 

Under  this  act,  Gov.  Tichenor  appointed  Bev.  Samuel  Wiluaks, 
LL.D.  of  BuUand,  to  perform  the  work  assigned,  whose  report  was  com- 
municated to  the  Assembly  in  1800,  as  follows: 

Rutland,  June  28th,  1806. 
5tr, — In  conformity  to  your  excellency's  commission  and  instructions 
of  April  25th,  I  have  examined  the  latitude  of  the  northern  line  of  this 
state,  at  the  original  monument  on  Connecticut  Blver,  and  at  Lake 
Momphramagog. 

By  a  course  of  astronomical  observations,  which  were  carefully  taken, 
I  found  the  latitude  of  the  monument  on  Connecticut  River  to  be  44 
deg.  47min.  50  sec.  Reduced  to  miles  on  the  surface  of  the  earth,  the 
difference  between  this  latitude  and  that  of  forty-five  degrees,  will 
amount  to  thirteen  miles,  three  quarters,  and  fifly-ronr  rods.  So  much 
further  nortl^  ought  the  northern  boundary  of  this  state  to  have  been, 
at  Connecticut  liiver. 

By  a  similar  course  of  observations  at  Lake  Memphraraagog,  I  found 
the  latitude  of  the  monument  at  that  place  to  be  44  deg.  .53  min.  46  sec. 
Reduced  to  miles  on  the  surface  of  the  earth,  this  will  amount  to  seven 
miles  and  seventy-one  rods.  So  much  ftirther  north  ought  our  northern 
boundary  line  to  have  been  at  this  place. 

If  it  be  admitted  that  iha  monument  at  Lake  Cliamplain  is  fixed  in  the 
latitude  of  forty-five  degrees,  the  quantity  of  land  lost  to  this  state,  by 
the  error  in  running  tliis  line,  will  amount  to  seventeen  townships,  and

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forty-four  hundredths  of  a  township.  The  direction  of  Connecticut 
Btver,  at  the  uppfflr  part  of  this  state,  is  from  the  north  cast;  on  tliis  ac- 
count one  or  two  more  townships  wduld  accrue  to  this  state,  if  the  north 
Hue  of  it  was  run  on  tlie  line  of"  forty-live  degrees  aud  couliuued  till  it 
intersected  Connecticut  Ilivi'r.  A  particular  account  of  the  observa- 
tions and  oaleulntiniis  which  I  made  at  those  places,  with  a  map  contain- 
ing the  result,  is  enclosed  for  your  cxcelleucy's  more  particular  exam- 
ination. 

The  instruijient  which  wnuld  have  heen  proper  to  niake  such  observ- 
ations, is  an  astronomical  (^luadrant,  or  sector.  I  took  much  pains  to 
procure  an  instrument  of  this  kind,  hat  could  not  find  any  such  inttra* 

ment  in  this  state.  There  was  no  way  but  to  construct  one  of  the  kind; 
and  it  was  because  1  had  been  accustomed  to  sucli  kind  of  instruments 
aud  observations,  that  I  was  able  to  complete  the  business. 

I  think  it  my  duty  respectfully  to  state  to  your  excellency,  that  if  in 
the  prosecution  of  this  business  the  event  should  be.  that  the  divisional 
line  between  Vermont  and  the  adjacent  part  of  the  province  of  Canada 
is  to  be  marked  and  run  out  by  agents  from  each  government,  it  will  be 
indispensably  necessary  that  tliis  state  sliould  be  provided  with  an  astro- 
nomical quaclrant  that  will  admit  of  the  most  minute  accuracy  in  mak- 
ing the  necessary  observations. 

I  inclose  an  arconnt  of  the  expeiu-es  atti-ndini;:  tlic  business.'  From 
the  observations  which  have  been  mentioned  it  appears,  either  that  our 
northern  line  is  not  run  in  a  strait  [straight]  direction,  or  that  the  mon- 
ument at  lake  Champlain  is  not  placed  in  the  latitude  of  forty-five  de- 
grees. I  should  have  gone  to  the  monument  at  that  place  and  observed 
its  situation,  but  neither  my  c«miniission  nor  (lie  act  of  the  Assembly 
invested  me  with  any  diKcre'tionary  power  in  that  respect.  With  mnch

The  foregoing  report  was  referred  to  Titu»  ilutchiuson,  Abel  Spencer, 
Caleb  Hendee  Jr.,  Arad  Hunt,  and  Dudley  Chase,  and  Nathaniel  Niles 
and  Samuel  Shepardson  were  joined  from  Council,  who  reported  the 
following  resolution,  which  was  adopted: 

In  Genekal  Asskhblt,  Oct.  18, 1800. 
Resolved,  That  the  General  AssL'mV)ly  do  hereby  request  the  Governor 
and  Council  to  transmit  to  tlie  President  of  the  United  States  informa- 
tion of  the  measures*  directed  and  taken  by  this  government  to  ascertain 
the  northern  boundary  of  ilii-  State,  and  tlu;  result  of  the  observations 
made  for  that  purpose;  and  request  the  General  Governmeut  to  take 
proper  measures  to  ascertain  and  fix  the  northern  line  of  this  State. 
And  also  that  they  transmit  to  the  Governor  of  New  York  the  like  in- 
formation, that  the  government  of  2{ew  York  may  co-operate  with  this 
State  in  the  same  object,  if  they  should  deem  it  worthy  of  their  atten- 
tion.* 

Discussion  ensued  between  the  governments  of  the  United  States  atfd 
Great  Britain,  which  was  interrupted  by  the  war  of  1812-1814;  but  by  . 
the  fifth  article  of  the  treaty  of  Ghent,  Dec.  24  1814,  it  was  provided 
that  two  commissioners  should  be  charged  with  fixing  the  boundaries

[St.  Lawrence,]  particularizing  the  latitude  and  longitude  of  the  north- 
west angle  of  Nova  Scotia,  of  the  northwesternmost  head  of  Connecti- 
cut River,  and  of  such  other  points  of  the  said  boundary  as  they  may 
deem  proper."  Under  lliat  treaty  three  distinguished  Vennonters  were 
employed,  to  wit:  William  C.  Bradley  of  "Westminster  as  JJ.  S.  agent, 
Cornelius  P.  Van  UTees  of  Borlington  as  IT.  S.  Commissioner,  and  Alden 
Partridge  of  Norwich  as  Principal  of  the  exploring  survey.  ^  This  at- 
tempt to  settle  the  boundary  failed.  Oct.  14  1821,  Mr.  Bradley  reported 
that  the  Commissioners  of  the  two  nations  differed  as  to  the  northwest 
angle  of  Nova  Scotia  and  tlie  northwesternmost  head  of  Connecticut 
River;  and  Nov.  21  1821,  Mr.  Van  Ness  reported  that  the  Commission- 
ers disagreed  upon  the  most  important  points.  It  was  provided  by  the 
treaty  of  Ghent  that  in  case  of  such  disagreement,  the  matter  shoold  be 
referred  to  a  Mendly  power  for  decision,  but  in  the  message  of  Decem- 
ber 1P23,  President  Monroe  stated  that,  in  lieu  of  arbitration,  the  United 
States  had  proposed  and  Great  Britain  had  agreed  to  attempt  to  settle 
the  matter  by  amicable  negotiatidn;  and  it  was  settled  as  to  Vermont, 
in  the  treaty  of  Washington  of  Aug.  9  1842,  by  adopting  the  original 
Valentine  and  Collins  line — that  is,  the  forty-fifth  degree  of  latitude  as 
agreed  to  by  Governors  Moore  and  Carleton  in  1766.  The  commission- 
ers, who  were  appointed  to  ascertain  and  mark  that  line,  reported  that  it 
"is  generally  about  half  a  mile  north  of  the  true  parallel  oflatitude  45°, 
from  Hall's  stream  [Canaan,  Vt  ]  to  Rouse's  Point  and  Zadock 
Thompson  stated  that  from  observations  made  in  1818,  under  the  treaty 
of  Ghent,  it  appeared  that  "the  45ih  parallel  lies  a  little  to  the  south- 
ward of  the  line  previously  established,  but  it  is  not  yet  [1853]  finally 
settled.'*  The  true  line  of  latitude  45%  from  the  two  latest  surveys, 
seems  to  be  a  little  south  of  the  boundary  line  iigreed  upon  by  the  treaty 
of  Washington;  but  against  these  are  the  authority  of  Valentine  and 
Collins  in  1771—1774,  and  of  Dr.  Williams  in  1806;  so  the  question  is 
still  unsettled,  and  that  fact  is  the  reason  for  recording  the  history  of  the 
matter  in  this  volume.* 

■At  the  time  of  his  assignment  for  this  service,  Capt  Partridge  was 

Superintendent  of  the  U.  S.  Military  Academy  at  West  Point.  Ferdi- 
nand Rudolph  Ilassler,  formerly  professor  at  West  Point  and  afterward 
of  the  Coast  Survey,  was  associated  with  Capt.  Partridge  and  took  the 
observations  on  the  line  45*^  in  1818.

Nov.  1  1806,  ou  motion  of  Charles  Rich,  Messrs.  Rich,  Dudley  Chase, 
and  James  A.  Potter  were  appointed  "'to  draft  an  address  from  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  to  the  President  of  the  United  'States,  expressive  of  the 
sense  which  the  house  entertjiin  of  his  important  services,  and  to  assure 
him  of  their  cordial  support"  The  committee  .reported  an  address, 
which  was  evidently  intended  to  urge  Mr.  Jefferson  to  stand  as  a  candi- 
date for  a  third  term,  and  it  is  tliorefore  remarkable  that  the  Pederalists 
in  the  Assembly  made  no  opposition  to  it. 

To  Thomas  Jefferson,  President  of  the  United  IStates. 

Sir, — ^Permit  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Vermont  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  opportunity,  presented  by  their  annual  meeting,  to 

express  to  you  the  ^<:uisfaction  they  derive  from  the  encreasing  prosper- 
ity of  our  common  country. 

Remote  as  we  are  placed  firom  the  seat  of  government,  we  have  ob- 
served with  anxiou.s  solicitude  the  measures  adopted  by  the  public  func- 
tionaries to  s(!curo  and  promote  the  interests  of  the  union.  We  have 
seen  the  dimiuutiou  of  taxes,  the  extension  of  territory,  the  increase  of 
population,  the  due  regulation  of  the  judicial  and  military  systems,  the 
security  of  peace  abroad  and  at  home,  with  sentiments  of  "sincere  appro- 
bation. We  learn  that  in  these  sentiments  our  sister  States  have  al- 
most unanimously  coincided,  and  that,  despising  the  struggles  of  faction 
and  the  whispers  of  slander,  the  public  ojiinion  has  ripened  from  the 
iirst  grade  of  favorable  expectation  into  bold  and  general  applause.  The 
eminent  degree  in  which  you  have  contributed,  by  the  patriotic  dis- 
cbarge of  your  official  duties,  to  call  forth  these  sentiments,  has  not  es- 
caped us.  Adulation  is  the  language  of  slaves,  but  a  just,  a  free  and  in- 
dependent people,  who  have  seen  and  escaped  the  attempted  subversion 
of  their  liberties,  will  n*  vrr  hesitate  to  anticipate  the  voice  of  history 
and  posterity,  when  gratitude  demands  it. 

We  will  not,  Sir,  conceal  our  regret,  arising  from  rumors  which  have 
reached  us,  calculated  tQ  excite  l£e  belief  ttmt  it  is  your  wish  to  with- 
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draw  from  the  public  service  at  the  close  of  the  period  for  which  you 
were  last  elected  chief  magistrate  of  the  Union.  We  vcnlurc  to  hope 
that  the  insinuation  is  unauthorized,  and  to  express  a  wish,  that  in  the 
full  possession  of  facult}^  and  talent,  you  will  not  refuse  the  citizens  4he 
benefits  arising  fVom  long  political  experience,  and  deprive  them  of  the 
full  opportunity  of  exrrcisitif:;  their  choice  and  judgment  in  Selecting 
their  President  from  the  whole  number  of  the  people. 

In  pursuing  and  completing  the  measures  so  happily  begun,  in  en- 
couraging the  industry  and  protecting  tho  rights  of  the  citizen,  in  pro- 
moting the  happiness  of  the  people,  and  supporting  the  dignity  of  the 
government,  we  with  confidence  assuie  yoo  orour  most  coroiat  support. 
And  relying  on  that  divine  being  who  holds  in  his  hand  the  destiny  of 
empires,  we  trust  we  shall  be  so  directed  as  to  long  exist  a  peaceful, 
prosperous  and  happy  nation.

2b  the  Legislature  ofVermonL — I  received  in  due  season  the  address 
of  the  Legislature  of  Vermont,  bearing  date  the  5th  of  November  1806, 
in  which,  with  their  approbation  of  the  general  course  of  my  adminis- 
tration, they  were  so  good  as  to  express  their  desire  that  I  would  con- 
sent to  be  proposed  again,  to  the  public  voice,  on  the  expiration  of  my 
present  term  of  office.  Entertaining,  as  I  do,  for  the  legislature  of 
Vermont  those  sentiments  of  high  respect  which  would  have  prompted 
an  immediate  answer,  1  was  certain,  nevertheless,  they  would  approve  a 
delay  which  had  for  its  object  to  avoid  a  premature  agitation  of  the  pub- 
lic mind,  on  a  subject  so  interesting  as  tiiie  election  of  a  chief  magis- 
trate. 

That  I  should  lay  down  my  charge  at  a  proper  period,  is  as  mnch  a 

duty  as  to  have  borne  it  faithfully.  If  some  termination  to  the  services 
of  a  chief  magistrate  be  not  fixed  by  the  constitution,  or  supplied  by 

Eractice,  his  office,  nominally  for  years,  will,  in  fact,  become  fbr  lifb;  and 
istory  shows  how  easily  that  degenerates  into  an  inheritance.  Believ- 
ing that  a  representative  government,  responsible  at  short  periods  of 
election,  is  that  which  produces  the  greatest  sum  of  happiness  to  mau- 
Icind,  I  feel  it  a  duty  to  do  no  act  which  shall  essentially  impair  that 
principle;  and  I  should  unwillingly  be  the  person  who,  disregarding  the 
sound  [)recedcut  set  by  au  illustrious  predecessor,  should  furnish  the 
first  example  of  prolongation  beyond  the  second  term  of  office. 

Truth,  also,  requires  me  to  add,  that  I  am  sensible  of  that  decline 
which  advancing  years  brings  on;  and  feeling  their  physical,  I  ought 
not  to  doubt  their  mental  effect  Happy  if  I  am  the  first  to  perceive  and 
obey  this  admonition  of  nature,  and  to  solicit  a  retreat  from  cares  too 
great  for  the  wearied  faculties  of  age. 

Por  the  apjuobatlon  which  the  legislature  of  Vermont  has  been  pleased 
to  express  of  the  jirineiples  and  measures  pursued  in  the  management 
of  their  affairs,  I  am  sincerely  thankful;  and  should  I  be  so  fortuuate  as 
to  carry  into  retirement  the  equal  approbation  and  good  will  of  ray  fel- 
loW'-idtizenB  generally,  it  will  be  the  comfort  of  mv  luturc  days,  and  will 
close  a  service  of  forty  years  with  the  only  reward  it  ever  wished.

To  Presidbmt  Jbffebson— 1807. 

Oct.  H  1807,  William  0.  Bradley,  oa  leave,  iutroduced  iu  the  Assem- 
bly a  resolution  raising  a  committee  to  report  resolutions,  or  an  address 
to  the  President,  expressive  of  the  sentiments  of  both  houses  and  of  the 
people  of  tiie  State  respecting  the  conduct  of  British  naval  officers  in 

searching  American  ships,  impressing  American  seamen,  and  particu- 
larly in  the  attack  on  tlie  American  frigate  Chesapeake.  The  resolution 
was  adopted,  and  Messrs.  Bradley,  Abel  Spencer,  and  Henry  Olin  were 
appointed  the  committee,  to  whom  the  Council  joined  Nathaniel  Niles. 
Nov.  4,  this  committee  reported  resolutions  to  the  Assembly,  which 
were  read  and  adopted  by  yeas  109  to  nay  1;'— and  on  the  0th  of  Nov. 
they  were  returned  from  Council  concurred  in,  though  the  concurrence 
was  not  entered  on  the  Journal  of  that  body. 

The  resolutions  were  in  an  uuusual  form,  and  more  emphatic  for  that 
reason,  as  follows: 

WE,  the  Governor,  Council,  and  House  of  Representatives,  of  the 
State  of  Vermont,  viewing  with  indignation  and  abhorrence  the  violent 
and  unjustifiable  conduct  of  the  cruizers  of  his  Britannic  Majesty,  in 
the  impressment  and  murder  of  American  citizens,  and  the  jiiuuder  of 
their  property  upon  the  high  seas,  and  even  in  the  very  entrance  of  our 
harbors,  and  more  especially  in  the  late  hostile  attacl^  made  with  cir- 
tumstances  of  unparalleled  mnliirnity  upon  the  American  national  Frig- 
ate Chesatjeake  by  the  British  ship  of  war  Leopard, 

BO  RESOLVE,  That,  at  this  awflil  crisis,  when  our  national  honor 
and  independence  are  insulted  by  a  nation  with  whom  we,  forgetful  of 
former  injuries,  have  not  only  endeavored  to  cultivate  harmony  by  pre- 
serving a  strict  and  perfect  neutrality,  but,  to  conciliate  their  friendship 
by  every  act  of  benevidenee,  humanity  and  assistance,  compatible  with 
the  justice  due  to  ourselves  and  others,  it  is  the  duty  of  every  Ameri- 
can to  rally  around  the  constituted  authorities  of  his  country,  and  to 
support  them  with  his  life  and  fortune  in  resisting  any  encroachments 
on  our  national  and  individual  rights  by  any  fbreii^n  power  whatever, 
and  in  procuring  redress  for  the  many  injuries  we  have  sustained,  and 
which  our  patient  and  iHendly  forbearance  has  suffered  too  long;  inju- 
ries c(')mmittcd  in  a  manner  unusually  barbarous,  and  calculated  to  fix 
an  indelible  dissraco  upon  the  British  character. 

And  it  is  Airther  Resolved,  That  we  do  accord  our  warmest  admiration 
to  the  measures  adopted  by  the  President  of  the  United  States  on  this 
trying  occasion,  and  that  we  have  the  most  perfect  confidence  in  his 
wisdom,  integrity,  and  ability,  to  so  direct  the  energies  of  the  govern- 
ment as  to  preserve  our  honor  as  a  nation  free  from  taint  or  reproach, 
and  our  liberties  as  individuals  secure  from  violation.

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And  we  do  IVirther  for  ounelves  and  our  constitnents  declare  that, 

fearless  of  the  dangers  to  [which]  we  may  be  exposed  as  a  frontier  state, 
we  shall  be  ever  ready  to  obey  the  call  of  our  common  country,  when- 
ever it  shall  be  necessary  either  for  the  purposes  of  redress  or  ven- 
geance. 

And  Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  the  foregoing  Resolutions  be  made 
and  immediately  transmitted  to  the  President  of  the  United  iStates.^

Sir^ — The  Secretary  of  State  has  communicated  to  me  your  letter  to 
him  of  the  14th  of  Not.  covering  the  resolutions  of  the  general  assembly 
of  "Vermont  of  the  4lh  of  tho  same  month. 

The  sentiments  expressed  by  the  general  assembl}- of  Vermont  on  the 
late  hostile  attack  on  the  Chesapeake  by  tlie  Leopard  ship  of  war.  as 
well  as  on  other  violations  of  our  maritime  and  territorial  rights,  are 
worthy  of  their  known  pntriofism;  and  their  readiness  to  rally  round 
the  constituted  authorities  of  their  country,  and  to  support  its  rights 
with  their  lives  and  fortunes,  is  the  more  honorable  to  them  as  exposed 
by  their  position  in  front  of  the  contest.  The  issue  of  the  present  mis- 
understandings cannot  now  be  foreseen,  but  the  measures  adopted  for 
their  settlement  have  been  sincerely  directed  to  maintain  the  rights,  the 
honor,  and  the  peace  of  our  country:  and  the  approbation  of  them  ex- 
pressed by  the  general  assembly  of  Vermont  is  to  me  a  couHrmatioo  of 
their  correctness. 

The  confidence  they  are  pleased  to  declare  in  my  personal  care  of  the 
public  interests,  is  highly  gratifying  to  me,  and  gives  a  new  claim  to 
everything  which  zeal  can  effect  for  their  service. 

I  beg  leave  to  tender  to  the  general  assembly  of  Yermont,  and  to 
yourself  the  assurances  of  my  high  consideration  and  respect.

Oct.  19  1809,  James  Fisk,*  then  of  Barre,  introduced  in  the  Assembly

was  selMucated,  chose  the  law  for  bis  profession,  and  distinguished 
himself  both  as  a  lawyer  and  democratic  politician.  He  represented 
Barre  in  the  General  Assembly  1800  until  1805,  1809  and  10,  and  18ir), 
and  as  Delefjatc  in  the  Constitutional  Convention  of  1814;  was  Judge  of 
Orange  County  Court  18()2  and  1809,  and  of  the  Supreme  Court  1815 
and  '10;  Representative  in  Congress  March  1805  to  March  1809,  and 
1811  to  1815,  and  United  States  Senator  in  1817  and  '18,  resigning  that 
post  to  accept  the  CoUectorship  for  the  district  of  Vermont,  which  he 
held  eight  years.  President  Madison  appointed  him  Judge  of  the  Ter- 
ritory of  Indiana  in  1812,  but  he  declined  the  office.  He  died  in  Swan- 
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a  resolution  for  a  committee  to  draft  an  address  to  the  President  of  the 
United  Slates  "expressive  of  the  sense  of  this  house  of  the  injuries  and 
indignities  offered  to  our  neutral  and  national  rights  by  foreign  nations, 
and  assoring  him  of  the  willingness  and  determination  of  the  freemen 
of  this  State  to  support  with  their  liyes  and  fortunes  the  government  of 
the  United  States  in  such  measures  as  it  may  find  necessary  to  adopt  to 
redress  our  national  injuries  and  maintain  our  rights."  The  resolution 
was  adopted,  and  Messrs.  Fisk,  William  A.  Griswold.  and  Uriel  C. 
Hatch  were  appointed  the  committee.  Oct.  26,  the  address  was  reported, 
and  on  the  31st  adopted,  yeas  118,  nays  71,  as  follows: 

To  James  Madison,  Esq.,  President  of  the  United  tStates. 

Sir, — On  your  being  invited  to  the  highest  ollice  in  the  gift  of  a  great 
and  happy  nation,  by  a  large  majority  of  the  unbiassed  suffrages  of  a 
free  and  indcix'ndcrit  ^)eople,  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ver- 
mont avail  theuiiselves  of  the  earliest  opportunity  to  express  their  hi^h* 
satisfhction  at  your  elevation,  which  results  from  a  full  confidence  m 
your  lonu'  tried  wisdom  and  integrity,  as  well  as  for  that  uniform  zeal 
and  attachment  which  you  have  invariably  manifested  to  promote  the 
best  interests  of  your  country. 

With  peculiar  gralitication  we  reflect,  that  a  person  is  advanced  to  the 
presidential  chair,  who  has  long  been  associated  with  tlie  illustrious 
Jefferson  and  his  copatriots,  and  whose  useful  labors  have  tended  to  ad- 
vance the  honor,  maintain  the  rights,  and  secure  the  peace  and  happi- 
ness of  our  common  country.  The  wise,  prudent  and  impartial  meas- 
ures of  your  predecessor,  aided  by  your  faithtul  co-operation,  have,  under 
ttie  blessing  of  Divine  Providence,  long  preserved  this  highly  &V0red 
nation  from  all  those  fatal  evils  which  have  for  so  many  years  spread 
misery,  devastation  and  death  throughout  devoted  Europe. 

It  is  a  truth,  however  melancholy  the  reflection,  that  a  disgracefhl 
spirit  of  opposition  and  insubordination  to  the  laws  of  Ihe  general  gov- 
ernment, has  been  excited  and  fomented  in  some  parts  of  the  Union, 
and  by  those  who  have  long  claimed  the  exclusive  confidence  of  the  peo- 
ple, but  it  is  equally  true  that  notwithstanding  the  inflammatory  addres- 
ses, protests,  and  resolutions,  presented  to  the  public,  together  with  the 
combined  influence  of  foreign  intrigue  and  domestic  treachery,^  a  spirit 


ton  Dec  1 1844.  A  few  years  before  his  death  he  visited  the  late  Hon. 
Timothy  Merrill  of  Montpelier,  and  for  an  evening  the  editor  of  this 
volume  was  much  interested  in  listening  to  Judge  Fisk's  reminiscences 
of  public  men  and  events  of  his  time.  On  that  occasion,  or  from  smne 
other  source,  the  writer  learned  that  the  Postmaster  Generalship  was 
once  tendered  to  him.  In  his  form,  the  vigor  of  his  intellect  and  the 
brilliancy  of  his  eyes,  he  much  resembled  Aaron  Burr  at  the  same  age. 

*  Jolvn  Henry,  the  emissary  of  Sir  James  Craig,  Governor-General  of 
Canada,  had  visited  Vermont  and  other  New  England  States  in  the  pre- 
'ceding  winter,  but  the  authors  of  tliis  address  could  have  had  no  accu- 
rate Icnowledge  of  his  business,  as  that  was  not  pnblidy  revealed  until 
1812.  Henry  was,  however,  well  known  in  Vermont  as  a  rampant  Fed- 
eral politician,  and  was  suspected  as  a  British  agent— See  Agp«ndix  S. 
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of  returning  patriotism  and  of  union  has  lately  dawned  upon  us,  from 
which  we  anticipate  the  most  hnppy  effects,  both  at  home  And  abroad. 

The  embarrassed  state  of  our  foreign  relations  has  been  and  still  is  pro- 
ductive of  the  most  serious  evils  to  the  commercial  and  agricultural  in- 
terests of  this  country.  The  belligerent  powers  of  Europe,  under  a  color 
of  retaliating  upon  one  another,  have  issued  and  enforced  orders  and 
decrees  aimed  at  the  entire  destruction  of  our  lawful  commerce,  the  in- 
eulting  pretensions  and  injurious  effects  of  which  too  plainly  shew  that 
lawless  plunder,  stimulated  by  unprincipled  avarice  and  a  thirst  for 
universal  dominion,  are  the  governing  objects. 

The  visionary  blockade  ofalmoet  a  whole  continent,  the  order  forbid- 
d'm<x  neutrals  to  trade  from  one  port  to  another  of  an  enemy,  the  de- 
struction of  our  vessels  on  the  high  seas  by  tire,  and  the  total  interdic- 
tion of  our  lawibl  commerce,  except  on  the  conditions  of  tribute  and 
submission  to  the  mandates  of  a  foreign  power,  are  hostile  to  the  spirit, 
and  opjiosed  to  every  ingenuous  and  patriotic  feeling  which  inspires  a 
nation  of  freemen.  Vet  these  are  not  all,  nor  even  the  greatest  injuries 
we  have  received.  Orders  have  been  issued  apparently  designed  to  er- 
cite  our  citizens  to  insiirrecti(m,  and  acts  of  disobedience  to  the  govern- 
ment and  laws  of  this  country.  Our  seamen,  not  only  on  the  common 
highway  of  nations,  but  also  m  sight  of  our  own  shores,  after  long  and 
dangerous  vo3'age8,  and  in  momentary  expectation  of  treading  their 
native  soil  among  their  families  and  friends,  have  been  impressed,  torn 
from  everything  they  held  dear,  and  forced  into  an  ignominious  servi- 
tude on  board  of  foreign  ships  of  war. 

Our  territorial  jurisdiction  has  been  violated,  the  hospitality  of  our 
ports  and  harbors  abused,  our  citizens  murdered  whilst  in  the  {u  aceable 
pursuit  of  domestic  concerns,  our  nat  ional  fliig  insulted,  the  blood  of  our 
seamen  wantonly  shed,  and  the  perpetrators  of  these  horrible  acts  have 
been  secured  and  protected  from  punishment  by  mock  trials,  or  in  some 
instances  by  an  exemption  from  trial;  and  as  a  further  reward  for  such 
deeds,  have  enjoyed  the  smiles  and  received  the  promotions  from  that 
very  government  under  whose  authority  they  acted,  while  it  hypocriti- 
cally pretended  to  disavow  the  deed;  nor  has  any  reparation  been  yet 
tendered,  except  on  terras  more  humiliating:  than  the  outrages  them- 
selves. And  while  they  adhere  to  the  tenor  of  their  proclamation  of 
the  16th  day  of  October,  1807,  little  hopes  are  entertained  that  they  will 
be  disposed  to  enter  into  suitable  arrangements  to  redress  such  aggra- 
vated evils. 

These  accumulated  injuries  and  unprovoked  aggressions  upon  national 

rights  are  not  however  without  their  benetici.il  eirects,  for  they  have  at 
last  awakened  the  great  majority  of  the  American  people  to  a  just  sense 
of  their  true  interests,  and  excited  a  laudable  spirit  of  ambition  through- 
out the  Union  to  promote  the  establishment  of  domestic  manufactures 
and  other  internal  improvements,  which  under  the  fostering  care  and 
guardianship  of  an  enlightened  government  will  in  the  end  render  us  in 
a  great  measure  independent  of  the  old  world. 

The  peojile  of  Vermont,  lliough  almost  wholly  devoted  to  agricultural 
pursuits,  during  our  late  and  present  commercial  embarrassments  felt  a 
common  interest  with  her  sister  States,  and  have  long  and  anxiously 
waited  in  the  hope  that  the  strict  ;md  impartial  neutrality  maintained 
by  the  general  government  towards  all  nations,  the  just  and  reasonable 
offers  of  accommodation  it  has  repeatedly  made,  would  have  before  this 
brought  the  offending  nations  to  a  sense  of  justice,  and  created  a  dispo- 
sition to  restore  to  us  the  peaceable  enjoyment  of  our  national  rights j 
but  in  this  they  have  been  disappointed,  and  with  extreme  concern  be- 
hold the  most  friendly,  Just  and  pacific  overtures  treated  with  silent 
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contempt  by  one  nation,  and  by  another  wtfh  what  (if  poerible^  is  still 

worse,  faithless,  delusive  propositions  and  arrangements,  calculated 
solely  to  weaken  the  hands  of  government  and  to  defeat  those  wise  pre- 
cautionary measures  adopted  to  obtain  a  redress  of  wrongs. 

Surely  there  is  a  point  among  nations  as  well  as  individuals,  beyond 
whit  h  longer  forbearance  would  become  criminal,  and  honorable  and 
mauly  resistance  our  indispensable  duty;  and  we  view  the  freedom  of 
coramerce  upon  the  ocean,  when  pursued  conformable  tvthe  established 
law  of  nations,  the  restoration  of  our  impressed  seamen,  exemption  and 
security  against  further  impressment,  among  those  rights  which  ought 
not  to  be  surrendered  but  with  our  national  existence. 

While  impressed  with  Ibcsc  wrij^hty  considerations,  we  can  discOYet 
no  just  cause  for  despondency  or  alarm,  and  we  are  strengthened  in  this 
opinion  from  the  pleasing  reflection  that  the  path  of  our  present  politi- 
cal pilot  is  lighted  by  the  most  illustrious  examples  of  virtue  and  patri- 
otism which  have  gone  before  him,  and  that  the  same  principles  which 
inspired  the  sages  and  heroes  of  the  revolution  will  continue  to  guide  the 
policy  of  our  present  administration;  and  if  honorable  adjustments  can- 
not be  made,  however  reluctant  we  may  be  to  hazard  our  fortunes  upon 
the  warring  elements,  yet  rather  than  reliuuuish  any  of  our  sacred 
rights,  or  should  justice  be  longer  unreasonaoly  denied  us,  we  confi- 
dently a.'5sure  you,  that  we  will  rally  round  the  standard  of  government, 
cheerfully  obey  the  first  call  of  our  Country,  and  unite  with  them  in  the 
last  solemn  appeal  to  nations,  relying  and  trusting  in  that  Almighty 
Being  who  directs  and  controls  tiie  destinies  of  the  world,  to  guide  us 
to  a  favorable  issue.  Dudley  Chase,

To  the  Btnitiid  Awtmbly  of  the  State  of  Vermont-^I  have  received  the 

address  of  the  General  Assembly  transmitted  to  me  on  the  15th  ult. 
with  the  impressions  which  ought  to  be  made  by  the  sentiments  ex- 
pressed in  it. 

Conscious  as  I  am,  how  much  I  owe  the  high  trust  with  which  I  am 
invested,  to  a  partiality  in  my  fellow  citizens  which  overrated  my  quali- 
fications, 1  am  compelled  to  mingle  my  regret  that  these  are  not  more 
adequate,  with  the  gratification  ailorded  by  the  confidence  of  so  respect- 
able a  body;  and  by  the  tribute  which  is  so  justly  paid  to  the  success  of 
my  illustrious  predecessor,  under  the  blessing  of  JJiviue  Trovidence  in 
preserving  our  nation  fVom  the  wars  by  which  Europe  has  been  so  long 
and  so  dreadfully  afllicted, 

Sucli,  nevertlieless,  has  been  the  extraordinary  character  of  those 
wars,  that  it  was  not  possible  for  the  councils  of  our  government,  how- 
ever prudent  and  pacitic,  to  avoid  a  participation  in  the  injuries  which 
have  been  extended  to  those  not  parties  to  them.  The  United  States 
still  experience  these  uuprovolced  aggressions;  aud  with  the  recent  ad- 
dition of  circumstances  admonishing  "them  to  be  prepared  against  more 
hostile  fruits  of  the  reigning  policy. 

In  this  conjuncture,  it  is  to  be  lamented,  that  any  dillcrence  of  opin- 
ion sliould  prevail,  with  respect  to  the  measures  best  suited  to  it,  and  more 
particularly,  that  any  measures  actually  adopted  should  have  been  op- 
posed in  modes  calculated  to  embolden  foreign  liopes  and  experiment,

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by  presenting  appearances  of  internal  divisions  and  weakness.  The 
tall  strength  of  every  nation  rei^uires  an  union  of  its  citizens.  To  a 
government  like  ours,  this  truth  is  peculiarly  applicable.  If  its  impor- 
tance has  not  heretofore  been  sufficiently  felt  on  occasions  which  seemed 
to  demand  it,  we  shall  not,  I  trast,  be  disappointed  of  the  satisfkction 
promised  by  the  dawn  of  a  more  universal  support  of  the  constituted 
authorities,  in  the  measures  for  maintaining  the  national  honor  and 
riffhts. 

In  this  view,  the  sentiments  which  animate  the  Legislature  of  Ver- 
mont are  entitled  to  the  warmest  commendation  ;  which  I  sincerely 
tender,  with  assurances  of  my  friendly  respects  and  high  consideration.

Dbclaratzon  of  teb  LBOiflLATUBE  TO  Presidbmt  Maduon— 1812. 

Oct.  13  1812,  Charles  Rich  *  of  Shoreham,  introduced  into  the  House 
the  following  resolution: 

We  the  representatives  of  the  people  of  Vermont,  believing  that  in 
times  like  these  in  which  we  now  live,  it  is  both  proper  and  necessary 
that  our  sentiments  should  be  known  to  our  sister  states  and  the  gene- 
ral government,  do  hereby  adopt  the  following  resolution: 
 :  «  

*  Chables  Rich,  son  of  Thomas  Bich,  was  bom  in  Warwick,  Mass., 
Sept.  13  1771,  came  to  Shoreham  in  1787,  having  made  the  journey  on 
foot.  At  the  age  of  twcnt}^  he  was  married,  and  house-keeping  was 
commenced  with  "one  cow,  one  pair  of  two-year-old  steers,  six  sheep, 
one  bed,  and  a  few  articles  of  household  furniture,  all  of  whicli  were 
valued  at  sixty-six  dollars,  and  about  forty-tive  acres  of  land,  given 
him  by  his  father  and  valued  at  two  hundred  dollars."  From  this 
modest  beginning,  by  industry,  integrity,  and  prudence  be  became  a 
wealthy  man.  But  he  was  most  widely  known  as  a  valuable  servant  of 
the  public,  and  he  became  such  from  even  a  smaller  capital  than  that 
which  was  the  foundation  of  lijs  wealth.  lie  attended  scliool  only  three 
mouths,  at  the  age  of  filteen,  but  he  was  studious  in  all  his  leisure  hours, 
early  habituated  himself  to  the  habit  of  writing  his  thoughts,  and  culti- 
vated his  taste  by  reading  Addison's  Spectator,  of  which  he  was  yery 
fond.  Thus  self-schooled,  he  became  speedily  known  as  a  man  of  much 
more  than  ordinary  intelligence,  and  was  often  called  upon  to  deliver 
fourth  of  July  orations.  At  twenty-nine  he  was  clecied  town  repre- 
sentative, and  received  twelve  elections  to  that  office;  he  was  a  delegate 
in  the  Constitutional  Convention  of  1814;  one  of  the  judges  of  Addison 
County  Court  for  six  years;  and  elected  a  representative  in  Congress 
five  terms,  1813-15,  and  1817-25,  but  died  Oct.  16  1824,  before  his  last 
term  had  expired.— History  of  the  town  of  Shoreham;  Deming's  Cata- 
•  loffue;  and  Vermont  LegiaUOioe  Direetory,  1876-77. 
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BuoML^  That  the  constituted  authorities  of  our  country  having  de- 
clared war  between  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain  and  her  depen- 
dencies, it  is  our  dutv  as  citizens  to  support  the  measure,  otherwise  we 
should  identify  ourselTes  with  the  enemy  with  no  other  distinction  than 

that  of  locality.  We  therefore  pledge  ourselves  to  each  other,  and  to  our 
goverunicut,  that  with  our  individual  exertions,  our  exan){)le8,  and  influ- 
ence, we  will  support  our  government  and  country  in  the  present  con- 
test, and  rely 'on  the  Great  Arbiter  of  Events  for  a  favorable  result 

The  Federalists  disliked  the  form  of  this  resolution,  and  Daniel  Chip- 
man  moved  the  following  as  a  substitute: 

We  the  representatives  of  the  people  of  Vermont,  believing  the  pres- 
ent crisis  to  be  such  that  our  sentiments  ouij^lii  to  he  distiiiclly  known 
both  to  our  sister  states,  the  gcncriil  guverumcut,  and  liic  world,  do 
therefore  adopt  the  following  resolution: 

liesolred.  That  the  constituted  authorities  of  our  country  having  de- 
clared war  against  the  united  kingdoms  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 
and  her  dependencies,  whatever  may  be  our  opinions  as  to  the  wisdom 
and  expediency  of  the  measure,  it  is  our  duty,  as  good  citizens,  to  sub- 
mit, to  support  our  own  government  at  every  hazard,  to  obey  the  con- 
stitutional calls  of  our  country,  and  to  rely  on  the  great  arbiter  of  events 
for  a  favorable  result. 

This  was  rejected,  129  to  80.  Joel  Green  of  Brandon  then  submitted 

a  similar  substitute,  omitting  "  whatever  may  be  our  opinions,"  &C^ 
which  was  also  rejected,  130  to  73,  when  Mr.  Rich's  resolution  was 
adopted,  128  to  79.  The  Governor  and  Council  having  concurred  in  the 
original  resolution,  it  was  resolved  that  Mr.  llich  request  his  excellency 
the  Governor  to  fin^ard  a  copy  of  the  resolution  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States.  For  reasons  of  the  dissenters  to  the  resolution  of  Mr. 
Rich,  see  printed  A»atmhly  Jourrud  of  1812,  p.  178. 

Nov.  1815S,  Amos  W.  Barnum  of  Yergennes  introduced  a  resolution 
on  the  same  subject,  and  on  the  next  day  Henry  Olin  of  Leicester 
moved  the  following  substitute,  which  was  adopted,  IIG  to  40: 

Besohed,  That  this  assembly  have  the  fullest  confidence  that  the  con- 
stituted authorities  will  at  all  times  be  anxious  to  bring  the  said  war  to 
a  dose,  when  it  can  be  done  consistently  with  the  honor  and  interest  of 
our  country. 

2.  liesolvedf  That  although  this  assemblv  deem  it  their  duty  to  give 
to  the  general  government  every  aid  in  their  power  in  the  prosecution 

of  the  present  just  and  necessary'  war,  yet  they  will  witli  pleasure  hail 
the  happy  day  when  the  war  shall  be  brought  to  an  honorable  conclu- 
sion.*

Sec  thirty-flve  of  chapter  two  of  the  first  constitution  was  as  follows: 

To  deter  more  effectually  from  the  commission  of  crimes,  by  contin- 
ued visible  punishment  of  long  duration,  and  to  make  sanguinary  pun- 
ishments less  necessary,  houses  ought  to  be  provided  for  punishing,  by 
hard  labor,  those  whoshnll  be  convicted  of  crimes  not  capital,  wherein 
the  criminal  shall  be  employed  for  the  benefit  of  the  public,  or  for  re- 
paration of  injuries  done  to  private  persons;  and  alt  persons,  at  proper 
times,  should  be  admitted  to  see  the  prisoners  at  their  labor.* 

Nevertheless,  for  more  than  thirty  years,  and  until  the  State-Prison 

was  put  in  operation  in  1809,  nothing  corresponding  to  this  section  was 
done  except  to  provide  in  certain  cases  that  persons  might  be  "disposed 
of  to  service."  In  the  mean  lime  tlu  punislunenls  of  criminals  were 
whipping,  continemont  in  the  stocks,  branding,  coulihcalioi^  of  properly, 
banishment,  and  flnet  followed  by  imprisonment  in  the  common  jails 
for  non-payment.*  fhe  principal  reasons  which  occasioned  this  long 
delay  were  doubtless  the  inexpediency  of  incurring  a  large  expenditure 
while  the  population  of  the  State  was  sparse  and  unable  to  bear  a  heavy 
tax,  and  the  ditliculty  of  finding  a  location  where  remunerative  labor 
could  be  expected.  The  sul^jcct  was  frequently  considered,  however, 
from  17D3  uulil  1803,  when  Guv.  Tichenor  presented  strong  reasons  for 
a  State-Prison,  which  resulted  in  an' act,  passed  at  the  adjourned  session, 
Jan.  81 1801,  appointing  a  committee  to  receive  proposals  for  building 
a  Work-House.'* '  Oct  17 1804,  in  the  Assembly,

Dana  [Daniel  of  Guildhall.]  Proposals  irom  Tliomas  D.  Koad  [Rood]

Lieut.  Gov.  Brigham  and  Mr.  Wheelock  were  joined  from  the  Coun- 
cil, and  Oct.  23  the  committee  reported  as  follows:

whom  were  referred  the  several  proposals  for  building  a  Work-House, 
or  State-Prison,  JReporty  That  having  taken  into  cou.sideration  the  said 
proposals,  and  particularly  the  several  places  proposed,  are  of  the  opin- 
ion, that  a  preference  ought  to  be  given  to  the  town  of  Mid<llebury.  on 
account  of  its  being  more  central,  and  for  that  in  such  a  village  as  that 
of  Middlebury,  the  prisoners  may  be  more  easily  guarded,  more  safely 
kept,  and  mor<!  conveniently  supported:  raw  materials  may  be  furnished 
them  with  less  expence,  and  the  manutac  lured  articles  more  readily  dis- 

Eosed  of.  The  plan  accompanying  the  proposals  from  Middlebury  we 
aye  also  examined,  and  believe  that  it  will  be  advisable  to  erect  one 
upon  that  plan,  with  some  alierations,  tending  to  lessen  the  expence, 
without  rendering  it  less  convenient  and  safe. 

Yonr  committee  fUrther  report,  that,  in  order  to  prevent  that  incon- 
venience which  frequently  arises  from  making  of  contracts  by  govern- 
mental agents,  a  committee,  consisting  of  two  persons,  bo  chosen,  and 
directed  to  repair  to  Middlebury,  as  soon  as  may  be,  with  directions  to 
procure  a  suitable  quantity  of  ground  on  which  to  erect  said  prison,  lo 
examine  the  materials,  conveniences,  and  the  expense  of  erecting  said 
prison,  and  to  receive  propoaala  for  building  the  same,  and  to  report  to 
this  House  their  doing,  as  aoon  as  mav  be.

Oct.  24,  this  report  was  rejected,*  and  the  matter  was  continued  as  Un- 
finished business  through  the  sessions  of  1S()5  and  '6. 

At  the  session  of  1807,  Gov.  Israel  Smith  strongly  urged  a  compliance 
with  the  provision  of  the  constitution  on  this  subject;'  and  on  motion 
of  Elthu  Luce  of  Hartland  a  committee  of  one  from  each  county  was 
appointed    to  take  into  consideration  all  bills,  plana,  proposals,  and

set,] Fletcher  [Samuel  of  Townshend,]  P.  Smith  [Pliny  of  Orwell,] 
Hunter  [William  of  Windsor,]  Olin  [Henry  of  Leicester,]  Chase  [Dudley 
of  Randolph,]  Putnam  [Scth  of  Middlesex,]  Ware  [Cyrus  of  Montpeiicr,] 
Hubbard  [Samuel  of  Uuutsburgh,  now  Franklin,]  OJds  [Jesse  of  Crafls- 
bury,]  Ingham  [Micajah  of  CanaanJ  and  T.  Allen  [Timothy  of  South 
Hero,]  were  appointed.

It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Vermont,  That  a  board  of  commissioners,  consisting  of  dve  suitable  per- 
sons, to  be  chosen  during  the  present  session  of  the  legislature,  by  a 
joint  ballot  of  both  houses,  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  and 
finishing  a  State's  Prison,  within  and  for  the  State  of  Vermont. 

Sec.  2.  And  it  is  her  thy  further  enacted.  That  the  said  commissioners, 
before  they  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  enjoined  on  them  by 
this  act,  shall  give  bonds  with  suflicient  sureties,  in  the  sum  of  sixty 
thousand  dollars,  to  the  treasurer  of  this  State,  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  such  duties.  And  said  commissioners  shall  be,  and  they  hereby 
are  fully  authorized  and  empowered  to  determine  and  fix  on  the  place 
where  the  said  prison  shall  be  erected,  aud  also  to  determine  on  the  plan 
and  fashion  of  the  same,  according  as  a  majority  of  said  commission- 
ers, coufeidering  local,  pecuniary  and  other  advantages,  may  judge  will 
most  conduce  to  the  convenience  aud  interest  of  this  Stale. 

Sec.  8.  And  it  is  hereby  further  enacted,  That  said  commissioners 
shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  fully  authorized  and  empowered  to  pur- 
chase or  otherwise  obtain  all  necessary  conveyances  to  this  Slate  of  such 
lauds  as  may  be  proper  for  the  use  aud  purposes  aforesaid,  and  to  con- 
tract ior,  purchase  and  provide  all  the  materials  and  provisions  neces- 
sary to  the  finishing  and  coniplelin<?  said  prison.  And  they  are  hereby 
further  directed  to  take  tlie  earliest  aud  most  speedy  measures  to  obtain 
suitable  proposals  for  the  I'uruishing  of  materials  and  labor  necessary  to 
carry  into  effect  the  object  of  tbb  act  as  soon  as  may  be  consistent  with 
the  true  interest  of  this  State. 

Sec.  4.  And  it  is  hereby  further  enacted,  That  the  said  commissioners, 
a  majority  of  whotu  shall,  in  all  their  transactions,  constitute  a  quorum, 
shall  be  and  they  hereby  arc  authorized  to  appoint  one  or  more  auent  or 
ageuts,  from  among  themselves  or  otherwise,  for  whose  fidelity  and

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economy  said  commissioners  shall  be  responsible,  whose  duty  it  shall  be, 
from  time  to  time,  to  superintend  and  inspect  the  work  of  said  prison, 
and  to  see  that  the  same  be  well  and  fhithfully  done,  and  the  sevcrnl 
contracts  with  naid  commissioners  are  punctually  fulfilled.  And  said 
commissioners  are  empowered  to  take  bonds,  with  sureties,  of  such  agent 
or  agents,  for  the  due  discharge  of  th^r  undertakings. 

Skc.  5.  And  it  is  herthy  further  enacted.  That  said  commissioners  be 
and  they  herebv  are  empowered  to  appoint  a  clerk  of  their  board,  (for 
whose  fidelity  they  shall  be  responsible,  and  of  whom  they  may  also  re- 

autre  bonds,)  and  by  such  clerk  to  draw  orders,  from  time  to  lime,  on 
to  treasurer  of  the  State,  for  any  sums  which  may  have  been  expended 
or  contracted  for  by  them,  for  the  purpose  aforesaid;  and  they  are  ncrcby 
directed  to  keep  a  fair  account  of  all  and  every  of  their  expenditures, 
aud  be  in  readiness  to  exhibit  the  same  at  any  time  when  lei^ally  called 
on  for  that  purpose.  Provided  necertheless,  and  it  is  liereby  /urlher  en- 
acted. That  said  commissioners  sliali  not  exceed,  in  the  expenditures  in 
building  said  prison,  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars. 
Passed  Nov.  3,  1807.

Pursuant  to  the  precedini;  act,  Ezra  Butler  of  Waterbury,  Samuel 
Shaw  of  Castleton,  John  Cameron  of  Ryegate,  Josiah  Wright  of  Pow- 
nal,  and  Elihu  Luce  of  Hartland  were  appointed  commissioners,*  who 
proceeded  at  once  to  the  execution  of  their  duties,  and  at  the  session  of 
1808  a  committee  of  the  House  submitted  a  report^  from  which  the  fol- 
lowing is  taken: 

The  commissioners  appointed  at  the  last  session  of  the  general  assem- 
bly, to  fix  upon  and  (lcsin;iiate  the  place,  and  to  superintend  the  build- 
ing of  said  prison,  [selected  a  place]  at  Windsor,  situate  nearly  opposite 
the  house  of  Stephen  Jacob  es'q.  That  previous  to  building  said  prison, 
the  inhabitants  of  said  Windsor  procured  to  be  deeded  to  tlu'  State  one 
acre  of  laud,  free  of  cxpence,  and  obligated  themselves  to  procure  to  be 
drawn  for  the  use  of  said  building,  five  thousand  tons  of  stone,  on  the 
place  where  said  buiidint;  is  erected,  free  of  expcnce.  and  to  procure  to 
be  drawn  the  residue  of  the  stone  necessary  to  complete  said  building 
and  yard,  at  the  rate  of  sixty  cents  per  ton,  and  to  have  the  privilege  of 
taking  a  sntlu  ient  quantity  of  stone  from  the  mountain  (which  is  about 
three  miles  distant  from  the  prison,*)  free  of  expence  to  the  state.  Aud 
that  the  commissioners,  in  addition  to  the  one  acre  of  land  gratuitously 
given  as  aforesaid,  have  purchased,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  state, 
nearly  four  acres  of  land  aiyoiuing,  at  the  price  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  per  acre. 

The  aimensions  of  said  building,  which  is  designed  for  the  prison  and 

cells,  is  eighty-five  feet  in  length,  thirty-six  feet  in  bre  adth,  three  stories 
in  height,  all  built  with  hewn  stone,  and  is  calculated  to  con-tain  in  all 
the  cells  one  hundred  and  seventy  prisoners  with  convenience.  That 
the  keeper's  house  ad  joining  said  prison  is  built  of  brick,  except  the 
basement  story,  which  is  buUt  of  stone  and  designed  for  a  room  to  vic^

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ual  tho  prisoners  in,  and  is  forty-two  feet  in  leostb,  twenty-four  feet  in 
breadth,  and  four  stories  in  height.  The  land  adjoinfofr  said  prison,  and 

where  the  wall  is  iDtcnded  to  bo  huilt,  is  sixteen  rods  in  leiiirth  and 
twelve  rods  in  breadth,  wilUin  which  the  worJc-shops  are  intended  to  be 
built. »

In  1809,  the  further  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  for 
the  prison,  and  a  comnuttec  was  appointed  to  settio  the  accounts  of  the 
commisaionera.'  In  1810,  the  committee  reported  that  a  fhrther  appro* 
priation  of  $8,783.48  should  be  made,  making  the  coet  of  the  prison 
$30,812.78;  and  the  appropriation  was  made.* 

Additional  buildings,  for  work-shops,  storehouses,  bam,  and  offices, 
were  subsequently  erected;  and  in  183(M2  a  new  prison  was  constructed, 

for  the  solitary  confinement  of  prisoners,  at  a  cost  to  the  State  of  $8,000. 
This  building  is  one  hundred  and  twelve  feet  in  length  by  forty  in  width, 
of  four  stories,  with  thirty-four  cells  in  eaeh  story — iu  all  one  hundred  and 
tliirty-six  cells.  Tlie  cells  are  in  the  centre  of  the  buildiug,  with  an 
open  passage  on  all  sides.* 

In  1875-G,  the  work-shop  was  enlarged,  the  prison  erected  in  ISOn  en- 
tirely removed,  aud  a  new  one  erected,  Iiaviug  regard  to  accommoda- 
tions for  female  prisoners.  The  cost  of  the  addition  to  the  work-shop 
was  $2,100.88,  and  of  the  new  prison  $11,063.30— total,  $18,184.18.* 

Tho  management  and  goyemment  of  the  prison  was  <H^ginally  v^ted 
in  a  board  of  visitors,  who  appointed  tho  subordinate  officers;  subse- 
quently in  a  superintendent;  then  in  a  superintendent  and  warden; 

next  in  a  superintendent  elected  by  the  legislature;  and  now  is  in  three 
directors  and  a  superintendent,  who  are  elected  by  the  legislature.  A 
chaplain  is  provided  for  religious  instruction;  a  library  for  the  benciit 
of  the  prisoners;  and  a  physician. 

The  following  are  the  statistics  of  tiie  prison  to  and  including  the  year 
1876,  the  last  column  covering  excess  both  of  expenditures  and  of  in- 
come:*

BRITISH  INTRIGUE  IN  NEW  ENGLAND— 1809. 


The  Embargo  in  Ver3iont,  and  the  Craig-Henky  Corres- 
pondence"—1808  TO  1812. 

The  embargo  act  of  Congress  of  Dec.  22  1807  had  comparatively  little 
significance  in  Vermont  until  it  had  been  supplementcil  by  the  act  of 
March  12  1808,  commonly  called  "  the  laud  embargo,"  which  was  pro- 
mulgated simultaneously  with  the  openiog  of  navigatioii  on  Lake 
Champlain.  The  flrat  interfered  mainly  with  commerce  on  the  sear 
board,  but  had  turned  the  people  of  northern  and  northwestern  Veiw 
mont  to  Canada  as  a  market  for  their  timber,  and  pot  and  pearl  ashes, 
which  were  then  the  chief  articles  of  expert.*  This  market  was  inter- 
fered with  by  tlie  land  embargo,"  and  flic  distress  of  the  peo[)le,  and 
the  zeal  of  the  Federal  politicians  who  made  the  most  of  their  opportu- 
nity, excited  great  dissatis&ction  with  the  national  goyemment,  and 
alarmed  its  supporters  in  Vermont. 

The  Embargo  Law  which  passed  on  the  12th  of  March  last,  commonly 
called  the  land  embargo,  was  received  by  Jabez  Penniman,  the  Collec- 
tor of  Vermont  District,  on  the  Urst  day  of  April.  Mr.  Teauimaa,  on 
the  same  day,  by  the  advice  of  Asa  Alois  and  C.  P.  Van  Ness,  Attor- 
neys at  St.  All)ans,  addressed  a  letter  to  Mr.  Gallatin,  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  stating  the  impossibility  of  executing  that  law,  without  a  mil- 
itary force.' 

This  statement  evidenfly  eame  Arom  an  opponent  of  the  administra- 
tion, but  it  is  substantially  confirmed  by  the  following  official  papers:

Johns]  impasvsable  for 
rafts*  They  think  vessel.^  of  any  kind  desired,  can  be  had  on  the  Lake 
at  a  moment's  warnijis:,  J^nd  guns  of  6  lbs.  ball,  there  also,  mounted  on 
tliem  by  procurement  of  the  collector,  and  that  the  governor  [Israel 
Smith]  would  order  any  assistance  of  militia  on  being  written  to.  Be-

2d.  The  Secretary  of  State  writes  to  the  Marshall,  if  the  opposition 
to  the  law  Is  too  powerful  for  the  collector,  to  raise  his  possee,  (which, 
as  a  peace  ofllccr,  he  is  fully  authorized  to  do  on  any  forcible  l)r(  ach  of 
the  peace.)  and  to  aid  in  suppressing  the  insurrection  or  combination. 

8dL  The  Secretaiy  at  War  desires  the  Governor,  if  the  posse  is  inad- 
equate, to  publish  a  proclamation  with  which  he  is  funiislicd,  and  to  call 
on  the  militia.  lie  is  further,  by  a  private  letter,  requested  to  repair  to 
tlie  place,  and  lend  the  aid  of  his  counsel  and  authority  according  to  ex- 
igencics. 

We  have  further  determined  to  build  two  gun-boats  at  Skancsborough, 
[Whitehall,  K.  Y.]  AiTectionate  salutations.  P.  S.  General  Dear- 
borne  has  Penniman*s  letter  to  copy  for  the  Governor." 

May  0  1806,  the  proclamation  referred  to  was  published  in  Spom&'s 
Vemumt  Journals  (a  paper  selected  for  the  official  publication  of  the 
lawSf)  as  follows: 

By     President  oftht  United  States, 

A  Proclamation. 

"Whereas  information  has  been  received  that  sundry  persons  are  com- 
bined or  combining  and  confederating  together  on  Lake  Champlain  and 
the  country  thereto  adjacent,  for  the  purposes  of  forming  insurrections 
against  the  authority  of  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  for  opposing  the

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same  and  obstructing  tlieir  execution;  an<l  that  such  combinntions  are 
too  powerful  to  be  suppressed  by  the  ordinary  course  of  Judicial  pro- 
ceedings, or  by  the  powers  vested  in  the  ICorshals,  by  the  laws  of  the 

.  United  States: 

Now  therefore,  to  the  end  that  the  authority  of  the  laws  may  be  maiu- 
tained,  and  that  those  concerned,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  insurrec- 
tion against  the  same  may  be  duly  warned — I  have  issued  this  my  Puoc- 
LAMATiox,  hereby  commanding  8U(;h  insurgents,  and  all  concerned  in 
such  combinations,  instantly  and  without  delay  to  disperse  themselves 
and  relire  peaceably  to  their  respective  abodes:  And  do  hereby  further 
require  and  command  allotUcers  haviDg  authority,  civil  or  military,  and 
others,  civil  or  millitar^,  who  shall  be  found  within  the  vicinage  of  such 
insurrections,  to  be  aiding  and  assisting;  by  all  the  means  in  their  power, 
by  force  of  arms  or  otherwise,  to  quell  and  subdue  such  insurrection  or 
combinations,  to  seize  upon  all  those  therein  concerned,  who  shall  not, 
instantly  and  withttut  delay,  disperse  and  relire  to  their  respective 
abodes;  and  to  deliver  them  over  to  the  civil  authority  of  the  place,  to 
be  proceeded  against  according  to  law. 

In  testimony  whereof,  I  have  caused  the  Seal  of  the  United  States  to 
be  altixoil  to  these  presents,  and  signed  the  same  with  my  hand.  Given 
at  the  city  of  Washington,  the  lUlh  of  April  1808,  and  in  the  sover- 
eignty and  independence  of  the. United  States  the  thirty-second.

Nothing  appears,  in  the  public  newspapers  or  ofTieial  documents  of 
that  day,  indicating  any  "  insurrection  "  or  combinations  "  for  crimin- 
ally opposing  the  laws,  except  indictments  tor  treason,  hereinafter  no- 
ticed, which  were  not  sustained;  and  daring  and  defiant  smugglers,  who 
have  always  and  everywhere  been  found  whenever  the  temptation  was 
sufficient  to  invite  the  risks  to  be  incurred  in  that  nefarious  business. 
Indeed,  a  regularly  called  town-meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  St.  Albans, 
Juno  1?^08,  adojittul  a  mcMiiorial  to  President  Jefferson,  in  which  they 
eaii)hatically  denied  llie  imputation  of  ihu  proclamation,  as  follows: 

Your  memorialists  positivclv  and  unequivocally  declare  that  in  their 
opinion,  the  conduct  of  the  citizens  of  this  district  had  fUrnished  KG 
cause  for  such  Proclamation;  and  that  the  same  must  have  been  issued 
in  consequence  of  erroneous  and  unfounded  representations,  made  and 
transmitted  to  the  Exucutivc  department  of  the  United  States,  by  some 
evil  minded  person  or  persons.  That  if  individuals,  finding  themselves 
and  their  families  on  the  verge  of  ruin  and  wretchedn«'ss,  have  at- 
temi)led  to  evade  the  embargo  restrictions,  and  have  actually  accom- 
plislicd  their  purpose,  this  could  never  furnish  a  just  cause  for  proclaim- 
ing to  the  world  that  insurrection  and  rebellion  were  chargeable  on  the 
good  people^of  this  district;  and  with  coulidenee,  your  memorialists  de- 
clare their  belief,  that  nothing  more  than  this  liad  taken  place.

Nevertheless  the  military  power  was  invoked.  May  5  1808,  by  order 
of  Gov.  Smith,  Gen.  Levi  House  ordered  out  a  small  detachment,  from 
the  first  regiment  of  his  brigade  in  Franklin  county,  who  were  stationed

This  teems  to  have  raised  a  doubt  of  tbe  efficiency  of  tbe 
Franidiii  Ooanty  militia,  and  on  the  81st  of  Hay  a  detachmeni  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty  militia  marched  from  Rutland  County  on  the  ^ame 
service,  and  were  shortly  reinforced  by  a  detachment  of  U.  S.  artillery; 
whereupon  Gov.  Smith  was  directed  to  d:sehar<^e  all  but  seventy-five  of 
the  militia,*  and  the  Franklin  County  men  were  discharged,  to  tlie  j^reat 
indignation  of  tlicmselves  and  Iheir  brigade.*  In  October  the  Vermont 
ndlitia  seem  to  hvr%  been  withdrawn  and  their  places  supplied  by  Uni' 
ted  States  troops.* 

The  resort  to  force  by  the  government  served  on  the  one  hand  to  in- 
crease the  fervor  of  the  Federal  party  and  give  them  the  victory  at  the 
ensuing  election  of  state  officers;  and  on  the  other  stimulated  the  smuj^- 
glers  to  desperate  and  deadly  resistance,  such  as  would  necessarily  have 
called  for  the  interposition  of  force.  They  met  force  by  force  repeatedly,

were,  thoy  would  arm,  and  run  their  property  at  all  events;  that  if  Mr. 
Fenniman  attempted  to  enforce  tbe  laws,  bis  life  would  be  short;  that 
if  military  aid  should  be  called,  and  the  troops  should  kill  a  person  in 
attempting  to  enforce  the  laws,  the  inhabitants  would  immediately 
RISE  and  drive  them  from  their  stations.  In  short,  it  was  openl}'  de- 
clared, that  the  inhabitants  on  Lake  Charaplain  would  never  submit  to 
the  enforcement  of  the  embargo  law."  Evidently  those  were  the  threats 
of  smugglers,  and  both  addresses  are  of  a  strong  partizan  hue.— Sec 
8poim€r*»  Vartnont  Journal  of  July  4  and  Sept  12 1808.  For  views,  both 
of  Gov.  Tichcnor  and  the  JelTeraonians  of  the  Legislature,  as  to  tbe 
course  of  the  President,  and  a  compliment  by  the  Governor  to  tlie  Ver- 
mont militia,  see  ante,  pp.  897-9.

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but  the  most  lamentable  example  occurred  Au^.  3  1808.  A  party  of 
twelve  of  the  VermoDt  militia  had  captured  a  notorious  smuggling  ves- 
sel called  the  Black  Snake,  then  moored  in  the  Winooski  river,  and  as 
they  were  taking  it  down  the  river  to  the  lake,  the  emag^Iers  repeatedly 

fired  upon  them,  killing  Ellis  Drake  of  Clarendon,  and  Asa  Marsh  of 
Rutland,  and  wounding  Lieut.  Daniel  Farrinixtoii  of  Brandon,  who  com- 
manded the  parly.  Just  before  the  last  gun  was  fired — a  murderous 
wall-piece,  charged  with  fifteen  bullets,  slugs  and  buck-shot — Capt. 
Jonathan  Ormsby  of  Burlington  joined  the  government  party  to  aid  in 
arresting  the  miuderers,  and  was  killed  wiUi  Marsh.  David  D.  John- 
son, sergeant  commanding  the  remainder  of  the  militia,  immediately 
seized  all  of  the  smugglers  except  two,  who  escaped  but  were  subse- 
quently arrested.  A  special  term  of  the  supreme  court  was  held  at  Bur- 
lington, commencing  on  the  23(1  of  August;  on  the  2Gth  the  grand  jury 
returned  true  bills  against  Samuel  I.  Mott  of  Alburgh;  William  Jsoaks, 
Slocum  Clark,  and  Truman  Mudgett  pf  Ilighgate;  Cyrus  B.  Dean  and 
Josiah  Pease  of  S wanton;  David  Sheffield  of  Colchester,  and  Francis 
Ledgard  of  Milton.  Sept  1  Mott  was  convicted;  on  the  5th  Dean,  and 
on  the  9th  Shcilleld.  Dean  was  sentenced  to  death  on  Friday  Oct.  26, 
but  was  respited  by  the  legislature  until  Nov.  11,  when  he  was  executed. 
New  trials  were  granted  to  Mott  and  Shetiield,  both  of  whom,  with  Led- 
gard,  were  convicted  of  manslaughter  at  the  January  term,  1809.'  All 
three  were  sentenced  to  stand  one  hour  in  the  pillory,  be  confined  ten 
years  in  \he  state-prison,  and  pay  costs  of  prosecuUon.  In  addition, 
Mott  and  Sheffield  received  fifty  lashes.  They  were  all  pardoned  by  the 
governor:  Ledgard,  Nov.  12  1811 ;  Sheffield,  Nov.  4  1816;  and  Mott, 
Oct.  15 1817.» 

Nov.  3  1808,  the  U.  S.  Circuit  Court  commenced  a  special  session  at 
Burlington,  Brockholst  Livingston  and  Elijah  Paine  judges,  when  Fred- 
crick,  Job,  and  .John  Iloxie  were  tried  for  high  treason,  in  levying  war 
against  the  United  States,  but  were  speedily  acquitted  by  the  jury.* 

Early  in  1809,  alter  the  passage  of  the  new  embargo  act  of  Jan.  9,  the 
following  circular  was  sent  to  Gov.  Tichenor:

Sir^— 'The  presBure  of  the  embargo,  although  sensibly  felt  by  every 

description  of  our  fellow  citizens,  has  yet  been  clucrf  ully  borne  hy  most 
of  them,  under  the  convictioo  that  it  was  a  temporary  evil,  aud  a  neces- 
sary one  to  save  us  from  greater  and  more  permanent  evils,— the  loss  of 
property  and  surrender  of  rights.  But  it  would  have  been  more  cheer- 
fully borne,  but  for  the  knowlodi^e  that,  while  honest  men  were  relig- 
ously  observing  it,  the  unprincijjlcd  along  our  sea-coast  and  frontiers 
were  fraudulently  evading  it;  and  tliat  in  some  parts  they  had  even 
dared  to  break  through  it  openly,  by  an  armed  force  t<jo  powerful  to  be 
opposed  by  the  collector  and  his  assistants.  To  put  an  end  to  this  scan- 
dalous insurbordinalion  to  the  laws,  the  Legislature  has  authorized  the 
Presidnnt  to  empower  proper  persons  to  employ  militia,  for  preventing 
or  suppressing  armed  or  riotous  assemblages  of  persons  resisting  the 
cnstom-honse  officers  in  the  exerdse  of  their  duties,  or  op])osing  or  vio- 
lating the  embargo  laws.  He  sincerely  hopes  that,  during  the  short 
lime  these  restrictions  are  expected  to  continue,  no  other  instances  will 
take  place  of  a  crime  of  so  deep  a  die.  But  it  is  made  his  duty  to  take 
the  measures  necessary  to  n^eet  it.  He  therefore  requests  you,  as  com- 
manding officer  of  the  militia  of  your  State  to  appoint  some  officer  of  the 
militia,  of  known  respect  for  tlie  laws,  in  or  near  to  each  port  of  entry 
within  yonr  State,  with  orders,  when  applied  to  by  the  collector  of  the 
district,  to  asscniMc  immediately  a  .sufficient  force  of  his  militia,  and  to 
employ  them  etlicactously  to  maintaiu  the  authority  of  tlie  laws  resncct- 
ing  the  embargo,  and  that  you  notify  to  each  collector  the  officer  to  whom, 
by  your  appointment,  he  is  so  to  apply  lor  aid  when  neccessary.  lie  has 
referred  this  appointment  to  your  Excellency,  because  your  kuowled<;e 
of  characters,  or  means  of  obtaining  it,  will  enable  you  to  select  one  who 
can  be  most  confided  in  to  exercise  so  serious  a  power,  with  all  the  dis- 
cretion, the  forbearance,  the  kindness  even,  whidi  the  enforcement  of 
the  law  will  possibly  admit —ever  to  bear  in  mind  lliat  the  life  of  a  citi- 
zen is  never  to  be  endangered,  but  as  the  last  melancholy  effort  for  the 
maintenance  of  order  and  obedience  to  the  laws.-*- 

Feb.  0 1800,  a  legally  warned  town-meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  St.  Al- 
bans unanimously  adopted  a  scries  of  resolutions  strongly  condemning 
the  course  of  the  national  administration,  and  published  an  address  on 
the  subject.*  The  sentiments  expressed  would  be  justly  condemned,  as 
approachiug  to  the  verge  of  treason,  were  it  not  evident  that  the  real 
purpose  was  political.  Other  town-meetings  of  the  same  character  were 
held,  and  these  were  followed  by  equally  zealous  meetings  of  the  Jeffer- 
sonians:  so  that  the  temper  of  the  people  was  hot,  but  no  examples  of  re- 
sistance to  the  laws  by  force  appear.  At  this  period  Gov.  Tichenor  vis- 
ited northern  Vermont,  doubtless  in  consequence  of  the  President's  cir- 
cular of  Jan.  12,  and  it  is  safe  to  conjecture  that  he  used  the  opportunity 
to  advize  political  o'pposition  to  the  national  administration,  instead  of 
resistance  to  the  laws  by  force.*    It  was  at  this  juncture,  Jan.  20  1809,

MESSAGE 

From  the  President  0/ the  United  States  to  Congress. — March  0, 1812. 

I  lay  before  Congress  copies  of  certain  documents  which  remain  in  tlie 
Bcparlmeat  of  Stale.    They  prove  that,  at  a  recent  period,  whilst  the

Sir  James  Henry  Cuaiq  was  born  at  Gibralter  in  1749,  commissioned 
as  ensign  in  the  British  army  in  1703,  and  served  in  America  in  various 
positions  from  1774  until  17S1.  He  was  in  the  battles  of  Lexington, 
Bunker's  Hill,  llubburdtou,  and  at  Freeman's  lurm,  aud  was  severely 
woonded  in  all  bnt  the  first  named.  He  was  made  Lieut  General  in  1801. 
^Appointed  commander-inf^hief  of  Canada  in  August  1807,  he  proved 
wholly  unfit  for  a  civil  station.  He  saw  in  every  opponent  of  his  policy 
a  disafiected  rebel,  seized  liberal  presses,  suppressed  opposition,  and 
employed  spies.  He  returned  to  England,  June  19,  1811,"  and  died 
Jan.  12, 1812. — Drake's  Dictionary  of  American  ISiograpliy. 

John  Hkxuy  was  a  native  of  Ireland,  "of  one  of  the  first  families  in 
that  country,  poor,  because  a  younger  brother."  He  came  to  Philadel- 
phia about  1704  as  a  steerage  passenger.  Possessing  considerable  Uteiv 
ary  ability,  he  became  editor  of  Brown*s  PhSaSMlplda  Oautle,  Having 
become  naturalised,  he  was  appointed  captain  in  the  U.  S.  army  in  1708, 
and  for  more  than  a  year  had  command  of  Fort  Jay,  on  Governor*s 
Island,  near  New  York  City,  and  also  at  Newport  R.  I.,  where  he  quit- 
ted the  service,  settled  upon  a  farm  in  Vermont,  studied  law  for  five 
years,  and  amused  himself  in  writing  violent  articles  against  the  then 
Jefilsrsonian  administration.  For  awhile  he  edited  the  Poet  Boy  at 
Windsor,  in  1806,  and  it  is  probable  that  he  went  to  Canada  with  Ka^ 
hum  Mower,  the  publislier  of  that  paper,  late  in  that  year,  where  he  was 
eni]^1oyed  on  his  mission  to  New  England  in  Jan.  1809.  Henry  indeed 
staled  that  "  his  strictures  in  the  public  prints  against  republican  gov- 
ernment attracted  the  attention  of  the  Britisli  G<ivernment.  Sir  JamCvS 
Craig  became  desirous  of  my  acquaintance,  lie  invited  me  to  Quebec, 
where  I  staid  some  time.  Hence  I  went  to  Montreal,  where  everything 
I  had  to  fear,  and  all  I  had  to  hbpe,  was  disclosed  to  me."  James  Fisk, 
then  mem1)er  of  Congress  from  Vermont,  said  Henry  was  a  man  of  gen- 
tlemanly deportment,  and  reputed  good  moral  diaraeter;"  and  Sullivsn, 
that  "he  was  a  handsome,  well-behaved  man,  and  was  received  in  some 
respectable  families  in  Boston. "   His  services  in  the  mifisiou  to  New  £ng- 
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United  States,  notwitlistatulin;;  the  wrongs  sustained  by  them,  ceased 
not  to  observe  the  laws  of  peace  and  neuti-nlity  toward  Great  Britain, 
and  in  the  midst  of  amicable  professiont  and  negociations  on  tlie  part  of 
the  British  government,  throufjh  its  publick minister  licrc,  a  secret  aj?enl 
of  that  government  was  emploj  ed  in  certain  states,  more  especially  at 
the  seat  of  government  in  Mas.sacluisetls,  in  fomenting  disalfeclion  to 
the  constituted  authorities  of  the  nation,  and  in  intrigues  with  llie  dift- 
affected,  for  the  purpose  of  bringinf;  about  resistance  to  the  laws,  and, 
eventually,  in  concert  with  a  iirilish  force,  of  destroying  the  Union  and 
forming  the  eastern  part  thereof  into  a  political  connection  vith  Great 
Britain. 

In  addition  to  the  effect  which  the  discovery  of  such  a  procedure 
ought  to  have  on  the  public  councils,  it  will  not  fail  to  render  more  dear 

to  the  hearts  of  all  jrood  citizens,  that  hapi)y  union  of  these  states, 
which,  under  Divine  Providence,  is  the  guaranty  of  their  liberties,  their 
safety,  their  tranquillity,  and  their  prosperity.         JaM£S  Madison.

Si'', — Much  observation  and  experience  have  convinced  me,  that  the 
injuries  and  insults  with  which  the  United  Slates  have  been  so  long  and 
so  fi^qucntly  visited,  and  which  cause  their  present  embarrassment, 
have  been  owing  to  an  opinion  entertained  by  foreign  states, — "  That  in 
any  measure  tending  to  wound  their  pride,  or  provoke  their  hostility,  the 
government  of  this  country  could  ncverinduce  a  great  majority  of  its  citi- 
zens to  concur."  And,  as  many  of  the  evils  which  flow  from  the  influ- 
ence of  this  opinion  on  the  policy  of  foreign  nations,  may  be  removed 
by  any  act  that  can  produce  unanimity  among  all  parties  in  America,  J 
voluntarily  tender  to  you,  sir,  such  means  as  I  possess  towards  promot- 
ing so  desirable  and  important  an  object;  which,  if  accomplished,  can- 
land  were  compliments  but  not  rewarded  by  tlie  British  government ;  and 
indignant  at  this  in^tostice,  he  revealed  the  correspondence  to  President 
Madison,  and  received  therefor  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars.  Of  this 
sum  it  has  l>een  supposed  tliat  he  gave  forty-nine  thousand  to  Count  de 
Crillon  for  an  estate  in  France,  for  which  country,  with  the  other  thou- 
sand, Henry  sailed  in  March  1812.  The  count  was  a  scamp,  and  Henry 
doubtless  lost  his  money.  It  was  reported,  probably  not  on  good  au- 
thority, that  Henry  was  appointed  High  Sheriff  of  the  district  of  Quebec 
in  April  lBV2.—Lo$$ing'$  Pictorial  Fietd-Boolt  iff  the  war  q/"  1812,  pp.  210,

Vermont  occupied  a  small  space  in  this  mailer,  nevertheless  the  facts 
that  this  was  but  a  renewal,  for  New  England,  of  the  policy  of  the  Brit- 
ish Government  as  to  Vermont  from  1779  to  1783,  as  shown  in  the  Hal- 
dimand  cprrespondence,  for  which  see  Vol.  il,  pp.  800  to  470,  and  was 
one  of  the  causes  of  the  war  of  1812,  justuy  a  reproduction  here  of  the 
entire  correspondence. 
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not  fail  to  extinguish,  perhaps  forever,  those  expectations  abroad,  which 
may  protract  iiuletinitely,  an  accommodation  of  existing  differences, 
and  check  the  progress  of  industry  an^l  prosperity  in  tiiis  rising  empire. 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  the  docuraeotsand  correspond- 
ence relating  to  an  important  mission,  in  which  T  wns  employed  by  Sir 
James  Craig,  the  late  governor  general  oi'  the  British  provinces  in  North 
America,  in  the  winter  of  the  year  1809. 

The  publication  of  tliofsc  papers  will  demonstrate  a  fact  not  less  valu- 
able than  the  good  already  proposed:  it  will  prove  that  no  reliance 
ought  to  be  placed  on  the  prorossions  of  i^ood  faith  of  an  adtnintatration, 
which,  by  a  series  of  disastrous  events,  has  fallen  into  such  hands  as  a 
Casllereagh,  a  Wellcsley,  or  a  Liverpool — I  should  rather  say,  into  the 
hands  of  the  stapid  subalterns,  to  whom  the  pleasures,  and  the  indo- 
letu'c  of  those  ministers,  have  consii^ued  it.  In  contributing  to  the  good 
of  the  United  Slates  by  an  exposition,  which  cannot  (I  think)  fail  to 
solve  and  melt  all  division  and  disunion  among  its  citizens:  I  flatter  my- 
self with  the  fond  expectation,  that  when  it  is  made  publick  in  Eng- 
land, it  will  add  one  great  motive  to  the  many  tliat  already  exist,  to  in- 
duce that  nation  to  withdraw  its  contideucc  from  men,  whose  polilicul 
carter  is  a  fruitful  source  of  injury  and  embarrassment  in  America;  of  in- 
justice and  misery  in  IreUtnd;  dMtrtM  ai^apprehention  in  Jitigland;  and 
contempt  everywhere. 

Id  making  this  communication  to  yon,  sir,  I  deem  it  incumbent  on 
me,  distinctly  and  unequivocally  to  state,  that  I  adopt  no  party  views; 
that  I  have  not  changed  any  ot  my  political  opinions;  that  1  neither 
seek  nor  desire  the  patronage,  nor  countenance  of  an'i  government,  nor 
of  any  iiarly;  and,  that,  in  iuMition  to  the  motives  already  expressed,  2 
am  iuj^uenced  by  a  just  resentment  of  the  perMy  and  dishonour  of  those 
who  fir$t  violated  the  conditions  upon  loAtcA  1  received  their  confidence  ; 
wlio  liave  injured  me,  and  disappointed  the  expectations  of  niy 
friends;  and  left  me  no  choice,  but  between  a  degrading  acquiescence  in 
injustice,  and  a  retaliation,  which  is  necessary  lo  secure  to  me  my  own 
respect. 

This  woiHul  will  be  felt  where  it  is  merited;  niul  if  Sir  James  Craig 
still  live,  his  hhurc  of  the  pain  will  excite  no  sympatliy  among  those  who 
are  at  all  in  the  secret  of  our  connection.   I  have  the  honor  to  be,  &c.  &c

fiir, — As  you  have  so  readily  undertaken  the  service,  which  I  have 
suggested  to  you,  as  being  likely  to  be  attended  with  much  benefit  to 
the  publiek  interests,  I  am  to  request  that  with  your  earliest  conven- 
ience', you  will  proceed  to  Boston. 

The  principle  object  that  I  recommend  to  your  attention,  is  the  en- 
deavor to  obtain  the  most  accurate  information  of  the  true  state  of 
afl'airs  in  that  part  of  the  Union,  which  from  its  wealth,  the  number  of 
its  inluibitants,  and  the  Icnown  intelligence  and  ability  of  several  of  its 
leading  men,  must  naturally  possess  a  very  considerable  influence  over 
and  will  indeed  probably  lead  the  other  eastern  states  of  America  in  the 
part  that  they  may  take  at  this  important  crisis. 

I  shall  not  jiretend  to  point  out  to  you  the  mode  by  which  you  will  be 
most  likely  to  obtain  this  important  information;  your  own  judgment, 
and  the  connections  which  you  may  have  in  the  town,  must  be  your 
guide.  I  think  it  however  necessary  to  put  you  on  your  guard  against 
the  sanguineness  of  an  aspiring  party;  the  federalists  as  I  understand, 
have  at  all  times  discovered  a  leaning  to  this  disposition,  and  their  be- 
ing under  its  particular  influence  at  this  moment^  is  the  more  to  be  ex- 
peeled  from  tlu  ir  liuving  no  ill  founded  ground  for  their  hopes  of  being 
nearer  tlie  attainment  of  their  ol^ect  than  they  have  been  for  some 
years  past 

In  the  general  terms  which  I  have  made  use  of  in  describing  the  ob- 
ject which  I  recommend  to  your  attention,  it  is  scarcely  necessary  that  I 
should  observe,  1  include  the  state  ot  the  publick  opinion,  both  with  re- 
gard to  their  internal  politicks,  and  to  the  probability  of  a  war  with 
England;  the  comparative  strength  of  the  two  great  parlies  into  which 
the  country  is  divided,  and  the  views  and  designs  of  that  vvhich  may  ul- 
timately prevail. 

It  has  been  supposed  that  if  the  federalists  cif  the  eastern  states  should 
be  successful  in  obtaining  that  decided  inHueuce,  which  may  enable  them 
to  direct  the  pubtick  opinion,  it  is  not  improbable  that  rather  than  submit 
to  a  continuance  of  the  diflBculties  and  distress  to  which  they  are  now 
subject,  they  will  exert  that  influence  to  bring  about  a  separation  from 
the  general  union.  The  earliest  information  on  this  sul)ject  may  be  of 
great  consequence  to  our  government,  as  it  may  also  be,  that  it  should 
be  informed,  how  far  in  such  an  event  they  would  look  up  to  England  for  aa- 
8i8tance  or  be  diapoaed  to  mter  into  a  connection  wilk  ua. 

Although  it  would  he  highly  inexpedient  that  you  should  in  any  man- 
ner appear  as  an  avowed  agent,  yet  if  you  could  contrive  to  obtain  an 
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iDtimacy  with  any  of  the  leading  party,  it  may  not  be  improper  that  you 
ahould  insinuate,  though  with  great  caution,  ihttX^lhey  Mould  with  to 

enter  into  any  coinmunication  ivith  our  (jovernment  through  me,  you  are  aic- 
thorized  to  receive  any  sucky  and  will  safely  transmit  it  to  me;  and  as  it  may 
not  be  impoMible  that  they  ahoald  require  some  document  hj  which 
they  may  be  assured  that  you  are  really  in  the  situation  in  which  you 
represent  yourself,  I  enclose  a  credential  to  be  produced  in  thai  view; 
but  I  most  particularly  enjoin  and  direct  that  you  do  not  make  any  use 
of  this  paper,  unless  a  desire  to  that  purpose  should  be  expressed,  and 
unless  you  see  good  ground/or  capectiny  that  the  doing  so  may  lead  to  a 
more  confidmHal  eommunication  than  you  can  otherwise  look  for. 

In  passing  throuj^h  (he  state  of  Vermont,  you  will  of  course  exert 
yuur  endeavours  to  procure  all  the  information  that  the  short  stay  you 
will  probably  make  there  will  admit  of.  You  will  use  your  own  discre- 
tion as  to  delaying  your  journey,  with  this  view,  more  or  less  in  proper- 
tion  to  your  prospects  of"  obtaining  any  information  of  consequence. 

I  request  to  hear  from  you  as  frequently  as  possible,  and  as  letters  di- 
rected to  me  might  i  xcite  suspicion,  it  may  be  as  well,  that  you  put 
them  under  cover  to  Mr  ,  and  as  even  the  addressing  let- 
ters always  to  the  same  person  might  attract  notice,  I  recommend  your 
sometimes  addressing  your  packet  to  the  chief  Justice  here,  or  occasion- 
ally, though  seldom,  to  Mr  Ryland,  but  never  with  the  addition  of  hie 
official  description.

Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  excellen- 
cy's letter  of  instructioos,  the  letter  of  credence,  aud  the  cypher  for  car- 
rying on  my  correspondence.  I  have  bestowed  much  pains  npon  the 
cypher  and  am,  notwithstanding  this,  deficient  in  some  point,  which 
misht  enable  me  to  understand  it  clearly.  1  have  compared  the  exam- 
ple with  my  own  exemplification  of  the  cypher,  and  find  a  difference  in 
the  results;  and  as  the  present  moment  seems  ileivourable  to  the  interfer- 
ence of  his  majesty's  government,  in  the  measures  pursued  by  llic  fed- 
eral parly  in  the  northern  states,  and  more  especially  as  the  assembly  of 
Massachusetts  is  now  in  session,  I  think  it  better  to  set  forward  imme- 
diately, than  wait  for  any  farther  explanation  of  the  means  of  carrying 
on  a  secret  correspondence,  which  the  frequency  of  safe  private  convey- 
ances to  Canada  will  render  almost  wholly  unnecessary,  tjhonld  it,  how- 
ever, be  necessary  at  any  time,  I  take  leave  to  suirgest  that  the  index 
alone  furnishes  a  very  safe  and  simple  mode.  In  it,  there  is  a  number 
for  every  letter  in  the  alphabet,  and  particular  numbers  for  particular 
phrases;  so  that  when  I  ao  not  find  in  the  index  the  particular  word  I 
want  I  can  spell  it  with  the  figures  which  stand  opposite  to  the  letters. 
For  example,  if  I  want  to  say  that  "  troops  are  at  Albany,"  I  find  under 
the  letter  T,"  that  number  16  stands  for  troops,"  and  number  126  for 
''Albany."  The  intervening  words  "are  at*'  I  supply  by  figures  cor- 
responding with  the  letters  in  these  words. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  provide  against  accident,  by  addressing  the  let- 
ters to  Mr  ~,  of  Montreal,  with  a  small  mark  on  the  corner  of  the 

envelop,  which  he  will  understand.  When  he  receives  it,  he  will  then 
address  the  enclosure  to  your  excellency,  and  send  it  from  Montreal  by 
mail.  I  will  be  careful  not  to  address  your  excellency  in  the  body  of  the 
letter,  nor  sign  my  name  to  any  of  them.  They  will  be  merely  desig- 
nated by  the  initials  A.  B.  If  this  mode  should  in  any  respect  appear 
exceptionable,  your  excellency  will  have  the  goodness  tooraer  a  more 
particular  explanation  of  the  card.

BunLiNGTON,  Vermont,  Feb.  14, 1809. 

Sir, — I  have  remained  here  two  days,  in  order  fully  to  ascertain  the 
progress  of  the  arrangements  heretofore  made,  for  organizing  an  effi- 
cient opposition  to  the  general  government,  as  well  [as]  to  become  ac- 
quainted with  the  opinions  of  the  leading  people,  relative  to  the  meas- 
ures of  that  party  which  have  the  ascendant  in  the  national  councils. 

On  the  subject  of  the  embargo  laws,  there  seems  to  be  but  one  opin- 
ion: namely,  that  they  are  unnecessary,  oppressive,  and  unconstitu- 
tional. It  must  also  be  observed,  that  the  execution  of  them  is  so  innd- 
ious,  as  to  attract  towards  the  ofhcers  of  government,  the  enmity  of  the 
people;  which  is,  of  course,  transferable  to  the  government  itself;  so 
that,  in  case  the  state  of  Massachusetts  should  take  any  bold  step 
towards  resisting  the  execution*  of  these  laws,  it  is  highly  probable, 
that  it  may  calculate  upon  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  people  of 
Vermont. 

I  learn  that  the  governour  of  this  state  is  now  visiting  the  towns  in  the 
northern  section  of  it;  and  malces  no  secret  of  his  determination,  as 

commander  in  chief  of  the  militia,  to  refuse  obedience  to  any  command 
from  the  general  government,  which  can  tend  to  interrupt  the  good  un- 
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derstaading  that  prevails  between  the  citizens  of  Vermont  and  his  raaj- 
Mty's  subjects  in  Canada.  It  is  Ikrthor  intimated,  that  in  case  of  a  war, 
he  will  use  his  influence  to  preserve  this  state  nexitral,  and  resist,  witli 
all  the  force  he  can  command^  any  attempt  to  make  it  a  party.  I  need 
nut  add,  tliat,  if  these  resolutions  are  carried  into  efFeet,  the  state  of 
Vermont  may  be  considered  as  an  ally  of  Great  Britain.* 

To  what  extent  tlie  sentiments  which  prevail  in  this  quarter,  exist  in 
the  neighbouring  states,  or  even  in  die  eastern  section  of  this  state,  I  am 
not  able  to  conjecture.  T  only  can  say,  with  certainty,  that  the  leading 
men  of  the  federal  party  act  in  concert:  and,  therefore,  infer  that  a  com- 
mon sentiment  pervades  the  wliole  body,  throughout  New  England. 

I  have  seen  a  letter  from  a  gentlemen  now  at  Washington,  to  his  cor- 
respondent in  this  place:  and  as  its  contents  may  serve  to  throw  some 
light  on  passing  events  there,  I  shall  send  either  the  original  or  a  copy 
with  this  des[KUi  h.  The  writer  of  the  letter  is  a  man  of  chamcter  and 
veracity;  ancl  whether  competent  or  not  to  form  correct  opinions  liim- 
self,  is  probably  within  the  reach  of  all  the  knowledge  that  can  be  ob- 
tained  by  the  party  to  which  he  belongs. 

It  appears  by  his  statement  that  there  is  a  very  formirlable  majority 
in  Congress  on  the  side  of  the  administration;  notwithstanding  which, 
there  is  every  reason  to  hope  that  the  northern  states,  in  their  distinct 
capacity,  will  unite  and  resist  by  force,  a  war  with  Great  Britain.  In 
what  mode  this  resistance  will  nrst  show  itself,  is  probably  not  yet  de- 

■  Gov.  Tichenor  was  doubtless  at  this  lime  visiting  northern  Yermont 

in  the  discharge  of  the  duty  assigned  by  the  President's  circular  letter 
of  Jan.  17  1809.*  Henry  did  not  see  him,  as  he  wrote  that  he  learned 
that  the  governor  had  expross»?d  the  views  reported.  At  that  time  both 
political  parlies  in  the  state  were  higlil}'  excited,  and  Henry  gave  the 
hue  to  his  report  which  he  knew  would  be  acceptable  to  his  employer, 
and  probably  hoped  would  be  proved  true.  It  was  in  the  summer  of  the 
same  year  that  Josiah  Dunham  was  sent  to  Gov.  Craig  to  ask  Canadian 
legislation  for  the  suppression  of  counterfeiting,  and  this  was  charged  by 
the  Jeffersonians  l'>  be  a  political  mission. f  It  was  in  answer  to  this 
charge  that  Dunham  printed  the  correspondence  which  is  given  in  Ap' 
pendix  J.    As  to  Gov.  Tichenor  and  himself  he  added  as  follows: 

It  may  not  be  improper  here  to  add,  what  may  be  necessary  to  re- 
move some  erroneous  impressions,  and  what  I  am  ready  to  certify  [on 

outh,'\X  That  the  subject  of  the  above  cnrrc'^pondciicc  is  the  only  subject, 
on  which  I  was  the  bearer  of  any  communication  to  any  person  in  Can- 
ada, either  orally  or  in'writing:''That  I  never  heard,  while  in  Canada, 
from  any  person  whatever,  the  least  hint  on  the  subject  of  a  separation 
of  the  States,  or  of  a  union  with  Canada;  and  that  1  did  not  hear  a  word 
uttered,  by  any  respectable  person,  in  the  Province,  disrespectfhl  to  the 
government  and  constitution  of  the  United  States. 

I,  moreover,  certify  and  declare,  that  so  far  from  having  ever  heard 
Gov.  TicuENOU  advance  any  sentiments  favorable  to  a  dissolution  of  the 
Vnioriy  I  have  heard  him  declare,  with  some  warmth,  that  the  man  who 
should  seriously  advocate  such  a  doctrine,  of  whatever  party  he  might 
be,  must  he  an  enemy  to  kis  Country.  J.  DUNHAM.||

Windsor,  Vermont,  Feb.  19, 1809. 

Sir^—Mj  last  (No.  3)  was  written  at  fiurling^ton,  the  principal  town 
in  the  northern  part  of  the  state  of  Yermont.  I  am  now  at  the  princi- 
pal town  in  the  eastern  section. 

The  fhllacy  of  men*s  opinions,  when  they  act  under  the  influence  of 
sensibility  and  are  s^roncrly  excited  by  those  hopes  wliich  always  ani- 
mate a  rising  party,  led  me  to  doubt  the  correctness  of  opinions  which 
I  receiyed  in  the  northern  section  of  this  state;  which,  firom  its  contigu- 
ity to  Canada  and  necessary  intercourse  with  Montreal,  has  a  stronger 
interest  in  promoting  a  good  understanding  with  his  majesty's  govern- 
ment: therefore,  since  my  departure  from  Burlington,  I  have  sought 
every  favourable  occasion  of  conversing  with  the  democrats  on  the  proba- 
ble  result  of  the  policy  adopted  by  the  general  gOTernment.  The  differ* 
ence  of  opinion  is  thus  expressed: 

The  federal  party  declare  that,  in  the  event  of  a  war,  the  state  of  Ter^ 
mont  will  treat  se[iarately  for  itself  with  G.  Britain,  and  support,  to  the 
utmost,  the  stiuulations  into  which  it  may  enter,  without  any  regard  to 
the  policy  of  tne  general  government.  The  democrats,  on  the  other 
hand,  as-<ert  that,  in  such  a  case  as  that  contemplated,  the  people  would 
be  nearly  divided  into  equal  numbers;  one  of  which  would  support  the 
government,  if  it  could  be  done  without  involving  the  people  in  a  civil 
war,  but,  at  all  events,  would  risk  every  thing  in  preference  to  a  coali- 
tion with  Great  Britain.  This  difference  of  opinion  is  not  to  be  wholly 
ascribed  to  the  prejudices  of  party.  The  people  in  the  eastern  section 
of  Yeniioiit,  are  not  operated  upon  by  the  same  hopes  and  fears  as  those 
on  the"  borders  of  the  British  colony.  They  are  not  dependent  on  Mon- 
treal for  the  sale  of  their  produce,  nor  the  supply  of  foreign  commodities. 
They  are  not  apprehensive  of  any  serious  dangers  or  Inconvenience 
from  a  state  of  war;  and  although  they  admit  that  the  govcrnour,  coun- 
cil, and  three  fourths  of  the  representation  in  Congress  are  of  the  fed- 
eral party,  yet  they  do  not  believe  that  the  state  would  stand  alone  and 
resist  the  national  government.  They  do  not,  however,  deny  that 
should  the  state  of  Vermont  continue  to  be  represented  as  it  is  at  pres- 
ent, it  would,  in  all  probability,  unite  with  the  neighbouring  states  in  any 
serious  plan  of  resistance  to  a  war,  which  it  might  seem  expedient  to 
adopt.  Thin,  I  think,  is  the  safer  opinion  for  yon  to  rely  on,  if,  indeed, 
reliance  ought  to  be  placed  on  any  measure  depending  upon  the  will  of 
the  rabble,  which  i%  ever  changing,  and  mast  ever  be  marked  with  igno- 
rance, caprice,  and  ineon><taney.  As  the  crisis  approaches,  the  diffi- 
culty of  deciding  upon  an  hazardous  alternative  will  increase;  and,  un- 
fortunately, there  is  not  In  Vermont  any  man  of  commanding  talents, 
capable  of  attracting  general  confidence,  of  infusing  into  the  people  his 
own  spirit,  and  amidst  the  confusion  of  contlictiug  opinions,  dangers 
and  con^motion,  competent  to  lead  in  the  path  of  duty  or  safety.  The 
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govenioar  is  an  indastrious,  pradent  man,  and  has  more  personal  influ- 

cnc(!  than  any  other:  but  his  abilities  are  not  suited  to  the  situation  in 
which  a  Qivil  war  would  place  him.    I  aiu,  &c.  A.  B.

/Sir, — A  Gentleman  jioing  direct  to  Canada,  afibrds  a  safe  and  favoura- 
ble opportunity  of  givini^  yon  some  fhrther  aooonnt  of  my  progress. 

I  will  not  make  use  of  l!ie  jio^t  ofTlces  when  I  can  avoid  it;  because 
private  occasious  supersede  the  necessity  of  writing  in  cypher,  and  the 
contempt  of  decency  and -principle,  which  forms  part  of  the  morals  of 
the  SUbaUcrn  officers  of  a  democracy,  would  incline  them  to  break  a  seal 
with  the  same  indiSerence  that  they  break  their  words,  when  either  cu- 
riosity or  interest  is  to  be  indulged. 

I  have  not  had  sufficient  time  nor  evidence  to  enable  me  to  form  any 
opinion  Jor  missel/  of  the  lengths  to  which  the  federal  party  will  carry 
their  opposition  to  the  national  government,  in  the  event  of  a  war. 
Which  may  be  inferred  from  the  result  of  the  elections  of  governours 
which,  within  two  months,  will  be  made  in  the  states  of  Massachusetts, 
New  Hampshire,  and  Rhode  Island.  From  all  I  know  and  all  I  can 
learn  of  the  general  government.  I  am  not  apprehensive  of  an  immediate 
war.  The  embargo  is  the  favourite  measure;  and  it  is  probable  thatotlier 
means  will  be  employed  to  excite  England  to  commit  some  act  of  hos- 
tility, for  the  sole  purpose  of  placing  the  responsibility  of  war  on  that 
country:  this  I  most  particularly  recommend  to  the  consideration  of 
miaistors.  The  dread  of  opposition  and  of  the  loss  of  popularity,  will  cer- 
tainly keep  the  ruling  party  at  Washington  inactive.  They  will  risk 
any  thing  but  the  loss  of  power;  and  they  are  well  aware  that  their 
power  would  pass  away  with  the  first  calamity  which  their  measures 
might  bring  upon  the  common  people  (from  whom  that  power  ema- 
nates;) unless,  indeed,  they  could  find  asuiflcient  excuse  in  the  conduct 
of  Great  Britain.  This  impression  cannot  be  too  deeply  felt  by  his  maj- 
esty's ministers;  nor  too  widely  spread  throughout  the  British  nation. 
It  will  furnish  a  sure  guide  in  every  policy  that  may  be  adopted  towards 
the  Uaited  States.

Sir, — I  am  favoured  with  another  opportunity  of  writing  to  you  by  a 
private  conveyance,  and  think  it  probable,  at  this  season,  that  the  fre- 
quency of  these  will  render  it  unnecessary  to  write  to  you  in  cypher. 

It  does  not  yet  appear  necessary  that  I  should  discover  to  any  person 
the  purpose  of  my  visit  to  Boston;  nor  is  it  probable  that  I  shall  bio  com- 
pelled, for  the  sake  of  y;aining  more  knowledge  of  tlie  arrangements  of 
the  federal  party  in  these  states,  to  avow  myself  as  a  regular  authorized 
aiarent  of  the  British  government,  even  to  those  individaals  who  would 
feel  equally  bound  wiih  myself  to  ]ireserve,  with  the  utmost  inscrutabil- 
ity, so  important  a  secret  from  Die  i)ublic  eye.  I  /iave  sufficient  means  of 
infarmaUon  to  enahU  tn«  to  jiuhje  of  the  proper  period  for  offering  the  co- 
operation of  Great  Drilnin,  and  opening  a  correspondence  betvceen  the  gov- 
ernour  generalof  British  America  and  thone  indiriduals  n  ho,  from  the  part 
tliey  take  in  the  opposition  to  the  national  government,  or  the  influence  they 
may  poetess  in  any  new  order  of  things  that  may  grow  out  of  the  present 
differences,  should  he  qualified  to  act  on  behalf  of  the  northern  states. 
Au  apprehension  of  any  such  state  of  things  as  is  pre-supposed  by 
these  remarks  begins  to  subside,  since  it  has  appeared  by  the  conduct 
of  the  general  government  that  it  is  seriously  alarmed  at  the  menao- 
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ing  attitude  of  the  northern  states.  But  although  it  is  believed  that 
there  is  no  probability  of  an  immediate  war,  yet  no  doubts  are  enter- 
tained that  Mr.  Madison  will  fall  upon  some  new  ex[)edient,to  bring 
about  hostilities.  What  these  may  be  can  only  be  deduced  from  what 
appean  to  be  practicable.  A  wm4nUifwwrBt  witli  England  and  SVanee 
will  probably  supersede  the  embar2:o  ;  which,  by  opening  with  the 
rest  of  Europe  a  partial  legitimate  commerce,  and  affording  strong 
temptations  to  that  which  is  illegal,  will  expose  the  vessels  to  capture, 
detention  and  embarrassment :  will  justiiy  the  present  policy,  and 
produce  such  a  degree  of  irritation  and  resentment,  as  will  enable  the 
government  of  this  country  to  throw  the  whole  blame  and  responsi- 
bility of  war  from  its  own  shoulders  upon  those  of  the  British  min- 
istry. If  in  this  the  party  attached  to  France  should  calculate  with 
correctness,  and  the  commerce  of  !New  England  should  greatly  suffer, 
the  merchants  being  injured  and  discouraged,  would  not  only  acquiesce 
in  the  restrictive  system,  but  even  submit  to  war.  On  the  other  hand, 
should  the  small  tratfick  permitted  by  a  non-intercourse  law  be  lucrative 
and  uninterrupted,  the  people  woola  be  clamorous  for  more,  and  soon 
compel  the  government  to  restore  the  flriendly  relations  between  the  two 
countries. 

While  I  offtf  my  opinion  upon  this  subject,  I  cannot  but  express  a 
strong  hope,  that  if  any  terms  should  be  proposed  by  either  government 
to  which  the  other  miglit  think  proper  to  accede,  that  a  principal  motive 
to  the  adjustment  of  dill'eiences,  should  be  understood  to  ari<e  from  the 
amicable  disposition  of  the  eastern  states,  particularly  of  the  ^tate  of 
Massachusetts.  This,  as  it  would  increase  (he  popularity  of  the  friends 
of  Great  Britain,  could  not  fail  to  promote  her  interests.  If  it  could  not 
be  done  formally  and  officially  nor  in  a  correspondence  between  minis- 
ters, still,  perhaps,  the  administration  in  th^  parliament  of  Great  Brit- 
ain, might  take  tluit  ground,  and  the  suggestion  would  find  its  way  into 
the  papers  both  in  England  and  America. 

It  cannot  be  too  frequently  repeated,  that  this  country  can  only  be 
governed  and  directed  b^  the  influence  of  opinion;  as  there  is  nothing 
permanent  in  its  polical  institutions,  nor  are  the  populace  under  any  cir- 
cumstances to  be  relied  on,  when  measures  become  inconvenient  and 
burdensome.

Sir^ — I  have  now  ascertained  with  as  much  accuracy  as  possible,  the 
course  intended  to  be  pursued  by  the  party  in  Massachusetts  that  is  op- 
posed to  the  measures  and  politicks  of  the  administration  of  the  general 
government 

I  have  already  given  a  decided  opinion  that  a  declaration  of  war  is  not 
to  be  expected;  but,  contrary  to  all  reasonable  calculation,  should  the 
Congress  possess  spirit  and  independence  enough  to  place  their  popu- 
larity in  jeopardy  by  so  strong  a  measure,  the  legislature  of  MassacbU' 
setts  will  give  tone  to  the  neighbouring  states;  will  declare  itself  perma- 
nent, until  a  new  election  of  members;  invite  a  congress  to  be  composed 
of  delegates  flrom  the  federal  states,  and  erect  a  separate  government  for 
their  common  defence  and  common  interest.  This  congress  would 
probably  begin  by  abrogating  the  offensive  laws  and  adopting  a  plan  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  j^ower  and  authority  thus  assumed.  They 
would,  by  such  an  act.  be  in  a  condition  to  make  or  receive  proposals 
from  Great  Britain;  and  I  should  seize  the  first  moment  to  open  a  cor- 
resp<Hidenee  with  your  excellency.  Scarce  any  other  aid  would  be  nee- 
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cssary,  and  perhaps  none  required  than  a  few  vessels  of  war,  from  the 
Halifax  station,  to  protect  the  maritime  towns  from  the  little  navy  which 
is  at  the  disposal  of  llie  national  pfovcrnraent.  What  permanent  con- 
nection between  Great  Britain  and  this  section  of  the  republick  would 
grow  out  of  a  civil  commotion,  such  as  might  be  expecied,  no  person  is 
prepared  to  describe;  but  it  seems  that  a  strict  alliance  must  result  of 
necessity.  At  present,  ,the  opposition  party  condne  their  calculations 
merely  to  resistance;  and  I  can  assure  yon  that,  at  this  moment,  they 
do  not  freely  entertain  the  project  of  withdrawing  the  eastern  states 
from  the  Union,  iinding  it  a  very  unpopular  topick;  although  a  course 
of  events,  such  as  I  have  already  mentioned,  would  inevitably  produVse 
an  incurable  alienation  of  the  New  England  from  the  southern  states. 

The  truth  is,  the  common  people  have  so  long  regarded  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States  with  complacency,  that  they  are  now  only  dis- 
posed in  this  quarter  to  treat  it  like  a  truant  mistress,  whom  they  would 
for  a  time  put  away  on  a  separate  maintenance,  but  without  further  and 

freater  provocaiiou  would  not  absolutely  repudiate.  It  will  soon  be 
nown  in  what  situation  publick  affairs  are  to  remain,  until  the  meeting 
of  the  new  Congress  in  May.  at  which  time  also  this  legislature  will 
again  assemble.  The  two  months  that  intervene  will  be  a  period  of 
much  anxiety. 

In  all  I  have  written  I  have  been  careful  not  to  make  any  impression, 
analogous  to  the  enthusiastick  conlldence,  entertained  by  the  opposi- 
tion, nor  the  hopes  and  expectations  that  animate  the  friends  of  an  alli- 
ance between  the  northern  slates  and  Great  Britain. 

I  have  abstracted  myself  from  all  sympthies  these  are  calculated  to 
inspire;  because,  notwithstanding  that  I  feel  the  utmost  confidence  in 
the  integrity  of  intention  of  the  leading  characters  in  this  polittcjal 
drama,  I  cannot  forget  that  they  derive  their  power  from  a  giddy,  incon- 
stant multitude;  who,  unless,  in  the  iustance  under  consideration,  they 
form  an  exception  to  all  general  rules  and  experience,  will  act  inconsis- 
tently and  absurdly.

Sir, — In  my  letter,  No.  6,  I  took  the  liberty  to  express  my  opinion  of 
the  probable  effect  of  the  non-intercourse  law,  intended  to  t>e  enacted; 

and  of  the  mode  by  which  Great  Britain  may  defeat  the  real  intention 
of  the  American  government  in  passing  it.  Juut  as  the  sort  of  impunity 
recommended,  might,  in  its  application  to  every  species  of  commerce 
that  would  be  carried  on,  be  deemed  l)y  Great  Britain  a  greater  evil  than 
war  itself,  a  middle  course  might  easily  be  adopted,  which  would  deprive 
France  of  the  benefits  resulting  from  an  intercourse  with  America, 
without  in  any  great  degree  irritating  the  maritime  states. 

The  high  price  of  all  ATncrican  jirodnce  in  France,  furnishes  a  tempta- 
tion whicli  mercanlile  avai  icu;  will  be  unable  to  resist.  The  consequence 
is  obvious.  But  if  instead  of  condemning  the  vessels  and  cargoes  which 
maybe  arrested  in  pursiiiiii;  iliis  proliil)ited  comtne  ce,  they  should  be 
compelled  to  go  into  a  British  port,  and  there  permitted  to  sell  them,  I 
think  the  friends  of  England  in  these  states  would  not  utter  a  com- 
plaint. Indeed  I  have  no  doubt,  that  if.  in  the  prosecution  of  a  lawful 
voyage,  the  British  cruisers  should  treat  the  American  ships  in  this 
manner,  their  owners  would,  in  the  present  state  of  the  European  mar- 
kets, think  themselves  very  fortunate:  as  it  would  save  them  tbe  trouble 
and  expense  of  landing  them  in  a  neutral  port,  and  from  thence,  re- 
shipping  them  to  England,  now  the  best  market  in  Europe,  for  the  pro- 
duce of  this  country.  The  government  of  the  United  States  would 
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probably  complain,  and  Bonaparte  become  peremptory;  but  even  that 
would  ODly  tend  to  render  the  opposition  in  the  northern  states  more 
resolute,  and  accelerate  the  dissolution  of  the  confederacy.  The  gen- 
erosity and  justice  ol' Great  Britain  would  be  extolled,  and  the  comraer- 
cfiil  states  exult  in  the  success  of  indiTidnals  over  a  govemioent  iniiiii> 
cal  to  commerce,  and  to  whose  measures  they  can  no  longer  submit  with 
patient  acquiescence.  The  elections  are  begun;  and  I  presume  no  vig- 
ilance or  industry  wjll  be  remitted  to  ensure  the  saoi»w  of  the  fedenl 
party.

Boston,  March  13, 1809. 

Sir,— You  will  perceive  from  the  accounts  that  will  reach  you  in  the 
publick  papers,  both  from  Washington  and  Massachusetts,  that  the  fed- 
eralists of  the  northern  states,  have  succeeded  in  making  the  Congress 
believe,  that  with  such  an  opposition  as  they  would  make  to  the  general 
government,  a  war  must  be  confined  to  their  own  territory,  and  might 
be  even  too  much  for  that  government  to  sustain.  The  consequence  is, 
that  after  all  the  parade  and  menaces  with  which  the  session  commenced, 
it  has  been  suffered  to  end  without  carrying  into  effect  any  of  the  plans 
of  the  administration,  except  the  interdiction  of  commercial  intercourse 
with  England  and  France;  an  event  that  was  anticipated  in  my  former 
letters. 

Under  what  new  circumstances  the  Congress  will  meet  in  May,  will 
depend  on  tlie  state  elections,  and  the  changes  that  may  in  the  mean- 
time take  place  in  Europe.  With  regard  to  Great  Britain,  she  can 
scarce  mistake  her  true  policy  in  relation  to  America.  If  peace  be  the 
first  object,  every  act  which  can  irritate  the  maritime  states  ought  to  be 
avoiddi;  because  the  prevailing  disposition  of  these  will  generally  be 
suflRcient  to  keep  the  government  from  hazarding  anv  hostile  measures. 
If  a  war  between  America  and  France  be  the  grand  desideratum,  some- 
thing more  must  be  done;  an  indulgent  and  conciliatory  policy  must 
be  adopted,  which  will  leave  the  democrats  without  a  pretext  for  hos- 
tilities; and  Bonaparte,  whose  passions  are  too  hot  for  delay,  will  prob- 
ably compel  this  government  to  decide,  which  of  the  two  great  belliger- 
ents is  t«>  be  its  (  nciny.  To  bring  about  a  separation  of  tlie  states,  un- 
der distinct  and  independent  governments,  is  an  affair  of  more  uncer- 
tainty; and  however  desirable,  cannot  be  effected  bnt  by  a  series  of  acts 
and  a  long  continued  policy,  tending  to  irritate  the  southern  and  concil- 
iate the  northern  people.  The  former  are  an  agricultural,  the  latter  a 
commercial  people.  The  mode  of  cherishing  and  depressing  either  is 
too  obvious  to  require  illustration.  This  I  am  aware  is  an  object  of 
mucli  interest  in  Great  Britain;  as  it  would  for  ever  secure  the  integ- 
rity of  liis  majesty's  possessions  .on  this  continent;  and  make  the  two 
governments,  or  whatever  number  the  present  confederacy  might  form 
into,  as  useful  and  as  much  subjert  to  the  influence  of  Great  Britain,  as 
her  colonies  can  be  rendered.  But  it  is  an  object  only  to  be  attained 
by  slow  and  circumspect  progression;  and  requires  for  its  consumma- 
tion more  attention  to  the  affairs  whicli  agitate  and  excite  parties  in  this 
country,  than  Great  Britain  has  ^et  bestowed  upon  it. 

An  unpopular  war,  that  is  a  war  prodflced  by  the  hatred  and  preju- 
dices of  one  party,  but  against  the  consent  of  the  other  party,  can  alone 
produce  a  sudden  separation  of  any  section  of  this  country  from  the 
common  head.  * 
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At  all  events  it  cannot  be  neceMary  to  the  preseiration  of  peace,  that 

Great  Britain  should  make  anj'  jjreat  concession  at  the  present  mo- 
ment; more  especially  as  the  more  important  changes  that  occur  in  Eu- 
rope, might  render  it  inconvenient  for  her  to  adhere  to  any  stipulations 
in  favour  of  neutral  maritime  nations. 

Although  the  nou-intercourse  law  affords  but  a  very  partial  relief  to 
the  people  of  this  country,  from  the  evils  of  that  entire  snspension  of 
commerce  to  which  they  have  reluctantly  submitted  for  sometime  past, 
I  lament  the  repeal  of  the  embargo,  because  it  was  calculated  to  accele- 
rate the  progress  of  these  states  towards  a  revolution  that  would  have 
put  an  end  to  the  onl;^  republick  that  remains  to  prove,  that  a  govern- 
ment founded  on  political  equality,  can  exist  in  a  season  of  trial  and  dif- 
ficulty, or  is  calculated  to  ensure  either  security  or  happiness  to  a  peo- 
ple.

Sir,— Since  my  letter  of  the  18th,  nothing  has  occurred  which  I  thought 

worthy  of  a  communicatinn. 

The  last  weeks  of  this  month,  and  the  first  of  April,  will  be  occupied 
in  the  election  of  governours  and  other  executive  officers  in  the  New 
England  states. 

The  federal  candidate  in  ^fewbampshire  is  already  elected  by  a  ma- 
lority  of  about  one  thousand  votes.  His  competitor  was  a  man  of  large 
fortune,  extensive  connections  and  inoflbnsive  manners.  These  account 
for  the  smallness  of  the  majority. 

In  Connecticut  no  change  is  necessary,  and  none  is  to  be  apprehended. 

In  Bhode  Island  it  is  of  no  consequence  of  what  party  the  governoor 
is  a  member.  a»  he  has  neither  will  nor  military  power,  being  merely 
president  of  the  council. 

In  Massachusetts  it  is  certain  that  the  federal  candidate  will  succeed. 

A  few  weeks  will  be  sufficient  in  order  to  determine  the  relative 
Strength  of  parties,  and  convince  Mr.  Madison  that  a  war  with  Great 
Britain  is  not  a  measure  upon  which  he  dare  venture.  Since  the  plan 
of  an  organized  opposition  to  the  projects  of  Mr.  Jefferson  was  put  into 
operation,  the  whole  of  the  New  England  states  have  transferred  their 
political  power  to  his  political  enemies;  and  the-reason  that  he  has  still 
so  may  adherents  is,  that  those  who  consider  the  only  true  policy  of 
America  to  consist  in  the  cultivation  of  peace,  have  st  ill  i^reat  confidence, 
that  nothing  can  force  him  (or  his  successor,  who  acts  up  to  his  system 
or  rather  is  governed  by  it)  to  consent  to  war.  They  consider  all  the 
menaces  and  "dreadful  note  of  preparation  to  be  a  mere  finesse,  in- 
tended only  to  obtain  concessions  from  England  on  cheap  terms.  From 
every  sort  of  evidence,  I  confess  I  am  myself  of  the  same  opinion;  and 
am  fully  persuaded  that  this  farce,  which  has  been  actino^  at  Washinrr- 
ton,  will  terminate  in  a  full  proof  of  the  imbecility  and  spiritless  temper 
of  the  actors.  A  war  attempted  without  the  concurrence  of  both  par- 
ties, and  the  i^eneral  consent  of  the  northern  stales,  which  constitute  the 
bone  and  muscle  of  the  country,  must  commence  without  hope,  and  end 
in  disgrace.  It  should  therefore  be  the  peculiar  care  of  Great  Britain 
to  foster  divisions  between  the  north  and  south;  and  by  succeeding  in 
this,  she  may  carry  into  eff"ect  her  own  projects  in  Europe,  with  a  total 
disregard  of  the  resentments  of  the  democrats  of  this  country.

5tr,— I  send  to  Mr.  B.  a  pamphlet,  entitled  *^  Suppressed  Documents.** 
The  notes  and  comments  were  written  by  the  gentleman  who  has' written 
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the  Analysis,  which  I  sent  by  a  (brmer  eoiive3ruice.  These  works  hare 

greatly  contributed  to  excite  the  fears  of  the  men  of  talents  and  prop- 
erty; who  now  »>-e/er  the  chance  of  maintaining  their  party  by  open  resist- 
ance, and  a  fincu  separation,  to  an  alliance  with  France,  and  a  war  with 
England.  So  that,  should  the  government  unexpectedly,  and  contrary 
to  all  ron^nnable  calculation,  attempt  to  involve  the  country  in  a  meas- 
ure of  that  nature,  I  am  convinced  (now  that  the  elections  have  all  ter- 
minated favourably.)  that  none  of  the  New  Enffland  states  would  be  a 
party  in  it.  But  as  I  have  repeatedly  written,  the  general  government 
does  not  seriously  entertain  any  such  desire  or  intention.  Had  the  ma- 
jority In  the  New  England  states  continned  to  approve  of  the  pnbUck 
measureft,  it  is  exlrenicly  probable  that  Great  Britain  would  now  have 
to  choose  between  war  and  concession.  But  the  aspect  of  things  in  this 
respect,  is  changed;  and  a  war  would  produce  an  inenrable  alienation  of 
the  eastern  states,  and  bring  the  whole  country  in  subordination  to 
the  interests  of  England,  whose  navy  would  prescribe  and  enforce  the 
terms  upon  which  the  commercial  states  should  carry,  and  the  agricul- 
tural states  export  their  surplus  produce.  All  this  is  as  well  known  to 
the  democrats  as  to  the  other  party;  therefore,  they  will  avoid  a  war,  at 
least,  until  the  whole  nation  is  unanimous  for  it.  Still,  when  we  con- 
sider of  what  materials  the  government  is  formed,  it  is  impossible  to 
speak  with  any  certainty  of  their  measures.  The  past  adminislration, 
in  every  transaction,  presents  to  the  mind  only  a  muddy  commixture  of 
folly,  weakness  and  dui)licity.  The  spell  by  which  the  nations  of  Europe 
have  been  rendered  inert  and  inetficient,  when  they  attempted  to  shake  it 
oft",  has  stretched  its  shadows  across  the  Atlantic,  and  made  a  majority 
of  the  people  of  these  states  alike  blind  to  duty  and  to  their  true  inter- 


Sir. — Since  my  letter  No.  11,  I  have  had  but  little  to  communicate. 

I  have  not  yet  been  able  to  ascertain  with  sufficient  accuracy,  the  rel- 
ative strength  of  the  two  parties  in  the  legislative  bodies  in  New  Eng- 
land. 

In  all  of  these  states,  however,  governours  have  been  elected  out  of 
the  federal  party;  and  even  the  southern  papers  indicate  an  unexpected 
augmentation  of  federal  members  in  the  next  Congress. 

The  correspondence  between  Mr.  Erskine  and  the  Secretary  of  Slate, 
at  Washington,  you  will  have  seen  before  this  can  reach  you.  It  has 
given  mnch  satisfaction  to  the  federal  partvhere,  because  it  ]^romiseR 
an  pxcmj)tion  from  the  evil  they  most  fearecf,  (a  war  with  England)  and 
justices  their  partiality  towards  Great  Britain;  which  they  maintain, 
was  founded  upon  a  full  conviction  of  her  justice,  and  sincere  disposi- 
tion to  preserve  peace.  Even  the  democrats  affect  to  be  satisfied  with 
it;  because,  as  they  insist,  it  proves  the  etlicacy  of  the  restrictive  system 
of  Mr.  Jefferson. 

But  tlie  great  benefit  that  will  probably  result  from  it,  will  be.  that 
Bonaparte  may  be  induced  to  force  this  country  from  her  neutral  posi- 
tion. Baffled  in  his  attempts  to  exclude  from  the  continent  the  manu- 
fiictttres  of  Great  Britain,  he  will,  most  lilcely,  confiscate  all  American 
property  in  his  dominions  and  dependencies,  and  declare  war.  Nothing 
could  more  than  this  contribute  to  give  influence  and  stabilitv  to  the 
British  party.  The  invidious  occurrences  of  the  rebellion  would  be  for* 
gotten  in  the  resentment  of  the  people  against  France;  and  they  would 
soon  be  weaned  from  that  attachment  to  her,  which  is  founded  on  the 
aid  that  was  rendered  to  separate  from  the  mother  oountiy.  While

negotiation,  would  it  not  be  extremely  inexpedient  to  conclude  a  treatjr 
with  the  American  government.  Every  sort  of  evidence  and  experi- 
ence prove,  that  the  democrats  consider  their  political  ascendency  in  a 
great  measure  dependent  on  the  hostile  spirit  that  they  can  keep  alive 
towards  Great  Hritain;  and  recent  events  demonstrate,  that  their  con- 
duct will  be  predicated  upon  that  conviction;  it  is,  therefore,  not  to  be 
expected  that  they  will  meet  with  corresponding  feelings,  a  sincere  dis- 
position on  the  part  of  England  to  adjust  all  matters  in  dispute.

cause they  will  find  Bonaparte  deaf  to  entreaty  and  insensible  or  past 
favours;  or  that  they  may  think  it  safer  to  float  with  the  tide  of  publick 
feelins,  which  will  set  strongly  against  him,  unless  be  keep  pari  passu 
with  England,  in  a  conciliatory  policy.

5ir— Although  the  recent  changes  that  have  occurred  qniet  all  appre- 
hensions of  war.  and  consequently  lessen  all  hope  of  a  separation  of  the 
states,  I  think  it  necessary  to  transmit  by  the  mail  of  each  week,  a  sketch 
of  passing  events. 

On  local  politicks  I  have  nothing  to  add;  and  as  the  parade  that  is 
made  in  the  National  Intelligencer,  of  the  sincere  disposition  of  Mr. 
Madison  to  preserve  amicable  relations  with  Great  Britain,  is,  in  my 
opinion,  calculated  to  awaken  vigilance  and  distrust,  rather  than  inspire 
confidence,  I  shall,  (having  nothing  more  important  to  write  about)  take 
leave  to  examine  his  motives.  I  am  not  surprised  at  his  conditional  re- 
moval of  the  noii-iiitcrcourse  law  with  respect  tO  6.  Britain;  because  it 
was  made  incumbent  on  him  by  the  act  of  Congress;  But  the  observa- 
tions made  on  his  friendly  disposition  towards  Great  Britain,  is  a  matter 
of  no  little  astonishment  The  whole  tenour  of  bis  political  life,  di- 
rectly, and  unequivocally,  contradicts  (hem;  His  speecn  on  the  British 
treaty  in  '99;  His  attemi)t  to  pass  a  law  for  the  confiscation  of  British 
debts*'  and  British  property;  His  commercial  resolutions,  grounded 
Miparently  on  an  idea  of  making  America  useful  as  a  colony  to  France: 
His  conduct  while  Secretary  of  State;  all,  form  an  assemblage  of  prob- 
abilities, tending  to  convince  me,  at  least,  that  be  does  not  seriously  de- 
sire a  treaty,  in  which  the  ri^:jhts  and  jirctensions  of  Great  Britain  would 
be  fairly  recognised.  It  i^eems  impossible  that  he  should  at  once  divest 
himself  of  his  habitual  animosity  and  that  pride  of  opinion,  which  his 

8 resent  situation  enables  him  to  indulge;  but  above  all,  that  he  should 
eprivc  his  friends  and  supporters  of  the  benefit  of  those  prejudices 
which  have  been  careAilly  fostered  in  the  minds  of  the  common  people 
towards  England,  and  which  have  so  materially  contributed  to  invigo- 
rate and  augment  the  democratick  party.  Whatever  his  real  motives 
may  be,  it  is  in  this  stage  of  the  affair,  harmless  enough  to  inquire  into 
the  cause  of  the  apparent  change.  He  probably  acts  under  a  convic- 
tion, that  in  the  present  timiper  of  the  eastern  states  a  war  could  not 
fail  10  produce  a  dissolution  of  the  Union;  or  he  may  have  profited  by 
the  mistakes  of  his  predecessor,  and  is  inclined  to  seize  the  present 
opportunity  to  prove  to  the  world  that  ho  is  determined  to  be  the  Pres- 
ident of  a  nation,  rather  than  the  head  oi  a  faction;  or  he  has  probably 
gone  tiiUB  far  to  remove  the  impression  on  the  mind  of  many,  that  he 
was  under  the  influence  of  France  in  order  that  he  may,  with  a  better 
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grace,  and  on  more  tenable  grounds,  quarrel  with  Great  Britain,  in  the 

progress  of  ncgoiiating  a  treaty.  Wliatever  his  motives  may  be,  I  ana 
very  certain  his  party  will  not  support  him  in  any  manly  and  generous 
policy.  Weak  men  are  sure  to  temporize  when  great  events  call  upon 
them  for  decision,  and  arc  sluggish  and  inert  at  the  moment  when  the 
worst  of  evils  is  inaction.  This  is  the  character  of  the  democrats  in  the 
northern  slates.   Of  tho8e  of  the  south  1  know  but  little.

Sir, — I  have  the  honor  to  inform  your  excellency,  that  I  received 
through  Mr.  Secretary  llyland  your  excellency's  commands  to  return  to 
Canada;  and  after  the  delays  incident  to  this  season  of  the  year  in  a 
journey  from  Boston,  arrived  here  yesterday. 

Your  excellency  will  have  seen  by  the  papers  of  the  latest  dates  from 
the  Uuiied  States,  that  a  formidable  opposition  is  already  organized  in 
Congress  to  the  late  measures  of  Mr.  Madison;  and  it  is  very  evident, 
that  if  he  be  sincere  in  his  professions  of  attachment  to  Great  Britain, 
his  party  will  abandon  him.  Sixty-one  members  have  alreadv  voted 
against  a  resolution  to  approve  of  what  he  has  done;  and  I  have  no 
doubt  the  rest  of  the  democratick  party  will  follow  the  example  as  soon 
as  they  recover  from  the  astonishment  into  which  his  apparent  defection 
has  thrown  them. 

The  present  hopes  of  the  federalists  are  founded  on  the  probabili^  of 
a  war  with  France;  but  at  all  events  this  party  is  strong  and  well  organ- 
ized enough  to  prevent  a  war  with  England. 

It  would  be  now  superfluous  totrouble  your  excellency  with  an  account 
of  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  arrangements  made  by  the  federal  party, 
to  resist  any  attempt  of  the  government  unfavourable  to  Great  Brit- 
ain. They  were  such  as  to  do  great  credit  to  their  ability  and  principles; 
and  wliile  a  judicious  policy  is  observed  by  Great  IJritain,  secure  her  in- 
terests in  America  from  decay.  My  fear  of  inducing  a  false  security  on 
the  part  of  his  majesty's  government  in  their  efficiency,  and  eventnal

express. 

I  trust  your  excellency  will  ascribe  the  style  and  manner  of  my  com- 
munications, and  the  firequent  amhiguitles  introduced  in  them,  as  aris- 
ing from  the  secrecy  necessary  to  be  observed,  and  my  consciousness 
that  you  understood^  my  meaning  on  the  must  delicate  points,  without 
risking  a  particular  explanation. 

I  lament  that  no  occasion  commensurate  to  my  wishes,  has  permitted 
me  to  prove  bow  much  I  value  Ibe  confidence  of  your  excellency,  and  the 
approbation  already  expressed  by  his  majesty's  minister.

The  uudcrsigncd  most  respectfully  submits  the  following  statement 
and. memorial  to  the  earl  of  Liverpool; 

Ijbng  before,  and  durint!^  the  admiuistration  of  your  lordship's  prede- 
cessor, the  undersigui-d  1)(  stowed  much  personal  attention  to  the  state 

of  parties,  and  to  the  political  measures  in  the  United  States  of  America. 
•  •*•••«•« 

Soon  after  the  affair  of  the  Chesapeake  frigate,  when  hia  mnjesty's 
governour  general  of  British  America  had  reason  to  believe  that  llie  two 
countries  would  be  involved  in  a  war,  aud  had  submitted  to  his  majes- 
^'s  ministers  the  arrangements  of  the  English  party  in  the  United 
States,  for  an  efficient  resistance  to  the  genera!  government,  which 
would  probably  terminate  in  a  separation  of  the  northern  States  from  the 
genera!  confederacy,  he  applied  to  the  undersigned  to  undertake  a  mis- 
sion to  Boston,  where  the  whole  concerns  of  tlie  opposition  were  man- 
aged. The  object  of  the  mission  was,  to  promote  and  encourage  the 
federal  party  to  resist  the  measures  of  the  general  government;  to  offer 
assurances  of  aid  and  support  from  his  majesty  ^s  government  Canada; 
and  to  open  a  communication  between  the  leading  men  engaged  in  that 
opposition  and  the  governour  general,  upon  such  a  footing  as  circumstan- 
ces might  suggest;  and  finally,  to  render  the  plans  then  in  contempla- 
tion, subservient  to  the  views  of  his  majesty's  government.* 

The  undersigned  undertook  the  mission,  which  lasted  from  the  month 
of  January  to  the  month  of  June,  inclusiye,  during  which  period  *  *  • 
those  public  acta  and  legislative  resolutions  of  the  assemblies  of  Massa- 
chusetts aud  Connecticut  were  passed,  which  kept  the  general  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  in  check,  and  deterred  it  flrom  carrying  into 
execution  the  measures  of  liostility  with  wliich  Great  Britain  was  men- 
aced. 

For  his  services  on  the  occasion  herein  recite<l,  and  the  loss  of  time, 
and  expenses  incurred,  the  undersigned  neither  sought  nor  received  any 
compensation,  but  trusted  to  the  known  justice  and  liberality  of  his 
majesty's  government,  for  the  reward  of  services  which  could  not,  he 
humbly  conceives,  be  estimated  in  pounds,  shillings  and  pence.  On  the 
patronage  and  support  which  was  promised  in  the  letter  of  sir  J.  Craig, 
under  date  of  the  26th  January,  ld09,  (wherein  he  gives  an  assurance 
^  that  the  former  correspondence  and  political  information  transmitted 
by  the  underrigned,  had  met  with  the  particular  approbation  of  his  miy- 
esty^s  secretary  of  state;  and  that  his  execution  of  the  mission  (proposed 
to  be  undertaken  in  that  letter,)  would  give  him  a  claim  not  only  on  the 
governor  general  but  on  his  majesty's  niinisters,")  the  undersigned  has 
relied;  and  now  most  respectfully  claims,  in  whatever  mode  the  earl  of 
Liverpool  may  be  pleased  to  adopt. 

The  undersigned  most  respectfully  takes  this  occasion  to  state,  that 
sir  James  Craig  promised  him  an  ctuiihij  ment  in  Catiad.i,  worth  upwards 
of  one  thousand  pounds  a  year,  by  his  letter  (herewith  transmitted)  un- 
der date,  Sept.  13,  1809,  which  he  has  Just  learned  has,  in  consequence 
of  his  absence,  been  given  to  anotlier  person.  The  undersigned  ab- 
stains from  commenting  on  this  transaction;  and  most  respectkilly  sug- 
gests that  the  appointment  of  judge  advocate  general  of  the  province  of

His  lordship  has  directed  me  to  acquaint  you,  that  he  has  referred  to 
tbe  correspondence  in  this  ollice  of  the  year  1808,'  and  finds  two  letters 
firom  Sir  James  Craig,  dated  April  10,  and  May  6,  transmitting  tbe  cor- 
respondence that  has  passed  during  your  residence  in  the  northern 
states  of  America,  and  expressing  his  confidence  in  your  ability  and 
judgment;  but  Lord  Liverpool  bas  not  discovered  any  wish  on  tbe  part 
of  Sir  James  Craig,  that  your  claims  for  compensation  should  be  refer- 
red to  this  country,  nor  indeed  is  allusion  made  to  any  kind  of  arrange- 
ment or  agreement,  tbat  bad  been  made  by  tbat  officer  with  you. 

Under  these  circumstances,  and  had  not  sir  James  Craig  determined 
on  his  immediate  return  to  England,  it  would  have  been  lord  Liver- 
pooPs  wisb  to  bave  referred  your  memorial  to  bim,  as  being  better  ena- 
bled to  appreciate  the  ability  and  success  with  which  you  executed  a 
mission  undertaken  at  his  desire.

I,  myself,  could  give  no  other  information 
relative  to  the  subject,  than  what  they  contain,  as  you  and  I  had  no  op- 
portunity of  any  verbal  coninuiiiication  respecting  it,  till  after  your  mis- 
sion terminated,  and  I  never  wrote  you  a  letter  in  the  governour's  name 
which  bad  not  prevlouslv  been  submitted  to  his  correction. 

The  impression  I  had  received  of  your  character  and  abilities  made 
me  anxious  to  serve  you,  even  before  I  had  the  pleasure  of  a  personal 
acquaintance  with  you,  and  the  same  desire  has  operated  on  me  ever 
since;  I  am,  therefore,  entitled  to  hope,  that  any  opinion  which  I  may 
have  given  you  as  to  your  best  mode  of  obtaining  an  employment  un- 
der government,  will  be  received  with  the  same  candour  that  gave  rise 
to  it.  1  think  you  will  do  well  to  persevere  as  you  propose.  I Aave  no 
doubt  that  every  letter  from  you,  which  Sir  James  sent  home,  will  be 
found  in  Mr.  Peel's  ullice,  as* the  established  practice  there  is,  to  hind 
the  despatches  and  enclosures,  yearly,  up  together.

Henry  was,  in  the  year  1809.  employed  by  Sir  James  Craig;  the  said 
John  Ilenry  having  named  no  jr  i^ous  or  person  as  being  concerned  in 
the  said  projeci  or  views  referreil  to  in  the  document-s  laid  before  Con- 
gress on  the  9th  instant.   Wiiich  is  respectfully  submitted.

Extract  front  ihe  liejiort  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  BelatUMMy  relative 
to  IJenry,  Craig,  tie.    March  1812. 

Although  they  did  not  deem  it  necessary  or  proper  to  go  into  an  !n- 
vesligaUou  of  the  tiuthenlieity  of  tlic  documents  comniunicaled  to  Con- 
gress on  the  responsibility'  ol  a  co-ordinate  branch  of  the  government,  it 
may,  nevertheless,  be  satisfactory  to  the  house  to  be  informed,  that  the 
original  jmpers,  with  the  evidences  n-lating  tf)  them,  in  possession  of 
the  executive,  were  submitted  to  their  examination,  and  were  such  as 
fully  to  satisfy  the  committee  of  their  genuineness. 

The  circumstances  under  which  the  disclosures  of  Henry  were  made 
to  the  government,  involving  considerations  of  political  expediency, 
have  ])revented  the  committee  from  making  those  disclosures  the  basis 
of  any  proceeding  against  him.  And  tVom  the  careful  concealment,  on 
his  part,  of  every  circumstance  whicli  could  l(>atl  to  the  discovery  and 
uuuishment  of  any  individuals  within  the  United  States,  (shoulii  there 
be  any  such,)  who  were  criminally  connected  with  him,  no  distinct  ob« 
jeet  was  presented  to  the  committee,  by  his  communication,  tor  the  ex- 
ercise ot  tlie  power  with  which  they  were  invested,  of  sending  for  per- 
sons and  papers.  On  being  informed,  however,  that  there  was  a  f«ir> 
eigner  in  the  cily  of  Wa'^hington,  who  lately  eanv  to  this  country  from 
£urope,  with  Henry,  and  was  supposed  to  be  in  his  confidence,  the  com- 
mittee thought  proper  to  send  for  him.  His  examination,  taken  under 
oath  and  reduced  to  writing,  they  herewith  submit  to  the  house. 

This  man  called  himself  Count  dc  Crillon,  and  his  testimony  showed 
that  Henry  was  in  England  at  the  time  of  his  letter  to  Mr.  Peel  and 
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LiverpooTs  conmielidatiou  of  him  to  Sir  George  Prevost.  The  rest  is  a 
relation  of  what  Henry  had  said  to  the  witness. 

March  11 1812,  Augustus  J.  Fosterf  the  British  minister  at  Washing- 
ton, wrote  toUr.  Monroe,  disclaiming  most  solemnly,  on  bis  own  part, 
the  having  had  any  knowledge  whatever  of  the  existence  of  such  a  mis- 
sion," expressing  his  conviction  that  nocoantenancc  whatever  was  given 
by  bis  associate  British  ofTiccrs  to  any  schemes  hostile  to  the  internal 
tranquility  of  the  United  States,  and  requesting  the  American  govern- 
ment and  Congress  "to  take  into  consideration  the  character  of  the 
individual  who  has  made  tne  conmiunicatiou  in  question,"  and  "sus- 
pend any  further  judgment  on  its  merits  until  the  circumstances  shall 
have  been  mdde  known  to  his  majesty's  government.*^

Yuur  committee  would  be  much  gratified  if  they  could  close  here  the 
detail  of  British  wrongs;  but  it  is  their  doty  to  recite  another  act  of 

still  greater  malignity  than  any  of  those  which  have  been  already 
brought  to  your  view.  The  attempt  to  dismember  our  union,  and  over- 
throw  our  excellent  constitution,  by  a  secret  mission,  the  object  of  which 

was  to  foment  discontents  and  excite  insurrections  against  the  consti- 
tuted authorities  and  laws  of  the  nation,  as  lately  disclosed  by  the  a^ent 
em{>loyed  in  it,  alTords  full  proof  that  there  is  no  bound  to  the  hostility 
of  the  liritish  government  towards  the  United  States:  no  act,  however 
unjustitiable,  which  it  would  not  commit  to  accomplish  their  ruin.  This 
attempt  excites  the  greater  horror  from  the  consideration  that  it  was 
made  while  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain  were  at  peace,  and  an 
atnicalilc  ncijotintion  was  depending  between  thoni  for  the  accommoda- 
tion ot  their  dillerences,  through  publick  ministers  regularly  organized 
for  the  purpose.* 

In  the  debate  in  Ck>ngres8  (House)  on  Henry's  mission,  James  Fisk 
of  Vermont  quoted  letters  of  Mr.  Erskine,  the  British  minister  who 

preceded  Foster,  showing  that  he  had  endeavored  by  the  most  strict 
and  diligent  inquiries  into  the  views  and  strength  of  the  Federal  party, 
to  ascertain  to  what  extent  they  would  be  willing  and  able  to  resist  the 
measures  of  the  party  in  power;"  and  again,  15th  of  February,  1S09, 
contemporaneous  with  Gov.  Craig's  employment  of  Henry,  showing 
that  a  dissolution  of  the  Union  had  of  late,  as  he  had  heard,  "  been  seri- 
ously contemplated  by  many  of  the  leading  people  in  the  eastern  di* 
vision.'**

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DOMESTIC  MANUFACTUBES  IK  YBBMONT.— 1809. 

June  7  1809,  Congress  by  resolution  directed  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  to  prepare  a  plan  for  the  application  of  such  mtans  as  are 
within  the  power  of  Congress  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  and  foster- 
ing the  manufactures  of  the  United  States,  together  with  a  statement  of 
tlie  sevt  ral  manufacturing  establishmenis  which  liave  been  commenced. 
July  28  the  Sucretary  issued  a  circular  to  the  several  States  for  the  pur- 
pose of  obtaining  the  desired  information,  and  Oct.  25,  on  motiou  of 
Charles  Rich  of  Shoreham,  the  Greneral  Assembly  of  Vermont  appointed 
a  committee  of  one  from  each  county  to  prepare  a  statement  of  the  man- 
ufactures of  the  State.  ITot.  7  the  committee  reported  as  follows:

The  above  statement,  (forges  and  furnaces  excepted)  exhibits  a  view 
of  household  manufactures  only,  which  is  the  result  of  the  best  inform- 
ation your  committee  have  been  able  to  obtain.  In  the  above  statement 
oi  cloth  may  be  added  that  of  hosiery  and  almost  every  article  usually 
made  from  wool,  cotton,  or  flax,  which,  to  an  extent  nearly  sufficient  for 
the  common  use  of  families,  is  manufactured  iu  this  state.  It  is  also  be- 
lieved by  your  committee,  that  larger  quantitieM  of  bar  iron  and  hollow 
ware  are  mannHietured  annuallv  than  is  sufficient  to  supply  the  inhab- 
itants of  this  state;  there  are  also  7  paper-mills  which,  in  addition  to 
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snppIyiDg  our  owq  cilizens  with  paper,  make  very  large  quantities  of 
that  article  for  exportation.   There  are  likewiae  4  establnhments  for 

the  manufacture  of  cotton  and  woolen  goods  in  their  various  branches, 
which,  though  iu  their  infancy,  promise  to  be  useful  both  to  the  ownert 
and  to  the  public.  The  copperas  mine  at  Strallbrd  likewise  bids  fiiir  to 
yield  a  large  supply  of  tlie  important  articles  of  copperas  and  vitriols. 
The  marble  factory,  at  Middlebury,  yields  annually  a  very  large  quan- 
tity of  marble  of  various  kinds,  very  little  if  any  inferior  to  that  which 
is  imported  from  foreign  countries,  and  promises  to  be  profitable  to  the 
owners.  The  furnace  and  forge  at  Vergennes,  which  are  included  in 
the  above  statement,  have  been  erected  by  a  company  from  Boston. 
The  ftirnace  has  been  in  blast  for  some  time,  and  is  said  to  yield  from  60 
to  70  cwt.  of  pig  iron  and  ware  each  24  hours.  Tlie  forge  is  calculated 
for  8  fires,  solely  for  the  purpose  of  refining  iron,  all  which  fiqes  it  is  ex- 
pected will  be  ready  to  commence  the  business  in  a  few  weeks.  The 
owners  of  these  works  hnvc  it  in  contemplation  to  extend  them  to  the 
mauufacturiug  of  steel  aud  iroumougry  in  their  various  branches. 
There  is  also  a  slitting  mill  at  Vergennes,  and  one  at  Fairhaven,  where 
the  rolling  and  slitting  of  iron  is  carried  on  to  a  large  extent,  and  it  is 
believed  witli  handsome  prolits  to  the  owners.  Your  committee  will 
only  observe  further,  that  tunitting  to  enumerate  the  various  other 
branches  of  mechanical  busiiu  ss,  which  it  is  l)elieved  is  carried  on  in 
this  state,  and  progressing  sullicient  for  the  common  use  of  the  citizens, 
the  foregoing  presents  a  general  view  of  the  manufactures  of  this  state 
in  as  correct  a  manner  as  the  time  and  means  allotted  them  would  ena- 
ble them  to  prepare — ^wbich  is  respectfully  submitted  by 

Jacob  Galusua,  for  (kmmittu.* 

The  resolution  of  Congress  was  limited  to  manufactures,  and  under 
this  head  the  committtee  might  well  have  embraced  at  least  pot  and 
pearl  ashes,  if  not  timber  aud  lumber,  which  in  fact  were  the  most  im- 
portant articles  exported  to  Canada  in  the  neighborhood  of  Lake  Cham- 
plain.  Of  agricultural  productions,  wheat  and  pork  to  a  large  amount 
were  at  this  time  sent  to  Albany  from  western,  and  to  Boston  and  Fort- 
land  from  eastern  Vermont,  For  a  resolution  of  1807,  recommending 
the  Governor,  Council,  and  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
to  appear  at  the  next  session  clothed  in  manufactures  of  this  or  other  of 
the  United  States,  see  anUy  p.  182,  note  1.

(Sir, — I  have  received  l)y  the  hand  of  Capt.  Dunham,  the  letter,  with 
which  your  Excellency  honored  me,  enclosing  a  resolution  of  the  Legis- 
lature of  Vermont. 

You  dc»  me  justice,  in  snpiu i>-ing.  that  I  would  willingly  lend  ray  aid 
towards  the  suppression  of  the  evil,  which  forms  the  subject  of  your 
letter.  I  beg  leave  to  assure  you,  that  the  sense  I  entertain  of  the  prej- 
udice, which  is  done  by  it,  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  and 
the  interests  of  individuals  in  them,  would  alone  be  a  sufficient  cause  to 
render  me  anxiou.s  to  put  a  stop  to  it:  but  I  have  an  additional  motive, 
in  the  conviction,  that  such  practices  have  a  direct  tendency  to  ii\{nre 
the  morals  and  to  lessen  the  habits  of  industry  of  the  people,  among 
whom  those  reside,  who  practice  them. 

As  the  Law  now  stands,  I  tear  we  do  not  possess  means  adequate  to 
the  object  in  view,  and,  indeed,  it  has  been  this  consideration,  and  the 
idea,  that  attempting,  without  being  able  to  cflect  it,  would  rather  serve 
as  an  encouragement  than  otherwise,  that  has  alone  hitherto  prevented 
niy  taking  any  steps  for  bringing  the  persons  concerned  to  punishment. 
Legislative  assistance,  in  a  new  and  more  effectual  law,  is  necessary; 
and  had  not  particular  circumstances  prevented,  it  was  intended  to  have 
submitted  to  the  Provincial  Parliament,  during  the  last  session,  an  act, 
founded  upon  that  passed  a  few  years  ago  in  England,  for  the  ]>urpose. 
1  trust  that  a  more  favoural)le  opportunity  will  ofler  itself  shortly,  when 
I  will  not  fail  to  make  use  of  my  best  endeavors  to  accomplish  an  ob- 
ject, which  I  view  as  affecting  otir  own  interests,  under  the  considera- 
tion to  which  I  have  before  alluded,  as  founded  upon  the  strict  rules  of

Soon  after  my  return  from  Canada,  I  had  sat  out  to  wait  on  your  Ex- 
cellency, at  your  seat  in  Benningiou,  for  the  purpose  of  delivering  those 
letters  in  person,  but  being  informed  of  your  absence  from  homef  I  en- 
trusted them  to  the  care  of  our  friend  ^^r.  [Samuel]  Swift. 

I  found  Sir  James  Craig  in  Montreal;  where  I  had  the  honor  of  being 
introduced  by  Mr.  SewaJl*  the  Solicitor  General,  and  delivered  your 
letters.  Tin-  reception  T  met,  and  the  civilities  received,  as  well  from 
his  Excellency  as  from  other  leading  characters  there,  were  certainly 
flattering.  On  the  business  with  which  I  had  the  honor  to  be  entrusted 
by  your  Excellency,  Sir  James  spoke  with  freedom  and  decision. 

He  seemed  to  think  the  request  of  our  Legislature  to  be  highly  rea- 
sonable: and  that  an  early  and  prompt  attention  to  it  would  be  calcula* 
ted  to  promote  the  interests  of  both  countries.  He  expressed  a  strong 
disposition  to  do  every  thing  in  his  power  to  promote  so  desirable  an 
object;  and  I  have  no  doubt  but  his  answer  to  the  application  will  be 
satiirikctory  to  your  Excellency,  and  to  the  Legislature  of  Vermont. 
They  will  probably,  at  the  next  Session  of  their  Provincial  Parliament, 
enact  such  laws  as  will  render  highly  penal  the  evil  of  which  we  com- 
plain. This  will  drive  the  villains  firom  their  conntry,  or  bring  them  to 
the  gibbet. 

Gentlemen  of  the  first  influence  manifest  a  sincere  desire  to  cultivate 
a  spirit  of  harmony  and  commercial  intercourse  between  Canada  and 

the  States,  as  mutually  beneficial;  and  nothing,  in  ray  opinion,  but  a 
change  of  relations  between  the  two  governments  will  prevent  complete 
success  in  the  object  of  the  mission.

It  is  evident  that  this  corresp<»n(lence  came  into  the  possession  of  the 
State;  but  it  was  never  officially  published,  nor  even  preserved.  For 
the  foregoing  copies  the  editor  of  this  Tolame  is  indebted  to  Dunham's 
W<uMn0onktn  of  Aug.  18  1810.  The  editon  in  the  Jeflbraonian  inter- 
est had  charged  that  Dunham's  mission  was  political,  and  to  rebut  this 
charge  he  printed  the  correspondence,  adding  that  the  mission  was  suc- 
cessful in  obtaining  the  desired  legishuion  from  the  Provincial  Parlia- 
ment of  Canada.  The  necessity  for  it  and  importance  of  it  will  he  ap- 
preciated on  examination  of  the  annual  returns  of  that  period  of  the 
criminal  causes  in  the  courts  of  Yermoni  The  returns  from  six  coun- 
ties in  1806  show  sixty-one  indictments  for  counterfeiting,  or  passing 
counterfeit  money. 
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ORIGIN  AKD  CAUSES  OF  THE  UKION  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE

For  two  years  the  editor  of  these  volumes  has  had  in  his  possession

Smith  of  Hrookliue,  Mjiss.,  who  found  the  three  documents  in  the 
library  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society;  for  "A  Public  Defence 
of  the  right  of  the  New*Ham|>shire  Grants,**  &c.,  to  Rev.  H.  A.  Hazbk 
of  Billerica,  Mass.;  and  for  nil  of  the  other  following  documents,  to  Rev. 
Nathaniel  Bouton,  D.  D.,  of  Concord.  N.  H.,  editor  of  the  Provin- 
cial and  State  Valuers  of  Xew  Hampshire,  wlio  has  indeed  furnished  all 
the  documents  in  print  from  the  sheets  of  a  forthcoming  volume  of  the 
N.  11.  i^tate  Papers.

However  this  ramphiet  with  the  assi- 
duity of  the  College  Gentlemen,  has  had  such  an  etfect  that  almost  the 
whole  County. of  Gnittdn,  if  not  the  whole,  have  refused  to  send  mem- 
bers to  the  new  Assembly,  which  is  to  meet  next  WeUiiesUay."

Friends  and  Brethren. 

THE  important  Crisis  is  now  commenced  wherein  the  providence  of 
God;  the  Grand  Continental  Congress;  and  our  necessitous  circum- 
stances, call  upon  us  lo  assume  our  natural  right  of  laying  a  foundation 
of  Civil  Ooverbment  within  and  for  this  Colony.— Our  anxious  concern 
how  the  present  time  may  be  improved.  \vh(>nover  we  are  acting,  not 
only  for  ourselves,  but  ages  yet  unborn;  and  on  whi(;h  the  fate  of  pos- 
terity politically  depends,  imbolden  us  to  address  you  in  this  mnnnor 
upon  the  important  subject.  TTnw  mnny  millions  are  there  in  the  worhl. 
who  would  count  uothing  in  this  life,  too  dear  to  part  with,  if  they  might 
arrive  at  such  a  period:  and  yet  how  frequent  are  the  instances,  wherein 
such  golden  opportunities  have  been  lost,  principally  through  the  inat- 
tention of  the  people:  whereby  ambitious  and  desiguiug  men  have  in- 
shralled  nnthralled]  whole  Kinsrdoms  and  Empires;  and  thereby 
brought  them  to  n)in  and  destruction.  The  Tyrant  would  never  rise, 
nor  the  Oppressor  reign,  were  ii  not  for  the  i)usillaninious  submission 
of  the  people,  who  have  it  in  their  power  to  prcM  ut  them,  aud  ought  to 
bold  the  reins  ot  Government  in  their  own  hands.  Freedom  and  lib- 
erty never  can  be  lost,  nor  gained  in  the  hands  of  Tyrants,  but  b}'  the 
tame  submission  of  the  subject,  or  through  their  criminal  neglect,  or 
inattention:  and  are  seldom  if  ever  regained,  but  by  bloody  conflicts. 
Witness  the  present  day.  Who  could  have  thouglit,  even  less  than 
twenty  years  ajgo,  that  arbitrary  power  and  oppression  c  ndd  have 
reigned  predominant  in  one  of  the  best  constitutions  (as  su{)poscd)  in 
the  world,  in  so  short  a  time;  but  not  more  strange  than  true.  This 
in  part,  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  parliament's  giving^  un  into  the 
bands  of  the  King  such  power  and  influence;  but  principally  bv  the 
criminal  neglect,  if  nothing  worse,  of  the  people;  who  have  the  right  of 
constituting  ooe  main  branch  of  the  British  parliament.  It  may  be  ob- 
served, as  a  self-evident  proposition,  that,  whenever  a  people  give  up 
their  right  of  rei)resentation,  thev  consequently  give  Up  all  their  rights 
and  privileges;  this  being  the  inlet  or  door  to  arbitrtiry  i)ower  and  op- 
pression; therefore  upon  the  present  exigency  of  atl'airs,  it  behooves 
every  individual,  who  is  a  subject  of  Government,  to  attend  to  the  ira- 
•  portant  business — see  and  act  for  hiinsi  If.  Xo  oru-  is  excused,  as  we 
are  all  upon  an  equal  footing,  and  all  equally  iuterestud. — Therefore  let 
ns,  like  ftet  born  Americans,  know  oar  rignts  and  privileges,  and  like 
rational  men  act  up  to  our  exalted  character. — Let  us  not  give  occasion

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to  our  neighbours  or  posterity  to  reproach  us,  by  saying,  that  we  made  a 
gloriouH  stand  against  the  strides  of  arbitrary  power,  and  oppression; 
and  with  our  hlood  and  trpasurc  gained  the  happy  conquest,  but  in  the 
lirst  advance  we  made  towards  establisliing  a  coustitution  for  ourselves 
and  posterity,  we  either  inadvertently  or  carelesslv,  gave  np  our  most 
essential  riirhtn  and  liberties;  or  rather  that  we  did  nothin?  to  preserve 
them. — Upon  these  cousiderations,  Brethren,  are  we  induced  to  treat 
with  you  rreely  upon  this  subject;  which  leads  us  to  a  particular  inquiry 
into,  and  observations  upon  the  present  state  and  circumstances  of  the 
Colony. 

And  1st  We  shall  all  doubtless  agree,  that  the  former  ffovernment  of 

this  Colony  was  iti  a  manner  absolute;  perhaps  more  so  tTian  any<tfthe  * 
united  Colonies  es])ecially  in  point  of  representation,  which  was  solely 
under  the  controul  of  the  chief  Magistrate  of  the  Colony;  and  that  it 
was  owing  to  the  goodness  of  the  ruler  that  we  did  not  feel  the  whole 
weight  ot  the  iron  rod.  tliat  was  thereby  put  into  his  hands:  and  also 
that  the  whole  inleution  of  the  people  now  is  to  abolish  the  old,  and 
form  a  new  government  upon  a  republican  establishment,  a  design  the 
most  noble;  a  free  jieople  governing  themselves  by  their  own  laws.  »fec. 
It  will  also  be  allowed  no  doubt,  that  as  the  (Jolony  hath  formerly  been 
divided  into  Counties,  Towns  and  districts,  for  the  convenient  and  reg- 
ular governing  the  same,  they  will  still  act  as  such.  Therefore,  if  there 
was  nothing  more  in  the  way^  we  should  likewise  be  agreed  to  take  the 
necessary  step  for  a  remedv  in  the  case,  which  natorally  arises;  (viz) 
as  the  body  is  too  large  and  numerous  to  act  individually,  that  the  peo- 
ple elect  their  Representatives,  and  anpoint  them  a  time  and  place,  to 
assemble  together,  for  the  purpose  or  laying  a  foundation  or  form  of 
civil  Government,  throughout  the  Colony.  But  we  are  not  insensible 
that  there  are  several  objections  and  embarrassments  in  the  way;  and 
by  many,  perhaps,  thought  to  be  weighty  and  important;  which,  if  re- 
moved, will  clear  the  way  for  our  unanimous  proceeding.  Ther«fore, 
we  shall  endeavor  to  consider,  and  remove  them  by  fair  and  reasonable 
observation. 

Ln  the  tirst  place  it  will  be  objected  no  doubt,  that  there  is  now  sub- 
sisting in  the  Colony,  an  Assembly,  lately  appointed  by  the  i)eople; 
who  have  formed  themselves  into  a  Council,  and  House  of  Assembly 
(as  they  stile  themselves)  and  that  said  Assembly  have  already  formed 
a  plan  for  electing  a  new  Assembly,  this  insuing  fall,  for  the  then  insu- 
ing  year:  And,  therefore,  it  would  be  preposterous,  now  to  appoint  a 

new  Assembly,  Ac.  ^To  which  we  answer,  1st  That,  at  the  time, 

when  the  members  of  said  A'^si-inbly  were  elected,  the  reasons,  which 
make  it  now  necessary  that  an  Assembly  should  be  appointed,  did  not 
exist:  As  the  reasons  for  calling  said  Assembly  then,  and  the  purpose 
for  which  they  were  appointed,  was  only  of  a  temporary  duration:  (viz.) 
to  act  in  the  exigencies  of  the  Colony,  under  their  distressed  and  ditticult 
circumstances,  as  the  case  mi^ht  require.  No  one  we  believe  thought 
at  that  time,  they  were  appointed  to  institute  a  lasting  plan  of  Civil 
Government  for  the  Colony;  especially,  independant  of,  and  in  contra- 
distinction to  the  Crown  of  Great  liritain;  therefore  they  were  not  * 
elected  for  the  purpose;  and  consequently  have  not  the  power  that  an 
Assembly  now  ought  to  have. 

A  FORMER  Convention  sitting  in  the  Colony  elected  much  as  it  chan- 
ced to  happen  under  our  then  broken  and  conftised  circumstances,  as- 
sumed to  themselves  the  jnerogative  to  regulate  and  determine  how 
and  in  what  manner  the  present  Assembly  should  be  elected,  omitting 
some  towns,  uniting  hair  a  dozen  others  together,  for  the  purpose 
sending  one  member  only;  granting  to  some  tue  liberty  of  sending  one, 
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and  to  some  towns  two,  and  others  three,  conflninjir  the  electors  in  their 

choice  of  a  Representative  to  persons  of  .€200  estate  and  so  on,  in  that 
manner,  as  they  of  their  sovereign  pleasure  thought  fit  to  dictate,  and 
accordingly  thus  seut  out  their  precepts;  in  which  way  and  manner  the 
present  A-sembly  were  elected:  By  which  means,  many  towns  are 
deprived  of  any  representation  at  all,  and  many  others  are  so  in  effect: 
And  therefore,  the  Colony  is  liar  from  being  properly  represented.  On 
this  point  we  are  acquainted,  that  tiiose,  who  are  in  favour  of  the  pres- 
ent Assembly,  have  much  to  say,  though  we  apprehend  but  little  to  the 
purpose.  It  is  argued  iu  the  first  place,  that  when  there  is  a  number  of 
towns,  of  which  the  inhabitants  are  not  more  numerous  than  some  one 
other  town,  that  it  is  not  reasonable  the}'  should  have  a  greater  number 
of  Beprescnlalives— To  which  we  answer,  1.  That  the  number  ot  iubab- 
itants  in  this  case,  in  point  of  right,  argues  nothing  in  favour  of  tiie 
proposition;  for  every  body  politic  incorporated  with  the  same  powers 
and  privileges,  whether  large  or  small,  are  legally  th(^  same.  We  may 
with  the  same,  narily  of  reasoning  as  well  argue,  that  a  small  body  con- 
sisting of  all  we  constituent  parts  of  a  man,  is  not  a  man;  because 
llicre  are  others  of  the  same  species  of  a  much  larger  size:  Or  that  a 
person  at  the  age  of  twenty  one, nut  legally  cai)able  of  acting,  because 
there  are  others  of  fifty  or  siztr,  that  can  do  no  more. — ^The  arguments 
may  as  well  be  :i|tplied  in  another  case  as  follows,  (viz.)  That  a  person, 
of  a  large  estate  in  a  community,  should  have  the  privilege  of  voting 
equal  to  half  a  dozen  others  of  small  estates:  Yet  we  believe  even  those 
that  are  most  sanguine  for  the  argument,  will  not  insist  upon  it;  al- 
though we  cannot  see  if  they  gain  the  tirst,  why  they  may  not  the  latter. 
Ncjtwitbstanding,  we  do  not  deny,  but  the  legislative  body  may,  iu  point 
of  prudence,  grant  to  the  large  capital  towns  In  the  Ck>loay  some  greater 
privileges  in  this  respeet.  than  the  other  towns  have;  but  to  unite  half 
a  dozen  or  more  towns  together,  equally  privileged,  in  order  to  make 
them  equal  to  some  one  other  town,  is  a  new  practice  in  politics  We 
may  as  well  take  the  souls  of  ;i  number  of  dilferent  persons  and  say  they 
make  but  one,  while  yet  tliey  remain  separate  and  difierent,  as  iu  a  po- 
litical sense  to  componnd  a  number  of  different  corporate  liodies  into 
one,  and  yet  they  remain  distinct.  The  very  idea  destroys  their  being; 
but  this  manner  of  arguing  is  only  begging  the  question:  For  even 
granting  for  argument  sake,  that  it  is  reasonable  that  some  one  town  in 
the  Colony  ougnt  to  have  as  large  a  part  in  the  representative  body,  as 
half  a  dozen  others,  or  nearly  as  a  wliole  county;  (which  is  the  case  in 
the  present  Assembly  and  that  County  too  consists  of  above  forty  towns, 
the  most  of  which  are  very  considerably  settled)  yet  our  assertion 
holds  good;  (viz.)  That  no  i)erson  or  body  corporate,  can  be  deprived 
of  any  natural  or  acquired  right  without  forteiture  or  voluntitry  surrender, 
neither  of  which  can  be  pretended  in  the  present  case:  Therefore,  they 
who  espouse  the  argument,  are  necessarily  driven  to  adojit  this  princi- 
ple: (viz.)  that  one  part  of  the  Colony  bath  a  right  to  curtail  or  deprive 
the  other  part  of  their  natural  and  acquired  rights  and  privileges,  even 
the  most  essential,  without  their  consent  The  argument  is  so  absurd, 
that  we  shall  only  sav,  that  they  who  advance  such  d(»ctrines,  and  main- 
tain them,  are  rank  'torics,  in  the  modern  sense  of  the  phrase.  If  this 
principle  must  take  place,  we  had  better  lay  down  our  arms,  and  spend 
no  more  precious  blood  and  treasure  in  the  contest  ;  fhr  it  is  onlv  de- 
stroying with  one  baud,  and  setting  up  the  same  thing  or  that  which  is 
worse  with  the  other;  they  who  will  tamely  submit  to  such  a  govern- 
ment as  this,  deserve  not  a  eobabitatio;i,  amongst  a  free;  people.  He- 
sides,  if  there  is  any  reason,  why  one  town  should  have  a  greater  share 
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of  represenlHliou  than  another,  it  must  be  done  by  enlarging  their  priv- 
ilegea,  and  not  by  curtailing  the  others. 

We  proceed  Sdty,  to  take  notice  of  tlu  proceedings  of  said  Assembly, 

which  we  think  will  serve  much  to  the  removing  the  objection.  1.  Ob- 
serve, tiiat  the  precepts  issued  out  fur  calling  stiid  Assembly  directed 
the  people  to  elect  Representatives  to  sit  In  Congress,  with  power,  if 
thought  advisable,  to  form  themselves  into  a  House  of  Representatives 
for  said  Colony;  and  the  first  step  atler  they  had  thus  formed  themselves, 
was  to  elect,  principally  if  not  wholly,  from  among  themselves,  a  certain 
number,  called  a  Council,  thus  dividing  the  representative  body  into 
two  parts,  assuming  the  tith?  of  Council  and  Assembly  of  the  Colony, 
&c. — How  such  a  plan  of  formation  came  tirsi  into  consideration,  we 
leave  for  others  to  judge:  For  our  part  we  think,  that  if  it  was  neces- 
sary for  part  of  the  representative  body  to  be  set  apart  in  that  capacity, 
it  was  more  necessary  that  they  should  have,  in  the  first  place,  appointed 
some  person,  whom  they  might  have  had  to  counsel  and  advise.  We 
can  hard!y  tliink.  that  at  the  time  of  their  ('l(  Ctir)n,  the  invention  of 
their  const imenis  so  Iruitful,  or  that  they  were  by  them  thus  instructed. 
Perhai)s  ihi  v  niii;bt  think  they  were  imitating  a  neighbouring  Colony, 
but  the  case  is  vi-ry  ditferent,  as  the  other  government  acted  by  ancient 
practices  and  charters;  but  tliis  was  by  mere  institution. 

2dly.  It  appears  by  their  publications,  that  the  next  principal  step 
was  to  settle  the  plan  of  representation  for  the  future.  Whereby  they 
established  their  new  mode  of  government;  and  tor  this  purpose  direct 
the  people  in  the  colony,  in  some  future  time,  to  elect  twelve  persons  in 
the  Colony  to  be  a  Council,  (viz.)  Five  in  the  county  of  Rockingham; 
two  in  the  county  of  Hillsborough;  (wo  in  the  county  of  Strafford;  two 
in  the  county  uf  Cheshire:  and  one  in  the  county  of  Grafton:  And  as  to 
the  representative  body,  that  is  to  be  elected  in  such  a  way  and  manner, 
as  the  jjresent  Asseml)ly  shall  si-e  cause  to  direct.  This  ]>recedent  to 
us,  not  only  appears  novel  and  uuinlelligible,  but  alarming;  for  in  all 
governments  where  the  people  elect  tbe&  Council,  they  chuse  them  at 
large,  without  restrictions  to  any  jiarticular  part  of  the  Colony.  It  is 
true,  there  is  a  practice  in  the  Massachusetts-Bay,  which  at  first  view 
seems  to  be  somewhat  similar,  but  essentially  different;  which  is  this, 
that  upon  their  receiving  their  latest  charter,  there  was  a  union  of  two 
antieut  governments;  in  settling  of  which  it  was  stipulated  between 
them,  that  there  should  be  such  a  number  of  counsellors  in  one,  and 
such  a  number  in  the  other,  and  such  a  number  at  large;  which  in  no 
way  resembles  the  present  case:  And  we  might  with  as  much  propriety 
limit  the  Council  to  particular  towns  as  counties. 

2dly.  We  are  at  a  loss  by  the  modling  of  this  Council,  what  they 
would  be  aiming  at.  At  first  view  we  should  conjecture,  that  they  in- 
tended to  arrange  them  in  such  a  manner,  (according  to  their  plan  of 
representation)  as  equally  to  represent  the  people  in  the  Colony;  but 
when  we  observe  the  title  they  have  given  tlu  ni,  if  appears  tliis  cannot 
be  their  intention;  for  by  it  tliey  not  only  exclude  them  from  the  repre- 
sentative body,  but  even  the  Assembly  Itself— stiling  them  when  acting 
in  conjunction  with  the  Representatives,  The  Coimcil  and  Assembly  of 
Colonyy  &c.  But  we  shall  leave  that  matter  lor  their  luturc  explana- 
tion, and  only  add,  that  if  they  are  not  part  of  the  Assembly,  they 
ought  not  to  have  a  political  being  iu  the  Colony. 

3dly.  It  is  alarming,  in  that  it  appears  from  the  whole  face  of  the 
thing,  that  monopolizing  and  aggrandisement  are  the  principal  objects 
in  view;  and  that  this  new  mode  of  government  is  a  little  horn,  growing 
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up  in  the  place  where  the  other  wtis  broken  off;  for  by  this  plan,  the 

majority  of  the  CoUDcil  are  to  Iu-  cliosen  out  of  a  part  of  the  Colony  ; 
perhaps  not  more  than  one  fourth  part  of  the  extension  of  inhabited 
territory  iu  the  Colony:  And  as  the  same  power  that  formed  the  Conn- 
cil  are  to  regulate  ihe  rt  presentative  body,  we  may  depend  upon  it  that 
their  condiu  l  will  be  all  ol"  a  piece  so  as  to  support  Ibcir  new  lornied 
and  instituted  body;  as  they  have  reserved  to  ibenisuiVes  the  power  of 
regulating  this  matter,  as  their  wisdom  and  sovereign  pleasure  sliall 
dictate.    If  they  meant  to  est:d)lish  a  plan  for  future  re|)resentation, 
why  was  it  not  put  on  some  equal  footiug  or  rule,  whereby  the  neople 
might  be  able  to  judsje  of  its  propriety,  and  kaow  when  they  actca  upon 
it  or  not  ?    Hut  as  tht-  ca-i  ii"\v  is,  it  any  town  or  number  of  towns  are 
neglected,  or  deprived  ol  having  a  Representative,  the  only  remedy  is 
to  go  with  a  petition  or  complaint  to  the  new  erected  house,  praying 
for  redress,  &c.    And  what  may  be  expected  for  answer?  If  it  is  rational 
if  will  be  this  only:  that  it  was  not  the  sovereii^u  pleasure  of  the  former 
Assembly  that  you  >b<iuld  be  represented;  whicli  will  he  a  full  answer. 
Pray  where  is  the  ditl'erence  between  this  establishment  and  the  former 
one,  so  much  complained  of.  except  that  the  Governor  had  the  power  in 
the  former,  and  a  number  of  persons  in  the  latter.    Much  more  might 
be  offered,  to  obviate  the  objection,  but  we  think  what  is  said  already 
is  sufficitMit :    And  shall  now  proceed  tn  some  others*   2flhj.  It  is  ol)- 
jected  by  some,  that  u  large  and  full  representation  will  be  more  expen- 
sive, and  a  small  number  can  do  the  business  sufficiently.— To  which 
we  answer — by  ihe  same  |)arily  of  reasoning  \vi'  may  say,  that  one  man 
is  sufllcient  to  do  the  business,  which  will  make  a  greater  saving  still, 
and  so  put  out  our  own  eyes,  and  trust  to  others  to  lead  us.    i3ut  re- 
member, he  that  gave  up  his  birthright  for  a  small  mess  of  pottage,  bad 
his  fate  into  the  bargain,  ibat  his  brother  should  rule  over  him. — We 
believe  this  objection  arises  principallv  ibr  want  of  a  just  estimate  of  so 
invaluable  a  privilege — the  other  Colonies  have  thought  it  necessary, 
and  actually  made  it  a  precedent,  that  every  incorporated  town,  or  dis- 
trict, slii»uld  bu  represented  by  one  member  at  least,  and  generally  two. 
And  it  may  be  observed,  almost  universally,  that  where  there  is  a  full 
represeniaiion.  the  peo|ile  cbearfully  submit  to  wbatever  is  done:  But 
especially,  iu  layiug  the  foundation  of  Government,  and  establishing  a 
constitution.   We  think  it  of  the  utmost  importance,  that  every  inhab- 
ill  1  I  \vn  have  the  liberty,  if  they  please,  of  electing  one  member,  at 
least,  to  make  up  the  legislative  ])ody — As  it  may  be  mm  b  questioned,  if 
any  one  distinct  corporate  body  be  neglected,  or  deprived  ot  actual  rep- 
resentation, whether,  in  that  case,  they  are  any  ways  bound,  or  included 
by  what  the  others  may  do:   Certainly,  if  they  are  considered  in  a  state 
of  ualure,  thev  are  nut:  No,  not  even  an  individual  person.    liut  sup- 
pose it  should  be  thought  prudent  at  any  time,  by  the  legislative  body, 
to  restrict,  or  lessen  the  number  of  representatives  ;  it  is  absolutely 
necessary  that  the  whole  should  be  active  in  the  matter;  in  order  to 
surrender  their  privileges  in  this  case,  as  they  cannot  be  curtailed 
without. 

^dh/.  It  will  be  objected  perhaps  by  many,  tliat  to  contend  about  this 
matter  at  the  present  time,  will  l»ave  a  tendency  to  stir  u|)  division  and 
contentions  amongst  the  people,  which  would  bo  fatal  to  the  common 
cause,  which  so  mucli  depends  upon  our  union,  &c.  This  objection,  at 
tirst  view,  appears  im^jorlunt:  liut  upon  examination  will  vanish.  We 
readily  agree,  that  it  is  a  thousand  pities,  that  when  we  are  engaged  in 
a  bloody  contest,  merely  to  opposL'  arliitrarv  jiower  without  us,  we 
should  have  occasion  to  contend  against  the  same  within  ourselves;  es- 
pecially by  those  who  pretend  to  be  friends  of  liberty.— We  imagine  that 
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tills  objection  ames  for  wani  of  due  consideratioD.  We  at  e  much  mis- 
taken in  our  views,  if  we  are  not  proposing  that,  and  that  only,  which 
will  i)rc'VL'nt  contentions,  and  divisions  taking  place  amongst  us:  And 
that  wliieh  will  have  the  most  liajipy  effect  to  unite  us  in  iodiuoluble 
bond?  of  union  and  IViendjihip.  Certainly,  if  the  observations,  we  have 
made,  are  just,  the  objections  must  cease  in  the  mind  of  every  reasoua* 
ble  person;  for  if  we  conaider,  tliat  the  great  object  we  have  in  view, 
for  which  the  present  unnatural  war  is  pvirsut-d  between  Britain  and  us, 
principally  consists  ia  this,  that  there  cannot  be  any  legislation  or  taxa- 
tiloii  without  representation:  Or  in  more  explicit  terms,  That  no  person 
is,  or  ought  to  be  subject  to  a  law,  wliicli  he  had  no  liand  in  making; 
or  to  which  he  hath  not  siven  his  consent;  or  that  his  property  cannot 
be  taken  ttom  him,  but  oy  his  voluntarily  giving  it. — ^Now  if  the  case 
under  consideration  be  similar,  (which  we  think  very  plainly  appears) 
are  we  not  pursuing  the  same  general  cause  ?  the  only  difference  is,  we 
are  contending  against  the  same  enemy  within,  that  is  also  without: 
And  certainly,  if  arbitrary  power  without  us,  ought  to  be  rewarded  wilJh 
vengeance,  that  within  ought  to  have  seven-fold.  Therefore,  we  are 
persuaded  that  every  one  who  is  a  true  friend  to  the  liberties  of  man- 
kind, and  has  any  sense  of  his  own  or  posterity's  good,  will  think,  that 
the  cause  well  deserves  a  serious  consifferation,  and  speedy  remedy. 

If  there  were  no  steps  taken  towards  settling  a  foundaliou  of  govern- 
ment in  the  Colony,  we  might  more  easily  be  excused  at  so  difficult  a 
time,  as  the  present  is  :  But  to  our  surprise  we  find  the  plan  already 
laid,  and  couHrraed,  as  to  the  most  essential  part — by  the  present  pre- 
tenaed  Assembly. 

AjUdy.  Perhaps  it  will  be  said  by  some,  that  the  proper  remedy  in  this 
case  would  be  by  petition  and  remonstrance  to  said  Assembly  for  relief 
&c.  To  this  we  can  say,  that  it  was  early  done  by  several  towns  in  the 
Colony;  but  to  no  purpose;  as  the  ])eti(ious  were  rejected,  and  in  a 
manner  treated  with  contempt.  Bef*ides,  if  they  represent  but  part  of 
the  Colony,  and  are  not  legally  constituted,  it  is  absurd  to  petition  them 
as  a  legal  l>ody,  to  grant  relief,  especially,  if  in  doing  it  they  would  de- 
stroy their  own  political  being.  The  true  state  of  the  case  is,  that  we 
have  no  legal  power  subsisting  in  the  Colony,  ibr  the  purposes,  for 
which  it  is  now  necessary  there  should  be  :  It  is  still  in  the  hands  of 
the  people,  to  whom  we  address  ourselves:  and  whom  we  call  upon,  to 
exercise  the  richts  and  privileges  they  have  to  erect  a  supreme  legisla- 
tive Court  for  me  Colony,  in  order  to  lay  a  foundation  and  plan  of  gov- 
ernment in  this  critical  juncture  of  affairs:  And  that  we  no  longer  re- 
main, as  in  a  state  of  nature  or  anarchy;  without  law  or  government. 
Now  is  the  time,  when  we  mav  not  only  act  for  ourselves,  and  posterity, 
freely,  and  without  controul — but  we  are  called  upon  to  do  it;  and  if  this 
opportunity  be  lost,  we  shall  not  have  it  renewed  again,  although  we 
may  seek  it  carefully  with  tears,  when  it  is  too  late.  The  lime  has  been, 
when  we  have  petitioned  and  prayed  to  others,  for  this  pri^l^ie,  but  to 
no  purpose:  And  depend  upon  it,  if  we  sleep  on  a  little  longer,  we  shall 
awake  up  under  like  circumstances.  As  for  ourselves,  we  are  deter- 
mined not  to  spend  our  blood  and  treasure,  in,  defending  against  the 
chains  and  fetters,  that  are  forged  and  prepared  for  ns  abroad,  in  order 
to  uurchase  some  of  the  like  kind  of  our  own  manulkcturing. — Bui  mean 
to  nold  them  alike  detestable.  Therefore,  Brethren,  we  refor  the  case, 
with  what  we  liave  offered  upon  it,  to  your  candid  perusal — desiring,  the 
same  may  conduce  to  the  general  good  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Colony; 
which  is  the  only  motive  exciting  us  hereto.  And  will  only  add  that 
though  we  have  no  desire  to  dictate  in  the  matter,  yet  as  it  is  necessary 
some  method  be  proposed  by  which  the  sentiments  of  different  towns 
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may  be  known  to  each  olher,  relative  hereto;  it  is  our  desire  in  case  any 
town,  or  nnmber  of  towns,  concur  with  us  in  sentiments  as  herein  ex* 

pressed;  that  they  will  coiiimunicale  the  same  by  letters  directed  to 
Bezaleel  Woodward,  Esq;  of  Hanover,  Clerk  of  the  Uuited-Com- 
nnttees,  by  whom  the  foregoing  address  is  published;  that  we  may  be 
able  to  correspond  on  the  subject;  and  that  some  measure  may  be  pur- 
SU(m1  whereby  our  invaluable  privilecjpf  mny  be  secured.

y.  B.  The  meeting  of  the  above  mentioned  Committees  stands  ad- 
journed to  tlie  second  Thursday  in  October  next,  then  to  be  held  in  the

Sept.  30  1770,  the  legal  inliahitants  paying  taxes  in  the  towns  of  Han- 
over, Canaan,  and  Cardigan,  were  required  to  meet  at  Hanover  and 
elect  one  person  having  a  real  estate  of  the  value  of  two  hundred  ponnda 
to  represent  thoee  towns  in  the*  Assembly  of  New  Hampshire.  On  the  . 
27th  of  the  following  November  they  did  meet  and  voted  unanimously 
that  the  preceding  address  was  truly  expressive  of  their  sentiments; 
and  also  that  they  would  not  choose  a  representative  as  directed  in  the 
precept  of  the  Council  aud  Assembly,  for  reasons  substantially  as  set 
forth  in  the  address.'

Friends  and  Fellow  Citizens. 

My  acquaintance  with  Your  Political  State  and  circumstances,  and  of 
the  difficulties  attending  You,  induces  me  to  present  You  with  the  fol- 
lowing Remarks  and  Oheervation?,  which,  according  to  my  apprehen- 
sion, may  serve  in  some  measure  to  point  out  the  way  for  a  removal  of 
them:  And  as  my  only  design  is  to  promote  the  Public  Good,  if  it 
should  have  that  elfect,  it  will  much  more  than  compensate  Your  real 
Friend  for  his  little  pains. — You  Mrill  observe,  1  have  proposed  to  con- 
sider the  Bight  of  Jurisdiction  claimed  over  You  by  the  States  of  ^eto- 
Tork  and  New- Hampshire.  ^In  prosecuting  which  I  shall  begin  with 
the  Origin  of  that  Jurisdiction,  and  pursue  it  down  to  the  present  time. 

Shall  therefore  begin  by  taking  notice  that  King  Jamee  the  First, 
by  his  Patent,  dated  Kovember  S**  1690,  incorporated  the  Dnke  of

the  name  of  the  Great  C«)uncil,  established  at  Plymouth^  iu  the  County 
of  Devon,  for  the  planting,  ruling,  ordering,  and  governing  of  New-Eng- 
land in  America.   And  grants  to  them  and  their  successors  and 

"  assigns  all  that  part  of  America  lying  and  being  in  breadth  from  the 
40^  of  northerly  latitude  from  the  e(}uiiioctial  line  to  the  48°  of  the  said 
northerly  latitude  inclusively,  and  in  length  of  and  within  all  the  breadth 
aforesaid  throughout  the  main  lands  from  sea  to  sea,  together  also  with 

all  the  firm  lands,  soil,  grounds,  havens,  &c,  Provided  always, 

that  the  said  islands  or  any  the  premises  by  the  said  letters  patent  in- 
tended and  meant  to  be  granted  be  not  actually  possessed  or  inhabited 
by  any  other  Christian  Prince  or  State." 

This  Great  Council  established  at  Plymouth  as  aforesaid  soon  granted 
all  the  lands  contained  in  their  said  (rrant  (as  they  supposed)  to  the 
Several  Aew-£ngland  Colonies,  and  resigned  their  Grant  into  the  King's 
hands;  and  among  the  several  grants  they  made,  they  granted  to  the  an- 
cestors  of  Robert  Mason,  Esq;  his  heirs,  &o.  a  tract  "of  land  about  twen- 
ty-four miles  on  the  sea  shore,  extending  back  into  the  Countrv  about 
sixty  miles,  commonly  called  Neu)-Hamp$hire;  which  lands  on  the  east- 
terly  nai-t  of  tbem  next  to  the  sea  soon  began  to  settle,  bnt  were  much 
prevented  by  the  Indian  wars,  and  the  settlers  were  under  no  regular 
fovni  of  Government.  exce|)t  that  the  Massachn^etls-Iiay  in  some  meas- 
ure exercised  Jurisdiction  over  them.  In  this  situ.ition  they  continued 

until  after  the  restoration  of  Charles  the  Secimd,  and  in  the  sixth  year 
of  his  reign  a  comnii.ssion  was  granted  to  John  Cutis,  Esq;  President  of 
the  Council  established  for  the  ruling  and  governing  of  said  JV^ew-Hamp- 
sliire.  boniuliiii::  it  as  follows,  viz.  '•  Lying  and  extending  from  three 
miles  northward  of  Merrimack- Lii\ery  or  any  part  thereof  unto  the 
province  of  Maine  (No.  •*  E.")  Afterwards,  In  said  commission  there 
IS  this  furtlu'r  clause,  viz.  And  it  appearing  unto  Us  llmt  the  ances- 
tors of  Robert  Mason,  Esq;  obtained  Grants  from  our  Great  Council 
of  Plymouth  for  the  tract  of  land  aforesaid,  and  were  at  great  expence 

upon  the  same,"  &c.  Whereb}'  it  appeal  s  that  said  province  of  A^eio- 

Uampshire  as  it  was  then  bounded,  and  the  grant  to  the  said  Mason 
was  one  and  the  same  tract  of  laud;  under  which  form  of  Government 
said  province  of  New- Hampshire  continued  until  a  commission  was 
granted  to  Benniny  Wentwortfi,  Esq;  enlarging  the  extent  of  said  prov- 
ince by  includitig  all  the  lands  in  said  Grants  on  both  sides  of  Connecti- 
eu^River,  with  power  of  granting  them  in  the  name  of  the  King;  and 
also  right  of  Jurisdiction  over  the  whole;  which  Governor  Wentworth 
granted  great  part  of  those  lands  iucluded  in  said  Grant  previous  to  the 
sixtli  year  of  the  reign  of  George  the  third,  when  his  said  commission 
was  revoked,  and  a  commission  granted  to  John  Wentworth,  Esq;  to 

K reside  Governor  over  the  ssune  extent  of  Territory;  who  continued  in 
Is  seat  of  government  until  the  commencement  of  the  present  war,  and 
then  left  it  vacant. — These  commissions  are  all  the  Grants  that  were 
ever  made  or  given  to  said  province  of  New-Uampskire  relative  to  their 
Civil  Ctovemment;  and  were  held  subfect  to  alteration  or  revocation  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  Crown;  And  the  said  John  Wentworth  while  he 
presided  Governor  as  aforesaid  granted  the  remainder  of  the  lands  on 
said  Grants;  and  in  consequence  thereof  the  Grantees  have  entered  up- 
on them  and  cultivated  and  improved  them,  extending  from  said  former 
province  of  New-Hampshire,  or  said  Mason's  westerly  line  westward  to 
Lake- a  urn  I  plain  or  thereabouts;  southerly  to  the  north  line  of  the  Mae- 
ea/chusetts-Bay;  northerly  to  the  Oanada  line,  and  easterly  to  the  proY« 
ince  of  Main. 
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These  Grants  remained  under  the  GoTernment  of  IfMW-Hampahire 

until  about  the  year  17(54;  when  a  determination  of  the  Lords  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  and  Plantations  was  obtained  by  the  province  of  New- 
Yorky  that  the  Jmindiclion  of  the  Grants  west  of  ConnecHcut-Miver 
should  be  under  Xeto-York;  at  the  i^ame  time  confirming  and  approving 
those  Grants  hy  (iovernor  Wentworlh  us  afoicsMiil. 

In  this  siiuaiion  the  Government  on  tliosc  (riaiil-s  continued  until  the 
commencement  of  the  present  war;  since  which  the  several  Conven- 
tions ;iiul  Assfniblies  of  ihe  8tat(^  of  Xeir  )'orAr  i-laiin  Jurisdiction  over 
those  Grants  west  of  Connecticut- liiver^  and  tiie  Couvenlious  and  Assem- 
blies of  the  State  of  Ktm-Hcanpshirt  claim  Jurisdiction  over  the  Oranta 
east  of  said  River,  notwifh>ian(ling  tlie  rLCiisals  to  submit  and  tepeated 

reiuoustraoces  against  said  claim.  In  order  therefore  to  examine  tha 

Justice  of  them,  it  will  he  necessary  to  consider  them  distinctly  and 
apart. 

And  First,— All  the  rii^ht  that  ever  New  York  had.  either  to  the  Soil 
or  Jurisdiction  of  those  Cirants  west  of  Ch)nntcticut-liive,i\  came  by  virtue 
of  the  Royal  Grant  to  the  Duke  of  York;  this  is  the  only  basis  of  the 
extent  of  said  Province  or  Slate  of  Sew-York,  except  the  decree  of  the 
Board  atbresaid.  It  will  be  uecessarv  therefore  in  this  inquiry  to  recite 
part  of  said  Royal  Charter,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  bounds  and  limita 

thi  icof  together  with  date,  &c.  But  before  we  proceed  shall  taka 

notice  that  at  the  time  of  thu  Grant  made  by  Kinu  James  to  the  Council 
esfahlished  at  Plymouth  as  aforesaid,  the  Dutm  and  Stvieds  were  in 
p()sses.sion  of  Neta  York,  Albany  and  part  of  the  Jersies;  and  about  that 
lime  or  a  little  after  and  before  IGoS  there  was  a  settlement  of  some 
French  at  a  place  called  St.  Croix  near  to  New-Hcotland  (alias)  JS^ova- 
IScotia  (and  a  few  families  of  Butch  settled  at  Hartford  on  Connecticut* 
Hirer,  which  -seilleinent  at  Hartford  was  evacuated  long  before  the 
Grant  to  the  Duke  ot  York,  and  all  pretension.s  to  any  claim  on  Conneo 
ticut'iUver  given  up.)  I  now  proceed  to  observe  that  in  1664  (there 
being  a  war  between  the  Eufjlish  and  Dutch)  King  Charles  meditated 
sending  a  lorce  lo  cause  the  Dutch  to  surrender  the  lauds  by  them  pos-. 
sessed  on  HudsorCa  l?toer,  and  on  the  12th  of  March,  1664,  by  his  letters 
patent  "Gave  and  granted  to  his  Royal  Brother  James.  Duke  of  York 
all  that  pari  of  the  main-laud  in  Sew-l^nyland,  beginniug  at  a  certain 
place  called  and  known  by  the  name  of  St.  Croix  next  adjoining  to  ^eto- 
Seotland  in  America,  ana  from  thence  extending  along  the  sea  coast 
unto  ji  place  called  Peroniquie  or  Piemiquid  and  so  up  the  Uivt  r  fliercof 
to  the  lurtherniost  lu  atl  ol  the  same  as  it  tendeth  northward,  and  ex- 
tending from  tlit  iuH'  to  the  liiver  Kcnebcque  and  upward  by  the  short- 
est course  to  the  River  (Janada  northward;  and  al>o  all  that  island  or 
islands  commonly  called  by  Ihe  several  uame  or  uameH  Matlau:acki  or 
Long  Island,  situate,  lyiug,  and  being  toward  the  west  of  Cape-Vod  and 
the  Narrugansett,  abutting  up  the  main  land  between  the  two  Rivers 
tiiere  culled  and  known  by  the  names  of  (Jonneciicul  and  Mudiona-liwer^ 
and  all  the  land  from  the  west  side  of  Omw^iGai-Bivefr^  to  the  east  side 

of  DeUxaare-Bay.  And  also  all  those  several  islands  called  or  known 

by  the  names  ot  Martin  s  Vineyard  and  Xantucks,  otherwise  called  Nan- 
tucket, together  with  all  the  lands,  soils,  islands,  <&c.  and  all  the  estate, 
right,  title,  interest,  benefit,  advantage,  claim  and  demand  of,  in,  or  to 

tlie  said  lands  and  premises,  or  any  [>art  or  parsels  tin  leol."  'And  at 

llie  same  lime  gave  a  commission  lo  Colonel  Richard  JS'ichols  lo  dispos- 
sess the  Dutch  and  take  possession  thereof  in  behalf  of  his  Brother  the 
Duke  of  York,  which  was  acrordingly  executed  in  the  month  of  Au^just 
16t}4,  and  Colonel  .Nichols  remaiued  iu  the  Duke's  Government  three 
years,  and  in  June  1670  the  DuleA  Government  was  again  revived  and 
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continued  until  1674  on  a  treaty  of  peace  signed  at  Westminster  in  Feb- 
ruary. The  English  Government  was  restored,  and  on  the  29"*  of  June 
1074  his  Royal  Highness  the  Duke  of  York  obtaliied  from  the  Kin^  a 
new  Patent  of  the  same  lands  and  territories  in  the  same  words  with  tne 
former  differing  only  in  the  date.' 

Having  thus  far  recited  the  bounds  and  limits  of  the  Grant  (o  the 
Duke  of  York^  which  is  all  that  cau  be  claimed  4u  favor  of  the  present 
State  of  XeuhYork^  as  to  the  extent  of  their  Jurisdiction  as  being  paten- 
tees or  Assigneo'^  to  the  Duke.  I  shall  now  proceed  to  consider  in  a  legal 
and  rational  point  of  light,  and  show  that  oy  a  fair  construction  it  can- 
not be  supposed  to  induoe  those  Grants  or  any  part  of  them  west  of 
Connecticut- liiver. — Therefore,  in  the  first  place  take  notice  that  two 
thirds  or  more  of  the  lands  and  territories  literally  contained  in  the 
Duke's  Grant  were  so  obviously  absurd  (as  to  its.  holding  them)  that  all 
pretensions  of  claim  to  them  have  been  laid  aside  from  the  beginning; 
and  scarcely  any  part  thereof  is  holden  according  to  the  literal  and  ex- 
press words  of  the  Grant. — Thi^i  therefore  makes  it  necessary  to  inquire 
upon  what  principle  or  construction  they  do  or  can  hold? — I  answer  by 
the  reserve  made  in  the  Grant  of  King  James  to  the  Council  established 
at  Plymouth  as  before  recited,  viz.  "  AH  lauds,  &c.  in  the  possession  of 
aoTM  oiher  Chriatian  Prince  or  State;"  and  had  it  not  been  for  this  pro- 
viso or  reserve  the  Duk(>  woulrl  have  taken  nothing  by  his  Grant:  For 
all  except  this  was  grunted  to  the  Council  of  Flymouthy  and  by  them  re- 
granted,  Ac. — Therefore  the  fkir  construction  of  the  grant  must  be  that 
it  includes  all  the  lands  within  the  limits  of  Xeic- Emjland  thixt  were  in 


England  at  the  time  of  granting  to  the  Council  of  Plymouth  as  afore- 
said, and  no  more.— Consonaut  to  this  construction  has  been  the  prac- 
tice and  proceeding  of  all  parties  concerned  from  the  beginning:  To 
this  we  may  observe  that  the  subduing  the  Dutch  in  order  to  obtain  pos- 
session for  the  Duke  was  as  early  and  even  coeval  with  the  Grant  itself. 
— And  when  the  DutcU  had  revolted  from  under  the  EtigJish  i^overnmeut 
and  were  a  second  time  brought  under  subjection  the  Duke  applied  Ibr 
a  second  Grant  of  the  same  land  which  plainly  shews  he  was'apprehen- 
sive  that  his  first  Grant  was  lost  by  the  revolt  of  the  Dutch;  and  also 
that  the  lands  they  were  in  possession  of,  and  which  they  claimed,  were 
(he  lands  and  territories  contained  in  his  Grant;  agreeable  to  this  have 
been  all  the  si  itlcmi  iit  of  the  limits  and  boundaries  of  this  Grant  by  the 
Duke,  his  Patealees,  or  Assignees  with  the  other  Colonies  acyoining  to 
to  them  from  first  to  last  —Also  the  bounds  and  extensions  of  Uila  Gtmtil 
clearly  show  that  this  was  the  intent  of  it. — For  observe,  the  Grant  ex- 
pressly extends  to  every  part  of  New-England  where  there  had  been  any 
settlement  of  any  foreign  nation,  though  ever  so  remote  from  the  main 
object,  vis.  HftmhTork;  whidi  rannot  be  rationally  accounted  for  but 
upon  this  principle,  viz.  to  include  all  the  lands  that  were  reserved  as 
aforesaid.  Mucu  more  might  be  said  to  establish  this  construction  of 
the  Grant,  but  I  think  what  has  been  assigned  is  suHkient,  at  least  for 
my  present  purpose:  And  tlierefore  shall  only  observe,  that  if  this  con- 
struction be  trucj  and  there  was  no  settlement  or  claim  of  the  Dutch  or 
any  other  Christian  Prince  or  State  other  than  the  EngU9h  on  or  near  * 
Connecticut-JHrer  at  the  time  of  granting  to  the  Council  of  Plymouth  or 
the  Duke  of  Yorkj  there  cau  be  no  pretensions  of  extending  said  Grant 
to  CkmneeUeut'Biver  or  any  part  thereof. 

I  SHALL  observe  once  more,  that  even  by  the  literal  expressions  in 
said  Grant  or  Patent  it  cannot  be  supposed'  to  include  those  lands ;  for 
the  only  clause  in  said  Grant  that  can  oe  pretended  to  include  the  lauds 
on  which  aaid  Grants  are  is  this,  vU.  **  And  all  the  land  from  the  west 
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side  of  Conntcticut-liiver  to  the  east  side  of  Delaware-Bay.^^ — Now  all  the 
lands  that  may  be  fairly  said  tn  lie  between  those  two  extremes  may  be 
said  to  be  included  by  that  clause,  and  those  lands  which  cannot  be  saifl 
to  lie  between  those  boundaries,  cannot  be  said  to  be  include(i,  although 
they  may  be  said  to  lie  west  of  OonnecUeut-Rlver:  For  obserye  by  tne 
expression  they  must  lie  east  of  Delaware-Bay  as  well  as  west  of  Con- 
necticut-Siver. — Therefore  for  triaTs  sake  let  us  suppose  a  line  ilrawu 
from  the  mouth  of  Connecticut-River  to  the  east  sioe  of  Delaware-Bay 
even  to  the  northern  extent  of  it. — This  I  believe  without  dispute  would 
leave  all  or  nearly  all  Uie  lands  on  the  main  west  of  Connecticut- River  to 
the  north;  this  construction  therefore  won't  answer:  Then  let  us  sup- 
pose a  line  drawn  from  the  head  of  r<aid  River  to  the  east  side  of  Dela- 
toare-Bay^  and  then  the  lands  on  those  Grants  will  still  lie  westward,  and 
not  be  included:  Thefe  is  therefore  but  oue  way  that  I  can  possibly 
think  of  that  will  comport  with  the  phrase  and  include  the  lands  in 
que><tion:  and  that  is  to  extend  Delaxcare-Bay  in  the  same  degiee  of  lon- 
gitude that  it  is  now  in  as  far  north  as  the  head  of  Connecticut-RweTy 
and  then  all  the  lands  west  of  CtrnneesticuUlUver  and  east  of  Ihlama^ 
Bay  would  be  included  by  that  clause  so  as  to  take  in  the  lands  on  the 
said  Grants;  such  a  construction  every  unbiassed  mind  will  reject.— I 
shall  therefore  dismiss  this  point  relative  to  the  right  of  jurisdiction 
merely  by  the  extent  of  said  Gr rant, 'and  proceed  to  the  consideration  of 
it  in  a  different  view:  For  whether  the  lands  on  those  Grants  are  in- 
cluded in  the  Grant  to  the  Duke  of  York  or  not,  the  fee  of  them  has 
been  granted  by  the  Crown  to  the  present  Grantees  and  since  confirmed 
to  them:  so  that  Jurisdiction  is  the  only  matter  in  dispute.    The  light 
in  which  I  shall  now  consider  this  right  is  relative  to  the  decree  of  the 
Lords  of  Trade  and  Plantation  before  mentioned,  which,  I  snppose,  is 
the  i^reatest  rijjht  that  can  be  urt^ed  in  favor  of  the  claim.    And  in  this 
point  of  light  I  consider  all  the  grants  upou  equal  footing:  For  as  to  any 
connexions  by  grant  or  charter  either  with  the  State  of  New-Yfyrk  or 
New- Hampshire,  I  have  observed  there  is  none,  except  royal  commis- 
sions to  Governors  in  tlie  one  case,  and  a  decree  of  the  Lords  in  the 
other,  that  can  be  eliallenged  as  giving  them  a  rigiit  to  exercise  Jurisdic- 
tion in  this  case.    Let  us  therefore  consider  what  the  nature  and  design 
of  these  commissicnis  to  exercise  Jurisdiction  over  particular  territories 
and  extent  of  lauds  are. 

Thet  are  altogether  exparte,  without  the  priyity,  knowledge,  or 
consent  of  the  People  governed;  for  they  never  know  by  whom  or  in 
what  manner  they  are  to  be  governed  until  the  commission  be  pub- 
lished. 

2*.   They  are  held  only  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Crown;  and  that  too 
by  beino;  liable  to  alteration  at  anv  time  as  the  Crown  shall  see  fit 


this  is  all  the  People  can  olaim  any  right  to:   In  short  it  amounts  to 

this;  do  you  A.  B.  or  C.  exercise  government  or  rule  over  my  subjects 
in  such  a  place  during  mv  pleasure  according  to  such  and  such  rules, 
and  such  others  as  I  shall  give  you  ftt>m  time  to  time;  and  do  you  my 
people  as  subjects  obey  according. — I  ask  in  this  case  what  act  or  choice 
the  people  have  in  this  jurisdiction  any  more  than  a  company  of  slaves 
have  in  a  plantation  under  the  government  of  one  driver  to-day  and  a 
new  one  to-morrow  ?  Those  who  think  this  is  pointed  too  high  are  de- 
sired to  read  either  of  those  Governor's  commissions  at  their  leisure. 

 Therefore  what  absurdity  is  it  to  urge  that  since  this  oppessive  arm 

of  power  is  broken,  uid  the  oupressed  set  at  liberty  to  govern  them- 
selves, that  therefore  one  part  has  right  of  Jurisdiction  over  the  other 
part  merely  because  they  were  once  under  the  same  master  by  mear 


3^.    It  is  an  express 


subjects  to  submit  and  obey; 
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compulsion;  that  this  is  the  case  relative  tu  the  People  on  these  Grants 
is  clear  and  indisputable,  for  this  jurisdiction  has  been  chanjored  twice  if 

not  three  times  in  the  course  of  twelve  or  fourteen  years  without  the 
least  of  their  privity  or  consent.  Such  Jurisdictions  as  these  therefore 
never  bind  a  people  together  any  longer  than  the  force  that  first  coni- 
polled  continues  over  tlicm,  and  when  that  ceases  they  in  point  of  social 
compact  revert  to  a  state  of  nature.  No  part  in  this  case  can  claim 
right  of  juristliction  over  the  other  without  clainiiug  power  from  the 
same  fountain.  One  thing  more  enters  into  the  consideration  of  this 
right  which  I  shall  take  notice  of  in  this  phii^e:  and  that  is  the  local  sit- 
uation (j<  the  peo|)le  in  a  particular  state  or  Jurisdiction;  when  they  are 
so  situated  that  they  cannot  attend  upon  the  matter  of  Government  that 
concern  them  with  any  tolerahle  convenience,  it  becomes  necessM! y  for 
an  alteration  of  the  extent  of  such  Jurisdiction.  Otherwise  the  design 
of  Government  would  be  entirely  frustrated.  I  know  in  Governments 
when  the  penph-  had  little  or  nothing  els<'  to  do  but  to  obey  Royal  Man- 
dates, &c.  the  more  remote  they  were  from  the  seat  of  government  the 
better;  but  in  Republican  States  it  is  otherwise;  there  every  one  has 
more  or  less  to  do,  and  therefore  oui^ht  to  be  so  situated  that  he  can  act 
his  part,  otherwise  he  has  no  share  in  the  Government.  When  any  part 
of  a  State  is  so  situated  that  the  Inhabitants  cannot  attend  upon  the 
matter  of  Governnu'nt  within  the  State  with  any  tolerable  degree  of 
convenience,  this  ill  etVect  will  always  follow,  viz.  That  they  will  izrow 
remiss  and  ueglij(cnl,  and  thereby  expose  themselves  to  be  overreached 
and  oppressed  by  the  other  part. 

Fkom  what  has  been  said  therefore  relative  to  the  right  claimed  by 
New-York  wnd  S tie- Hampshire  over  the  said  Grants  on  account  of  these 
Royal  Commi.ssions  or  Impositions,  it  is  clear  and  plain  that  it  is  alto- 
gether founded  in  force  and  compulsive  power,  and  rmi  in  compact  and 
agreement,  which  power  upon  the  Declaration  of  Independence  of  the 
United  States  became  nnll  and  void,  and  therefore,  there  bein^  no  com- 
pact or  agreement  of  the  People  whereby  Ihey  became  united  with 
either  of  those  States,  they  in  ti\at  case  reverted  to  a  State  of  nature  as 
to  Government,  and  stand  entirely  unconnected  with  them.  This  being 
the  case,  necessity,  the  Providence  of  GOD,  your  own  interest  and  pru- 
dence Civil  upon  ^'ou  to  put  yourselves  into  a  state  of  Government  either 
by  connecting  with  some  State  already  formed,  or  by  ere<  ting  yourselves 
into  a  new  and  distinct  State.  If  you  have  already  pursued  all  reasona- 
ble measures  for  a  Uiiion  with  some  otht  r  Slate  to  no  eflVct.  or  your 
local  an<l  other  eircunistancts  are  such  as  ren<ler  it  extremely  ditlieult  if 
not  impracticable  to  be;  uinted  with  any  State  already  formed,  your  in- 
dispensihle  duty  is  to  f«trm  yourselves  into  a  distinct  State,  and  that 
witnout  delay.  The  common  cause  in  w  liich  we  are  all  embarked,  your 
interest,  and  especially  that  of  the  orphan  and  widow,  and  your  morals 
suffer  by  the  delay. — But  doubtless  there  will  be  objections  arising  in 
the  minds  of  some  against  proceeding  al  this  time:  I  will  Iherelore  en- 
deavor to  mention  the  most  material  and  answer  them.  And 

I'*.  It  will  be  objected  that  are  not  of  sufTlcient  ability  to  sup- 
port and  maiutaiu  Government.— To  this  I  would  only  say,  you  are  much 
more  able  in  any  respect  than  any  of  the  United  States  were  when  they 
first  began  their  respective  Governments. 

Objection  2''.  We  have  not  yet  fully  established  our  Independence; 
let  us  finish  that  matter  first,  and  then  see  about  erecting  new  States, 
&c.— To  this  I  would  answer,  The  only  way  to  vanquish  our  inveterate 
Enemy  and  support  our  Independence  is  fitst  to  regulate  and  settle  mat- 
ters at  home;  fur  while  things  remain  in  contusion  among  ourselves,  we 
may  expect  uiey  will  be  so  throughout:  Hence  ariseth  tne  difficultjr  of 
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raising  our  army,  eqniping,  cloathin";  them,  &c. — And  further  as  the 
United  States  are  all  settled  and  settling  their  plans  of  €k»vernment,  for 

you  to  be  still  or  in  part  to  act  with  them  until  all  things  arc  setlletl, 
and  then  break  ofl'  and  set  up  a  new  State  would  be  unposing  upuu  and 
doling  deceitflilly  with  them:  Besides  you  will  thereby  give  up  your 
natural  right  of  forming  into  a  State  of  Government,  and  lie  at  the  will 
of  those  with  whom  you  have  acted,  whether  you  shall  have  the  liberty 
or  not.  Therefore  now  is  the  time  either  to  go  forward  and  act  on  the 
affair  or  give  up  all  pretensions  of  ever  doin^  anything  about  it  hereaf- 
ter. In  addition  to  this  you  may  be  assured  that  whoever  lives  to  see 
matters  abroad  fully  settled  respecting  the  present  dispute  will  also  see 

freater  altercations  and  sharper  contests  about  our  internal  police  and 
onu'stic  nfTaiis,  if  they  remain  unsettled  until  that  time,  than  we  liave 
yet  seen,  or  men  and  things  will  be  n^ach  altered  from  whatever  they 
have  been. 

But  I  pass  to  another  Objection,  viz.  That  there  is  no  suj)renie  power 
yet  erected  by  the  United  States  to  make  and  grant  Jurisdiction  to  any 
new  Staie,  and  therefore  it  cannot  now  be  done. — I  answer  it  is  true 
there  is  no  such  power  vet  erected,  and  I  pray  God  there  never  may  be; 
for  should  there  be  sucfi  a  power  establislicd,  these  Kepublicr.n  States 
•  would  thereby  beeorne  a  Alonarchy. — It  will  be  asked  then,  why  was  it 
that  all  State's  or  Bodies  Politic  heretofore  obtained  Jurisdiction  from 
the  Crown  before  ihey  jirvtendcd  lo  exercise  Government?  And  if  nec- 
essary then  why  not  now  from  some  supreme  power?  The  reason  is  this, 
the  King  of  Oreat-Brilain  was  Lord  of  the  fee,  and  Chief  Magistrate  of 
all  executive  power  throughout  his  dominions;  therefore  all  Government 
was  exercised  in  his  name  and  by  bis  authority.  This  will  therefore 
lead  us  to  inquire  from  whence  this  power  of  Jurisdiction  must  now 
arise  ?  I  answer  from  the  People  who  are  to  he  the  subjects  of  this  Gov- 
ernment, the  true  and  Original  SoUrce  of  all  Government,  there  is  noth- 
ing more  or  less  that  can  give  one  man  right  to  rule  and  exercise  Gov- 
ernment oyer  another  but  his  agreement  and  consent  thereto;  therefore 
all  that  is  necessary  to  give  any  body  of  men  power  or  right  to  exercise 
Government  in  and  over  themselves,  is  their  mutual  compact  and  agree- 
ment for  that  purpose. — When  this  is  done  they  have  all  the  power  they 
can  or  ever  will  have  from  any  true  source  or  fountain;  nay  they  arc 
not  under  the  necessity  of  asking  liberty  of  any  other  power  thus  to 
confederate  together,  &c. — ^Neither  is  there  any  power  on  this  Continent 
^except  Lord  or  General  Howe)  that  will  pretend  cither  to  give  leave  or 
forbid  in  this  case;  therefore  the  objection  is  of  no  force. — It  will  be 
asked  then  whether  upon  a  new  State  being  formed  on  this  Continent 
or  (we  will  sa^)  on  these  Grants,  they  have  anything  to  do  with  the 
United  States  in  order  to  be  a  complete  State  for  Civil  Government?  I 
answer  as  to  their  internal  police  or  Civil  Government  simply  consid- 
ered they  have  not;  but  in  a  relative  sense  they  liave;  and  in  this  way, 
when  they  once  become  a  distinct  State  or  Body  Politic  then  they  are  a 
proper  member  or  body  to  be  treated  with  and  received  into  Union  and 
Confederation  with  this  great  and  Aggregate  Body,  and  not  before:  In 
this  waj'  only  can  they  become  one  of  the  TTnited  States,  viz.  by  the  Uni- 
ted States  agreeing  to  receive,  and  the  particular  State  agreeing  to  unite 
with  and  suomit  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  Aggregate  Body. 
Thereby  they  become  a  proper  subject  of  its  controul  and  Government. 
— Thus  you  may  plainly  nee  that  all  Government  from  the  highest  to  the 
lowest  is  founded  in  compact.  But  methinks  these  observations  will 
produce  the  curiosity  to  know  in  what  ])oint  of  light  this  particular  State 
would  be  considered,  when  formed  and  presented  to  the  United  States 
for  acceptance,  should  it  then  be  rejected  ?  I  answer  the  United  States 
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would  treat  them  as  a  neighbor  according  to  their  behavior:  For  al> 

though  they  should  not  receive  Iheni  they  cannot  in  justice  annihilate 
them,  because  they  having  never  been  connected  with  them,  are  not 
under  their  power  or  controul.  Therefore  if  they  behave  as  an  honest 
Keighbor  they  will  treat  them  accordingly,  but  if  their  conduct  should 
be  inimical  to  the  United  States  they  w&l  be  treated  as  enemies.  This 
doubtless  would  be  the  case. 

Thtts,  Gentlemen,  in  a  brief  manner  I  have  endeavored  to  point  out 
your  political  situation  and  circumstances,  and  your  duty  relative  there- 
to. I  shall  therefore  close  with  a  word  of  advice;  and  that  is,  if  you 
should  think  it  expedient  upon  what  has  been  observed  to  proceed  in 
forn)in!^  a  (listiiK-t  State,  by  all  means  be  unanimous  and  consider  your- 
selves these  Grants  as  being  all  on  the  same  fouudalion.  Act  to- 
gether as  one  collective  body  so  situated  by  the  Providence  of  God,  as 
clearly  point  out  the  necessity  and  convenience  of  Y<nir  being  united  in 
a  distinct  State.-^Therefore  divisions  among  yourselves  either  by  rivers, 
mountains  or  the  like  may  prove  Iktal;  especially  in  respect  to  your  ac- 
ceptance and  approbation  by  the  United  States,  &c.  Much  will  depend 
on  your  joint  and  unanimous  proceedings;  I  therefore  submit  the  whole 
to  your  candid  perusal:

POSTSCBIPT. 

Clontaining  Observations  wrote  since  the  Publication  of  the  Articlks 

of  CONFBDSRAXION  of  the  UMIT£1>  STAT£8  OF  AMSRICA. 

SiNCK  my  finishing  Ibe  foregoing  I  have  had  opportunity  to  pciiise 
the  proposed  Articles  of  Confederation  of  the  United  States,  and  think 
it  necessary  to  make  some  Observations  on  the  second  and  niuth  arti-  ' 
eles,  which  I  conceive  are  of  importance  to  consider,  especially  as  to 
the  proper  time  for  your  Uniting  and  formin*^  into  a  distinct  Slate.  &c. 
— ^You  will  take  notice  that  by  tlie  second  article  "  Each  State  is  to  re- 
tain its  sovereignty,  freedom,  and  independence,  and  every  power,  juris- 
diction, and  right  which  is  not  by  the  Confederation  expressly  delegated 
to  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled." 

Tou  will  observe  also  that  in  the  ninth  article  provision  is  made  for 
the  hearing  and  determining  matters  of  dispute  between  any  two  or 
more  States  relative  to  Jurisdiction,  boundary,  or  any  other  matter  what- 
ever; but  no  provision  for  Congress  to  hear  or  determine  any  matter  of 
dispute  between  one  ])arl  of  a  State  and  the  other;  but  are  prevented  by 
the  second  article. — ^Neither  is  there  any  provision  for  Congress  to  inter- 
pose.relative  to  dividing  any  State  or  States,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting 
a  new  State  or  Jurisdiction,  or  of  transferring  -any  part  of  one  to  the 
Jurisdiction  of  another,  &c.  Tlii^  matter  is  left  to  each  particular  State 
to  determine  as  they  shall  think  proper:  This  is  agreeable  to  what  I 
before  observed,  that  as  to  erecting  particular  States  or  Jurisdictions 
th<!  United  States  in  Congress  had  nothing  to  do,  neither  would  they 
.nternuHldle  in  those  matters. — Therefore  all  the  particular  Slates  as  to 
their  Powers,  Jurisdictions,  and  Rights  as  they  are  or  will  be  when  the 
Confederation  takes  place  and  Government  is  settled  in  the  respective 
States  will  be  unalterably  established  and  nmst  so  remain  as  long  as  the 
Confederation  lasts,  unless  they  shall  see  fit  to  alter  themselves,  the 
probability  of  which  I  leave  every  one  to  Judge  who  knows  that  men 
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and  bodies  of  men  are  gorerned  by  self-interest. — This  I  think  a  8uffi- 
cientamwer  lu  those  who  are  for  putting  off  llie  affair  until  all  ])uh]ic 
matters  arc  settled,  and  then  enter  upon  makin<^  new  States,  &c.  They 
in  that  case  will  be  told  it  is  now  too  late;  this  cons^ideration  therefore 
will  make  it  necessary  to  enquire  more  particularly  what  steps  are  pru- 
dent to  1)6  taken  by  the  Inbabitantft  living  on  the  Grants  east  of  (\)n- 
necUciU-Iiiver^  especiallv  as  we  tiud  the  present  assembly  ot  New-Hamp- 
8hir€  ^  have  directed  the  several  towns  and  districts  n  they  see  fit  to 
instruct  their  Representatives  at  their  next  sessions  to  call  an  Assembly 
by  a  full  and  free  election  to  convene  together  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
establishing  a  permanent  plan  of  Government  for  the  State,"  and  there- 
fore many  will  say  perhaps  such  a  plan  will  be  settled  as  will  ^ive  satis- 
faction to  all  parties  concerned:  And  further  that  it  is  our  indispensible 
duty  to  assist  in  forming  this  plan  in  order  if  possible  to  have  it  so  done 
that  we  may  be  satisfied,  but  if  after  all  we  cannot  obtain  such  a  plan  as 
appears  to  us  just  and  equitable  we  will  not  connect  with  them  but  seek 
aiter  connections  somewhere  else. — liut  let  me  tell  you  my  friendrt  thai 
whatever  town  or  district  undertakes  to  act  in  forming  a  plan  of  Govern- 
ment  for  the  State,  when  once  flie  plan  is  formed  and  settled,  be  it  what 
it  willf  like  or  not  like  it,  th^y  are  as  etfectually  bound  by  it  as  if  they 
had  made  it  altogether  themselves;  for  you  cannot  act  in  tne  least  with- 
out  first  uniting,  and  when  once  united,  whatever  that  Body  does  will 
be  considered  as  your  act  as  much  as  theirs. — Therefore  if  you  consider 
yourselves  now  unconnected,  and  that  it  is  your  duty  aud  interest  to 
seek  after  connection  with  them,  and  still  retain  liberty  in  your  own 
hands  until  such  time  as  you  can  agree  to  unite,  the  only  proper  way  is, 
to  propose  such  terms  as  you  are  willing  to  unite  upon,  and  if  agreed  to 
then  a  union  may  properly  take  place;  but  if  not  agreed  to,  £en  you 
are  at  liberty  to  act  otherwise  as  yon  think  proper.  Therefore  every  one 
may  know  for  certain  if  he  once  begins  to  act  in  this  affair  he  must  abide 
the  consequences,  for  havin<i  put  ki»  hand  to  plough  he  canH  look  bade 
— I  urge  this  the  more  not  to  dissuade  those  who  think  it  their  duty  and 
interest  to  seek  after  connection,  but  tliat  they  may  act  with  their  eyes 
open,  and  not  dabble  in  those  matters,  and  afterwards  complain  that 
thev  are  unjustly  doEllt  with;  therefore  all  such  as  are  willing  to  join 
with  said  State  in  forming  a  plan  of  Government,  and  run  the  venture  of 
obtaining  such  an  one  as  may  be  agreeable,  let  them  join,  they  have  a 
right  so  to  do. — But  those  that  are  not,  if  they  intend  to  keep  their 
hands  at  liberty  by  no  means  ought  to  meddle  in  the  least. — xVnd  as 
things  seem  to  be  ripening  fast  to  a  settlement  relative  to  governmental 
alfiiira  whatever  ougnt  to  be  done  ought  not  to  be  delayed.

An  Address  to  the  Inhabitants  0/  the  Neio-Uampshire  Grants  (so  caUedJ 
Ijfing  wesUoard  of  ConneeUeut  River.

Fkiends  aud  Fellow  Countky-Men. 

The  occasion  of  my  addressing  you  at  this  Time,  is  the  sight  of  a  very 
insignificant  Pamphlet^  the  other  Day  thrown  in  my  way,  intitled  Ob-

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senrations  tea.  relative  to  jour  affairs,  lately  printed  at  Danvers,  by  E. 
Russel. 

I  should  not  think  this  performauce  worthy  of  the  least  Notice,  hx\\ 
that  I  am  certainly  informed,  that  it  i»  circulated  up  your  way,  on  both 
sides  of  the  River,  and  is  much  relied  upon,  and  has  a  s:rcat  effect  in 
mispleading  the  less  knowing  and  judicious,  and  bcf rayini^  tliein  into 
danjjerous  errors,  both  in  Judgmt  nt  and  Practice,  destructive  of  the 
Public  Welfare. 

Were  we  to  jud^e  of  the  Author's  desisjn  by  his  Introduction,  and 
indeed,  by  the  bulk  of  his  performance,  we  should  suppose  that  (however 
vague  and  ineffectual  it  is  to  any  such  purpose)  he  proposed  to  offer 
soiDcthing  of  use  for  your  directi'in  and  assistance,  in  your  endeavors  to 
extricate  yourselves  from  the  many  Troubles  and  perplexities  you  bavCi 
for  a  nuniber  of  years,  been  embarrassed  witb,  in  consequence  of  your 
subjugation  to  the  Government  of  Xew  York.  But  by  some  scattered 
Hiuts  through  the  whole,  and,  especially  the  last  page  of  his  Postscript, 
I  am  led  to  judge  that  the  autnors  principal  view,  was  to  pave  the  way, 
and  facilitate  the  intrmluction  of  a  number  of  Towns  on  the  east  side  of 
the  Biver  Connecticut  into  your  new  forming  State.

My  design  is,  to  offer  some  things  to  your  consideration,  which,  if 
tlx  V  >»ball  appear  of  equal  weight  to  you.  as  they  do  (o  ine,  I  imagine 
you  will  judge  them  suftieieut  reasons  to  bar  sucli  a  coalition.  The  au- 
thor's labori!d  pi  etense  to  trace  the  two  Provinces  of  New  York  and 
New  Hampshire  from  their  origin,  which  take  up  so  much  room  in  his 
peribrmauce,  serves  no  other  end  that  I  can  pcri-eive,  thau  to  iihow  his 
•own  gross  Ignorance  In  those  matters;  for,  whatever  title  the  Duke  of 
York  had,  either  with  respect  to  soil  r)r  jurisdiction,  in  any  part  of 
America,  either  as  a  Patentee  under  his  Brother,  or  afterwards  in  his 
own  Bight,  as  King,  he  soon  lost  it  all,  together  with  his  Crown,  by  his 
misrule;  and  New  York,  ever  since  the  Revolution,*  (be  its  boun(l.s 
where  thev  may)  has  been  considered  as  a  Liuyal  Goirernmcni  in  con- 
tradistinction from  the  Charter  and  Proprietary  Governments. 

No  less  Ignorant  does  he  seem  to  be,  with  respect  to  the  origin  of 
New  Hampshire,  which,  as  far  as  respects  Jurisdiction,  was,  from  the 
beginning,  a  Royal  Government;  Cant.  John  Mason,  by  several  Grants 
from  the  CouiMsii  of  Plymouth,  bad  all  the  land  assigned  him,  between 
Salem  Rivci-  and  Piscataqua  River,  and  sixty  miles  up  into  Land;  to 
which  he  gave  the  name  of  New  Hampshire,  but  it  was  not  in  the  power 
of  that  Council  to  give  him  Jurisdiction  over  an  Inch,  so  that,  his  die* 
tinction  between  Mason's  Nrw  Hampshire  and  the  Kiuf^'s  Nt  w  Hamp- 
shire, is  the  most  idle  whim  that  ever  entered  into  the  Head  of  an  eu- 
thusiast  in  Politicks. 

No  less  ignorant  dot-.^  he  seem  to  be  of  the  English  Constitution  and 
mode  of  expression,  where  he  speaks  of  "  a  Decree  of  the  iioard  of 
Trade,"  as  the  foundation  of  your  subjugation  to  the  Gorornment  of 
New  'fork.  The  Board  of  Trade  pass  no  decrees  in  such  cases,  but  act 
as  a  sort  of  Committee,  who  are  to  enquire  into  all  circumstances  of  any 
all'air  submitted  to  their  cognizance,  and  to  report  to  the  King  and  Privy 
Council  their  opinion  what  is  best  to  be  done. 

But,  to  pass  over  this  and  some  other  Things  as  of  little  or  no  impor- 
tance, and  come  to  matters  of  Fact:  New  York,  ever  since  the  liev«du- 
tion,  and  New  Hampshire  from  the  beginning,  had  been  considered  as 
Royal  Governments;  and  there,  I  suppose,  both  Lawyci-s  and  Politi- 
cians, in  both  Euglands,  are  agreed,  that  the  King's  Commission  is  the

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Magna  Charter,  or  rathur  the  vivifying  Principle  that  puts  life  into  the 
Constitution,  as  wull  as  (klei'mines  its  Limits  and  many  other  circum- 
stances; and  now,  as  the  homularies  of  these  two  Provinces,  as  far  as 
they  Ixtrdcrcd  upon  tlii>  Charter  Governments.  lia<l  been  ascc  i  tiiinu«l,  so 
wlien  these  were  j)assed  by,  the  place  where  the  two  Royal  Govern- 
ments were  to  meet  had  not  been  plainly  and  explicitly  dotorminml. 
until  the  5'ear  1704,  or  tliereabouts; — that  is,  the  King  had  iiever  told 
his  governor  of  New  Hampshire,  in  express  terms,  how  liir  west  lie 
should  go,  and  there  stop,  nor  his  Governor  of  Kew  York  how  fur  EhmI 
he  should  go  and  then- cc'ise,  until  the  A(ira  last  mentioned. 

Now,  this  being  the  case,  it  was  by  the  English  Constitution  a  mailer 
of  mere  preroi;ative,  that  is,  it  was  in  the  King's  Power,  to  fix  this  line 
where  and  as  he  pleased;  but  this,  as  all  acts  of  Power,  should  be  guided 
by  Wisdom,  conducted  by  Just  ire.  and  tempered  by  Goodness.    Now,  I 
suppose,  it  was  the  want  of  these  amiable  attendants  of  Power,  in  this 
instance  of  its  exertion,  tlmt  is  the  principal  ground  of  your  complaint; 
that  is.  you  were,  in  a  manner  contrary  to  all  good  Policy,  and  subver- 
sive of  tlie  very  end  of  Government,  surreptitiously,  as  it  were,  torn 
and  dissevered  from  a  Province,  under  whose  auspices  you  settled, 
vvliere  your  eoiunctiMTm.  iicquninf nm-e  and  busim-ss  lay.  and  where  you 
had  reason  to  expect  and  hope  lor  a  ''ood  share  of  those  comtorts  &  ad- 
vantages which  render  society  elegibie  and  Govemment  beneficial,  and 
subjected,  as  ii  were,  to  a  foreign  .Jurisdiction,  where  these  blessings 
could  not  be  enjoyed  at  all,  or  but  in  a  very  imperfect  degree.  This, 
however  slightly  and  confusedly  it  is,  as  it  were  glanced  at  by  this  Au- 
thor. I  suppose  is  the  principal  source  of  your  peculiar  troubles.  But 
now,  my  Fri<Mids,  is  anything  like  this  the  case  with  respect  to  those 
Towns  on  the  East  side  of  the  River,  now  about  to  join  you?  Exactiv 
the  reverse — Every  step  in  the  whole  progress  of  their  Set  tlement,  froii* 
its  infancy  to  its  present  injproved  state,  has  been  with  the  entire  con- 
sent of  the  people.    They  have,  in  every  possiule  way  (except  person- 
ally signing  an  inKlrumcnt  for  the  purpose)  expressed  their  satisfaction 
in  ihcir  siiuatiim.  ii-^  :i  part  of  New  Hampshire,  in  a  manner  and  to  a 
degree  that  rather  verged  towards  Adulation,  than  exhibited  the  least 
sign  of  disgust  and  uneasiness.   They  applied  to  the  Governor  of  New 
Hampshire  and  ol)taiued  of  him  Grants  of  their  Lauds  and  Charters  of 
Incorjioration,  held  their  Town  meetiusrs  regularly,  chose  their  Town 
officers,  transacted  all  business  which  Towns  usually  do,  without  the  • 
least  lisp  of  murmur  or  complaint.    Gentlemen  have  taken  and  exectt* 
ted  Commissions,  both  Civil  and  Military,  and  when  the  Province  was 
divided  into  Counties,  one  of  those  very  Towns,  who  are  now  aiming  at 
a  defection,  was  honored  as  a  shire  Town,  and,  at  an  expense  bordering 
on  pr<irnsion.  erected  a  Court  House,  held  their  stated  Courts,  &c.  &c. 
The  Governor  of  New  Hampshire  attended  the  Commencement  at 
Dartmouth  Collej^e,  (where  the  people  now  join  in  the  defection)  es- 
corted by  the  principal  (Jentlcm.  n  in  ilie  vicinity,  and  there  treated 
with  jall  the  eclat  and  magniticence  that  could  be  exhibited  on  the  oo> 
ciision. 

Thus  matters  stood,  when  the  British  administration  stretched  the 
Iron  Rod  of  Tyranny  and  Despotism  over  these  Provinces,  in  a  manner 
and  to  a  degree  that  left  no  'man  secure  in  the  enjoyment  of  his  Prop> 
erty  or  even  of  his  life. 

At  this  dark  Period,  I^elegates  from  the  several  Provinces  were  de- 
sired to  meet  in  General  Congress  to  deliberate  and  determine  what 
could  be  done  to  ward  of!  the  fatal  Blow.  Now.  these  very  Towns,  by 
their  Representatives,  met  with  theii  Brethren,  the  Representatives  ol 
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tbe  other  towns  of  New  Ilampshire,  an^  joined  with  thetn  in  the  choic  e 
of  Delegates  which  made  a  part  of  that  August  Body  which  now  figures 
in  tho  principal  Courts  of  Eurojie,  and  is  particularly  honored  by  the 
Alliance  aud  guarantee  of  so  great  a  Friuce  as  the  Grand  Monarque. 

But  noii^,  if  the  Principle  which  this  author  lays  down,  and  which  is 
the  basis  of  bis  wliole  superstructure,  (viz.  That  the  Declaration  of  In- 
dependence dissolves  all  political  relations  aud  connections)  be  admit- 
tncl,  as  not  only  true  in  theory,  bnt  also  carried  into  practlee,  by  this 
single  blow  of  the  clumsy  Fist  of  tbis  dabbler  in  politicks,  the  glorious 
Fabrick  (American  Independence)  which  1  suppose  I  may  say  is  the 
admiration  of  all  Europe,  and  the  Esteem  of  all,  with  a  very  few 
exceptions,  wili  be  laid  prostrate.,  jumbled  into  a  hu^e  heap  of  sand, 
without  any  cement  to  hold  it  together.  For,  if  Provincial  Lines  that 
were  universally  acknowledged  and  acquiesced  in,  both  by  Governors 
and  Governed,  as  the  true  boundaries  of  the  several  Provinces,  be  re- 
jected as  of  no  validity,  most  certainly  all  subonlinate  Corporations, 
depending  upon  the  same  authurily  must  share  the  same  Fate.  Aud 
thus,  the  flne  Country  that  bids  so  fair  to  shine  in  the  annals  of  ftiturity, 
is  at  once  reduced  to  a  State  of  Nature  (tbe  Author^s  own  words)  and 
must  soon  sink  under  its  own  weigiit.  But,  this  is  not  all;  there  is  a 
.  min&riiy  in  each  of  these  Towns,  whidi  sees  things  as  they  are;  who 
look  ui)on  themselves  as  bound  by  every  Social  Tie,  to  approve  them- 
selves as  liege  subjects  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire;  and,  conse- 

3uently,  in  obedience  and  conformity  to  this  Principle,  which  Reason 
ictates  and  Religion  patronizes,  they  refuse  subjection  to  any  Gules, 
Regulations  or  Orders  of  what  name  or  nature  soever,  inconsistent  with 
the  i'ailh  tiiey  iiavc  plighted  to  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. — These, 
when  they  find  themselves  unable  to  bear  up  against  ilie  torrent  of  Rage 
and  Oppression  from  tbeir  cruel  Neighbors,  will,  doubtless,  apply  to  tlie 
State  of  New  Hampshire  for  protection.  I  must  confess,  1  dont  see 
how  they  can,  and  I  have  no  apprehension  that  they  will,  reject  such 
application;  but,  after  all  lenient  measures  bavc  been  used,  without 
success,  they  must  and  will  employ  the  Power  of  the  State  to  vindicate 
and  protect  their  thus' injured  subjects,  altbo  at  the  expense  of  Uie 
Blood  and  Treasure  of  another  Civil  War. 

Now,  pray  Gentlemen,  consider  what  an  unfkvorable  li^ht  you  will 
,  stand  in  with  the  Confederated  States,  when  you  are  considered  as  the 
abettors  at  least  and  accomplices  in  these  scenes  of  devastation  and 
bloodshed:  particularly  consider  what  a  fund  of  Eloquence  and  Oratory 
you  are  laying  up  in  store  for  the  use  of  New  York  to  be  played  off 
against  you,  whenever  your  case  comes  to  be  candidly  discussed  before  the 
Continental  Congress,  (for  I  am  persuaded  it  must  first  or  last  come  be- 
fore that  august  Assembly)  you,  in  a  manner,  put  words  into  their 
mouths,  and  direct  them  t(»  address  that  Venerable  Body  in  such  lan- 
guage as  this:— You  now  plainly  see,  Gentlemen,  what  these  men  are 
aiming  at;  that,  however  modest  and  submissiye  a  tone  they  may,  at 
certain  times  or  on  special  occasions  have  assumed,  yet,  they  now  begin 
to  throw  oil  the  mask,  and  discover  the  latent  Principle  of  Malignity 
which  has  all  ^ong  been  at  the  bottom  as  the  animating  spritig  of  tSl 
that  disturbance  wbich  they  have  occasioned.  We  appeal  to  facts. 
Gentlemen;  you  have  a  recent  instance  before  you  whichjplainly  shows 
they  are  for  grasping  all  they  can  lay  hold  of,  Right  or  Wrons.  They 
have  gone  over  the  Line  of  New  Hampshir.-,  where  tbey  haa  not  the 
least  shadow  of  pretence,  to  intermeddle,  more  than  in  any  other  of  the 
States  of  the  Confederacy;  and  have  beeu,  at  least,  accessory  towards 
raising  a  Storm,  which  no  one  knows  where  or  how  it  wili  be  tppened.** 
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I  have  but  one  thing  more  to  add.  and  tliat  is  a  hint,  that  it  is  prettv 
well  known  in  New  uaropshire,  that  the  disappointments  of  a  small 
junto  of  aspiring,  avaricious  men,  in  their  endeavors  to  raise  themselves 
and  their  connections  to  a  degree  of  importance  in  the  State,  far,  very 
fkr,  beyond  what  their  numbers  or  Estates  nive  them  any  pretence  to. 
is  the  source  of  all  this  feufl.  Now  unless  tne  course  of  nature  should 
change  and  similar  Causes  should  cease  to  produce  similar  Effects,  one 
may  venture  to  predict,  that  this  Spring  wont  lose  its  stimulnt  waA 
change  its  vibratory  nature,  by  being  turned  the  other  way,  bnt  will  be 
active  in  endeavors  to  embarrass  and  perplex  your  Affairs. 

1  have  purposely  avoided  a  particular  Address  to  our  Secedin"^  Breth- 
ren, on  the  £ast  side  of  the  River  Connecticut,  because  I  understand 
their  rash  proceeding  has  so  awakened  the  attention  of  the  State,  that  it 
will  probably  be  matter  of  public  enquiry  when  the  General  Court 
meets;  and  it  might  appear  officious  in  a  private  Subject  to  anticipate  a 
Business  which  will  be  much  better  done  by  the  united  Wisdom  of  Uie 
State. 

However,  that  they  may  not  think  themselves  wholly  neglected,  If 

there  be  any  weight  in  the  reasoning  and  observations  in  the  foregoing 
Pages,  if  they  will  be  pleased  to  read  them,  they  may,  with  the  altera- 
tion of  a  few  circumstances,  apply  them  to  themselves;  and  they  will 
find  many  of  them,  A  forHoriy  to  conclude  against  their  own  condaet. 

Thus,  Gentlemen,  I  have  honestly  endeavored  to  lay  before  you  Uie 
Truth  respecting  an  affair  not  only  of  great  importance  in  itself  to  the 
Peace  and  Weel  of  those  immediately  concerned  in  it,  but  also  will,  if 
not  seasonably  checked,  go  far  in  its  consequences  towards  sapping  the 
foundation  of  the  Confederation  of  the  United  States;  and  am  your 
sincere  Friend  and  well  wisher,  in  all  honest  pursuits.  Pacificus.

A  Public  Defenck  of  the  HgAlof  the  New-Hamfbhiue  Grants  (so 
called)  on  both  Sides  Connkcttcj^t-River,  to  associate  together,  and 

form  Iheniselves  into  an  Ixdkpendknt  State. 

Containing  Remarks  on  sundry  paragraphs  of  Letters  from  thQ  presi- 
dent ofUu  Council  of  New-Hampshire^  to  his  BtetXknxsg  Oovernor  ChU' 
tenden^  and  the  New-Hampshire  Delegates  at  Congress.

Pursuant  to  a  Resolve  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ver- 
mont passed  October,  20"*,  1778,  ''that  a  declaration  be  drawn  up,  setting 
forth  the  political  state  of  the  New-Hampshirt  Grants  (so  called)  on 
both  sides  of  Connecticut  River,  i^c."'  the  major  part  of  tlicir  Committee 
appointed  for  that  purpose,  have  agreed  to  present  the  following  facts 
and  observations,  together  with  two  several  letters  from  the  President

A  Grant  was  made  by  the  Council  ot  Th  mouth  March  1628-9,  of 
the  Colony  of  the  Massachusette-Bny ;  the  a  orthern  Line  of  which  was 

"  from  three  miles  northward  of  any  and  every  part  of  Merrimack  River  " 
tu  extend  west  indefinitely.    A  Grant  was  afterwards  made  (in  the  same 
year)  to  John  Mason  of  London  Esq;  containing  a  tract  of  land  be- 
tween Merrimack  and  Piscataqna  rivers,  sixty  miles  up  each  river,  and 
these  to  be  bounded  by  a  line  across  from  river  to  river.    This  Grant 
(although  expressed  in  a  loose  manner)  when  compared  with  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Grant,  is  limited  widi  tlie  greatest  precisioo,  southerly  and 
westerly  by  a  line  tliree  miles  northward  of  any  and  ever}'  part  of  Mer- 
rimack River,  sixty  miles  up  llie  river — and  northerly  by  a  line  drawn 
from  the  place  where  the  said  sixty  miles  are  finished  to  Fiscataqua 
River,  sixty  miles  distant  from  the  mouth  of  it.*     On  this  Mason 
tract  suudry  towns  were  formed  and  considerably  settled.  And 
the  Inhabitants  in  the  year  1679,  petitioned  King  Charles  the  that 
they  might  be  erected  into  a  separate  Government  by  lltf  name  of  New- 
Hampshire;  in  cotnpliance  with  which  request  a  com  mission  was  made 
ont  to  John  Cutta  Esq;  whereby  a  President  and  Council  were  estab- 
lished for  ruling  and  governing  said  New  Hampshire  which  was  in  said 
commission  bounded  as  follows  viz.  ''lying  and  extending  Irom  three 
miles  northward  of  Merrimack  River  or  any  part  thereof  unto  the  prov- 
ince of  Main.'"   And  in  the  same  commission  is  this  further  clause,  viz. 
''And  it  appearing  unto  us  that  the  ancestors  of  Robert  Mason  Esq;  ob- 
tained Grants  from  our  Great  Council  of  Plymouth  lor  the  tract  ot  laud 
aforesaid,  and  were  at  great  expense  upon  the  same  &c."    By  which  it 
clearly  appears  that  President  Cutis''  commission  was  intended  to  extend 
no  larther  than  the  western  extent  ot  the  Mason  claim  or  the  Mason 
line  (so  called) — and  jurisdiction  was  exercised  agreeable  thereto  with 
little  variation,  untill  a  commission  was  granted  to  limning  Wenticdrth 
Esq;  to  preside  as  Governor  of  New- Hampshire;  by  which  commission 
his  jurisidielion  was  extended  and  exercbed  over  the  whole  of  the 
Grants,  on  both  sides  of  Connecticut  Kiver;  or  at  least  he  was  einjuav- 
ercd  to  extend  jurisdiction  to  the  limits  of  otiier  Goverumeuls,  grant 
lands  Ac.   And  by  virtue  of  that  general  clause  in  his  commission,  and 
the  determination  of  the  King  in  Council  a.  d.  1739,*  he  did  actually 

t  If  the  Massachusetts  North  line  begins  three  miles  north  of  Merri- 
mack, and  continues  three  miles  distant  from  it  to  tliree  miles  north  of 
the  fork  or  crotch  where  Merrimack  and  PcmegawasscL  rivers  meet,  and 
tlience  extends  due  west,  as  their  Charter  points  out,  they  will  cover 
consideiahlf  part  of  the  Grants  now  in  qiu-stion.  A  line  drawn  due 
west  from  the  place  where  those  rivers  meet  will  intersect  Connecticut 
river  about  fifteen  miles  north  of  Charleston  (Ko.

Although 
there  was  a  determination  of  the  King  in  Council  a  d  173'J  that  the 
North  line  of  the  Massachusetts  should  run  west  from  Patucket  falls  it 
seems  that  they  did  not  acquiesce  in  the  determination;  as  they  reAised 
to  join  New  Hampshire  in  a  survey  conformal)ly  thereto.

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extend  junsdiction,  and  zranted  the  most  of  die  vacant  lands  at  flir 

westward  as  to  the  line  bolween  Massachusetts  and  New- York.  But 
New-York,  not  discouragod  from  endeavorin«;  to  extend  jurisdiction 
eastward,  by  two  unsuccessful  struggles,  first  with  Conueclicut,  aud  aft- 
erwards with  the  Massachusetts- Bay,  now  attempt  to  eli'cct  it  against  the 
New-Hampshire  commission  aud  the  betbrementioned  determination  of 
the  King  in  Council.  And  here  we  tind  them  under  peculiar  advantage 
to  what  they  were  in  their  former  endeavors  to  encroach  on  the  juris- 
diction  of  the  oihcir  Governments.  In  those  tlie  people  who  owned  the 
soil  were  interested  in  the  jurisdiction:  but  here  the  Grantees  of  the 
lands  had  no  concern  with  the  jurisdictioa.  That  prerogative  was  re- 
tained soh  lv  in  the  King's  hand,  and,  exercised  by  whatever  servant  the 
royal  mandate  should  point  out.  Neither  the  people  in  New-Hamp- 
shire or  New>Ynrk  had  much  concern  in  the  exercise  of  jurisdiction.  In 
JS^ew-Hampshire  especially  the  royal  prerogative  was  so  extensive  and 
the  privile<;es  of  the  pe<»i>le  so  small,  that  their  Assembly  declined  as- 
sisting the  Governor  in  any  way  whatever  for  the  establishment  of  the 
line.  And  accordingly  under  the  influence  of  sundry  talse  declarations 
in  favor  of  New  York,  a  decree  was  passed  by  the  King  in  Council  a.  d. 
1764,  that  the  western  bank  of  Connecticut  Uivef  should  be  the  bound- 
ary between  New-Yorlc  and  Kew-Hatnpshire:  and  the  Grantees  and  In- 
habitants  living  on  tho^ie  lands,  not  being  in  capacity  to  defend  against 
tlie  unreasonable  claim  aud  pursuit  of  New-York  in  endeavoring  to 
obtain  jurisdiction  over  them,  were  under  necessity  of  foiling  a  prey. 

In  this  situation  of  affairs,  a  considerable  part  of  the  people  in  the 
southwesterly  part  of  the  Grants  have  utterly  refused  submission  to  the 
jurisdiction  of  New-York,  from  the  lime  that  said  line  was  established 
as  aforesaid,  by  reason  that  they  not  only  claimed  the  jarisdiction  l^ut 
the  right  of  soil  also;  which  was  beloro  granted  to  the  settlers  and  oth- 
ers by  the  Governor  ot  New  Hampshire.  Ail  winch  is  more  fully  set 
forth  in  sundry  pam|)lilels,  wrote  and  published  by  Col.  Ethan  Allen, 
relative  \<>  the  New-York  claim.  On  other  parts  of  the  Grants,  that 
were  by  said  decree  subjected  to  the  jurisdiction  of  New- York,  the  people 
thro*  fear  of  losing  their  interests  and  being  turned  out  of  possessbn 
of  their  all.  in  some  measure;  submitted.  And  at  exorbitant  prices  ob- 
tained regrauts  ot  their  lands  from  the  (iovernor  of  New- York— which 
he  presumed  to  make  Aut,  notwithstanding  the  express  inhibition  of  llie 
King. 

In  this  situation  the  people  on  the  Grants  conlinned,  unfill  the  late 
glorious  revolution.  And  upon  the  declaration  of  Independence  the  peo- 
ple on  the  Grants  on  both  sides  of  Connecticut  River,  seeing  the  kind 
liand  of  providence  in  releasing  them  thereby  from  the  galling  yoke  of 
bondage  under  which  they  had  been  held,  began  now  to  look  out  fur 
themselves,  and  assert  their  natural  rights  and  privileges  in  common 
with  their  brethren  in  the  American  States. 

And  as  the  circumstances  of  the  Grants  on  the  two  sides  of  the  river 
were  (on  account  of  the  jurisdictional  line  settled  in  1764)  circumstan- 
tially diU'erent,  in  respect  to  their  connections  with  New-York  and  New- 
Hampshire,  the  Grants  on  the  west  side  were  fully  determined  (as  they 
imagined  by  the  proceedings  of  the  Conventions  and  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  New-York  thatthej'  had  little  or  nothing  better  to  expect  from 
the  new  mode  of  government  of  that  State  than  they  had  from  the  for- 
mer/not to  connect  with  them;  but  to  form  themselves  into  a  distinct 
StAte  with  the  whole  ot  the  Grants,  so  soon  as  time  aud  circumstances 
would  admit:  ami  accnrdini^ly  overtures  were  made  by  a  Convention  of 
the  Grauls  on  the  west  bide  to  ihose  on  the  east  side  of  the  river  as  early 
as  September  1776.   But  those  towns  on  the  east  aide  having  transacted 
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some  affiftira  with  Kcw-Hampshiro  fVom  the  Ume  that  hostilities  were 
first  committed  by  Britain  to  the  time  of  Independence  relative  to  the 
war  &e. — and  bv  reason  of  some  disputes  then  subsistinj:^  between  Xew- 
Hampshire  and  them,  they  were  not  prepared  to  enter  into  a  con- 
federacy with  the  po<^ple  on  the  west  side  of  the  river,  untill  the  latter 
had  formed  their  plan  of  Gf)vprnment. 

But  in  pursuit  of  the  ori<^inal  object  (viz.  to  l)e  all  united  together  in 
one  political  body,  in  case  they  could  not  agree  to  connect  with  New- 
Ilamp.ihirc)  a  considorable  number  of  towns  on  the  Grants  on  the  east 
»ide  of  the  rRiver],  in  the  month  of  March  1778«  by  a  Committee  ap- 
pointed Ibrthat  purpose,  proposed  to  the  Assembly  of  the  Grants  on  the 
west  side,  articles  of  union  and  confederation:  wliich  prdjiosals  wore  ac- 
cordingly by  order  of  said  Assembly  laid  before  the  towns  on  the  west 
side,  for  their  eonsideration  and  approbation.  And  at  the  Assembly 
lield  at  Bennington  in  the  month  of  Jun(3  last,  said  towns  on  the  east 
side  of  the  river  were  received  into  union  and  confederacy  witti  those 
on  the  west  side,  with  equal  rights  and  privileges,  by  a  solemn  act 
and  resolve  of  said  Assembly;  and  l(>avc  for  other  towns  on  the  Orants 
east  of  the  River  to  join:  by  virtue  of  which  some  others  have  since 
united.  And  they  have  since  acted  together  as  a  distinct  Stale,  untill 
an  unhappy  dispute  arose  in  the  Assembly  at  their  sessions  in  October 
last,  relative  to  the  manner  of  defending  the  State,  against  the  claim  of 
New-IIampshire  to  the  Grants  on  the  east  side  of  the  river  included  iu 
said  union;  occasioned  by  the  following  letters  and  report  which  were 
then  laid  before  the  Assembly,  viz. 

1.  A  copy  of  a  letter  from  President  Weare  to  Grovemor  Chittenden.* 

3.  A  Copy  of  a  Letter  fVom  President  Weare  to  the  New  Hampshire 
Delegates  at  Congress;  wbieli  is  as  follows,  viz.* 

3.  A  Report  of  Col.  Ethan  Allen,  which  is  as  follows,  viz.* 

The  foregoing  letters,  report  &c.  were  all  taken  into  consideration  by 
a  Committee  of  Gtovemor,  Council  and  Assembly;  on  which  the  follow- 
ing proposals  were  reported  to  the  Assembly,  and  by  them  approved, 
viz.* 

In  observing  upon  said  letters,  &e.  will  be  shown  the  right  of  the 

whole  of  the  Grants  to  unite  and  confederate  togetlier  as  before  related. 

The  State  of  the  Massachusetts  notwithstanding  their  undoubted  right 
by  charter  to  a  considerable  part  of  those  Grants,  by  their  neglect  to 
challenge  them  as  part  of  that  State  since  the  revolution,  have  tacitly 
relinquished  that  right  to  the  people  who  inhabit  them,  and  not  to  New- 
York  or  New-Hampshire,  or  either  of  them;  and  the  right  of  t)rganizing 
government  among  themselves  must  of  course  be  acknowledged  as  be- 
ing vested  in  the  inhabitants  until  the  Massachuselts  assert  and  vindi- 
cate their  claim;  which  may  be  done  on  muclt  more  rational  principles 
than  those  of  New-York  or  New-Hampshire;  and  consequently  those 
States  must  be  forevef  debarred  from  jurisdiction  over  those  towns, 
were  the  matter  to  be  rested  on  this  single  point. 

As  to  New-Hampshire;  all  their  right  may  justly  be  supposed  to  be 
cotupriscd  in  the  two  letters  from  President  Weare  before  recited,  as 
they  are  the  result  of  the  wisdom  of  the  Council  and  Assembly  of  that 
Slate  after  near  three  years  dispute  on  tiie  subject.   But  before  we  pro-

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ceed  to  take  notice  of  thosti  letters,  we  would  observe  that  the  people  in 
New-Hampshire  never  were  formed  into  a  political  Ixxly.  until  the  com- 
mission to  Prt  Hi<]cnf  rntt«  as  before  mentioned.  Lhidcr  which  ft»rm  of 
Government  they  continued  (with  very  small  variations)  until  the  com- 
tDiMion  to  Benning  Wentworth,  Esq.;  anno  1740  After  which  acom- 
missioti  was  made  out  to  John  Wcntworth.  Ksq;  who  continaed  in  the 
exercise  of  hia  government  until  the  present  revolution. 

These  commissions  are  all  the  Grants  or  Charters  (if  they  may  be  so 
called)  which  either  gave  Juri.sdiclion  or  combined  the  people  t()<;ether. 
and  whereby  they  become  connected  in  any  way  or  manner  whatsoever. 
These  two  last  mentioned  commissions  were  made  out  merely  at  the  will 
and  pleasure  of  the  Crown,  and  constructed  as  sovereignty  saw  fit.  By 
these  aliint"  the  inhabitants  <ni  the  Grants  were  connected  with  the  peo- 
ple within  the  ihi.sou  claim.  These  were  imposed  on  the  people  with- 
out their  {)reviou8  knowledge  or  consent,  and  were  Cf>ntinued  for  auch 
time  and  liable  to  such  alterations  at  all  times  and  in  such  way  or  man- 
ner as  the  King  should  see  cause,  both  as  to  extent  of  jurisdiction  and 
mode  of  government.  By  these  commissions  the  people  were  subfected 
without  power  of  chusing  or  refusing.  And  the  whole  of  the  Grrants, 
by  virtue  thereof  only,  remained  connected  with  the  people  settled  on 
the  Mason  claim,  until  the  regal  power  was  exercised  in  nn  arbitrary 
manner  in  1764.  by  passing  an  order  or  decree  in  privy  council,  that  the 
western  bank  of  Connecticut  River  should  be  the  line  or  boundary  be- 
tween New- York  and  New-Hampshire  as  belbre  mentioned.  • 

This  stretch  of  arbitrary  power  (obtained  by  undue  influence)  gave 
rise  to  and  has  been  the  occasion  of  the  continuance  of  all  the  political 
disputes  and  troubles  that  have  subsisted  in  this  part  of  the  country 
ever  since.  And  th»  atrenuous  «^lbrto  of  JVckk  Forib  and  NeuhHampghirB 
to  establish  anrZ  maintfthi  that  unjust  and  arbitrary  line  (ire  the  onhj  cnise 
oj  the  present  dispute,  uluck  must  be  decided,^  it  seems  (if  we  believe 
NewoHampshire)  by  the  point  of  the  Moord*  For  the  ])eople  on  the 
Grants.  es[)t  cially  <>i)  each  side  oi  the  river,  on  account  of  their  situation 
and  other  circumstances,  are  utterly  averse  from  being  divided. 

But  to  return  to  those  royal  mandates — We  find  that  unbounded  pre- 
rogative is  not  satisfied  with  this  act  in  17G4;  but  has  since  (His  said) 
made  great  part  of  the  Grants  with  other  territories  a  distinct  province;' 
but  this  was  too  late  done  to  take  effect. 

Now  we  candidly  ask  the  the  [apparent  repetition  of"  the  "]  question, 
which  of  those  tive'lincs  (before  mentioned)  it  is  tli:ii  New-Hampshire 
mean  when  they  say,  "Are  they  not  within  the  lines  thereof  as  settled 
by  the  King  of  Great  Britain  in  Council  prior  to  the  present  Aera?*' 

Certainly  it  cannot  be  the  first,  for  that  takes  off  considerable  i)art  of 
the  Grants  to  the  Massachusetts;  nor  the  second,  for  there  is  no  pre-

tence  that  the  Mason  line  fnclndes  them;  nor  the  third,  for  that  indadea 

all  the  Grants;  and  that  New-Hampshire,  has  been  utterly  adverse  to, 
notwithstanding  they  have  been  repeatedly  requested  thereto.  Neither 
may  we  suppose  it  to  be  the  lant;  because  that  will  not  answer  their 
purpose.  It  must  then  be  the  line  of  1764.  But  by  what  rule  of  right 
or  reason  they  can  make  their  choice,  is  beyond  our  perception  to  deter- 
mine— for  certainly  if  they  would  consider  those  acts  of  the  King  in  the 
nature  of  grants,  the  former  must  have  the  presidence;  but  if  in  the  na- 
ture  of  wills,  then  the  line  described  in  Governor  Skeen's  commission 
takes  place;  as  that  was  the  last  will  and  testament  which  George  the 
third  made  relative  to  jurisdiction  over  these  territories  before  hfa 
death,  unless  the  Grants  were  included  within  the  province  of  Canada, 
as  extended  by  the  Quebec  bill,  as  some  have  imagined— But,  tliaaks  to 
Heaven,  the  legatees  have  never  accepted  tlie  legacy  since  tlie  death  ef 
the  testator.  Nor  do  they  mean  ever  to  accept  cither  the  will  in  1764  or 
the  last.  Nor  have  cillier  of  those  wills  been  yet  proved  or  approved, 
or  ever  can  be,  on  account  of  the  insanity  of  the  testator. 

Ilowt'ver,  as  it  appears  evident  that  the  line  pointed  OUtin  the  decree 
of  17(i4.  is  ihe  line  thev  mean  to  maintain,  as  best  suiting  their  designs 
(viz.)  for  each  one  to  have  so  much  and  no  more  than  what  they  can 
manage  to  their  purpose,  and  as  this  line  is  their  capital  bulwark  and 
main  strength,  we  will  further  consider  the  force  4it  it. 

It  was  obtained,  in  the  lirst  place,  by  the  intercession  of  the  govern- 
ment of  New-York,  by  fal^e  representation,  that  it  teas  the  desire  of  the 
people  UiHng  on  the  lands,  to  he  nnvexed  to  New-York — that  it  >i-ould 
greatly  commode  them  in  trade  and  commerce  d:c.  also  by  uudue  intluence 
by  that  Province,  and  some  principal  men  in  New*Hampshire.  And 
the  poor  Inhnliitants  (who  alone  must  suffer  the  v\  \]  consequences)  were 
forsaken  of  New  Hampshire,  and  consequently  under  no  circumstances 
to  malce  any  (U'fence.  or  even  to  be  known  in  court,  of  necessity  fell  a 
sacrifice.  Bui  lUv  Kin>^  bein^  thus  deceived  the  dccnn'  is  in  its  nature 
void  ^ — much  less  have  llie  parlies  right  to  lake  advantage  thereby  of 
their  own  wrong,. to  suhfugate  the  Grants  to  their  sinister  designs  and 
pur])08es:  Nay,  it  is  void  as  to  aU parties.*  Therefore  the  jurisdiction  of 
New-Hampshire  (so  long  as  there  was  any  under  the  Crown)  ought  to 
have  taken  place  as  before  said  decree  in  1764  passed. 

Again.  If  the  Stale  of  New-IIampshire  had  any  right  lo  exercise 
jurisdiction  over  the  Grants,  they  have  (by  refusing  or  nojjlecting  to  ex- 
er<!ise  it  over  the  whole)  forfeited  tlicir  right  to  any  ahd  evei^y  part^  tor 
by  the  right  or  authority  they  may  have  lieretofore  had  to  exercise  juris- 
diction over  the  ivhole,  they  cannot  exercise  it  over  a  part  only;  as  that 
would  be  a  diti'ereut  exercise  from  what  they  would  in  that  case  be  em- 
powered to. 

Furlhi:r.  Supposinp:,  for  ai'jruiiicnt  sake,  that  the  decree,  in  the  time 
of  it,  was  ever  80  legal  and  binding  ou  the  people;  yet  New-Uanipsbire, 
under  its  present  circumstances,  can  claim  nothing  by  it;  because  titat 
power  which  the  government  had  by  virtue  of  his  commission  (when 
the  commission  became  null  aind  void)  never  averted  to  or  became 
vested  in  the  people  by  virtue  of  the  commission,  any  more  than  though 
it  never  had  been;  and  consequently  New-Hampshire  can  have  no  ri^t 
to  exercise  government  over  the  ^rant%  on  account  of  the  latter  having

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been  connected  with  the  former  in  the  Governors  commission,  anymore 
than  though  they  never  hud  been  thus  eonnected.  When  the  King^s 
authority  was  thrown  off  and  rejected  by  the  declaration  of  Indepen- 
dence of  tlie  United  State?,  the  royal  commission  became  a  mere  nullitv, 
and  was  to  the  peoi)lo  as  though  it  never  had  been,  for  it  contained  noth- 
ing more  than  a  positive  command  to  the  Magistrate  therein  named  to 
govern,  and  a  requisition  or  command  to  the  people  to  obey.  Nofhinf^ 
was  contained  in  it  reciprocal  between  the  King  and  people.  Notliing 
that  the  people  could  claim  as  a  grant  or  benefit,  not  even  so  much  as 
the  continuance  of  tlio  coiuinission  itself:  but  it  resf'  d  wliolly  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  crown.  Now  as  the  commission  altogether  ascertained 
the  extent  as  well  as  power  of  jurisdiction,  tohm  the  commitsion  was 
once  removed  out  of  the  way,  there  were  no  more  any  limits  of  jurisdiction 
left  than  there  was  power  of  exercising  if.'  Consequently  tliere  never  hav- 
ing been  any  confederacy  of  the  people,^  either  by  lliemselves  or  by  any 

ffrant  or  cliurti  r  from  the  crown  or  otherwise,  whereby  iheyever  were 
noo'rporatf'd  and  united  in  a  political  body,  vvhcucvcr  lliat  compulsive 
power  (which  alone  held  them  toijether)  ceased,  they  became  uncon- 
neded;*  and  so  will  rercain  until  by  their  own  act  they  mile  and  confedr 
erate  together,^  as  much  as  the  thirteen  United  States  were  bef<»rc  (hey 
entered  into  a  confederacy.  Nay  the  people  never  were  at  liberty  to 
unite  together  or  not  unite  until  that  despotic  power  which  alone  held 
them  to<xether,  was  thrown  off;  which  wu  done  by  the  declaration  of 
dependence.^ 

And  as  New-Hampshire  have  not  as  yet  settled  any  permanent  plan  of 

government,  or  confederated  together  any  other  way  than  by  a  consid- 
erable part  of  tile  towns  (and  those  principally  in  the  old  Mason  claim) 
acting  together  only  for  the  purposes  of  carrying  on  the  war,  and  in  the 
meantime  to  guard  against  criminal  offences,  and  have  therefore  never 
as  yet  ascertained  what  and  wIhmc  New  Hampshire  is  or  shall  be;  they 
are  rather  too  eurlv  in  making  their  challenges  of  jurisdiction,  and 
throatening  war  and  devastation  upon  those  towns  who  have  dared  to 
assert  their  ri^^hts.  and  who  have  never  acted  with  tiiem  since  Indopen- 
deuce  took  place,  (but  have  remonstrated  against  their  proceedings  from 
the  first  settin<;  up  government  In  the  manner  they  have  done)  except 
as  to  the  aflaii  s  of  the  war  merely;  which  will  be  more  particularly  con- 
sidered hereafter. 

One  thing  more  may  be  proper  in  this  place  to  consider,  viz.  What 
State  the  people  on  the  Grants  were  in  wnen  they  were  released  from 

the  government  of  Britain. 

And  first.   Did  they  revert  to  a  IState  of  nature  f ' 

We  answer.  Not  wholly  «o.*  For  so  sure  as  the  coercive  power  of  the 
Kiurt;  was  rejected  and  ceased  to  operate,  the  people  made  a  stand  at  the  • 
Jirst  legal  stage^*'  viz.  their  town  incorporations,^  which  they  received  Irora 
the  King  as  little  grants  or  charters  of  privileges  by  which  they  were 
united  in  little  incorporated  bodies  with  certain  powers  and  privileges 
which  were  not  held  at  the  pleasure  of  the  King^^  (as  those  commissions 
were)  hut  loere  perpetuate  These  tlie  people  by  universal  consent  held 
sacred;  and  so  long  as  they  hold  those  grants,  so  long  do  thev  hold 
tlunnselves  subjects  of  government  according  to  them:  and  as  sucli  must 
and  do  they  act,  and  transact  all  iluur  political  aflairs.  Hence  it  is  that 
the  major  part  of  one  of  those  loums  haoo  a  right  to  control  the  minor  part.^ 
These  are  all  the  grants  the  people  ever  had  from  the  King  whereby 
they  become  united  togcllter  and  could  hold  uguiust  the  Kinff  <&c.  Con- 
sequently they  will  remain  so  many  distinct  corporations  until  they  agree 
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to  unite  in  one  aggregate  body.  But  to  this  doctrine  there  has  been  an  ob- 
jection raised  by  some,  viz.  That  if  tlie  case  is  as  here  represented,  every 
of  those  towns  (if  they  please)  may  be  a  State  by  itself  &c.  To  which 
we  answer.  Supposing  the  consequence  is  just  it  will  not  destroy  the 
proposition;  ana  the  obiection  niiglit  with  as  great  propriety  have  been 
urged  against  the  thirteen  united  States  bcin^^  distinct  separate  bodies, 
bel  tore  they  united  or  confederated  togetlicr;  for  the  two  cases  are  ex- 
actly similar,  except  as  to  their  extent  Moreover,  so  long  as  men  have 
a  rcfjrard  to  tlio  sntctj'  of  their  persons  and  families,  their  liberties  and 
properties,  they  will  oalurally  associate  and  confederate  >x}gelher,  so  iar 
as  will  best  secure  tbemaelTes;  which  is  the  whole  design  of  goTern- 
ment.  And  the  same  principle  that  influenced  to  hold  sacred  those 
town  incorporations,  will  prompt  them  to  unite  still  further.  Ifecessity 
and  interest  are  so  influential  in  this  matter  that  there  is  not  the  least 
danger.  The  only  difficulty  ever  arising  in  this  case  is  the  manner  and 
form  of  uniting,  and  mode  of  government 

Again,  perhaps  it  will  be  objecled  by  some,  llia(  ilu;  principles  here 
laid  down  will  apply  as  well  to  the  towns  within  the  Mason  claim  as  to 
the  towns  on  tlie  Grants,  and  consequently  they  will  have  the  sane 
liberty  &c. 

To  which  it  may  be  said,  that  there  is  at  least  this  difference  in  their 

circumflances,  viz.  (1.)  The  people  within  the  Mason  claim,  from  their 
education,  customs  and  manners,  are  of  oue  notion  and  sentiment  in  re- 
spect to  the  principles  and  mode  of  government;  and  therefore  are  well 
united.  (2.)  They  hold  their  landed  property  by  the  same  tenure,  but 
diverse  from  the  Grants.  (3.)  The  inltabitauts  first  set- J  Mark.-.i  in  written 
tied  on  that  claim,  agreed  in  chusin^  them  a  King,^  '"-^No'rtrue?'^' 
(alias)  a  Kingly  gove:  timeni,  by  petiiicming  lor  and  receiving  it.  (4) 
They  have  acted  together  so  long  that  they  may  claim  any  union  by  pre- 
scription, having  enjoyed  an  uninterrupted  connection  in  the  exercise 
ot  government  among  themselves  beyond  the  memory  of  man. 

In  all  these  circumstances  the  people  Of  the  Grants  are  different  from 
those  on  the  Mason  claim. 

But  sufficient  has  been  said  here  and  in  a  former  Letter  signed  Re 
publican,*  as  to  the  right  that  New- York  and  New-Hainpsliire  have  to 
exercise  jurisdiction  over  these  Grants  by  virtue  of  those  royal  decrees 
and  commissions.  We  pass  on  now  to  consider  some  other  reasons  as- 
signed in  the  foregoing  letter,  which  we  should  intt  think  worth}*  of  no- 
tice, were  it  not  that  they  are  almost  ail  of  them  palpable  falsehoods 
and  misrepresentations,  made  use  of  to  excite  the  indignation  of  the 
highest  power  in  America  against  this  new  rising  State,  and  to  bring 
the  power  of  the  United  States  upon  tbcm,  without  their  having  an 
opportunity  of  defending  their  cause,  or  even  to  know  fhe  accosauons 
alledged  against  them,  until  the  decisive  Sentence  is  passed— a  measure 
notparallel  except  in  the  inquisition. 

We  shall  therefore  in  the  first  place  notice  that  clause  in  the  let- 
ter to  the  State  of  Vermont,  where  it  is  said  that  the  sixteen  towns 
are  not  connected  with  any  State  with  with  [literal]  respect  to  their 
internal  police,  is  an  idle  jibanitim  a  mere  chimera  without  the  least 
shadow  of  reason  &c.-that  the  town  of  Boston  in  the  Massachusetts,  or 
Hartford  in  t'onnectieut  might  as  well  evince  their  not  belonging  to 
their  respective  States,  as  those  sixteen  towns  their  uot  being  connected 
with  New  Hampshire,  Bee" 

It  is  surjirising  that  men  who  pretend  to  })c  wise  politicians,  by  being 
educated  under  an  arbitrary  government,  are  so  grossly  ignorant  of  the

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distinctioD  there  is  betwecu  chariur  rights  and  the  exercise  of  despotic 
power.  Do  they  not  know  that  every  indiTidnal  inhabitant,  and  conse- 
quently every  town  in  the  Slate  of  Connecticut  by  charter  make  up  the 
Governor  anil  Company  of  that  Colonv  or  Stale.    And  that  by  the  same 

grant  or  charter  they  hold  all  their  landed  property,  as  much  as  any 
ody  of  proprietors  of  a  township  or  tract  of  land.  AnA  by  tlie  same 
charter  they  are  made  a  b(Kly  corporate  and  politic  in  name  and  fact. 
And  in  holding  this  charter  sacred  they  liohl  themselves  indissolubly 
connected  together.  Which  bond  of  union  must  remain  so  lon^^  as  the 
State  exists.  There  never  has  been  nor  d{»es  there  need  to  be  any  alter- 
ation of  the  mode  ot  government  in  that  Stale  to  comport  with  a  slate 
of  independence,  but  the  transposition  of  the  name  in  which  the  execu- 
tive power  is  exercised  from  the  Kint;  to  the  peo[)le. 

In  the  same  way  and  manner  are  the  people  in  the  Massachusetts 
held  together  and  united  yfz-  by  <^rant8  and  charters  IVoro  the  Kins^  con- 
taining both  landed  property  and  jurisdiction,  which  the  King  could  not 
constitutionally  alter,  and  which  the  people  still  hold  sacred,  and  thereby 
hold  themselves  coniiected  together  as  much  as  Connecticut.  Now, 
wherein  does  New-Hampshire  compare  with  these  two  States?  for  take 
away  the  rf>ya!  jiremirative  power  which  alone  held  them  together,  and 
what  have  ihey  letl  Y  isoiliing  but  a  number  ot  little  town  incorpora- 
tions— there  is  not  a  shadow  of  a  confederated  State  left— Nothing  but 
an  empty  name,  yew  Hampshire  as  snrh  never  owned  one  incli  of  land 
or  farthing  of  property^*-  neither  could  they  ever  so  much  as  graut  a  town 
incorporation,  nor  had  they  right  to  a  voice  in  that  matter.  In  short, 
they  never  were  a  body  politic  in  any  hfjal  sense  whatever,'^  and  nothiug 
more  than  a  number  ot  ])eople  subjected  to  the  obedience  of  the  King's 
servant  in  such  way  and  manner  as  the  commission  prescribed:  very 
similar  to  the  old  feudatory  system  in  England.  Now  to  compare  the 
t(nvns  on  the  grants  as  being  in  like  cireinnstances  with  Boston  and 
liarilord,  is  not  only  "  an  idle  phantom,  a  men;  chimera,"  but  an  act  of 
profound  ignorance.  As  to  the  question  "  Were  not  those  towns  set- 
«    lied  and  cultivated  under  the  government  of  New-Hampshire." 

We  answer — They  were  not.  They  were  granted  settled  and  cultiva- 
ted under  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  (by  the  agency  of  his  servant  the 
Governor  of  New-Hampshire)  and  entirely  at  his  control,  as  much  as 
the  towns  on  the  Grants  west  of  Connecticut  River;  and  as  liable  as 
they  to  be  put  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  any  other  person 
than  the  Governor  of  New-Hampshire,  whenever  the  King  sliould 
please  to  do  it. 

The  next  argument  made  use  of  is,  that  most  of  those  towns  sent  dele- 
gate* toUu  Oowentionin  th€8taUin  1775— Tis  true  they  did'— and  for 
the  sole  jnirpose  of  devising  measures  to  defend  against  the  tyrannical 
power  ot  Britain  which  then  began  openly  to  set  itself  in  hostile  array 
against  America.  And  by  the  arbitrary  conduct  €f  that  A$8embl^  ihn  tet- 
tling  the  mode  of  represenUUton  ^  (which  they  were  never  authorized  to 
do)  they  disgusted  many  towns  then  connected^  with  the  Proviuce  or  state, 
so  that  they  have  never  connected  toith  them  sines, ^  except  to  remonstrate 
against  their  proceedings,  both  to  the  Assembly  and  people  at  large. 

But  what  of  all  this  ?  were  we  not  then  all  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  King  ?  Yes:  and  long  afterwards;  for  independence toeu  then  acarc^y 
midea.^ 

The  next  thing  alledgtd  is,  that  from  the  commencement  of  the  pres- 
ent war  they  have  applied  to  the  6tate  of  iVeio  Hampahire  for  assistance 
and  proteeUonf*  and  that  New  Hampshire  at  their  own  expense  hath  sup- 

^Bed. 
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plied  them  with  aroiJ*  Jind  jiminunili(»n  to  a  very  groat  amount  as  well 
M  paid  soldiers  for  their  defence  &c. 

Here  seems  to  he  a  magazine  of  stores  played  off  at  once — but  if  all 
was  fact,  we  hardly  believe  it  would  amount  to  a  consideration — For  by 
the  same  reason  every  State  upon  the  Contiueut  would  claim  jurisdiction 
not  only  over  tlu:  Grants,  but  over  every  other  State,  upon  the  score  ofde- 
fending  them;  so  that  it  would  be  diiiicult  to  determine  which  h.id  the 
best  right — But  when  the  matters  are  considered  in  their  true  light,  they 
will  appear  but  a  mere  fiction— The  true  state  of  the  ease  is  ibis.  At 
tike  begiuuiDg  of  the  war,  when  toe  loers  aU  connected,^  we  did  apply  to 
New  Hampshire  for  arms  and  ammunition;  but  to  very  little  purpose: 
the  expense  of  application  was  more  than  the  value  of  wliat  was  ob- 
tained.  Tis  true  they  did  advance  a  few  barrels  of  powder,  and  a  quan- 
tity of  lead  not  equal  to  the  powder,  and  some  fire  arms;  for  the  whole 
of  which  ample  security  was  given  to  the  State  at  the  time  of  receiving 
them,  either  to  return  or  pay  Tor  them.    And  besides,  these  towns,  not- 
withstanding the  repeated  solicitations  to  New  Hampshire  for  supplies 
Ac.  were  obliged  to  apply  to  other  of  the  united  States,  and  from  them 
received  very  considerabh'  supplies,  on  the  same  terms  as  those  received 
from  New-Hampshire,  and  without  being  claimed  on  thai  account  as 
being  under  their  jurisdiction,  except  by  New-York.    But  what  a  vain 
pretence  is  this  that  it  was  done  only  to  deft  iid  Us.  when  in  fact  the 
enemy  were  never  known  to  have  been  within  tifty  miles  of  Conuecti- 
cut>Biver,  which  is  the  utmost  western  limit  which  they  claim  in  those 
letters.    The  defence  yielded  both  by  New-Hampshire  and  Us.  was  at 
Bennington,  the  Creek,  Ticonderoga  and  Lake  Champlain,  &c.  where 
the  general  cause  was  the  immediate  and  principal  object,  and  where 
most  of  the  iriiited  States  defended,  and  who  notwithstanding  we 
believe  neVer  thought  of  claiming  jurisdiction  on  that  account.  Such 
pretences  not  only  argue  the  weakness  of  their  cause,  but  meanness  of 
spirit,  as  it  is  well  known  that  the  people  on  these  Grants  have,  ever 
since  the  commencement  of  the  war.  exerted  tliemselves  to  their  utmost 
in  raising  Soldiers  and  JMiiitia  to  subserve  the  general  cause  of  the  Uni- 
ted States.    This  same  plea  Britain  made,^  (viz.)  ^at  thty  had  been  at 
great  expense  in  defending  America  in  the  Uutt  loor,  and  ther^or€  had  a 
right  to  subjugate  them^  &c. 

Furthermore,  'tis  true  (tho'  notalledged)  that  the  military  officers*  of 
the  r('L,Mtiii'iiis  ill  th  ise  towns  received  comniisisions  from  the  (Conven- 
tions of  New-IIampshire,^  obeyed  orders  from  them,  &c  before  indepen- 
dence took  place,  and  acted  upon  them  in  some  measure  afterwards. 
"Which  the}'  did  upon  this  prineiph*  (viz.)  That  we  must  do  our  part  to 
maintain  the  American  cause;  aud  as  we  were  not  nor  could  be  iu  a  sit- 
uation to  regulate  our  militia  until  we  were  settled  in  a  regular  state  of 
civil  government,  it  was  thouglu  best  to  continue  in  that  respect  as  we 
were  for  the  present,  as  it  mattered  not  so  much  what  state  we  acted 
under  iu  that  respect,  as  that  we  did  our  duty.  And  indeed  no  part  of 
the  state  of  New-Hampshire  hath  done  equal  to  what  these  towns  have 
in  supplying  men  for  the  contiufental  army,  turning  out  on  alarms, 
scoutmg,  &c. 

The  next  thing  mentioned  Is,    that  fisor  on«  halfoftke  people  in  thoee 

revolted  towns  ^  (as  tlu  y  are  called)  arc  arerse  to  the  proceedings  of  the 
majority,  who  threaten  to  confiscate  their  estates^^  if  tiicy  do  not  join  witii 
them;  and  that  they  are  about  to  apply  to  New-Hampshire  for  assist- 
ance; and  that  some  have  already  apjtlicd,"  &c. 

These  assertions,  as  they  are  represented,  are  entirely  false. — And  in 
__  _ 
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order  to  set  tbem  in  their  true  liglit,  we  are  under  the  disagreeable  ne- 
cessity of  troubling  the  public  witn  some  fiicts,  which  we  should  not  oth- 
erwise have  done. 

The  truth  is,  in  some  of  thoise  towns  tliere  are  a  few  who  do  not  agree 
in  opinion  with  the  major  part;  but  in  those  foe  dart  eftaHenge  anp  ered- 
itabU  person  to  say  that  ever  there  was  the  lea^t  threatening  by  the  major 
part  to  conjiscate  their  estates,^  or  even  lo  injure  them  either  in  their  per- 
sons or  properties  iu  au^  way  whatsoever  oa  that  account.  And  uoth- 
log  short  er  maiice  and  envy  could  influence  any  person  to  make  such 
report 

As  to  tlioisc  wtio  have  applied  for  relict',  &c.  we  kuow  oi  uoue^  except 
one  Col.  John  Ilurd,  formerly  of  Haverhill,  at  Cohos,  (who,  to  the  great 
joy  of  the  people,  has  removed  out  of  that  part  of  the  country,  a  mutual 
disaifectiou  haviug  arisen  l^tween  him  and  the  people)  who  has  made 
application  to  the  Assembly  of  New-Hampshire,  and  from  them  obtained 
a  summons  or  order  to  notify  a  certain  gentleman  living  in  said  Haver- 
hill, to  appear  beture  said  Assembly,  to  answer  to  certain  deiauiatory 
chainges  some  time  or  other  laid  in  by  him  against  said  Hurd — also  one 
Nathaniel  Hovey,  lately  living  iu  Enfield,  (who  is  well  known  to  have 
been  a  litigious  person  from  liis  youth  up,  and  consenting  to  be  a  tool 
for  said  Ilurd,  to  assist  him  iu  holding  some  lands  which  he  claims  in 
said  Enfield)  who  occasioned  such  disturbance  in  the  tjwn,  that  they 
warned  him  to  depart — and  after  some  time  (he  not  oheving  the  order) 
the  constable,  by  warrant  from  the  select-men,  proceeded  to  remove  him 
and  family  towards  his  last  settlement,  ftc.  for  which  transactions  we 
understand  he  has  hren  incessantly  applying  to  New-Hampshire  for  as- 
sistance as  best  suiting  his  circumstances. 

These  we  are  well  assured,  are  all  the  applications  that  have  been 
made,  and  the  only  motion  that  we  know  of  that  kind.  These  are  the 
terrible  things  which  are  painted  ia  such  high  colours,  as  tho'  they  all 
originated  from  the  joining  of  Uiose  towns  with  the  Grants  on  the  west 
side  of  the  river;  when  they  are  nothing  more  than  mere  party  disputes, 
which  would  have  arisen  it  there  never  had  been  such  an  union.  And 
we  !»uppose  that  the  Council  and  Assembly  of  New-Uarapshire  have  in 
this  way  had  their  information  of  all  those  extraordinary  things  men- 
tioned in  their  letters  (including  the  affair  of  (Jul.  Bedel*)  that  are  in  so 
solemn  a  manner  trausmitted  to  Congress  for  a  foundation  of  tlieii  pass- 
ing some  decisive  sentence  against  us;  which  would  (according  to  Col. 
Allen's  report)  have  immediately  taken  place,  had  it  not  been  for  his 
interposition  &c.  Aud  as  we  have  no  place  in  Congress,  we  are  obliged 
in  this  way  to  appeal  to  the  public  to  defend  ourselves  against  such  un- 


•  Tho  suggestion  or  rather  assertion  in  President  Weare's  letter,  "  that 
Col.  Bedel  by  influence  of  money  and  his  command  has  occasioned  a 
great  share  in  the  disorders  of  those  towns  "  is  as  destitute  of  founda- 
tion as  most  other  articles  contained  in  it.  And  the  information  that 
very  little  service  has  been  done  by  him  '*  and  "  the  dfesire  of  the  more 
sober  solid  people  to  have  him  removed"  was  doubtless  irom  some  dis- 
afiected  persons  who  apprehend  the  defence  of  this  frontier,  and  (per- 
haj)s)  of  the  large  quantities  of  continental  stores  collecting  in  this  quar- 
ter will  be  of  very  little  service,  and  who  wish  to  have  all  defence  re- 
moved that  they  and  the  inhabitants  may  lie  open  to  the  depredations  of 
the  enemy  from  Canada,  who  have  (without  doubt)  been  kept  from  rav- 
aging this  frontier,  only  by  their  knowledge  of  Col.  Bedel'S  regiment's 
being  stationed  here. 
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fair  and  injurious  conduct  of  our  adversaries,  vvhu  liave  in  that  respect 
an  advanta^Mj  in  their  hands. 

A^iain.  We  lake  notice  in  those  letters  of  their  referrin<^  to  arms  to 
decide  the  dispute,  wlien  at  the  same  time  there  is  not  tlie  least  hint 
that  the  people  on  the  Grants  ever  meant  to  defend  their  riv:ht  in  that 
way.  Nay  they  expect  to  support  them  by  fair  reasonings  founded  upon 
principles  of  justice  and  righteousness  in  an  open  and  public  manner, 
givincr  tiieir  adversaries  the  opportunity  of  a  feir  and  impartial  trial  in 
any  tribunal  that  may  have  cognizance  of  the  cause.    Wliethcr  this  fre- 

auent  recourse  to  arms  is  to  surprise  Congress  into  an  hasty  determina- 
lon  hy  an  ex  parte  hearing  of  to  terrier  and  affHghten  us  to  a  submis- 
sion, or  whether  it  is  for  want  of  justice,  ai'gument,  and  reason  to  sup- 
port their  claim,  or  all  of  them,  we  submit  to  the  impartial  public  to 
determine.  • 

We  would  here  observe  further,  as  to  the  circumstances  of  Kew- 
Hampsbirc.  tbat  since  tbesc  disputes  have  arisen,  but  little^  (if  any)  more 
than  half  the  number  of  inhabited  toicns,^  within  the  limits  they  claim  ju- 
risdiction over,  are  represented  in  their  assemhly^^  or  mean  to  be,  under 
their  present  mode  of  actiuir:  and  this  is  the  great  instituted  power  that 
claims  such  extensive  jurisdiction  even  over  a  greater  extent  of  inliab- 
ited  and  unrepresented  territory,  than  what  is  represented.  Moreover, 
this  partial  assembly,  when  they  issued  orders  for  a  convention  of  delpijotes^ 
from  all  the  towu^  in  the  state  (as  they  claim  it  to  be)  to  assemble  and 
form  apian  of  goremmmt  for  the  State,  would  not  trust  it  with  them  to 
prescribe  h^)\\  it  sbould  be  esfalilisbed.  but  determined^  themselves  tbat 
when  the  C'.nvention  should  agree  upon  and  publish  a  plan  of  govern- 
ment,  if  sh/oviXd  not  take  place,  uvMSt  thret  fcurm»  of  fAe  IrCkahiUxnU  in  1h» 
SiaU should  agree  to  it.^  Thereby  retaining  power  in  five  or  six  towns  in 
the  easterly  part  of  the  State  (by  reason  of  its  numbers)  to  negative  near 
one  hundred  and  fifty  other  towns.  This  convention  have  already  existed 
about  six  months  without  agreeing  upon  any  plan,  and  have  adjourned 
for  another  six  months  for  consideration;  and  when  they  shall  liave  fin- 
ished their  business,  or  come  to  an  end  is  uncertain. 
*  Under  such  conduct,  what  people  that  have  any  regard  for  themselves 
or  posterity,  will  submit  to  tludr  government  ?  Surely  none  tbat  cati  do 
otherwise.  And  yet  they  pretend  to  appear  among  the  confederated 
States,  as  having  fhll  and  compleat  right  to  control  these  extensive 
Grants. 

Much  more  mi^ht  be  said  (if  needful)  relative  to  tlieir  conduct  in  dis- 
regarding and  refecting  the  complaints  and  remonstruiQesef  the  people 
against  their  arbitrary  proceedings,  ever  since  they  setup  their  present 
mode  of  government;  and  yet  they  have  the  conlidence  to  represent  in 


has  been  tried  from  the  beginning  of  the  schism,  and  rejected,"  when  in 
fact  they  have  never  given  up  the  least  point  complained  of  from  tirsi  to 
last.  The  foregoing  facts  will  evidently  appear,  whenever  they  may  be 
called  in  question,  by  written  and  other  authentic  vouchers. 

We  shall  now  offer  some  reasons  of  the  propriety  of  the  Grants  being 
a  distin(^  State,  upon  principles  of  prudence  and  equity. 

And,  1*^  As  to  their  local  situafUm — the  lands  near  Connecticut-River, 
between  the  mountains  heights  on  each  side,  that  are  suitable  for  culti- 
vation, in  a  general  way  are  about  thirty-six  or  ibrty  miles  wide,  and 
about  one  hundred  and  fifty  miles  in  length  from  Massachusetts  North 
line  (as  they  now  exercise  jurisdiction)  to  Canada  South  line,  as  settled 
in  1764;  through  which  Cuuueclicut-Hiver  runs  so  as  about  equally 


measure  that  could  be  invented. 
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uiviilub  it  lengthwise,  aud  therelore  llie  River's  beiug  iiiacle  h  UiviiiiUi; 
Hoe  between  two  States,  dWides  a  country  that  Providence  has  wisely 
calculated  to  belong  togetlier,  aud  so  pitiialod  lhat  the  iuhahitatits  living 
tbereuD  may,  b^-  being  united,  manage  their  political  affairs  with  con- 
venience; and  so  calculated  by  proper  intervales  through  the  western 
mountains  or  heights,  that  the  pusses  to  and  from  the  inhabitants  on'the 
Grants  west  oi  the  Green  Mountains  (so  called)  are  convenient. 

2.  The  connections  and  commerce  of  the  people^  on  each  side  of  the 
river,  are.  and  always  wMl  be,  so  interwoven  and  connected^  with  each 
other,  that  it  would  be  very  disadvantageous  to  be  in  two  differenl  juris- 
dictiuns. 

3.  The  inhabitants  (almost  to  a  man)  emigrated  from  the  Massachu- 
setts-Bay and  ('onnecticul,  hut  cliietly  Iron)  Connecticut;  whereby  their 
manners^  customs  and  habiU  are  conjomiable  to  each  otkevy  and  their  prin- 
ciples and  sentiments  the  same  in  regard  to  religion  and  cIyII  govern- 
ment; but  very  diflVri'tit  fVfim  the  people  of  the  States  of  Xew-York 
and  New-Hampshire:  which  diti'ereut  principles  by  education  and  cus- 
tom are  become  so  habitual  and  hereditary,  tliat  it  is  beyond  the  power 
of  man  to  eradicate  them,  and  therefore  will  cattse  a  jarring  discord  be- 
tween them  so  long  as  lliey  are  continued  together. 

4.  The  Grants  (exclusive  of  those  in  the  northeast  part  which  lie 
more  contiguous  to  the  center  of  New-Hampshire)  will  make  a  respect- 
able Slate  by  themselves,  and  the  other  two  States  not  be  injured 
thereby,  especially  New-York;  and  as  to  New-Hampshire,  it  will  be 
mucli  larger  than  it  ever  was  until  since  the  last  war,  and  more  than 
twice  as  large  in  extent  <)f  territory  as  the  State  of  Rhode-Island. 

5.  The  people  inhabiting  these  lauds,  having  undergone  the  hard- 
ships and  laligues  of  settling  this  once  howling  wilderness,  and  the  suf- 
ferings and  losses  occasioned  by  the  war;  and  having  exeited  them- 
selves to  their  utmost  (in  the  grand  American  cause)  with  their  breth- 
ren of  the  United  States,  ought  not  after  all  to  be  Jivided  and  api)or- 
tioned  to  and  between  New-York  and  New-Hampshire,  merely  to  serve 
themselves  of  us.  inr  tlieii-  politieal  ami  interested  purposes — and  all  be- 
cause they  will  cMablish  lhat  arbitrary  line  of  17(14. 

6.  These  Grants '  arc  so  situated  that  they  will  always  be  an  importxmt 
frontier  to  the  United  States  '  (so  long  as  Canada  continues  under  the  con- 
trol of  Great-hrilaiu)  and  by  being  a  distinct  State,  will  be  in  a  much 
better  capacity  to  act  their  part  as  such,  than  by  l>eing  the  out-skirts  of 
other  States. 

7.  lu  the  early  settlemeut  of  this  country,  the  iieverend  Doctor 
Wheelock*s  charity  school,  founded  on  the  most  noble  and  benevolent 

basis,  and  incornorated  with  a  University  by  a  grant  or  patent  from  the 
King  of  Great-Britain,  was  introduced  and  settled  in  this  part  of  the 
country;  which  we  esteem  an  inestimable  benefit  and  advantage  to  this 
new  State,  as  well  as  to  the  Continent;  and  which  the  inhabitants  of  this 
State  are  disposed  to  patronize  to  llieir  utmost — but  on  the  contrary,  if 
it  falls  into  the  Stale  of  New-llami>shire,  it  will  be  in  a  State  which  has 
heretofore  (as  such)  shewn  a  very  cool  disposition  towards  it,  and  prob- 
ably will  continue  the  same  Delect  of  it,  and  principally  (perhaps)  on 
account  of  its  situation. 

8.  The  people  on  the  Grants  are  well  agreed  and  united  in  their  plan 
of  government  already  adopted,  whereas  New-Haniiishire  have  not  as 
yet  agreed  on  any,  aud  there  is  very  little  prospect  (by  accounts)  that 
they  will  soon.  And  as  to  New- York  constitution  or  plan  of  govem- 
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ment,  if  there  was  no  other  objection,  that  alone  would  be  a  sufficient 

bar  in  the  way  of  connecting  them. 

9.  The  great  distance  must  of  the  towns  would  be  at  from  their  sev- 
eral seats  of  government,  in  case  they  were  connected  with  New- York 
and  New-Hampshire,  is  a  powerful  reason  why  they  should  not  belong 
to  tliem.  if  there  was  nothing  else  to  be  olfercd  on  the  head. 

10  Therefore,  on  the  whole  of  the  forejjoing  facta  and  observations, 
we  are  fully  persuaded  (and  believe  every  impartial  Judge  will  be  also) 
that  the  people  on  tl»e  Grants,  considered  in  every  point  of  view,  have  a 
natural,  legal  and  equitable  right  to  unite  together  and  form  themselves 
into  a  distinct  State  or  Government,  in  the  manner  they  have  done,  and 
that  the  are  all  on  botli  sides  of  the  river,  upon  the  same  political 
foundatiou,  and  have  au  e^ual  right  to  act  in  the  aflair:  for  certainly  if 
the  line  settled  in  1764  is  established  for  New-Hampshire,  it  is  also  for 
llTew-York:  and  if  it  is  void  as  to  New-York,  it  is  also  void  as  to  New- 
Hampshire:  but  sufficient  has  been  already  offered  to  shew  that  it  is 
▼oid  as  to  both. 

And  as  vvc  are  determined  to  be  and  remain  together,  and  not  be  split 
up  and  divided  merely  to  serve  the  interested  and  designing  purposes 
of  New-York  and  New-Hampshire,  or  any  others;  and  to  convince  all 
that  our  motives  do  not  arise  (as  has  been  represented)  from  ambitious 
and  schistiiaiical  principles:  but  on  the  contrary,  that  they  are  «inly  to 
obtain  the  j)rivileges  and  benefits  of  c  ivil  governmeni  in  common  witli 
our  American  brethren,  and  lo  put  an  end  to  all  disputes  on  accouut  of 
our  being  a  distinct  Slate,  &c.  We  would  recommend  that  the  follow- 
ing terms  and  proposals  be  made  to  the  Assembly  of  New  Hampshire, 
▼iz. 

1.  To  agree  upon  and  settle  a  dividing  line  between  New  IFarapshire 
and  the  Grants,  by  committees  from  each  party,  or  otherwise,  as  they 
may  mutually  agree. 

Or,  2.  That  the  parties  mutually  agree  in  a  Court  of  Commissioners 
of  disinterested,  judicious  men,  of  the  tliree  other  New-£ngh(ud  States, 
to  hear  and  determining  the  disputes. 

Or,  3.  That  the  whole  dispute  with  New-Hampshire  be  submitted  to 
the  decision  of  Congress,  in  such  way  and  manner  as  Congress  in  their 
wisdom  shall  prescribe. 

Provided  always,  That  the  Grants  be  allowed  equal  privilege  with  the 
other  party,  in  espousing  and  conducting  their  cause. 

Or,  4.  if  the  cuntrov«  rsy  cannot  be  settled  on  either  of  the  toregoiug 
articles,  and  in  case  we  can  agree  with  New-Hampshire  u\ion  a  plan  of 
government,  inclusive  of  extent  of  territory,  that  we  unite  with  them, 
and  become  with  them  one  entire  State,  rejecting  the  arbitrary  line 
drawn  on  the  western  bank  of  Connecticut  river,  by  the  King  of  GK««f 
Britain  in  17G4. 

Before  we  conclude,  we  thiuk  that  duty  to  the  public  and  regard  to  the 
honor  and  dignity  of  the  Continental  Congress,  require  that  we  nuike  a 

few  remarks  on  the  report  and  declaration  of  Col.  Ethan  Allen,  belbre 
recited.  On  which  we  must  observe,  that  if  his  account  be  true,  as  be- 
fore related,  it  is  in  a  degree  alarming  ;  as  of  all  other  legislative,  judi- 
cial or  executive  powers  on  the  c«>ntiij(Ht,  the  Congress  (who  hold  the 
supreme  power)  ought  to  stand  in  tlie  highest  and  fairest  point  of  view; 
and  no  court  has  more  justly  obtained  an  established  character  lor  wis- 
dom, integrity  and  impartiality,  and  none  so  clear  from  the  imputation 
of  intrigue  and  bribery  of  any  kind  whatsoever.  And  as  it  is  of  the 
highest  importance  that  their  character  be  supported:  and  that  thev  aud 
the  public  be  acquainted  with  everything  of  a  public  nature,  which  is 
derogatory  to  the  honor  and  inte^ty  of  that  august  body,  we  have 
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thought  it  expedient  to  publisli  lo  liie  wuiiU  C-oi.  Ahcu  n  icpi  escuialum 
of  thn  conduct  of  the  New-Hampshire  delegate*,  contfiinecl  in  his  report 
and  dcclnrntion  before  reliearsed,  which  we  conceive  to  be  of  that  kind. 
And  although  it  has  the  appearance  of  partial  triendsliip  to  this  new 
Stale,  yet  wo  wholly  reject  it,  as  belnir  done  without  their  knowledge  or 
desire:  ^  that  it  savors  too  mucb  of  intrifjue  and  bribery,  and  is  a  niolbod 
of  obtaininj;  our  cause  that  we  despise,  for  we  desire  not  to  have  that  hon- 
orable body  or  any  member  of  it,  injure  their  character  for  the  sake  of 
helping  ns;  nor  that  they  do  the  same  to  our  injury.  If  the  justice  ol" 
our  cause,  w.hen  rightly  understood  by  impartial  judges,  wonH  support 
us,  we  are  willing  to  fall.  And  as  the  said  report  and  declaration  are 
matters  of  fact^  and  lie  fair  for  every  one  to  make  his  comments  upon, 
we  submit  them  without  saying  anyt!iinLr  fm  tlu  r  thereon.

Letter  firom  Ira  AUen  to  Meeheeh  Weare** 

Windsor,  December  12^^  1778. 

Hon-^  Sir- 
As  I  wish  to  do  nothing  that  conserns  a  Neighbouriug  ^tate,  but  what 
should  Yki  there  made  known,  I  therefore  herewith  Inclose  to  you  my 

Printed  Letter  to  ihc  Inliabi'.itils  oftliis  State,  as  also  an  Extract  of  the 
Froseduru  of  a  Couveutiou  called  at  the  Request  of  those  Gentlemen 
that  with  Drew  from  the  council  aud  Assembly  of  Vermont  at  their  ses- 
sion in  October  last; — said  Convention  was  held  at  Cornish  on  the  9* 
day  of  Instant  Decern'.  As  I  Providentially  Ilajipened  at  said  (Conven- 
tion, and  as  1  have  been  conversant  vvitb  ibe  principal  men  in  most  of 
the  Towns  between  this  and  Cohoos,  sball  make  a  tew  observations  on 
the  Present  confused  Stale  of  affairs  in  those  Parts. 

There  was  eight  Towns  Renresented  in  said  Cuuveniion  from  the 
West  side  of  the  River  and  Probable  two  or  three  more  may  joins  them. 
But  in  most  if  not  all  of  said  Towns  there  is  a  large  minority  in  oposi- 
tiou  to  such  f  rosedure. 


1  Allho^  it  is  evident  by  Col.  Allen'e  report  that  he  was  not  constitu- 
tionally appointed  to  appear  at  Conjrrcss  as  agent  for  tlie  Slate  of  Ver- 
mont, yet  his  going  "  by  desire  of  the  Governor,  aud  at  the  request  of 
several  members  of  the  Council,**  cat  ries  the  appearance  of  his  having 
authority  from  tliem  for  llini  ]  iii  |iose,  aud  doubtless  added  great  weight 
to  his  proposals  to  and  agreements  with  the  members  of  Congress  iu  be- 
half or  the  State ;  wliich  ^  the  Governor  and  several  members  of  the 
Council  "  had  no  rii;ht  to  confer  witliout  a  quorum  of  t lie  Council  consti- 
tutionally convened,  which  appears  by  his  report  not  to  liave  been  the 
case  in  the  present  instance. 

3  Furnished  by  Bev.  Dr.  Bouton. 
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In  Ibe  sixteen  Towns  .sed  to  be  in  union  willi  this  State  sine  the  Brake 
in  the  Assembly  of  October  Last,  the  Party  that  was  in  finyour  of  New 
Hampshire  have  considernbly  Im  icased. 

Within  the  disaffected  Towns  on  both  sides  of  the  River  are  several 
Gentlemen  whose  Desij^n  is  to  Brake  up  this  State  and  conneet  the  tohble 
to  New  Hampshire  for  the  sole  Purpose  ^Bringing  the  seat  of  Government 
on  ConntcOeut  Siver  at  or  near  the  ColUgBf  and  to  establish  a  Plan  of  Oov- 
mmtnt  similar  to  Vermont. 

There  is  no  authority  exercised  East  of  Connecticut  Rivor  by  this 
State,  and  I  dare  Engage  at  the  Risque  of  my  lieputatiou-as  a  man  of 
Honour  or  common  sense,  that  the  Aiture  General  Assembly  of  this 
State  will  not  countenance  an  encroaehment  on  the  State  of  New  B^mp- 
shire.  , 

In  the  year  1764  by  an  Arbitrary  act  of  the  Crown  the  Grants  West 
of  th(^  River  was  put  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  New  York,  where  the 
Inhabitants  have  since  Experianced  all  the  Evils  that  a  Golden,  Dunmore 
and  Tnou,  together  with  a  clan  of  New  York  Land  jobbers  could  invent 
and  innict; — ^in  the  course  of  whicli  troubles  (as  I  am  informed)  appli- 
cation was  made  to  New  Hampshire  to  assert  their  clame,  wliich  was 
Betfused.  The  Inhabitants  on  the  West  side  of  the  Green  Mountain 
Boldly  asserted  their  Rights  and  Defended  their  Property  untill  the  late 
Revolution;  soon  after  which  Overtures  was  made  to  the  Inhabitants  of 
the  then  Counties  of  Cumberland  and  Gloucester  who  had  iu  some  degree 
snbmitt  to  the  Arbitrary  Power  of  New  Yorlc  and  had  then  members  in 
the  Provential  (\)n<^ress  of  said  Slate;  after  many  Perswasive  Argu- 
ments the  Xahabiiants  in  said  Counties  counet-ied  with  those  on  the 
West  side  of  the  Green  Mountain  to  form  a  !5tatc%  and  FrosvUcd  to  form 
a  Constitution  &c. 

Had  it  not  been  for  that  the  Inhabitants  of  this  State  would  by  their 
own  consent  been  eflfectually  bound  to  New  York,  by  connecting  with 
them  in  forming  a  constitution  &c.  Had  that  been  the  case  no  one 
would  have  been  so  hardy  as  to  have  thought  of  claiming  the  antient 
jurisdiction  of  New  Hampshire,  nor  even  Jsew  Ilanipshirc  of  claiming 
the  now  State  of  Vermont,  any  more  than  the  Massachusetts  Bay  the 
southerly  part  of  said  States.  But  it  seems  a  few  Restless  Uneasy  men 
not  having  the  good  of  either  of  the  Slute»  ai  Heart,  (but  their  own  pri- 
vate Interest  and  Immoliment)  are  about  to  clame  the  antient  Jarisdio* 
lion  of  New  Hnnipshire.  Should  that  be  the  case,  doubt  not  but  they 
will  meet  with  such  treatment  as  to  Justice  may  appertain.

To  TJUfi  Inhabitants  of  thk  State  of  Vermont. 

Gentlemen— 

Whereas  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State  did  appoint  me  to  wait 
on  the  Honorable  Meshech  Weare,  Esq.  President  of  the  Council  of  the 

State  of  New  Hampshire,  with  a  Letter  from  his  Excellency  Thomas 
Chittenden  Esq.  and  another  Irom  Col.  Ethan  Allen,  &c.    And  whereas

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severarof  the  members  of  the  Honorable  Coancil  and  Assembly  of  this 
State,  desired  me  to  write  to  tliom  (on  my  return  from  New  Hampshiri;) 

/ho  state  of  ntl'airs  relative  to  the  T^'^nion  with  sixteen  Towns  east  of 
Conuecticut-Iiiver  an<l  lliis  Stiite:  I  therefore  beg  leave  to  state  the  fol- 
lowing as  H  short  state  of  the  matter,  viz 

When  I  arriviui  at  Exeter  found  the  General  Assembly  then  sitting, 
delivered  said  Letters  to  the  President^  who  after  examining  the  same 
in  Council,  sent  them  to  the  House  for  their  inspection:  the  said  Letters 
were  again  read  and  largely  disennised  on,  and  a  Committee  appointed 
from  both  Houses  tu  answor  the  same. — I  being,  then  present  besides 
having  many  other  conferences  with  the  members  of  both  Hoases,  found 
that  they  were  unanimous  for  maintaining  Inviolable  their  Jurisdiction 
to  the  East  Banks  of  Conneclicut-Kiver,  but  that  they  had  no  disposition 
to  iutertiure  with  the  State  of  Vermont  in  its  tirst  described  Limits, 
which  will  more  fully  appear  by  their  Resolution  in  the  affair  of  Mr. 
Hovey,  and  an  Extract  of  President  Weare's  Letter  to  Col.  Ethan  Allen, 
which  is  as  follows,  viz. 

"  State  of  New  Hampshire 

lu  the  House  of  Representatives,  Nov.  10^,  1778. 

Accorditicr  to  the  Vote  of  the  House  of  this  dav,  the  Honorable  Coun- 
cil and  House  being  met  iu  the  Assembly  Chamber,  the  Uouorable  Me- 
abftch  Weare,  Esq.  in  the  chair,  proceeded  to  take  under  consideration 
the  petition  of  Nathaniel  Hovey,  preferred  to  the  Honoi  able  Committee 
of  Safety  of  this  btate  on  the  24*^  September  last,^  and  the  further  trans- 
actions thereou — And  upon  consideration  of  the  same  came  to  the  fol- 
lowing Resolutions  and  reported,  That  two  Hundred  Pounds  be  granted 
to  the  said  Hovey,  out  of  the  Treasury,  by  order  of  the  President,  for 
his  present  necessities,  to  be  by  iiim  accounted  tor;  and  tliat  the  persons 
named  as  Rioters  in  his  complaint  and  Petition,  toiiether  with  Nehe- 
miah  Estabrook.  of  Lebanon,  be  notified  to  attend  the  hearing  of  said 
Pclitiou  before  the  Ueneral  Assembly,  if  sitting,  or  Committee  of  Safety 
of  this  State  in  the  recess,  on  the  Second  Thursday  of  December  next, 
and  that  the  S(!cretary  be  directed  to  issue  proper  notice  to  tlie  said  per- 
sons; and  that  Capt.  Samuel  Atkinson,  of  Buscawen,  be  directed  to  No- 
ti^them  accordingly:— >Which  Report  was  read  and  accepted.

[From  Mr.  Weure's  Letter.] 

As  you  have  been  so  lull  and  explicit  in  your  own  sentimeuts,  I 
trust  the  Body  of  your  people  will  he  of  the  same  opinion,  as  I  am  sure 

every  sensible  person  will;  notwithstanding  blind  designs  of  some  un- 
easy and  never  to  be  contented  men,  whose  views  must  certainly  be 
more  detrimental  to  you  than  they  possibly  can  be  to  New  Hampshire- 
Whatever  may  be  determined  by  Congress  relative  to  the  acknowledg- 
ment of  your  independence  will  be  freely  acquiesced  in  by  this  State." 

I  find  by  enquiring  into  the  situation  of  the  Grants  (so  called)  east  of 
Connecticut  River,  that  the  Towus  iu  the  County  ol  Cheshir  are  almosi 
Unanimously  Represented  in  the  General  Assembly  of  New  Hampshire 

— and  that  ahiuit  fwcdve  Towns  in  tlie  County  of  Graftou  are  also  Rep- 
resented iu  the  Assembly  of  New  Hampshire — and  that  in  the  sixteen

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Towns  iD  cuDDection  with  this  State  by  said  unioD,  there  in  a  large  mi- 
nority in  opposition  to  said  union. 

Amongst  the  arguments  made  \jse  of  hy  Now  Hampshire  tO  support 
their  claim  to  Conuecticttt  River,  are  the  following,  viz. 

That  by  the  determfnatfon  of  the  Court  of  Great  Britain  in  establish- 
ing Provinces  in  North  Atncricn.  snid  I/iuuls  were  includefl  in  llic  juris- 
dlctiou  of  New  Hampshire,  and  in  consequence  of  that  many  Charters 
for  Towns  was  granted  by  the  Governor  of  said  Province  with  all  the 
priviledges  and  immunities  that  any  other  Towns  in  said  Province  did 
enjoy,  which  tliey  held  under  the  Crown  untill  the  Revolution:  at  which 
time  Circular  Letter.s  was  sent  to  the  several  Towns  thro'  that  Province, 
to  Choose  Members  to  form  a  Congress  to  transact  the  political  busi- 
ness of  the  State,  at  which  time  several  of  those  Towns  now  in  union 
with  this  State  sent  Members:  About  a  year  after  a  second  Congress 
was  chosen,  and  some  of  said  Towns  sent  members.  Said  Concjresa 
then  establishe<l  a  Plan  of  Government  which  was  to  remain  in  force 
UQtill  the  cxigencieii  of  the  State  would  admit  of  more  leasure  time  to 
form  another; — ^which  plan  or  Constitution  of  said  State  has  ever  since 
and  now  remain  to  he  governed  by.  Since  Ihe  deprecintioii  of  Money, 
an  additional  pay  has  been  given  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  to  the 
Militia  of  said  State,  in  adcRUon  to  their  Continental  pay  when  in  such 
service;  which  pay  has  been  cheerfblly  received  by  the  Militia  of  said 
Towns. 

Thus  Gentlemen  I  have  given  you  a  short  state  of  facts,  agreeable  to 
th*»  best  information  I  can  get,  by  which  you  will  observe  that  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  are  willing  that  the  State  of  Vermont  should  be  a 
Stale  in  its  first  described  limits  west  of  Connecticut  River. 

I  have  also  to  observe,  that  by  several  authentick  Accounts  lately  re- 
ceived from  the  Honoraljle  Continental  Congress,  that  the  Delegates  are 
willing  that  the  State  of  Vermont  should  he  a  State  within  its  first  de- 
scribed limits  (the  Delesrates  of  New  York  excepted)  which  Ailly  ap- 
pears from  that  Honorable  Body's  not  passing  any  Resolves  against  any 
of  the  Procee<lings  of  the  State  of  Vermont  since  its  formation,  altbo' 
often  requested  by  New  York. 

Having  met  with  several  printed  papers  published  by  order  of  th:.*se 
Gentlemen  that  withdrew  from  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State  at 
their  session  in  October  last:  But  as  I  did  not  design  this  Letter  fbr  an 
answer  thereto,  shall  make  but  few  remarks  thereon: — 

In  the  course  of  which  papers  there  is  a  request  to  all  the  Towns  on 
the  Grants  on  both  sides  of  the  River,  whether  united  with  the  State  of 
Vermont  or  not,  to  send  members  to  form  a  Convention  to  consult  and 
agree  upon  mcnsnres  wliereby  we  may  all  be  united  together,  by  being 
and  remaining  a  distinct  State,  on  such  foundaiion  that  we  may  be  ad- 
mitted into  confederation  with  the  United  States  of  America,  and  under 
their  protection,  &c. 

A  very  lar^e  part  of  the  Towns  on  the  Grants  west  of  the  Mason  line 
and  East  of  Connecti<;ut  River,  are  Represented  in  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  Ni  \v  Hniiipshire,  and  consequently  they  are  Repres(>n(ed  in  Con- 
gress: therefore  they  cannot  withdraw  from  New  Hampshire,  and  con- 
nect with  any  other  body  politick,  and  present  themselves  to  Congress 
to  be  taken  into  Confederation  with  the  United  States,  for  they  are 
already  taken  into  Confederation  by  the  way  of  New  Hampshire :-^The 
way  them  Towns  could  Act,  were  they  to  send  members  to  said  Conven- 
tion, would  be  to  act  on  the  latter  clause  of  the  Warrant  which  is  to 
'  claim  the  Anlieut  jurisdiction  of  the  Government  of  New  Hampshire, 
and  in  that  way  defend  ourselves  against  the  prelendnd  ris:ht  of  juris- 
diction of  any  other  State,  and  thereby  become  one  entire  State  accord-

ing  to  the  extent  of  New  Hampshire  Province  as  it  stood  before  the 
Decree  in  1764  took  place— But  whcilier  tliat  i.s  the  design  of  the  Con- 
▼enti'in  or  not  I  leave  the  candid  reader  to  determine. 

I  appeal  to  every  person's  own  conscience  in  the  State  of  Vermont, 
whether  when  the' inhabitants  on  the  west  and  east  sides  of  the  Green 
Mountain  first  connected  (ocfcthor  to  become  one  body  politick,  tliey  did 
it  under  a  view  that  the  Grants  east  of  Connecticut  Biver  would  join 
them;  and  if  it  had  not  been  for  that,  they  would  not  have  joined  in  said 
plan. 

All  thooo  that  did  unite  together  in  one  body  politick  to  form  a  State 
west  of  Connccticttt  Rlvei,  will,  I  doubt  not,  on  due  consideration,  pur- 
sue that  desirable  object;  (if  any  difficulties  should  arise  so  as  unhap- 
pily to  separate  those  Towns  east  of  Connecticut  River  from  this  Stale) 
for  in  that  view  of  ilie  case  we  should  then  enjoy  all  we  first  expected; 
and  as  the  Constitution  of  this  State  is  so  happily  calculated  to  preserve 
inviolable  the  rights  of  the  people;  and  as  is  in  it  there  is  ample  provis- 
ion made  tor  the  propagation  of  the  (iospel,  together  with  proper  Sem- 
inaries and  Schools  of  fearniug,  which  are  among  the  greatest  olessings 
God  ill  bis  wis<lom  ever  bestowed  on  flie  fallen  race  of  man. 

By  what  has  already  been  elucidated,  it  appears  that  the  State  of  Ver- 
mont is  in  favor  with  the  United  States  ot  America;  therefore  if  the 
•   people  in  said  State  are,  and  continue  steadfast  to  maintain  the  same, 
they  will  without  doubt  support  the  independence  of  said  State,  so  long 
as  tne  United  States  do  theirs. 

Since  the  choice  appears  to  be  in  the  brest  of  the  good  people  of  this 
Slate  whether  ihey  will  be  governed  l)y  the  agreeable  Constitution  they 
have  made,  or  lay  that  a  side  and  seek  tor  connections  with  a  neigh- 
bouring State,  which  is  some  in  debt,  and  whose  known  plan  of  repre- 
sentation is  by  numbers,  so  that  it  wonid  take  five  or  six  of  our  new 
Towns  to  send  one  member;  and  when  we  consider  that  those  infant 
plantations  have  ^ne  thro'  numberless  fatigues  and  ezpences  to  defend 
thtir  just  rights  from  the  arbitrary  power  of  New-York;  and  since  ibis 
present  contest  we  have  been  a  frontier  to  three  neijg;hbouriug  States, 
our  inhabitants  have  been  obliged  to  flee  l>efore  tlieir  enemy,  our  sol- 
diery often  called  forth  by  alarums,  who  have  fought  and  bled  nobly  on 
tile  field  for  the  defence  of  their  counlry: — Is  ihere  not  a  much  greater 
probability  that  we  should  be  considered  for  those  extraordinary  diflS- 
culties,  by  the  Ilonorable,  the  Grand  Council  of  America,  in  defraying 
the  expense  of  this  unnatural  war,  than  by  the  legislature  of  any  btate 
whose  private  interest  would  be  nearer  connected  with  ours. 

I  doubt  not  but  every  reasonable  person  will,  on  due  deliberation,  de- 
termine ihat  it  is  best,  wisest,  and  clieapesi  lor  ilie  good  people  of  this 
State,  to  steadily  pursue  their  ulan  of  Governmuut  which  will  transmit 
to  posterity  the  blessings  of  a  n'ee  State.

Col.  Seth  Warner,  Vol.  i,  p.  150.— The  fact  that  Warner  raised  a  sec- 
ond regiment  in  Vermont  for  continental  service  in  1776  has  been  re- 
corded, but  the  occasion  of  it  deserves  to  be  fully  set  forth,  as  showing 
the  reliance  placed  upon  the  Vermonters,  and  their  promptitude  in  re- 
sponse to  the  call  npon  them.  The  following  letter  serves  this  purpose. 
It  is  in  the  Documents  relating  to  the  CoUmUU  History  cfNtm  Tork^  Vol. 
vni,  p.  664. 

Brig.  Qen,  Wooster  to  Col  Wamsr, 

Montreal  C)^^  .Jan'y  1776. 

Dear  (Sir.— With  the  greatest  distress  ot  miod,  I  now  sit  down  to  in- 
form you  of  the  event  of  an  unfortunate  attack  made  upon  Quebec, 
between  tlie  hours  of  4  and  6  of  the  morning  of  the  31*'  Decemb'  last. 
Unfortunate  indeed  for  in  it  fell  our  brave  General  Minifi^omory,  his 
Aid  de  Camp  McPherson,  Captain  Cheeseman,  Cipi"  Ileudrick  of  the 
Bifle  Men,  &  two  or  three  Subaltern  Officers,  &  between  sixty  and  a 
hundred  Privates,  the  number  not  certainly  known,  &  about  three  hun- 
dred Officers  and  Soldiers  made  prisoners.  Amongst  which  is  Lieut. 
Col">  Green,  Major  Bigelow,*  Major  Miggs  [Meigs,]  &  a  number  of  Cap- 
tains and  inferior  Otficers. 

Col.  [Benedict]  Arnold  was  wounded  in  the  leg  in  the  beginning  of 
the  action,  as  was  Major  Ogden  in  the  shoulder,  and  brought  off  to  the 
general  hospital.  I  have  not  time  to  give  you  all  the  particulars,  but 
this  much  will  shew  you  that  in  conaequence  of  this  defeat  our  present 
prospect  in  this  Country  i»  rendered  very  dubious,  A  unless  we  can  be 
quickly  reinforced,  perhai)8  they  may  be  fatai,  not  only  tons,  who  are 
stationed  here,  but  also  to  the  Colonies  in  general.  As  in  my  Opinion, 
the  safety  of  tlie  Colonies,  especially  the  Frontiers,  greatly,  very  greatly, 
depends,  npon  keeping  possession  of  this  Country.

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You  know  as  well  as  any  man  the  temper,  disposition  &  character  of  the 
Cnnndlans.  Thnt  they  are  not  to  be  depended  upon,  but,  like  Savages, 
ari!  very  fond  of  chuscinij;  the  strongest  party.  Add  to  this,  our  enemies 
in  this  coundy.  of  whidi  theri!  are  many,  they  use  every  method  to  excite 
the  Canadians  against  us;  Among  other  things  they  tell  them  the  United 
('olonics  intend  to  abandon  this  country,  the  clera;y  refuse  absolution  to 
all  wlic  have  shewn  themselves  our  friends,  and  preach  damnation  to 
all  those  who  will  not  take  up  arms,  against  us,  &  tell  them  that  eveu 
now  It  is  not  too  late,  that  we  are  but  a  handfUIl  of  Men,  &c.  &c. 

I  have  sent  an  exi>ress  to  Gen'  Schuyler,  Gcn^  Washington  &  the 
Congress,  but  you  know  how  lar  they  have  to  go,  &  that  it  is  very 
uncertain  how  long  it  will  be  before  we  can  have  relief  from  them. 
You,  Sir.  and  the  valiant  Green  Mountain  Corps,  are  in  Our  neighbour- 
hood. You  all  have  arms,  aud,  I  am  confideat,  ever  stand  ready  to  lend 
a  helping  hand  to  Your  brethren  in  distress. 

lamsenaiblc  thi  i  e  ww  some  disagreement  between  General  Mont- 
gomery and  you.*  Poor  man  Ik  lost  hi>  life  in  fighting  valiantly  for  his 
Country.  Hut  why  do  I  ni(  ni  iun  anyihing  about  disagreement  to  you.  1 
know  private  resentment  rimiiot  prevent  your  exerting  every  faculty  to 
vindicate  the  rights  and  priviledges  for  which  we  are  so  nobly  contending. 

Therefore  let  me  beg  of  you  to  collect  as  many  men  as  you  can.  Five, 
or  Six,  or  Seven  hnndred  if  it  can  be  done,  and  some  how  or  other  get 
.into  this  country.  &  stay  with  us  until  we  have  relief"  from  the  Colonies. 

You  are  scu.sible  we  have  purvisions  here  in  abundance  aud  the 
weather  in  this  Country  I  assure  you,  is  far,  very  far,  from  being  so 
firightfull  as  many  have  imagined.  You'l  see  that  proper  Officers  are 
appointed  under  you  &  both  Otflcers  and  soldiers  shall  be  paid  as  other 
Contiueutal  Troops  are.  It  will  be  well  for  Your  men  to  set  out  as 
soon  as  they  can  be  collected.  It  is  not  so  much  matter  whether  to- 
gether or  not,  but  let  them  be  sent  by  Tens,  Twentys,  Thirtys,  Fortys, 
or  Filly's  as  they  can  be  collected,  lor  it  must  have  a  good  effect  on  the 
minds  of  the  Canadians,  to  see  Succours  coming  on. 

You  will  be  good  enough  to  send  coj)ies  of  this  letter,  or  such  part  of 
it  as  you  think  proper,  to  the  people  below  you;  I  can^t  but  think  our 
Friends  will  pu«h  for  this  Country.  I  am  confident  you  will  not  disap- 
point my  m  ost  fervent  wish  and  expectation  of  seeing  you  here  with 
your  men,  in  a  very  short  time. 

Now  is  the  time  to  distinguish  Yourselves,  &  obtain  the  united  ap- 
l)lauses  of  your  very  grateful!  countrymen,  &  of  Your  distressed  Friends 
in  Canada,  &  of  Your  sincere  friend  &  most  h**^*  Serv'
